According  to  tlie  usual  returns  made  to  our  Office,  the  statistics. 
total  number  of  registered  lunatics,  idiots,  and  persons  of 
unsound  mind  in  England  and  Wales  on  the  1st  January 
last  was  68,538,  being  an  increase  of  1,902  on  those  returned 
for  the  1st  January  18 77*

These  numbers  do  not  include  265  lunatics  so  found  by 
inquisition,  who  reside  in  charge  of  their  Committees,  else¬ 
where  than  in  Asylums,  Registered  Hospitals,  and  Licensed 
Houses. 

Among  the  “  paupers”  are  classed  all  who  are  maintained, 
wholly  or  in  part ,  at  the  cost  of  parishes,  unions,  counties  and 
boroughs  ;  while  the  “  private”  patients  include  not  only  those 
supported  entirely  by  their  relatives  or  friends,  but  also  the 
soldiers,  sailors,  and  criminal  and  other  lunatics  maintained 
by  the  State  at  the  Royal  India  Asylum,  at  the  Netley  Abbey 
Military  Hospital,  at  Grove  Hall,  Row,  at  the  Yarmouth 
Naval  Hospital,  and  at  the  Broadmoor  Criminal  Asylum, 
respectively  A  Thus  distinguished,  the  total  of  68,538  on 
the  1st  of  January  last,  consisted  of  4,172  males,  and  3,520 
females  of  the  private,  and  of  26,852  males  and  33,994 
females  of  the  pauper  class. 

The  increase  of  the  year  is  represented  by  85  males  and 
10  females  among  the  private,  and  by  774  males  and  1,033 
females  among  the  pauper  patients.  Among  the  private 
patients  this  increase  for  the  year  has  been  below  the 
average  of  the  last  ten  years ;  among  the  paupers  it  has 
been  somewhat  above  the  average ;  while,  if  we  take  both 
classes  together,  it  will  be  found  that  the  actual  increase 
now  stated  has  been  exceeded  on  four  previous  occasions 
during  the  20  years  of  fully-recorded  experience,  namely,  in 
1863,  when  the  increase  for  the  year  was  1,989;  in  1868, 
when  it  was  1,914;  in  1869,  when  it  was  2,1 77;  and  in 

1871,  when  it  was  2,042.

The  following  are  the  particulars  of  the  numerical  changes 
since  1st  January  1877,  having  regard  both  to  the  classi¬ 
fication  and  the  distribution  of  the  patients  : — - 

The  private  patients  have  increased  in  County  and  Borough 
Asylums  by  25  ;  in  Registered  Hospitals  by  43  ;  in  Licensed 
Houses  by  15  ;  in  the  Naval,  Military  and  Indian  Asylums 
by  2  ;  and  the  “  single  patients”  of  the  private  class,  by  16 ; 
whilst  at  the  Broadmoor  Criminal  Asylum  the  private 
patients  (that  is,  those  maintained  by  the  State)  have  de¬ 
creased  by  6. 

The  pauper  patients  have  increased  in  County  and  Borough 
Asylums  by  2,215;  in  Registered  Hospilals  by  4  ;  and  in 
Workhouses  by  22 7.  This  class  has,  on  the  other  hand,  de¬ 
creased

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creased  in  Licensed  Houses  by  535,  in  the  Broadmoor  Statistics. 
Criminal  Asylum  by  6  ;  and  by  98  u  out-door  paupers.” 

The  distinguishing  feature  in  the  above  changes  has  been 
the  large  increase  of  pauper  patients  in  County  and  Borough 
Asylums,  and  their  diminished  number  in  Licensed  Houses. 

This  has  been  in  a  large  measure  due  to  the  opening,  during 
the  year,  of  the  third  asylum  for  Middlesex  at  Banstead,  and 
the  removal  to  this  and  the  two  other  County  Asylums  of 
Middlesex  of  patients  previously  in  metropolitan  Licensed 
Houses. 

The  further  reduction  in  the  number  of  private  patients 
in  the  Broadmoor  Asylum  is  owing  to  a  continuance  of  the 
system  which  has  been  in  operation  for  the  last  four  years,  of 
not  sending  thither  male  convicts  becoming  insane  whilst 
undergoing  sentences  of  penal  servitude,  but  treating  them 
as  a  class  in  one  of  the  convict  prisons.  No  returns  are 
made  to  us  as  to  these  criminal  patients,  nor  have  we  any 
official  knowledge  of  their  number. 

The  statistical  tables,  the  regular  publication  of  which 
commenced  in  1869,  have  been  continued.  Table  I.  has 
been  amplified,  and  shows  the  number  and  distribution  of 
all  registered  patients,  distinguishing,  for  the  first  time,  the 
sexes  as  well  as  the  class  (private  or  pauper),  on  the  1st  of 
January  1859,  and  on  that  day  in  each  succeeding  year,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  annual  increase  or  decrease.  Tables  II.  to  XL 
are  unaltered,  and  supply  the  usual  detailed  information  as  to 
the  proportion  of  lunatics  to  the  general  population,  and  of 
pauper  lunatics  to  paupers  in  general ;  and,  as  regards  certified 
patients,  the  admissions,  discharges,  recoveries  and  deaths, 
and  the  rate  of  recovery  and  mortality  for  each  year  since 
1859.  Following  Table  XL,  which  gives  the  total  number  of 
chargeable  lunatics  in  each  of  the  several  Union  Counties  in 
England  and  Wales  on  the  1  st  of  January  1877  and  1878 
respectively,  is  a  new  table,  No.  XII.,  which  sets  forth 
similar  information  for  each  Union  County  for  the  1st  of 
January  18/1,  and  1st  of  January  18/8  respectively,  with  the 
total,  as  wTell  as  the  average  annual  increase  of  pauper  patients 
for  each  county  during  the  last  seven  years.  This  table  will 
be  found  useful,  as  bearing  upon  the  probable  prospective 
requirements  of  each  county  in  the  way  of  future  accommo¬ 
dation  for  the  insane  poor. 

In  our  last  Report  a  series  of  new  tables  was  inserted,  New  tables, 
giving,  as  regards  the  patients  admitted  in  18/6,  certain 
classified  information  as  to  their  occupation  or  social  con- 
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based  on  ex¬ 
perience  of 
1876. 


dition,  the  assigned  causes  of  their  insanity,  and  the  numbers 
affected  with  “  general  paralysis  of  the  insane  ”  and  epi¬ 
lepsy.  The  special  registers  from  which  those  tables  were 
compiled  had  been  kept,  it  will  be  remembered,  during  the 
year  1876  by  the  medical  officers  of  Asylums,  at  our  re¬ 
quest,  and  by  way  of  experiment. 

Being  unable  at  once  to  determine  on  the  practicability  of 
a  yearly  collection  and  tabulation  of  the  data  in  question  for 
publication  in  our  Annual  Reports  to  your  Lordship,  we  did 
not  apply  to  these  gentlemen  to  continue  in  1 8 77  the  valuable 
service  so  promptly  rendered  in  1876. 

After  mature  consideration,  however,  we  resolved  to  put 
ourselves  again  in  communication  with  the  medical  officers, 
and  having  received  most  favourable  replies  to  our  renewed 
application  for  assistance,  we  issued  at  the  beginning  of 
1878  fresh  forms  of  register,  similar  to  those  circulated  in 
1876,  but  modified  in  some  degree,  and  partly  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  friendly  suggestions  which  reached  us. 

The  voluntary  labours  of  the  medical  officers  in  keeping 
these  records  will  enable  us,  it  is  hoped,  to  repeat  in  1879 
and  future  years  the  information  contained  in  the  special 
tables  appearing  in  our  31st  Report. 

In  the  meantime  it  has  been  thought  well  to  summarise  and 
insert  in  the  present  Report  certain  further  facts  of  interest 
obtained  from  the  registers  kept  during  1876,  We  have 
accordingly  introduced,  as  regards  the  year  1876,  Tables 
showing  the  Ages  of  all  patients  admitted  into  Asylums,  their 
condition  as  to  marriage,  together  with  the  ratios  deduced 
from  a  comparison  of  the  statistics  of  age  and  marriage 
condition  for  the  entire  population  of  England.  The  number 
and  proportion  will  also  appear  of  admissions  where  the 
unsoundness  of  mind  was  attributable  to  congenital  defect, 
and  where  insanity  arose  later  in  life,  distinguishing  be¬ 
tween  the  u  first,”  and  “  not  the  first  attack.”  Special  in¬ 
formation  on  most  of  these  points  has  also,  as  far  as  possible, 
been  tabulated  as  regards  the  patients  affected  with  general 
paralysis  of  the  insane,  and  admitted  during  1876  ;  together 
with  a  summary  of  the  causes  or  influences  which  were 
deemed  to  have  mainly  contributed  in  producing  insanity 
in  the  cases  of  those  suffering  from  that  particular  form  of 
mental  and  physical  disorder. 

Of  these  new  tables,  No.  XIII.  shows  the  numbers,  sexes, 
ages,  and  condition  as  to  marriage  of  all  persons  in  England 
and  Wales  taken  from  the  Census  Returns  of  1871,  and 
arranged  chiefly  in  decennial  groups.  This  table  has  been  in¬ 
troduced 
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troduced  for  convenience  of  reference,  and  for  the  purpose  of  Statistics. 
more  ready  comparison  with  the  similarly  arranged  particulars 
of  the  insane  placed  under  treatment  in  1876,  set  forth  in 
Table  XIV.  The  ratios  borne  by  the  total  insane  admissions  of 
1876  to  the  total  general  population,  arranged  as  to  sex, 
age,  and  condition  as  to  marriage,  have  been  calculated,  and 
will  be  found  in  Table  XV. 

Of  the  14,154  admissions  of  1876,  1,221,  in  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  14  per  cent,  of  the  males  and  3  per  cent,  of  the 
females,  were  returned  as  suffering  from  general  paralysis 
of  the  insane  ( see  pages  40, 41  in  31st  Report).  Table  XVI. 
has  reference  exclusively  to  these  general  paralytics,  and  con¬ 
tains  information  similar  to  that  given  for  the  total  of  the 
insane  admissions,  thus  affording  means  of  comparison  as 
regards  sex,  age,  and  condition  as  to  marriage.  The  ratios 
are  shown  in  Table  XVII. 

Table  XVIII.  shows  the  assigned  causes  of  insanity  in  the 
general  paralytics  admitted  in  1 876,  with  per-eentages 
showing  the  proportion  of  the  number  of  instances  in  which 
each  cause  was  assigned  to  the  total  number  admitted  of  this 
class  of  patients.  Those  cases  in  which  disease  of  the  brain 
was  assigned  as  the  chief  if  not  the  only  cause  of  the  general 
paralysis,  have  not  been  included  in  the  table,  inasmuch  as 
disease  of  the  brain  is  a  condition  existing  to  a  greater  or 
less  extent  in  all  such  cases,  and  is  no  doubt  the  immediate 
or  exciting  cause  of  the  malady  in  every  instance ;  but  it  is 
important,  if  possible,  to  trace  and  specify  the  antecedent  in¬ 
fluences  or  circumstances  which  were  effective  in  producing 
the  brain  disease  and  the  general  paralysis. 

Table  XIX.  shows  the  number  of  cases  in  which  the 
insanity  was  congenital  and  in  which  in  other  instances  it 
was  “  the  first,”  and  “  not  the  first  attack.” 

Table  XX.,  and  XXI.,  and  XXII.,  give  details  similar  to 
those  in  Table  XIV.  for  the  total  admissions,  but  sub-divided 
according  to  the  kind  of  institution  in  which  the  patients 
were  received.  Thus  Table  XX.,  having  reference  to  County 
and  Borough  Asylums,  would  apply  almost  exclusively  to 
pauper  patients  ;  Table  XXI.,  comprising  Registered  Hos¬ 
pitals,  Licensed  Houses,  &c.,  has  reference  chiefly  to  private 
patients,  whilst  Table  XXII.  is  limited  to  five  licensed  houses 
receiving  both  private  and  pauper  patients.

The  details  of  the  annual  returns  made  by  clerks  to  boards 
of  guardians,  pursuant  to  the  64th  section  of  the  Lunatic 
Asylums  Act,  1853,  showing  the  number  of  lunatics,  idiots, 
and  persons  of  unsound  mind,  chargeable  to  the  several 
unions  and  parishes  on  the  1st  of  January  last,  and  where 
maintained,  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  (A). 

In  Appendix  B1  and  B2,  will  be  found  the  usual  statistical 
information  with  regard  to  patients  detained  in  Asylums, 
Hospitals,  Licensed  Houses,  and  as  “  single  patients  ” 
in  private  charge.  The  admissions,  discharges,  deaths, 
under  these  various  heads,  are  set  forth,  together  with, 
as  regards  County  and  Borough  Asylums  and  Hospitals, 
the  rate  per  cent,  of  recovery  and  mortality.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  suicides  and  of  post-mortem  examinations  is  also 
recorded. 

The  total  number  under  detention  on  the  1st  of  January 
in  the  above-named  establishments,  and  as  “  single  patients  ” 
in  private  charge,  was  46,059,  of  whom  4,172  males  and  3,520 
females  were  private  patients,  and  17,459  males  and  20,908 
females  were  paupers.  The  total  admissions  of  the  year 
reached  the  unprecedented  number  of  15,963  ;  but  of  these 
the  unusually  large  proportion  of  2,800  or  1 7*54  per  cent, 
were  transfers,  and  1,735,  or  10*86  per  cent.,  were  re-ad¬ 
missions.  The  patients  discharged  and  transferred  were 
9,721,  of  whom  4,842  were  returned  as  66  recovered. ”  The 
deaths  were  4,4 76,  and  in  2,591  of  these,  post-mortem 
examinations  were  made. 

The  patients  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums  on  the 
1st  January  1877  were,  35,523  (16,261  males  and  19,262 
females),  and  the  admissions  during  the  past  year  were,  12,8 16 
(6,120  males  and  6,696  females),  so  that  the  total  number 
of  both  sexes  under  treatment  in  the  course  of  the  year,  in 
these  59  asylums,  was,  48,339,  or,  deducting  2,479  transfers, 
45,860.  The  patients  discharged  from  the  above  establish¬ 
ments,  including  those  transferred  to  other  asylums,  were, 
6,792,  of  whom  3,855  were  reported  to  have  “  recovered.” 
The  deaths  of  the  year  were  3,784.  As  the  result  of  these 
changes,  the  patients  left  in  those  public  Asylums  on  the 
1st  of  January  last  were,  37,763  (17,116  males  and  20,647 
females),  being  an  increase  on  the  numbers  resident  on  the 
1st  of  January  1877,  of  855  males  and  1,385  females. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  resident  in  these 
asylums  throughout  the  year  was,  36,668. 

The  recoveries  of  the  year,  as  compared  with  the  total 
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admissions,  were  in  the  proportion  of  30*07  per  cent.,  a  rate  County  and 
considerably  below  the  average  of  previous  years,  but  this  may 
be  accounted  for,  to  a  great  extent,  by  the  large  proportion 
of  chronic  cases  admitted  by  transfer  from  one  Asylum  to 
another,  and  included  in  the  total  admissions.  Excluding 
these  transfers,  the  recoveries  would  bear  to  the  admissions 
the  ratio  of  37*29  per  cent. 

A  further  accumulation  of  chronic  cases  appears,  how¬ 
ever,  to  he  going  on  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums.  Of 
the  total  of  37,763  patients  in  these  establishments  on  the 
1st  of  January  last,  only  2,428,  or  a  proportion  of  6*42  per 
cent.,  are  returned  by  the  medical  superintendents  as  curable 
cases.  On  the  1st  of  January  18 77>  the  numbers  deemed 
curable  were  in  the  proportion  of  7* 22  per  cent.  This  fact 
may  be  in  some  measure  explained  by  a  reference  to 
Table  IX.,  showing  the  distribution  of  pauper  lunatics  on 
the  1st  of  January  for  each  year.  From  this  table  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  tendency  during  the  last  four  years  has  been 
for  unions  to  maintain  a  larger  per-centage  of  pauper  lunatics 
in  Asylums,  and  a  smaller  proportion  in  Workhouses  and  as 
outdoor  paupers.  On  the  1st  of  January  1874  the  propor¬ 
tions  were — in  Asylums,  60'07  per  cent. ;  in  Workhouses, 

27*44  per  cent.,  and  as  outdoor  paupers,  12  49  per  cent. ; 
whereas,  on  the  1st  of  January  last,  the  proportions  were  as 
follows  — In  Asylums,  63‘06  ;  in  ¥/orkhouses,  26*73  ;  as  out¬ 
door  paupers,  10*21. 

There  is,  we  think,  little  doubt  that  the  operation  of  the 
Parliamentary  grant  of  4  s.  per  head  per  week  to  the 
guardians,  towards  the  expenses  of  every  pauper  lunatic 
maintained  in  an  Asylum,  has  tended  largely  to  promote  the 
removal  of  chronic  cases  from  Workhouses,  and  as  outdoor 
paupers  into  Asylums.  There  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that 
either  guardians  or  magistrates  are  disposed  to  encourage 
the  removal  to  Asylums  of  any  class  of  the  insane  who  can 
be  properly  dealt  with  elsewhere  ;  but  we  have  noticed  very 
generally  that  when  chronic  cases  become  at  all  trouble¬ 
some,  they  are  no  longer,  as  formerly,  retained  in  the  Work- 
house,  but  are  removed  to  the  Asylum.  Such  patients  are  un¬ 
doubtedly  embarrassing  to  Workhouse  management,  and  are 
better  cared  for  in  Asylums,  although  they  do  not  require  the 
more  costly  arrangements  necessary  in  curative  establish¬ 
ments. 

A  further  demand  for  Asylum  accommodation  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  such  chronic  cases  is  felt  in  many  counties,  and 
is  being  provided  in  some,  to  be  hereafter  more  particularly 
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referred  to.  The  buildings  to  be  erected  for  this  purpose, 
whether  as  adjuncts  to  existing  Asylums,  or  as  separate 
establishments,  should  be  less  costly  than  those  of  ordinary 
Asylums  ;  the  proportionate  quantity  of  land  need  not  be  so 
large,  and  the  staff  of  attendants  need  not  be  on  so  high  a 
scale  numerically  as  in  the  curative  establishments  ;  yet 
such  auxiliary  Asylums  for  chronic  patients  may  be  made 
efficient  for  their  purpose,  and  may  be  worked  at  a  lower 
rate  of  maintenance  than  the  curative  or  parent  Asylums. 

The  mortality  of  the  year  in  County  and  Borough  Asylums, 
at  the  rate  of  10*31  per  cent,  on  the  average  daily  number 
resident,  and  7’8 2  per  cent,  on  the  total  number  under 
treatment,  is  a  fraction  below  that  of  the  year  1876,  and 
somewhat  lower  than  the  average  of  the  last  18  years. 

The  Appendix  (C.)  comprises  the  whole  of  the  entries 
made  by  us  in  the  Visitors’  Books  of  the  59  County  and 
Borough  Asylums,  a  list  of  which,  with  the  names  of  the 
medical  superintendents,  and  of  the  clerks  of  the  Committees 
of  Visitors,  will  be  found  in  Appendix  (R). 

The  general  condition  and  progress  of  each  Asylum  are 
so  fully  given  in  these  entries,  that  it  is  needless  to  enter  in 
this  place  into  particulars  of  ail. 

So  far  back  as  1859  in  our  13th  Report,  and  again  in 
1872  in  our  26th  Report,  we  adverted  to  the  very  inadequate 
provision  made  in  many  of  the  large  County  Asylums  for 
the  nursing  and  care  of  the  patients  during  the  night.  At 
one  time  it  was  the  practice  in  many  Asylums  to  employ  the 
day  attendants  in  rotation  on  night  duty  ;  this  very  objec¬ 
tionable  arrangement  is,  however,  now  generally  given  up, 
and  the  system  of  employing  special  attendants  for  night 
duty  alone  is  now  the  general  rule  in  public  Asylums. 

Until  recently,  however,  in  many  large  Asylums,  the 
care  of  the  patients  during  the  night  has  been  left  to  one 
attendant  in  each  division,  who  was  required  to  visit  the 
different  wards  every  two  hours.  Visits  at  such  in¬ 
tervals  are  so  obviously  insufficient  to  afford  proper  protec¬ 
tion  to  even  the  ordinary  inmates,  that  we  have  taken  every 
opportunity  of  pointing  out  to  the  Visitors  the  great  im¬ 
portance  of  increasing  the  staff  of  night  attendants  gene¬ 
rally,  and  we  are  glad  to  report  that  most  Asylums  are  now 
in  a  much  more  satisfactory  state  in  this  respect.  The 
frequent  deaths  which  at  one  time  took  place  amongst 
the  epileptics  from  suffocation  in  fits  during  the  night,  and 
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also  the  occurrence  of  suicides,  due,  in  many  instances,  to 
the  want  of  careful  watching,  convinced  us  some  years  since  asylums. 
of  the  futility  of  entrusting  patients  of  the  above  classes  to 
the  irregular  visits  of  the  ordinary  night  attendants,  and 
that  the  only  way  in  which  accidents  could  be  guarded 
against,  and  fatal  results  in  the  majority  of  cases  diminished, 
is  by  placing  these  patients  under  the  care,  during  the 
night,  of  special  attendants,  with  specific  rules  for  their 
guidance,  and  in  wards  so  arranged  as  to  admit  of  the 
patients,  whether  in  dormitories  or  single  rooms,  being  under 
direct  supervision.  We  have  again  the  satisfaction  of  stating 
that  the  result  in  those  Asylums  in  which  the  arrangements 
have  been  fully  carried  out,  has  been  most  encouraging.  Not 
only  have  the  accidental  deaths  in  these  classes  of  patients 
been  very  much  reduced  in  number,  but  the  importance  of 
the  system  has  been  fully  admitted,  not  only  by  the  medical 
officers  of  the  Asylums,  but  especially  by  the  attendants, 
who  are  relieved  of  much  anxiety  during  the  night,  and  in 
many  instances  have  expressed  to  us  their  sense  of  the  value 
of  the  special  provision  for  night  watching. 

At  present  the  arrangements  for  this  purpose  are  more  or 
less  complete  in  25  of  the  County  and  Borough  Asylums. 

In  16  they  have  been  partially  carried  out,  but  are  imperfect 
in  important  particulars,  chiefly  in  consequence  of  structural 
difficulties  in  the  original  buildings.  In  6  Asylums  special 
wards  are  in  progress,  and  in  12  no  provision  has  as  yet 
been  made. 


Not  only  as  respects  the  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients  do  Night  nursing-, 
we  hope  that  ere  long  we  shall  be  able  to  report  that  proper 
arrangements,  both  structural  and  otherwise,  have  been  made 
in  all  Asylums  in  England  and  Wales,  but  also  that  the 
night-nursing  and  care  of  the  ordinary  sick  inmates  is 
placed  upon  a  more  satisfactory  footing  than  at  present. 

In  many  A  sylums  the  sick  and  dying  patients  are  still  under 
the  charge  of  the  ordinary  night  attendants,  and  are  con  - 
sequently  left  for  long  periods  without  receiving  that  con¬ 
stant  attention  which  their  cases  require.  Special  night 
attendants  should,  we  think,  be  provided  in  the  infirmaries 
or  sick  wards  of  all  asylums. 

Plans  and  estimates  for  alterations  and  additions  to  Asylums  Alterations  and 
in  considerable  numbers  have,  as  usual,  passed  through  our  addltlons- 
office  for  examination  prior  to  application  for  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  State.  Some  of  these  involved  consider¬ 
able  changes  and  proportionately  large  expense,  while 
o.8q.  others 
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BoroughND  °^ers  re^a^d  to  minor  alterations  to  be  executed  at  no 
asylums.  great  cost.  Instead  of  noticing  in  the  body  of  our  Report 
Alterations  and  eyery  alteration  of  whatever  importance,  we  confine  our- 
Additions.  selves  on  this  occasion  to  a  detail  of  the  improvements 
and  alterations  for  which  the  estimates  exceeded  600  l. , 
which  we  proceed  to  notice  in  succession,  together  with  any 
purchases  of  land  which  have  been  effected.  To  preserve  a 
record,  however,  of  the  lesser  improvements  and  alterations 
in  the  County  and  Borough  Asylums,  we  have  prepared 
the  Appendix  (D),  which  gives  the  particulars  in  a  tabular 
form,  convenient  for  reference. 

Beyond  these  memoranda  of  additions  and  alterations  we 
find,  in  the  history  of  the  past  year,  but  few  occurrences  in 
the  several  County  and  Borough  Asylums  deserving  of  par¬ 
ticular  mention ;  hence  the  predominance  in  the  following 
pages  of  the  notices  of  deaths  by  suicide  and  other  fatal 
casualties  which  we  have,  as  usual,  considered  it  necessary  to 
give  at  some  length.  This  will  be  found  equally  to  apply  to 
that  portion  of  the  present  Report  which  is  devoted  to  the 
Hospitals  and  Licensed  Houses. 

It  would,  however,  be  wrong  to  conclude  that  the  number 
of  suicides  in  1877  was  either  in  excess  of  the  average,  or 
that  it  is  large  when  considered  in  relation  to  the  number  of 
the  insane  under  care  and  treatment  who  are  reported  as 
dangerous  to  themselves. 

In  March  last  we  procured  from  all  Asylums,  Hospitals, 
and  Licensed  Houses  a  remarkable  return  of  the  number  of 
inmates  then  considered  to  have  suicidal  propensities. 

The  results  were  thus  summarised  :  —

Hence,  of  the  total  number  of  patients  in  these  institutions, 
no  fewer  than  13*76  per  cent,  were  regarded  and  treated  as 
dangerous  to  themselves. 

Now  the  actual  deaths  by  suicide  in  1877  (where  the  act 
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was  committed  in  the  Asylum  or  House),  were  1 8 ;  that  is  County  an.© 
somewhat  less  than  3  per  1,000  on  the  entire  number  of  asylum” 
Suicidal  patients.  Suicides. 

It  is  not  to  be  assumed  that  the  whole  of  the  6,096  patients 
were  actively  suicidal,  yet,  out  of  so  large  a  number  many, 
no  doubt,  were  so.  It  is  seldom  that  a  suicide  occurs  where 
no  blame  attaches  to  the  persons  in  charge ;  yet  the  small 
number,  comparatively  speaking,  of  successful  attempts,  is  no 
doubt  creditable  to  those  responsible  for  the  care  of  the 
insane  throughout  England  and  Wales. 

In  the  County  and  Borough  Asylums  the  suicides  were 
nine  in  number,  and  the  ratio  borne  by  these  deaths  to  the 
number  4,908,  is  below  the  general  average  in  all  institutions, 
being  only  T84  per  1,000. 

In  three  out  of  the  nine  cases,  of  which  we  subjoin  the 
particulars,  it  wall  be  noticed  that  it  was  not  until  after  the 
patient's  death  that  the  medical  officers  were  made  acquainted 
with  the  fact  that  the  deceased  had,  prior  to  admission, 
actually  attempted  his  or  her  own  life.  Such  remissness  on 
the  part  of  relatives  is  a  matter  of  extreme  regret,  yet,  we 
fear,  of  not  uncommon  occurrence.  Had  the  history  of  these 
cases  been  more  perfectly  communicated  in  the  first  in¬ 
stance,  greater  precautions  would  doubtless  have  been  taken, 
and  the  fatal  end  might  have  been  prevented. 

The  crowded  state  of  the  Three  Counties’  Asylum  at 
Arlesey  compelled  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  towards  the  end  Additions  * 
of  the  year  1876,  to  take  steps  for  obtaining  additional 
accommodation.  A  contract  for  the  removal  of  24  patients 
to  the  Ipswich  Borough  Asylum  was  approved  of  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  as  a  temporary  measure,  and  it  was 
resolved  to  apply  to  the  quarter  sessions  of  the  three  counties 
in  union  to  sanction  an  extension  of  the  asylum,  admitting 
of  the  reception  of  318  additional  patients. 

In  May  ]8 77  plans  for  two  additional  wings  and  for 
consequent  alterations  in  the  centre  building,  including  the 
provision  of  good  dormitories  for  the  constant  supervision  of 
epileptic  and  suicidal  patients,  were  recommended  by  us, 
after  careful  examination,  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  his 
approval,  which  was  accordingly  given.  The  estimate  for 
these  works  was  50,669  l. 

As  mentioned  in  our  30th  Report,  an  enlargement  of  the  and 

Berkshire  Asylum  at  Moulsford  has  become  necessary,  in  Newbury, 
order  to  make  provision  for  the  Berkshire  patients  hitherto  Enlargement, 
received  at  the  Littlemore  Asylum. 
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The  Committee  of  Visitors  resolved  to  build  for  500 
additional  patients,  and  in  October  18/7  the  plans  for  this 
enlargement  were  finally  settled  in  consultation  with  us,  and 
received  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  Dormi¬ 
tories  were  provided  of  a  suitable  character  for  the  com 
tinuous  supervision  of  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients. 

The  cost  of  the  enlargement  was  estimated  at  47,000  a 
sum  which  included  additions  to  the  offices,  hall,  chapel,  and 
gasworks,  and  the  necessary  gas-fittings,  heating  and  cook¬ 
ing  apparatus,  and  a  new  engine,  boiler  and  pumps. 

A  valuable  addition  to  the  Asylum  estate,  consisting  of  a 
block  of  nine  freehold  cottages,  was  sanctioned  in  October 
1877-  Accommodation  for  certain  officers  and  attendants 
was  thus  secured  at  the  moderate  price  of  1,125  l. 

The  death  of  a  female  patient  in  the  Bucks  Asylum,  from 
injuries  caused  by  the  patient  setting  her  clothes  on  fire,  oc¬ 
curred  on  the  14th  of  August. 

It  appeared  that  a  small  fire  was  lighted  in  the  bath-room 
of  the  female  Infirmary  Ward,  to  which  the  patient,  who 
was  an  old  woman,  very  restless  and  childish,  obtained 
access  from  the  airing-court,  no  attendant  being  present. 
She  was  fond  of  meddling  with  the  fire,  and  it  was  supposed 
that,  when  the  accident  occurred,  she  was  poking  it,  and 
unintentionally  set  light  to  her  clothes.  The  flames  were  soon 
extinguished  by  a  nurse,  who  was  attracted  by  the  cries  of 
other  patients,  but  the  burns  were  so  severe  that,  notwith¬ 
standing  every  care,  the  patient  died  on  the  following  morn¬ 
ing.  A  coroner  s  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  “  Accidental 
death.”  We  felt  it  our  duty  to  animadvert  on  the  want  of 
care  which  allowed  the  possibility  of  such  an  accident,  and 
to  express  to  the  medical  superintendent  our  hope  that 
arrangements  would  be  made  for  securing  the  constant 
presence  of  a  nurse  in  the  infirmary,  and  for  protecting  the 
fire  in  the  bath-room  where  the  accident  happened. 

The  following  passage  occurs  in  the  entry  in  the  Visitors’ 
Book  of  the  Asylum  for  Cambridgeshire,  the  Borough  of 
Cambridge,  and  the  Isle  of  Ely,  made  by  two  members  of 
the  Board  on  their  visit  in  February  last : — 

“  Erysipelas,  which  was  noticed  to  have  been  prevalent  at  the  last 
visit,  continued  to  attack  the  female  patients  for  a  short  time  after¬ 
wards.  In  July,  August,  and  September,  a  severe  form  of  diarrhoea 
was  epidemic  in  both  divisions,  as  many  as  24  patients  were  affected, 
and  seven  deaths  were  attributed  to  this  disorder.  These  diseases 
no  doubt  originate  in  overcrowding  and  imperfect  sanitary  arrange¬ 
ments  j  and  though,  by  the  plans  for  the  extension  c  the  building, 
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at  an  estimated  cost  of  13,000  /.,  these  defects  will  be  remedied,  we  County  and 
are  sorry  to  learn  that  the  building  operations  are  proposed  to  be  Borough 
spread  over  a  period  of  six  years,  and  a  sum  of  only  2,000  l.  is  to  be  ' 
called  for  annually.  Besides  the  great  inconvenience  and  disturb-  Cambridge, 
ance  which  will  necessarily  be  caused  by  spreading  these  trifling  Slow  progress 
building  operations  over  so  long  a  period,  the  cost  will  probably  be  ofcnlal'gement 
increased,  and  the  grave  defects  above  adverted  to,  and  which  no 
doubt  affect  the  lives  of  the  patients,  will  remain  unremedied. 

“  We  trust,  therefore,  that  the  Visitors  will  see  fit  to  reconsider 
this  matter,  and  give  orders  for  the  completion  of  the  building  at 
the  earliest  possible  period.  At  present  the  additions  to  the  male 
infirmary  have  alone  been  proceeded  with,  and  will  shortly  be 
finished.” 

We  addressed  the  Committee  of  Visitors  on  the  subject, 
but  were  unable  to  procure  any  assurance  that  the  works 
would  be  pressed  forward. 

Since  18/1  the  overcrowding  in  this  Asylum,  and  the 
want  of  an  assistant  medical  officer,  have  been  constant- 
topics  of  our  Reports  to  your  Lordship,  and  of  corre¬ 
spondence  with  the  authorities.  Even  now  that  the  Com¬ 
mittee  have  been  forced,  by  requisition  from  the  Secretary 
of  State,  to  adopt  plans  for  enlargement  of  the  Asylum, 
the  vis  inertia  continues  to  retard,  as  much  as  possible,  the 
execution  of  the  works. 

We  fear  that  it  is  not  until  the  occurrence  of  some 
serious  casualty,  owing  to  the  absence  of  the  one  medical 
officer,  that  the  Committee  will  be  induced  to  appoint  a 
second. 

Plans  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Carmarthen  Asylum  were  Carmarthen, 
under  our  consideration  towards  the  end  of  18/6  and  early  in  Plans  for 
1 8  //.  The  general  arrangements  and  much  of  the  detail  were  enlars’ement- 
agreed  upon,  but  the  plans  were  never  completed  or  submitted 
to  the  various  bodies  in  union,  on  account  of  the  large  sum  to 
which  the  architect’s  estimate  amounted.  The  Committee 
of  Visitors  determined  on  abandoning  the  scheme,  and 
endeavoured  to  carry  out  the  enlargement  at  a  reduced  cost. 

With  this  object  they  submitted  to  us  fresh  plans  prepared 
by  another  firm.  These,  however,  were  not  finally  approved 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  scheme  for  providing  a  proper  water  supply  with  Cheshire 
hydrants,  for  the  extinction  of  accidental  fires,  was  sub-  (pLSe). 
mitted  to  us  by  the  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Parkside  Water  supply. 
Asylum,  and  after  examination  by  Mr,  R.  Rawlinson,  c.b.,  Flre  extmctl0n‘ 
we  recommended  it  for  approval.  The  estimate  transmitted 
to  the  Home  Office  was  675  l. 
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At  the  Cornwall  Asylum  a  death  by  suicide  occurred  in 
the  following  circumstances  : — A  private  patient,  J.  G.,  was 
admitted  on  November  18/6,  in  a  state  of  melancholia. 
Prior  to  admission  he  had  made  an  attempt  on  his  own  life 
by  strangling,  had  refused  food,  and  had  also  endeavoured 
to  strangle  an  attendant. 

Being  narrowly  watched  and  carefully  fed,  his  bodily  and 
mental  condition  had  so  far  improved  that  he  was  placed  in 
a  single -room,  though  still  watched.  Up  to  the  1 1th  of 
January  1877,  he  had  made  no  suicidal  attempt.  On  the 
afternoon  of  that  day,  he  contrived  to  secrete  a  knife  from 
the  table  used  by  the  attendants  in  the  billiard  room.  He 
retired  to  rest,  and  was  visited  hourly  during  the  night  and 
morning  of  the  11th  and  12th  of  January  by  the  night 
attendant.  Soon  after  five  in  the  morning,  this  officer  found 
the  patient  lying  dead  at  the  foot  of  his  bed  with  his  throat 
cut. 

The  results  of  the  evidence  at  the  coroner  s  inquest,  and 
of  our  subsequent  inquiries,  first,  as  to  the  evident  negligence 
through  which  J.  G.  had  been  able  to  obtain  possession  of 
the  knife  with  which  he  killed  himself,  and,  secondly,  as  to 
the  apparent  laxity  of  supervision,  owing  to  which  the  fact 
of  his  having  the  knife  in  his  bedroom  had  not  been  found 
out,  were  as  follows  : 

As  to  the  first  point,  it  appeared  that  the  attendant,  whose 
duty  it  was  to  count  and  put  by  the  knives  after  the  meals  in 
the  billiard-room,  was  at  the  time  invalided,  and  his  place 
supplied  by  any  other  attendant  who  could  he  spared,  and 
that  the  charge  attendant  must  have  failed  properly  to 
supervise  the  substitute. 

The  medical  superintendent,  as  regards  the  second  point, 
stated  that  when  J.  G.  was  admitted,  although  in  the  certi¬ 
ficates  his  suicidal  tendencies  were  only  mentioned  by  one 
of  the  medical  men  certifying,  he  was  for  a  time  under 
constant  supervision,  and  not  allowed  access  to  his  room  at 
all,  except  in  the  presence  of  his  attendant ;  latterly  he  had 
seemed  better,  and  the  constant  supervision  insisted  on  at 
first  was  relaxed,  as  he  had  shown  no  suicidal  tendencies 
while  in  the  Asylum,  and  the  evidence  on  this  point  in  the 
certificate  was  certainly  not  strong. 

Since  the  death  Mr.  Adams  learned,  for  the  first  time, 
that  the  patient  had,  before  admission,  actually  made  more 
than  one  suicidal  attempt.  Had  these  been  made  known  to 
him  before,  he  would  have  taken  a  more  serious  view  ol  the 

case,

case,  and  would  consequently  have  hesitated  to  relax  the  county  and 
strict  precautions  taken  at  first.  asylums. 

At  the  Cumberland  Asylum  the  Visitors  have  secured  5^  Cumberland, 
acres  of  land  adjacent  to  the  Asylum  estate,  to  be  used  in  j^ltlonal 
connection  with  the  sewage  irrigation  works,  which  have 
here  been  adopted.  The  contract  for  this  purchase,  at  the 
moderate  price  of  360  /.,  was  duly  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  State  in  July  1877. 

The  rooms  in  the  Asylum  appropriated  to  the  medical 
superintendent  being  found  inconvenient,  and  improvement 
being  also  required  in  the  contiguous  offices,  it  was  pro¬ 
posed  by  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  towards  the  close  of 
the  year  1876,  to  build  a  house  for  the  medical  superin¬ 
tendent  detached  from  the  Asylum,  and  to  utilize  the 
existing  dwelling-house  for  the  improvement  of  the  offices. 

We  were  unable  to  approve  of  this  proposal  as  originally 
submitted,  being  convinced  by  long  experience  that,  in  order 
to  secure  efficient  and  thorough  management  of  an  Asylum 
and  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  patients,  it  is  essential 
that  the  medical  superintendent  should  have  his  residence 
within  the  building,  or  connected  with  it  by  a  short  covered 
passage,  a  condition  of  which  the  site,  as  first  proposed,  did 
not  admit. 

Ultimately,  after  much  correspondence,  a  new  site  for  the 
house  was  suggested,  sufficiently  close  to  be  easily  connected 
by  a  covered  way,  and  on  our  recommendation  the  plan  for 
the  house  thus  modified  was  approved  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  in  August  last,  the  estimates  being  1,988  /.  for  the 
house,  and  2 79  />  for  the  covered  way. 

The  Secretary  of  State’s  approval  has  been  obtained  for  Devon, 
the  enlargement,  which  was  very  much  needed,  of  the  burial  Enlargement 
ground  of  the  Devon  Asylum.  of  cemetery. 

The  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State  has  been  given  (in  Durham. 
December  last)  to  a  valuable  addition  to  the  Durham  Asylum,  High-service 
being  the  erection  of  a  high-service  water  tank,  with  suit-  water  supply‘ 
able  appliances  for  providing  ready  means  of  extinguishing 
an  accidental  fire.  The  works,  undertaken  at  our  sugges¬ 
tion,  are  estimated  to  cost  3,042  /.  8  s.  3  d. 

A  difficulty  has  arisen  at  the  site  at  Wickham  for  the  Essex, 
proposed  second  Asylum  for  Essex,  in  procuring  water.  On  Second  asylum, 

visiting  the  Brentwood  Asylum  in  November,  the  Visiting 
Commissioners  were  informed  that  the  well  had  been  sunk 
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300  feet  without  reaching  water,  and  that  the  Committee 
had  determined  wisely  not  to  begin  building  operations 
until  water  was  reached.  Hence  the  preparation  of  the 
plans  has  not  been  pressed  forward,  and  though  after  con¬ 
sultation  with  us  the  general  scheme  and  details  had  been 
settled,  the  finished  drawings  had  not  been  submitted  for 
approval  by  the  Secretary  of  State  before  the  end  of  the 
year  1877. 

The  pressure  for  accommodation  for  pauper  lunatics  of 
this  county  has  been  temporarily  relieved  by  transfers  to  the 
Ipswich  Borough  Asylum,  to  the  Northampton  County 
Asylum,  and  to  Camberwell  House.  Forty-seven  of  the 
female  patients,  chronic  lunatics,  but  of  orderly  and  clean 
habits,  are  kept  at  the  House  at  Mistley,  hired  and  fitted  up 
(as  mentioned  in  our  30th  Report)  by  the  Committee  of 
Visitors,  for  the  purpose  of  temporary  occupation.  We 
desire  to  call  particular  attention  to  the  memorandum  of 
our  Colleagues’  visit  to  Mistley,  which  will  be  found  sub¬ 
joined  to  the  Report  on  the  Brentwood  Asylum  in  Appen¬ 
dix  (C).  The  experiment  thus  made  by  the  Essex  Com¬ 
mittee  of  providing  accommodation  of  an  inexpensive 
character  for  a  class  of  patients  requiring  not  very  much 
supervision,  seems  to  be  very  successful,  and  might  perhaps 
be  advantageously  adopted  elsewhere.  T  he  arrangement 
was  rendered  possible,  it  should  be  stated,  by  the  fact  that 
a  medical  man  in  whom  confidence  could  be  placed  resided 
so  near  as  to  be  able  to  visit  daily,  or  oftener,  if  re¬ 
quired. 


Glamorgan.  Owing  to  the  continued  pressure  for  asylum  accommo- 
Pre3sure  for  dation  in  the  County  of  Glamorgan,  the  justices  have  entered 
accommoda-  jn^0  a  contract  with  the  proprietor  of  Vernon  House,  Briton 
Ferry,  for  the  reception  for  two  years  of  20  female  pauper 
patients.  It  was  with  great  reluctance  that  we  advised  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  approve  this  arrangement,  as  the  pre¬ 
mises  at  Briton  Ferry  are  ill-suited  for  the  reception  and 
treatment  of  pauper  patients. 

In  October  last  approval  was  given  to  the  erection  at  this 
Asylum  of  detached  wards  for  the  reception  of  patients 
attacked  with  infectious  disease,  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
8,000  /.  It  was  intended  to  use  the  block  when  built  for 
the  temporary  accommodation  of  43  female  patients,  in  order 
to  relieve  the  pressure  for  room  to  some  extent. 

We  have  in  former  reports  alluded  to  the  difficulties  which 
exist  in  regard  to  making  any  further  additions  at  the 
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Glamorgan  Asylum.  Owing  to  the  limited  site  upon  which  Trough  ND 
it  is  built,  and  the  fact  of  the  property  being  bounded  on  one  asylums. 
side  by  a  high  road,  and  on  the  other  by  a  river,  liable  at  Glamorgan, 
times  to  rapid  and  dangerous  floods,  no  additions  to  the  Pressure  for 

a  cp  accominoda- 

estate  have  been  found  practicable.  One  of  these  floods  tion, 
occurred  on  the  28th  of  last  August,  which  did  very  great 
damage,  carrying  away  several  hundred  yards  of  the  arti¬ 
ficial  river  bank  which  had  been  built  to  restrain  it,  and 
flooding  to  several  feet  in  depth  a  portion  of  the  land  on 
which,  had  we  not  raised  objections,  a  large  detached  build¬ 
ing  would  have  been  erected. 

The  Committee  of  Visitors  have  not  up  to  the  end  of  the 
year  been  able  to  secure  a  suitable  site  either  for  an  auxiliary 
building  or  a  distinct  asylum. 

The  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State  has  been  obtained  Gioucester- 
to  plans,  of  which  the  cost  was  estimated  at  850  for  alter-  s^,re‘ 
ations  on  the  female  side  of  Gloucester  Asylum,  for  the Enlar§ement- 
purpose  of  increasing  day-room  space  and  improving  the 
offices. 

At  the  Hants  Asylum  two  deaths  by  suicide  have  Hants, 
occurred.  Suicides. 

The  first  case  was  that  of  a  young  man,  J.  S.,  who  had 
been  an  inmate  of  the  Asylum  since  February  1876.  He 
was  known  to  be  labouring  under  strongly  marked  suicidal 
tendencies.  Written  notice  of  this  was  given  to  the  attend¬ 
ants  in  the  ward  where  he  first  was  placed. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  in  another  ward  where 
there  were  upwards  of  40  patients.  The  full  complement  of 
attendants  to  this  ward  was  five,  but  at  11.10  in  the  morning 
of  Sunday,  the  28th  of  January,  one  was  absent  on  leave  ; 
two  had  accompanied  1 2  of  the  patients  to  chapel ;  the  fourth 
had  been  called  away  (it  was  stated  in  somewhat  exceptional 
circumstances),  for  special  duties  elsewhere,  so  that  one 
attendant  alone  remained  in  charge  of  32  patients,  including 
J.  S.  This  man  soon  after  1 1  o’clock,  unobserved  by  the 
single  attendant,  gained  access  to  a  sink  room,  where,  having 
first  barricaded  the  door,  he  proceeded  to  hang  himself  by 
his  braces.  The  alarm  was  shortly  after  given  by  another 
patient,  but  before  assistance  could  be  procured  and  access 
through  the  window  of  the  room  could  be  obtained  by  means 
of  a  ladder,  J.  S.  was  dead. 

No  evidence  was  forthcoming  that  the  fact  of  the  strongly 
suicidal  propensities  of  this  patient  had  been  formally  com¬ 
municated  to  the  attendants  in  this  ward,  although  indeed 
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boroug /ND  we  were  assure(l  by  the  medical  superintendent  that  it  was 
asylums.  well  known  to  all  of  them.  In  these  circumstances  it  was 
Hants,  impossible  to  fix  the  blame  on  the  attendant  left  in  charge. 
Suicides.  In  consequence  of  a  recommendation  from  the  Boards  a 

better  system,  that  of  filling  up  on  admission,  and  causing 
to  he  passed  with  the  patient  from  ward  to  ward  a  parch¬ 
ment  ticket  indicating  his  suicidal  or  dangerous  character, 
has  been  introduced  into  the  Asylum.  We  also  advised  a 
modification  of  the  arrangements  which  had  allowed  so  large 
a  number  of  patients  to  be  left  temporarily  in  charge  of  a 
single  attendant. 

The  second  case  of  suicide  at  this  Asylum  was  of  a  male 
patient  admitted  in  January  18 77?  and  then  known  to  be 
suicidal.  In  May  he  had  secreted  a  razor,  and  cut  his 
throat,  but  not  so  as  to  produce  a  fatal  injury.  From  that 
time  he  was  never  left  unwatched,  twro  persons,  former 
attendants  at  the  Asylum,  being  specially  engaged  to  watch 
him,  one  by  night,  the  other  by  day.  In  addition  to  tins,  an 
attendant  from  the  staff  was  always  told  off  night  and  day  to 
assist  in  the  supervision. 

This  arrangement  was  continued  until  the  wound  had 
entirely  healed,  and  it  was  then  thought  sufficient  to  retain 
the  services  of  the  two  special  attendants,  one  of  whom, 
G.  C.,  had  the  night  watch,  while  John  Fleet  was  on  duty  by 
day. 

On  the  12th  of  July,  Fleet  took  the  patient  into  the  male 
infirmary  airing-ground.  Here  the  patient  asked  leave  to  go 
to  the  closet,  selecting  a  moment  when  the  attendant,  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  own  statement,  was  engaged  in  the  unseason¬ 
able  occupation  of  paring  his  toe-nails,  and  hence  failed  to 
notice  which  way  the  patient  went. 

Fleet,  in  a  minute  or  two,  missing  his  patient,  put  on  his 
stocking  and  boot  and  proceeded  to  the  closet  in  search  of 
him.  The  patient,  however,  had  escaped  through  a  door  lead¬ 
ing  to  a  garden  through  which  he  and  Fleet  earlier  in  the 
day  had  passed,  and  which  he  had  contrived  to  stop  from 
shutting  perfectly.  Arrived  here,  he  easily  got  over  a  wall, 
and  after  traversing  30  yards  of  ground,  found  himself  on 
the  railway.  A  train  soon  came  in  sight  and  the  patient  was 
seen  by  the  engineer  deliberately  to  throw  himself  over  the 
rails  in  front  of  it.  The  train  passed  over  him  and  he  was 
killed. 

The  Committee  of  Visitors  thought  it  their  duty  to  mark 
their  sense  of  Fleet’s  carelessness  by  proceeding  summarily 
against  him  under  Section  123  of  the  Act  16  &  17  Viet.  c. 
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97.  He  was  convicted  by  the  magistrates  for  wilful  neglect  County  and 
of  his  patient,  but,  in  consideration  of  the  high  character  he  asylums. 
had  borne  while  in  the  Asylum  service,  a  penalty  of  2  l.  only  Hants. 

was  imposed.  '  '  attendant  * 


At  the  Chartham  Down  Asylum,  tanks  have  been  erected  Kent  Asylums 
on  the  Porter-Clark  system,  for  removing  by  precipitation  ^a^ham 
the  lime  held  in  solution  by  the  water  which  supplies  the  water  supply. 
Asylum,  and  is  derived  from  the  chalk  formation.  This 
arrangement  for  softening  the  water  was  approved  in  January 
last,  with  an  estimate  of  2,540  /. 


At  the  Banning  Heath  Asylum,  a  female  patient  admitted  Kent  Asylums 
on  25th  April  was  found  dead.  She  was  stated  on  her  Heath)ng 
admission  papers  to  be  suicidally  disposed,  but  it  was  not  till  Suicide, 
after  her  death  that  the  medical  superintendent  was  made 
aware  that  she  had  actually  attempted  self-destruction. 

Hence  she  was  not,  on  admission,  placed  in  a  special  dormi¬ 
tory  for  suicidal  patients,  of  which  there  are  now  two  in  this 
Asylum,  but  it  was  thought  sufficient  to  give  the  night 
attendants  instructions  to  see  her  frequently.  She  was 
placed  in  a  single-room  to  sleep,  on  account  of  restlessness, 
and  on  the  night  of  the  9th  of  May  was  visited  there  (accord¬ 
ing  to  the  nurses’  statement)  every  half-hour  up  to  5.15  in 
the  morning.  An  hour  afterwards  the  day-nurse  coming  on 
duty  found  her  dead,  suspended  by  her  night  dress  to  a 
small  hook  used  to  fasten  the  window  of  the  single  room. 

She  was  quite  dead. 

It  was  a  matter  of  great  regret  that  the  full  history  had 
not  been  disclosed  to  the  medical  superintendent ;  but  in¬ 
dependently  of  this  we  could  not  avoid  expressing  doubt 
as  to  the  prudence  of  placing  the  patient  in  a  single  room 
without  constant  supervision,  and  where  the  fastening  of  the 
window  afforded  the  means  of  suicide. 


The  pressure  upon  the  four  Lancashire  Asylums,  which  Lancashire, 
has  begun  to  be  seriously  felt,  was  under  the  consideration  Proposals 
of  the  justices  of  that  county  at  the  Court  of  Annual  General  asylum  ac- 
Session  in  September  1877-  Apian  based  upon  a  Report coramodation- 
of  a  Special  Committee  on  Lunacy  Accommodation,  which 
had  been  appointed  in  March  previous,  was  then  adopted. 

The  justices  proposed  the  erection  of  auxiliary  buildings  or 
annexes,  capable  of  containing  500  to  600  patients  of  the 
chronic  and  orderly  class,  at  each  of  the  three  County 
Asylums  at  Lancaster,  Prestwich,  and  Whittingliam,  and 
also  at  Rainhiil,  provided  that  additional  land  in  the  imme¬ 
diate  neighbourhood  could  be  procured  at  a  moderate  price. 
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The  resolutions  were  communicated  to  us,  and  we  saw  no 
objection  to  the  method  proposed  of  acquiring  the  additional 
accommodation.  But  while  concurring  with  the  justices  as 
to  the  impossibility  of  extending  the  buildings  at  Rainhill 
without  additional  land,  we  also  felt  very  strongly  that  the 
same  objection  applied,  though,  perhaps,  in  a  less  degree, 
to  Lancaster  Moor  and  Prestwich. 

Whittingham  was,  in  fact,  the  only  one  of  the  four 
Asylums  where  the  acreage  of  the  estate  was  such  as  to 
admit  of  an  addition  of  from  500  to  600  patients. 

These  difficulties  will  no  doubt  be  met  by  the  purchase  of 
additional  land  at  Rainhill  and  Lancaster  Moor,  and  pos¬ 
sibly  at  Prestwich  also. 

A  female  patient  at  the  Prestwich  Asylum  contrived  on 
the  morning  of  Sunday,  October  the  21st,  to  slip  unperceived 
out  of  the  ward  in  which  she  was  placed,  during  the  passage 
out  of  the  ward  of  a  number  of  her  fellow  patients  who  were 
proceeding  to  Divine  Service.  This  was  a  little  before 
10  a.m.  She  was  almost  immediately  missed,  hut  in  some 
way,  which  a  strict  investigation  has  failed  to  discover,  she 
had  escaped  from  the  Asylum  premises. 

Her  home  was  in  Prestwich,  and  she  consequently  was 
acquainted  with  the  locality.  Between  10  and  11  she  was 
found  in  a  pit  of  water,  close  to  a  footpath  crossing  a  field 
near  the  Asylum.  Assistance  was  procured  and  she  was 
taken  out  of  the  water,  but  was  dead. 

This  woman  was  admitted  on  the  19tli  of  September  1877* 
and  being  stated  to  be  suicidal,  proper  notice  was  given  to  the 
attendants  in  charge  of  her.  Up  to  the  time  of  her  death 
she  had  made  no  attempt  on  her  own  life.  The  officers  of 
the  Asylum  were  not  informed,  until  the  fact  came  out  at 
the  inquest,  that  she  had  shortly  before  admission,  on  more 
than  one  occasion,  risen  from  bed  at  night  and  endeavoured 
to  leave  the  house  for  the  purpose  of  drowning  herself. 
Neither  the  coroner,  jury,  nor  the  medical  superintendent 
considered  the  attendants  to  blame  for  her  escape. 

On  the  6th  of  April,  while  in  an  airing-court  of  this  Asylum, 
a  male  patient,  named  H.  E.,  was  struck  on  the  head  with  a 
chamber  utensil,  by  another  patient,  and  received  five  severe 
cuts.  This  utensil  had,  with  others,  been  placed  in  a  yard 
separated  from  the  airing-court  by  a  high  paling,  and  it  was 
lifted  over  the  paling  by  LI.  E.,  who  was  able  to  do  so  by 
inserting  his  hand  (said  to  have  been  a  very  small  one), 
between  the  rails.  It  was  snatched  from  him  by  the  other 
patient,  who  with  it  then  made  the  assault  on  H.  E.  The 
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wounds  were  at  once  dressed  and  H.  E.  was  placed  in  county  ano 
bed,  and  although  the  cuts  healed  quickly,  the  general  con-  Asylums. 
dition  of  the  patient  rapidly  deteriorated,  and  symptoms  of  Lancashire 
inflammation  of  the  lungs  developed  themselves.  No  other  ^stTich). 
injuries  than  those  on  the  head  were  for  some  time  observed,  Death  of  one 
but  ultimately,  Mr.  Clunn,  the  assistant  medical  officer, 
discovered  indications  of  the  fracture  of  three  ribs  on  the  right  flicted  by 
side.  The  patient  became  worse,  and  died  on  the  13th  of  another. 

May.  A  post-mortem  examination  disclosed  inflammation 
of  the  lungs  and  pleura  with  considerable  effusion  into  the 
cavity  of  the  chest,  resulting  from  the  fracture  of  three  ribs 
on  the  right  side.  It  was  found  that  the  ribs  were  exceed¬ 
ingly  brittle.  The  patient  was  a  general  paralytic.  A 
coroner’s  inquest  was  held  in  the  case,  and  the  verdict  of 
the  jury  was  that  u  the  deceased  died  from  pleuro-pneu- 
monia  induced  by  the  fracture  of  three  of  his  ribs,  but  when, 
how,  or  by  what  means  those  injuries  were  caused  there  is 
no  evidence  to  show.”  ft  appeared  that  there  was  an  atten¬ 
dant  with  about  15  patients  in  the  airing-court  at  the  time 
of  the  assault,  which,  however,  was  not  witnessed  by  the 
attendant.  It  did  not  appear  to  us  that  blame  attached 
to  any  of  the  staff  of  the  Asylum  in  connection  with  this 
case. 

On  the  8th  of  February  1877?  afire  broke  out  in  the  Whit-  Lancashire 
tingham  Asylum,  the  following  particulars  of  which  are  ^wtanghm). 
condensed  from  an  account  furnished  by  the  medical  super-  outbreak  of 
intendent,  Mr.  Holland  : —  fire- 

Shortly  before  noon  a  chimney  was  observed  to  be  on  fire 
by  one  of  the  outdoor  attendants  in  No.  6  Ward  (Men’s). 

.  At  one  o’clock  I  was  informed  by  the  charge  attendant 
of  No.  6  that  the  roof  of  his  ward  was  on  fire.  On  enter¬ 
ing  the  large  dormitory  about  a  square  yard  of  the  ceiling, 
immediately  under  one  of  the  small  louvres  in  the  roof,  fell 
on  to  a  bed  below,  and  a  blaze  of  fire  in  the  space  between 
the  roof  and  ceiling  was  exposed  to  view. 

It  appeared  certain  that  a  flake  of  ignited  soot  had  been 
wafted  through  the  louvre,  and  that  it  had  fallen  upon  the 
upper  part  of  the  ceiling  and  set  the  laths  on  fire. 

In  a  remarkably  short  space  of  time  a  large  staff  of  atten¬ 
dants  and  artizans  were  energetically  engaged  in  attempts 
to  put  out  the  fire,  and  especially  to  prevent  its  extension  to 
the  back  part  of  the  block  ;  and,  thanks  to  their  strenuous 
exertions,  the  fire  was  confined  to  the  large  dormitory. 

The  means  used  were  a  dozen  “  extinct eurs”;  a  hose 
0,89.  attached 
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attached  to  the  nearest  hydrant,  which  was  carried  to  the 
upper  floor  and  made  to  play  on  the  burning  roof ;  a  con¬ 
tinuous  flow  of  water  from  a  large  cistern  in  the  back  part 
of  the  building,  thereby  flooding  the  upper  and  lower  floors; 
and  a  further  supply  of  water  from  a  pit  close  to  by  the 
help  of  about  150  buckets. 

In  about  an  hour  and  a  half  from  the  time  the  fire  was 
discovered  all  danger  of  extension  was  over,  but  the  whole 
of  the  roof  and  part  of  the  bedroom  floor  were  burnt  away. 

The  amount  of  damage  done  to  the  building  is  estimated 
at  about  650  /.  No  one  was  injured.  The  patients  suffered 
little  disturbance.  Numbers  of  them  rendered  willing  assist¬ 
ance  to  the  officials  in  their  endeavours  to  extinguish  the 
fire.  A  fire-engine  from  Preston  (which  was  sent  for  at  the 
onset)  arrived  after  all  danger  was  over,  so  that  the  merit  of 
saving  the  greater  part  of  the  block  was  entirely  due  to  the 
attendants,  artizans,  officers,  and  others. 

All  the  louvres  have  since  been  effectually  closed,  so  as 
to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  such  a  casualty. 

Plans  for  four  blocks  of  waterclosets  at  the  Norfolk 
Asylum  have  been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  800  L 

At  the  Quarter  Sessions  for  Norfolk,  held  in  October 
1876,  a  committee  of  magistrates  was  appointed  to  consider 
the  best  means  of  providing  the  increased  accommodation 
for  pauper  lunatics  which  the  wants  of  the  county  rendered 
necessary.  This  committee  held  several  meetings,  and  fully 
discussed  several  propositions  for  meeting  the  emergency. 

The  plan  of  hoarding  out  the  harmless  imbeciles  in  the 
existing  workhouses  was  dismissed  as  impracticable,  in  view 
of  the  unsuitability  of  the  buildings  and  the  difficulty  of 
ensuring  proper  supervision.  It  was  next  proposed  to  ascer¬ 
tain  whether  any  existing  workhouse  building  could  be 
utilised,  with  alterations  or  additions,  as  a  second  Asylum. 
The  only  workhouses  which,  as  it  would  appear  from  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  Committee,  were  considered  as  likely  to  be 
available,  were  those  of  the  Smallburgh,  Swaffham,  and 
Aylsham  Unions. 

The  medical  superintendent  of  the  Asylum  and  the  county 
surveyor  were  requested  by  the  Committee  to  examine  and 
report  on  these  workhouses. 

From  their  careful  report  it  appeared  that  the  workhouse 
at  Smallburgh,  though  on  a  good  site  of  25  acres,  was  in¬ 
convenient 
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convenient  of  access,  and  that  the  buildings  were  old,  of  bad  county  and 
construction,  and  so  unsuitable,  that  if  bought  for  an  asylums. 
Asylum  the  whole  would  have  to  be  pulled  down.  Norfolk. 

The  Aylsham  Union  Workhouse  was  described  as  an  Need  for 
excellent  modern  workhouse,  and  if  the  whole  building  could  Increased  °f 
he  had,  might,  at  a  small  cost,  be  converted  into  a  good  Asylum  ac- 
auxiliary  Lunatic  Asylum  ;  but  in  this  case  the  land  com  commodatlon* 
sisted  of  12  acres  only,  and  there  was  no  likelihood  of 
obtaining  more.  The  guardians,  besides,  were  not  disposed 
to  part  with  the  entire  building.  These  objections  seemed 
conclusive  against  entertaining  the  question  of  purchase. 

The  workhouse  of  the  Swaffham  Union  was  totally  unsuit¬ 
able,  and,  if  adopted,  would  have  required  entire  rebuilding. 

The  site  (four  acres  only),  was  described  as  healthy,  but  the 
water  supply  and  drainage,  though  adequate  for  the  present 
purpose,  would  not  he  so  for  a  Lunatic  Asylum. 

The  Committee,  after  hearing  this  report  at  their  meeting 
in  January  18//,  unanimously  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
an  additional  Asylum  ought  to  be  built  as  near  as  com 
veniently  could  be  to  the  present  Asylum,  and  to  accommo¬ 
date  250  patients  of  the  harmless,  chronic,  and  imbecile 
class. 

In  order  to  carry  out  this  scheme  it  became  necessary  to  Additional 
obtain  additional  land  adjacent  to  the  existing  Asylum  estate,  landbousht- 
and  with  some  difficulty  the  Visitors  succeeded  in  purchasing, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State  (given  in  August 
last),  about  24  acres  of  land,  at  a  cost  of  3,600  l 

Plans  for  the  additional  or  auxiliary  block  of  building.  Auxiliary 
which  is  to  be  placed  sufficiently  near  to  the  old  Asylum  to  block' 
admit  of  being  worked,  to  some  extent,  from  the  latter,  were 
prepared,  and,  on  our  recommendation,  received  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  in  November  last.  The  estimated 
cost  was  28,000  /. 

t  The  following  works  towards  the  completion  of  the  Northampton. 
Northampton  Asylum  have  been  duly  approved,  namely,  New  works, 
block  of  cottages  for  servants  at  a  cost  of  900  L  and  23 oY 
and  sinking  a  second  well  at  a  cost  of  7 50  /. 

Ihe  pressure  for  accommodation  for  the  pauper  lunatics  of  Salop  and 
the  Counties  and  Boroughs  in  union  having  their  Asylum  Montgomery, 
at  Bicton,  near  Shrewsbury,  continues  to  exist,  and  has  HrllatL 
occupied  our  attention  and  that  of  the  justices  of  Salop  and 
Montgomery. 

We  could  have  wished  that  the  difficulty  had  been  met  by 
the  erection  of  a  detached  block  at  Bicton  for  the  chronic, 
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harmless,  and  imbecile  patients,  an  arrangement  in  progress 
at  the  Durham  and  the  Norfolk  Asylums  ;  but  to  this  plan 
much  opposition  has  been  raised,  for  various  reasons,  of 
which  the  most  cogent  is,  perhaps,  the  alleged  difficulty  in 
obtaining  an  addition  to  the  Asylum  estate.  As  an  alterna¬ 
tive,  a  dissolution  has  been  proposed  of  the  union  so  far  as 
the  County  of  Montgomery  is  concerned,  but  the  decision  of 
the  question  is  still  pending. 

A  female  patient  of  the  Somerset  and  Bath  Asylum,  aged 
67,  admitted  in  November  1872,  committed  suicide  on  the 
26th  of  August  1877,  by  hanging  herself  to  an  iron  fixture 
of  the  window  of  the  single-room,  where,  on  account  of  her 
noisy  and  restless  habits  at  night,  she  had  been  placed  to 
sleep.  Neither  upon  her  admission  nor  subsequently  was 
she  stated  or  considered  to  be  suicidally  disposed.  Her 
health  had  been  failing,  and  she  suffered  from  disease  of  the 
heart.  The  night  nurse  had  seen  her  alive  at  4  a.m.,  but 
on  unlocking  the  door  of  the  bedroom  at  about  a  quarter  to 
six,  found  her  as  above  described  and  dead.  No  blame 
appeared  to  attach  to  the  attendants,  but  orders  were  at 
once  given  to  protect  the  windows  of  the  single-rooms  by 
properly  constructed  shutters. 

The  only  event  calling  for  notice  at  the  Surrey  Asylum 
at  Brookwood  is  the  purchase  for  1,600  l.  of  a  small  farm, 
comprising  about  eight  acres,  called  “  The  Paddocks.”  The 
contract  was  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in  Novem¬ 
ber  last,  and  the  purchase  is  doubtless  a  good  one  for  the 
Asylum,  as  rights  of  way  existed  from  the  Paddocks  over 
the  Asylum  land  which  had  been  found  inconvenient,  and 
which  it  was  desirable  to  extinguish. 


surrey  A  death  from  fractured  ribs  occurred  in  this  Asylum  in 

(Wandsworth),  the  case  of  a  male  patient,  J.  M.,  on  the  9th  of  June. 
Death  from  During  the  night  of  the  6th  of  June,  the  patient,  who  occu- 
fractured  nbs.  pjec[  a  pec[  jn  an  associated  dormitory  of  the  infirmary 

ward,  and  who  was  in  a  very  feeble  condition  of  health,  was 
very  restless  and  frequently  got  out  of  bed,  when,  owing  to 
his  weak  state,  he  always  fell  down.  He  was  on  each  occa¬ 
sion  replaced  in  bed  by  the  night  attendants,  and  at  last, 
about  half-past  four  o’clock,  he  became  more  composed,  and 
subsequently  remained  in  bed.  On  the  morning  of  the  7th, 
the  medical  officer,  on  examining  the  patient,  found  that  he 
had  fractured  ribs.  The  patient  died  on  the  9th,  and  the 
post-mortem  examination  disclosed  the  fact  that  the  breast¬ 
bone, 
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bone,  and  nearly  all  the  ribs  on  the  left  side,  were  fractured.  ^0UNTY  and 
An  inquest  was  held,  and  the  coroners  jury  returned  a  Asylums. 
verdict  of  “  Accidental  death.”  The  circumstances  of  the  Surrey 
case  were  also  inquired  into  by  the  Visitors,  who  appear  to  fwanSwofth). 
have  satisfied  themselves  that  no  blame  attached  to  any  of 
the  attendants.  We  found  upon  inquiry  that  there  was  no 
padded  room  in  the  ward  available  for  the  reception  of  so 
restless  a  patient,  but  we  are  glad  to  report  that  this  want 
has  been  since  supplied. 

A  male  pauper  lunatic,  a  bricklayer,  was  admitted  into  Death  resulting 
the  Wandsworth  Asylum  on  January  the  1 8th,  187/.  On  the  ac°tbeforedal 
night  of  the  1 6th  he  had  been  taken  to  the  workhouse  admission, 
infirmary  of  the  Richmond  Union,  being  very  suicidal,  and 
no  means  existing  of  properly  taking  care  of  him  at  home. 
Arrangements  were  being  made  to  send  him  at  once  to  the 
Asylum.  In  the  infirmary  he  was  given  into  the  charge  of 
two  pauper  inmates  to  sit  up  with  him.  Next  morning,  one 
the  attendants  having  left  the  room  for  a  short  time,  he 
seized  a  kettle  of  boiling  water  from  the  fire,  and  before  the 
remaining  attendant  could  stop  him,  had  poured  out  into  a 
drinking  vessel,  and  swallowed  enough  of  the  boiling  water 
to  produce  severe  scalding  of  the  gullet,  of  which  he  died, 
after  removal  to  the  Asylum,  on  January  the  24th. 

The  first  case  of  suicide  (on  the  male  side)  since  the  Sussex, 
opening  of  the  Sussex  Asylum  at  Hayward’s  Heath  in  1859,  Suicide, 
occurred  there  on  the  9th  April,  when  a  male  patient,  T.  C., 
who  was  admitted  on  January  the  1st  18/6,  was  found  hang¬ 
ing  by  the  neck  to  a  small  tree  or  shrub  in  one  of  the  airing 
courts. 

Although  not  marked  as  suicidal  on  his  admission  papers, 

J,  C.  had  soon  after  shown  some  tendency  in  that  direction, 
and  in  consequence  had  for  some  time  been  watched  by  night 
as  well  as  by  day.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  he  had 
become  more  lost,  and  he  scarcely  possessed,  it  was  thought, 
sufficient  mind  to  plan  or  carry  out  any  suicidal  attempt. 

On  the  day  of  his  death,  however,  being  in  the  airing-court 
with  148  other  patients,  and  under  the  supervision  of  five 
attendants,  he  contrived  to  escape  notice,  and  gaining  the 
shelter  of  the  shrubbery,  hung  himself  there.  He  was 
missed  soon  after,  but  when  found  was  dead. 

The  coroner’s  jury  attached  no  blame  to  the  attendants, 
but  recommended  that  the  shrubs  should  be  thinned  some¬ 
what  ;  a  recommendation  which  has  since  been  attended  to. 

0.89.  A  death 
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A  death  by  suicide  occurred  at  the  Worcester  Asylum  in 
March  18/7.  A  male  patient,  who  had  been  an  inmate  of 
the  institution  for  nearly  1 6  years,  during  no  part  of  which 
time  he  was  thought  to  be  suicidally  disposed,  wras  missed 
one  afternoon,  and  was  thought  to  have  repeated  an  attempt 
at  escape  which  he  had  made  in  18/8.  Several  attendants 
were  at  once  ordered  in  pursuit  of  him,  but  very  shortly  after 
he  was  accidentally  discovered  hanging  by  the  neck  to  an 
exposed  gas-pipe  in  a  beer  cellar  seldom  used,  but  to  which 
he  had  obtained  access  from  the  place  where  he  had  been 
working,  as  his  custom  was,  in  charge  of  the  engineer.  He 
was  a  trusted  patient  and  had  been  allowed  considerable 
liberty.  When  found  he  was  not  quite  dead,  but  the  efforts 
of  the  medical  officers  to  restore  animation,  though  persisted 
in  for  nearly  two  hours,  were  ineffectual. 

This  was  not  a  case  in  which  any  blame  could,  in  our 
opinion,  be  fairly  laid  to  the  charge  of  any  one  connected 
with  the  administration  of  the  Asylum. 

In  their  entry  in  the  Visitors'  Book  of  the  Wilts  Asylum 
towards  the  end  of  18/6,  two  members  of  our  body  found 
occasion  to  comment  on  an  unusual  number  of  structural 
and  other  defects. 

They  dwelt  on  the  urgent  necessity  for  further  accommo¬ 
dation  in  the  female  division,  and  the  want  of  a  detached 
hospital  for  infectious  diseases  and  of  proper  infirmaries  for  the 
sick.  Besides  this,  attention  was  called  to  the  very  defective 
state  of  the  drainage,  and  to  the  inadequate  size  of  the 
laundry.  The  bedding  was  found  to  be  in  an  unsatisfactory 
state,  the  women’s  clothing  insufficient  (they  were  still  in 
print  dresses  on  November  the  22nd,  the  date  of  the  visit), 
and  the  dietary  wanting  in  full  proportion  of  animal  food. 

We  addressed  the  Visitors  on  the  subject  of  these  defects, 
and.  from  the  entry  in  the  books  made  in  April  1877^  printed 
in  the  Appendix,  it  appears  that  some  of  them  have  been 
remedied.  The  dietary  had  been  somewhat  improved,  but 
neither  the  bedding  nor  the  clothing  were  quite  as  might 
have  been  desired.  The  Committee  of  Visitors  had  referred 
to  the  County  Surveyor  the  drainage  of  the  Asylum,  and 
some  progress  was  reported  in  sanitary  improvements.  Ery¬ 
sipelas  continued  to  appear  in  the  Asylum.  The  detached 
hospital  has  not  been  determined  on,  though  proper  wards 
have  been  appropriated  to  infirmary  purposes. 

In  November  last  plans  for  the  addition  of  a  new  ward  on 
the  female  side,  giving  a  total  of  50  beds  for  patients,  with 

corresponding 
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corresponding  day  space,  were  submitted  and  approved,  the  County  and 
estimate  (including  furnishing)  being  4,500  L  This  addition 
will  relieve  in  a  satisfactory  mariner  the  overcrowded  female  Wilts 
division  of  the  Asylum.  Additions. 


At  the  Wadsley  Asylum  the  Visitors  have  obtained  the 
Secretary  of  State’s  sanction  for  the  purchase  of  two  acres  (Wadsley). 
of  land  adjoining  the  Asylum  estate,  for  the  sum  of  GOO  l  .  Additional 
A  valuable  addition,  considering  the  rapidly  increasing  ial"atory. nCW 
number  of  patients,  and  the  large  and  important  additions 
which  it  has  already  been  found  necessary  to  make  to  the 
Asylum  buildings. 

Plans  for  a  new  lavatory  for  the  men,  with  shoe-room, 
and  for  a  block  of  waterclosets,  have  been  approved  at  a  total 
cost  of  1,020  l. ;  and  for  a  lodge  and  entrance  gate  at  an 
estimated  expenditure  of  800  L 


A  much-needed  addition  to  the  Bristol  Asylum  Estate  was 
secured  by  the  Committee  of  Visitors  in  February  last, 
consisting  of  a  piece  of  land  about  an  acre  and  adialf  in  purchase  of 
extent,  the  price  of  which  was  J ,  1 00  l.  additional  land. 

A  coroner’s  inquest  wzas  held  on  the  body  of  a  male  Death  from  a 
patient,  a  German,  who  died  in  this  Asylum  on  the  28th  w™  given 
November,  the  result  of  which  was  a  verdict  that  the  patient, 
deceased  “  met  with  his  death  from  a  blow  administered  to 
him  by  patient  W.  B.,  on  the  morning  of  the  27th  November.” 

The  deceased  man  was  an  excited  and  quarrelsome  person, 
often  interfering  with  the  other  patients,  and  somewhat 
aggressive.  On  the  morning  in  question,  an  attendant 
heard  angry  words  pass  between  W.  B.  and  the  deceased, 
and  then  saw  W.  B.  strike  the  latter  with  his  left  fist  on  the 
left  ear,  knocking  him  down.  At  first  there  did  not  appear 
to  have  been  any  very  serious  injury  inflicted  by  the  blowg  but 
in  the  course  of  the  day,  the  deceased  was  found  lying  on  the 
floor  and  vomiting.  He  w7as  put  to  bed,  soon  became  uncon¬ 
scious,  and  died  on  the  following  day.  On  opening  the 
head,  it  was  found  that  his  skull  was  fractured,  the  fracture 
extending  from  the  centre  of  the  back  of  the  head  to  the 
base  of  the  right  ear.*  Upon  a  review  of  the  circumstances  of 
this  case,  we  were  of  opinion  that  there  was  an  insufficient 
amount  of  supervision  of  the  patients  in  the  part  of  the 

Asylum 

*  In  April  1878,  during  the  preparation  ot  this  Report,  W.  B.  was  arraigned  on 
the  finding  ot  the  coroner’s  jury,  at  the  Gloucester  assizes.  He  was  tried, 
acquitted,  and  returned  to  the  Asylum. 
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Asylum  where  W.  B.  and  the  deceased  man  were  placed.,  and 
we  suggested  the  appointment  of  an  additional  attendant. 
A  re-arrangement  of  the  wards,  under  improved  supervi¬ 
sion,  has  since  been  elfected. 

The  Asylum  for  the  borough  of  Hull  has  for  years  past 
been  the  subject  of  unfavourable  report  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  at  their  statutory  visits,  and  it  will  be  seen,  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  entry  made  on  the  18th  July  last  year  (Ap¬ 
pendix  C),  that  the  question  of  how  to  provide  better 
accommodation  for  the  pauper  lunatics  of  the  borough  is 
one  which  still  calls  for  early  and  careful  attention. 

Early  in  the  past  year  we  received  a  communication  from 
the  Visitors  of  the  Asylum  requesting  a  conference  with  the 
Board  to  decide  as  to  the  building  of  a  new  Asylum,  or  the 
possible  alternative  of  a  union  for  Asylum  purposes  with 
the  East  Riding. 

It  appeared,  however,  on  communication  with  the  Visitors 
of  the  Beverley  Asylum,  that  they  declined  to  entertain  any 
proposition  for  a  union,  and  the  scheme  was  of  course  at  an 
end ;  it  only  remained,  therefore,  to  take  steps  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  asylum  on  another  and  more  suitable  site. 
With  this  view  the  Committee  of  Visitors  concurred,  but 
the  Town  Council  were  strongly  opposed  to  any  action  of 
the  kind,  and  begged  for  delay.  As  it  seemed  likely  that 
further  progress  would  thus  be  stayed  for  an  indefinite 
period,  we  addressed  a  letter  to  the  ATsitors,  intimating  that, 
unless  speedy  measures  were  adopted  to  provide  proper 
Asylum  accommodation,  it  would  become  our  duty  to  report 
the  case  specially  to  the  Home  Secretary  for  his  interference 
by  mandamus  or  otherwise. 

Following  this,  in  the  month  of  November,  plans  of  three 
estates  were  submitted  to  the  Board,  and  at  once  inspected 
by  two  Commissioners.  Their  reports  were  not  unfavour¬ 
able  in  either  case,  but  further  difficulties  seem  to  have 
arisen  between  the  Town  Council  and  the  Visitors,  and  it  is 
to  be  feared  that  the  matter  is  as  far  from  settlement  as 
ever. 

Mr.  Long,  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Ipswich 
Borough  Asylum,  having  been  compelled  to  resign  on  account 
of  ill-health,  Dr.  Barrington  Chevallier  was  appointed  in  No¬ 
vember  to  the  vacant  office. 

The  construction  of  a  day-room  and  dormitory  over  the 

sorting-room 
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sorting-room  in  the  laundry  at  the  Leicester  Borough  borough 
Asylum,  for  which  the  estimate  was  980  /.,  and  accommoda-  T 
ting  30  female  patients,  has  received  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

At  the  City  of  London  Asylum,  plans  have  been  approved  city  of  London 
by  the  Secretarv  of  State  for  a  detached  Hospital  for  infec-  detached 
tious  diseases,  which  will  supply  a  great  delect. 

An  impression,  we  believe,  exists  that  the  requirements  of 
this  Board  are  such  as  to  increase  the  expense  of  asylum 
buildings  beyond  what  appears  necessary  to  those  under 
whose  direction  plans  are  submitted  for  our  examination 
prior  to  transmission  to  the  Home  Department.  It  may  not 
he  amiss  to  mention  that  in  the  present  instance  our  recom¬ 
mendations  (adopted  by  the  Committee  of  Visitors),  resulted 
in  a  great  improvement  of  the  original  plan,  and  in  a  reduc¬ 
tion  of  the  estimate  from  4,500  1.  to  2,850/. 

A  plan  and  specification  for  a  high -service  reservoir  at  the  Newcastie-on- 
Newcastle  Borough  Asylum,  involving  an  estimated  cost  of  H^’service 
735  /.,  was  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in  May  last.  reservoirs. 

A  patient,  T.  W.,  died  in  this  Asylum  on  the  9th  of  May  injuries 
1877,  in  circumstances  which  gave  rise  to  some  public  the 

excitement  at  Newcastle.  patient  after 

T.  W.  was  a  man  of  59  years  of  age  on  his  admission  in  death* 

March  1877-  He  was  then  labouring  under  acute  mania ; 
he  was  very  restless,  and  during  his  residence  he  became 
gradually  worse,  developing  symptoms  of  general  paralysis  of 
the  insane.  His  death  was  certified  by  the  medical  superin¬ 
tendent  as  due  to  paraplegia  and  mortification.  A  post¬ 
mortem  examination  was  made  at  the  Asylum,  and  the  body 
was  handed  over  to  the  relatives.  Through  some  most 
reprehensible  neglect  the  corpse  was  not  decently  shrouded, 
and  various  injuries  were  observed  on  it  by  the  friends. 

These  it  was  afterwards  shown  were  probably  due,  partly 
to  bed  sores,  partly  to  self-inflicted  injuries,  and  partly  to 
gangrene  which  had  set  in.  They  were,  however,  attributed 
by  the  patient’s  widow  to  neglect  and  ill-treatment.  A 
communication  was  made  on  her  part  to  the  coroner,  who 
decided  to  hold  an  inquest. 

After  one  day’s  sitting  the  inquiry  was  adjourned  in  order 
to  procure  the  attendance  of  the  Asylum  officers,  and  the 
coroner  wrote  to  the  Home  Office,  calling  attention  to  the 
case,  and  to  the  apparent  insufficiency  of  the  assigned  causes 
of  death,  to  account  for  the  extensive  injuries  deposed  to. 
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In  consequence  of  representations  made,,  a  local  solicitor 
was  instructed  to  watch  the  case  on  the  part  of  the  Treasury. 
The  jury  found  the  following  verdict :  “  That  the  death 
arose  from  paraplegia  and  mortification,  and  that  the 
deceased  had  not  received  that  attention  at  the  Asylum  that 
his  case  required,  and  that  there  were  injuries  spoken  to  by 
the  witnesses  as  being  upon  the  deceased’s  limbs,  which  had 
not  been  satisfactorily  accounted  for.”  The  jury  also  re¬ 
corded  their  opinion  that  “no  internal  examination  of 
deceased  persons  should  be  made  without  the  express  con¬ 
sent  of  their  relatives.” 

The  Committee  of  Visitors  probably  feeling  that  this 
verdict  cast  a  slur  on  the  administration  of  the  Asylum, 
requested  us  to  make  a  fresh  inquiry.  This  we  declined  to 
do,  but  in  informing  the  Committee  of  this  decision,  we 
reviewed  the  case  in  a  letter,  from  which  the  following 
observations  are  taken 

The  verdict  of  the  coroner  s  jury,  we  remarked,  left  the 
certified  cause  of  death  (paralysis  and  mortification)  uncon¬ 
troverted. 

The  whole  of  the  material  facts  as  to  the  amount  of  care 
and  attention  received  by  the  patient  in  the  Asylum  were 
already  fully  before  us,  as  were  also  the  facts  as  to  the  dis¬ 
posal  of  the  body,  and  as  to  the  application  to  the  relatives 
for  consent  to  make  the  post-mortem  examination.  We  saw, 
therefore,  no  need  of  further  inquiry. 

From  the  history  of  the  case,  given  with  considerable 
detail  in  the  case -hook  of  the  Asylum,  it  was  clear  to  us  that 
T.  W.  during  his  residence  there,  was  kept  well  under 
observation  by  the  medical  officers,  and  so  far  as  regards 
suitable  food  and  medicine,  he  seems  to  have  received  all 
due  attention.  The  only  point  in  the  management  of  the 
case  which  we  thought  unsatisfactory,  was  the  provision 
which  was  made  for  the  care  of  the  patient  at  night. 

He  was  suffering  from  general  paralysis  of  the  insane  ; 
he  was  restless,  noisy,  and  destructive  in  his  habits.  By  the 
1 7th  of  April  he  had  become  almost  entirely  paralysed  in  the 
lower  extremities,  and  symptoms  were  noticed  indicative  of 
incipient  gangrene,  which  symptoms  were  on  the  next  day 
well  developed  in  both  his  feet  and  ankles.  Nothwithstand- 
ing  the  paralysis,  his  restlessness  seems  to  have  continued, 
and  he  is  reported  as  constantly  removing  the  dressings 
applied  to  him.  His  condition  became  worse  and  worse 
until  death  ensued. 
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From  the  15th  to  the  21st  of  April  the  regular  visits  of  borough 
the  night  attendant  were  paid  (we  were  informed)  once  in  Newcastle’on. 
every  two  hours,  besides  occasional  visits  when  the  patient  Tyne, 
was  heard  to  be  noisy  or  restless.  From  the  21st  of  April  to 
the  /  th  of  May  these  visits  were  directed  to  be  made  hourly. 

It  was  not  until  the  two  last  nights  of  the  patient’s  life  that 
he  had  the  constant  services  of  a  special  attendant. 

Considering  the  grave  symptoms  which  had  prevailed  since 
the  1  /  th  of  April,  we  were  strongly  of  opinion  that  T.  W. 
from  and  after  that  date  ought  not  to  have  been  left  at 
night  without  constant  nursing,  which  could  only  have  been 
secured  by  the  appointment  of  a  special  attendant. 

We  saw  no  reason  for  supposing  that  any  of  the  appear¬ 
ances  of  wounds  or  injuries  observed  after  death,  and  spoken 
to  by  the  medical  witnesses  examined  by  the  coroner,  were 
the  result  of  any  ill-treatment  received  by  the  deceased  in 
the  Asylum,  and  of  the  other  wounds  or  injuries  to  which 
the  jury  apparently  attached  importance,  and  considered  to 
be  unexplained,  it  seemed  to  us  very  probable  (having 
regard  to  the  patient’s  restless  state)  that  some  at  least 
were  self-inflicted;  but,  if  so,  they  might  have  been  pre¬ 
vented  by  more  efficient  nursing. 

We  were  glad  to  learn  that  the  Committee  had  given 
directions  that  no  dead  body  should  in  future  be  taken 
away  without  being  properly  dressed.  The  state  in  which 
the  remains  of  T.  W.  were  delivered  to  his  friends  without 
a  proper  shroud  was  certainly  most  discreditable  to  the 
Asylum  management,  and  it  seemed  to  us  not  improbable 
that  to  this  circumstance  might  be  traced  much  of  the  odium 
excited  in  connection  with  the  case. 

Finally  it  appeared  to  us  a  matter  of  regret  that  the 
notice  of  the  post-mortem  examination  was  so  worded  as  to 
be  capable  of  misconstruction  on  the  part  of  the  relatives. 

Though  anxious  not  to  discourage  these  examinations, 
but  the  contrary,  we  suggested  that  the  form  of  notice 
to  the  relatives  should  be  altered,  making  the  purport 
quite  clear,  and  expressly  stating  that  the  examination  will 
take  place,  unless  objected  to ,  before  a  specified  hour. 

The  average  weekly  cost  per  head,  of  maintenance,  medi-  Countv  and 
cine,  clothing,  and  care  of  patients  in  County  Asylums  asy^u ms. 
during  last  year,  was  9  a.  11  d .,  and  in  Borough  Asylums,  Average  weekly 
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11  s.  9  id*  In  both,  taken  together,  this  cost  was  105.  1  id., 
being  rather  more  than  that  for  the  year  1876,  which  was 
10  a.  if  d.  The  increase  is  in  the  County  Asylums;  the 
Borough  Asylums  showing  a  decrease.  The  rise  in  cost  is 
under  the  heads  of  “  Provisions”  and  “  Salaries  and  Wages.” 
The  particulars  for  every  Asylum  are  given  in  the  Appen¬ 
dix  (E).

In  our  last  Report  we  alluded  to  certain  negotiations  then 
in  progress  for  union  for  Asylum  purposes  between  the 
Borough  of  Derby  and  the  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the 
existing  County  Asylum.  No  final  agreement  has  as  yet 
been  made,  the  terms  being  still  under  discussion.  Mean¬ 
while  the  Derby  Borough  patients  remain  at  the  Leicester 
Borough  A sy lum . 

The  Portsmouth  Borough  Asylum,  when  opened,  will 
probably  receive  the  lunatic  paupers  belonging  to  Win¬ 
chester  and  Southampton. 

Progress  is  being  made  with  the  new  Norwich  Borough 
Asylum,  which  will  doubtless  be  available  for  the  accommo¬ 
dation  of  Thetford  and  Great  Yarmouth. 

The  Boroughs  of  Exeter  and  Plymouth  continue  without 
any  statutory  provision  for  their  pauper  lunatics.  This 
state  of  things  cannot  be  suffered  to  continue  much 
longer.  An  Asylum  built  for  either  of  these  important 
Boroughs,  or  for  both  jointly,  would  provide  the  necessary 
accommodation,  not  onlv  for  them,  but  also  for  the  small

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Devonshire  Boroughs,  the  number  of  patients  belonging  to  boroughs 
which  is  too  small  to  require  separate  provision.  asylums. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  Appendix  (F),  which  gives  list  S  Exeter, 
of  the  existing  arrangements  for  the  accommodation  of  the  ll>mouth- 
lunatics  chargeable  to  non-contributory  Boroughs  in  England 
and  Wales,  that  Plymouth  and  Exeter  are  now  the  only 
places  of  importance  which  have  neither  made  nor  are 
making  proper  provision  for  their  insane. 

The  Registered  Hospitals  under  our  jurisdiction  are  still  hospitals. 
16  in  number.  They  contained,  on  the  1st  of  January  last, 

2,778  patients,  being  an  increase  of  40  upon  the  numbers  on 
the  1st  of  January  1877-  These  patients  consisted  of  1,400 
males  and  1 ,280  females  of  the  private  class,  and  of  53  males 
and  45  females  who  were  paupers.  The  admissions  into 
these  institutions  during  1877  were  898  (472  males  and  426 
females),  the  discharges  were  662  (305  males  and  357 
females,  of  whom  105  males  and  183  females  had  “  reco¬ 
vered”)?  and  the  deaths  were  196  (127  males  and  69 
females). 

Excluding  from  calculation,  as  not  receiving  curable  cases, 
the  twro  Idiot  Asylums  at  Lancaster  and  Earls  wood,  the 
recoveries  of  the  year  in  the  other  14  Hospitals  were,  as 
compared  with  the  admissions,  in  the  proportion  of  36*60 
per  cent. 

The  mortality  upon  the  average  daily  number  resident 
throughout  the  year  in  the  16  hospitals  has  been  7*1  per 
cent.,  and,  calculated  upon  the  total  number  under  treat¬ 
ment,  it  was  5*3  per  cent.  These  figures  do  not  give  such 
favourable  results  as  in  some  preceding  years,  and  show  that 
the  rate  of  recovery  was  2  per  cent,  lower,  and  the  mortality 
nearly  k  per  cent,  higher  than  in  the  year  1876. 

The  whole  of  the  entries  made  in  the  Visitors’  books  of 
the  Registered  Hospitals  during  1877  by  members  of  the 
Board  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  (H).  The  usual  de¬ 
tails  of  the  expenditure  and  average  cost  of  maintenance  of 
patients  in  the  Hospitals  are  given  in  the  Appendix  (G).  A 
list  of  these  institutions,  with  the  names  of  the  medical 
superintendents,  is  contained  in  the  Appendix  (R.)

*  These  lists  are  in  continuation  of  the  Appendix:  F.  to  our  28th  Report.  It 
will  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  only  Boroughs  which  they  embrace  are  those 
within  the  definition  of  the  Act  16  and  17  Viet.  c.  97,  and  which  have  not  con- 
tributed  to  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  the  County  Asylum, 
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A  female  patient  of  the  Bethlehem  Royal  Hospital  com¬ 
mitted  suicide  in  the  following  circumstances  : 

She  was  admitted  in  March  1876  suffering  from  melan¬ 
cholia,  and  had  shortly  before  made  an  attempt  to  cut  her 
throat.  She  gradually  improved,  and  having  for  the  three 
months  previous  to  her  death,  in  January  1 877,  appeared 
convalescent,  was  placed  in  the  convalescent  ward.  Here 
she  assisted  in  the  household  work,  and  was  considered  by 
the  nurses  quite  trustworthy. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  14th  January,  she  was  left  in 
charge  of  an  experienced  attendant,  with  other  patients  who 
had  not  gone  to  chapel.  This  attendant  noticed  her  at 
20  minutes  past  three,  but  at  four  o’clock  she  was  missing, 
and  on  a  search  being  made,  she  was  found  in  a  bath-room 
attached  to  the  ward  suspended  to  the  window  by  a  cord. 
The  medical  superintendent  was  immediately  summoned, 
but  he  found  life  to  be  extinct. 

The  door  of  the  bath-room,  it  was  positively  stated  by  the 
attendant,  had  been  locked,  according  to  rule,  at  nine  in  the 
morning,  and  at  three  the  attendant  passed  the  door,  and 
noticed  that  it  was  closed.  Somewhat  imprudently,  as  we 
thought,  even  with  allowance  for  the  greatly  improved  state 
of  the  patient,  the  nurse  had  sometimes  lent  her  a  key,  and 
on  the  day  of  the  death  the  key  had  been  entrusted  to  her 
for  a  few  minutes  that  she  might  fetch  some  beer.  Probably 
she  had  availed  herself  of  this  opportunity  of  unlocking  the 
bath-room  door,  in  order  to  obtain  access  to  the  room  later 
in  the  day. 

The  manner  in  which  she  had  obtained  the  cord  was  not 
clearly  ascertained.  Considerable  liberty  had  been  allowed 
her,  and  it  was  thought  possible  that  she  might  have  got 
possession  of  it  outside  the  ward.  After  a  lengthened 
inquiry,  the  coroner’s  jury  came  to  no  conclusion  attributing 
blame  to  the  officials  of  the  Hospital. 

A  female  patient,  Miss  Id.,  a  lady  of  about  50  years  of 
age,  admitted  into  the  Northampton  Hospital  in  January 
1877,  with  distinct  suicidal  delusions,  which  had  driven  her 
to  attempt  her  own  life  both  by  an  overdose  of  a  sedative 
and  by  strangling,  died  on  the  26th  of  August  of  exhaustion 
from  burns,  caused  by  setting  fire  to  her  clothes  on  the 
17th  of  that  month. 

After  some  months  of  constant  supervision  in  a  special  ward, 
she  had  appeared  so  much  better  and  more  cheerful,  that  it 
was  considered  proper  to  remove  her  to  the  first  division  of  the 

first 
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first  class.  Strict  instructions  were  given  to  the  attendants  hospitals. 
there  that  she  was  never  to  be  left  alone.  When  the  other  Northampton 
ladies  were  not  in  the  drawing-room  where  she  usually  sat,  a 
nurse  was  to  be  in  the  room,  and  at  all  times  a  nurse  was  to  be  burning.  Y 
close  at  hand.  There  were  four  nurses  to  16  patients,  and  the 
deceased  was  the  only  one  requiring  special  care.  On  the 
evening  of  August  the  l/th  the  inmates  of  the  ward  were 
returning  from  the  dining-room  to  the  drawing-room.  One 
of  the  nurses  seated  in  the  gallery  close  to  the  door  of  the 
ante-room  leading  to  the  drawing-room  saw  Miss  H.  pass 
into  the  ante-room,  and  then,  against  orders,  left  her  post 
to  light  some  gas.  In  two  or  three  minutes  she  heard 
screams,  and  on  returning  to  the  ante-room  found  Miss  IT 
with  her  clothes  on  fire.  She  threw  her  down,  enveloped 
her  in  a  rug,  and  procured  assistance.  It  appeared  that 
Miss  H  ,  availing  herself  of  the  momentary  negligence  of  the 
nurse,  had  turned  into  a  small  room  opening  into  the  ante¬ 
room.  Here  gas  was  burning.  She  lit  a  twisted  paper 
which  she  had  prepared,  and  so  set  light  to  her  clothes, 
and,  as  she  admitted,  with  the  intention  of  suicide.  The 
burns  did  not  at  first  appear  serious,  but,  as  before  stated, 
the  patient  died  on  August  the  26tb. 

The  nurse  was  severely  reprimanded,  and  we  did  not  press 
for  any  further  punishment. 

A  suicide  occurred  at  the  York  Lunatic  Hospital  in  very  Y°rk 
peculiar  circumstances.  *  Hospital. 

A.  A.,  a  female  private  patient,  aged  62,  was  admitted  to  SuickL* 
the  Hospital  in  February  1875,  suffering  from  mania,  and 
with  an  intracapsular  fracture  of  the  left  femur,  owing  to  a 
then  recent  accident. 

I  his  injury  had  never  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  at 
the  time  of  her  death,  in  June  last,  A.  A,  was  supposed  to 
be  unable  to  walk  alone  or  even  get  out  of  bed  by  herself. 

Previously  to  admission  she  was  stated  to  have  made  two 
or  more  determined  attempts  at  self-destruction  by  strangling. 

She  was  very  noisy  and  restless,  especially  at  nighC  and 
on  this  account  had  been  placed  in  a  single-room,  care  being 
taken  every  evening  to  remove  all  articles  of  a’  dangerous 
character. 

For  about  1 2  months  prior  to  her  decease  she  had  occupied 
the  same  room,  and  under  the  same  conditions.  In  conse¬ 
quence  of  a  complaint  made  to  her  friends  of  the  darkness 
of  her  room,  she  had  been  allowed  for  some  time  to  have  the 
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shutter  open,,  it  being  understood,  as  already  stated,  by  all 
about  her  that  slie  was  unable  to  leave  her  bed. 

Nevertheless,  on  the  morning  of  June  the  29 tb,  having  been 
seen  alive  and  spoken  to  by  one  of  the  night  attendants  at  a 
quarter  before  six,  she  left  her  bed,  and  contriving  to  pass 
the  body  of  her  night  dress  over  the  binge  of  the  open  shutter, 
bad  strangled  herself  in  a  loop  formed  by  the  sleeve.  A 
little  before  seven  she  was  found  dead  by  the  day  under¬ 
nurse,  who  came  in  to  bring  her  clothes. 

During  her  residence  in  the  Asylum  she  had  never  been 
known  to  the  medical  superintendent  to  have  walked  a  yard 
without  assistance,  and  was  thought  to  be  quite  safe  when 
in  bed,  especially  when  she  was  visited  hourly  at  night. 

We  concurred  with  the  coroners  jury  in  attributing  no 
blame  to  anyone  entrusted  with  her  care. 

On  December  the  15th,  18/6,  a  patient,  named  H.  O.,  com¬ 
mitted  suicide  at  the  Wonford  House,  Exeter.  The  circum¬ 
stances  were  not  fully  before  our  Board  until  their  first 
meeting  in  January  187/,  and  in  consequence  of  this  the 
occurrence  was  not  noticed  in  our  31st  Report. 

The  patient  was  described  as  suicidal  on  his  admission  in 
November  1876,  and  it  appeared  from  the  certificates  that 
he  had  threatened  to  destroy  himself,  justifying  his  intention 
by  insane  reasoning,  but  he  had  not  made  any  actual 
attempt. 

The  parchment  ticket  used  in  the  Hospital  was  filled  up 
with  a  statement  that  he  was  “suicidal,”  but  “not  actively 
so,”  and  by  some  mismanagement  this  ticket  was  not  shown 
to  the  attendant  who  was  in  charge  of  the  patient  on  the 
night  of  his  death. 

Early  in  the  morning  in  question  H.  O.  was  allowed  to 
leave  the  dormitory  for  a  natural  purpose.  He  was  not 
very  strictly  watched  by  the  attendant,  and  a  few  minutes 
after  leaving  the  dormitory,  he  made  his  way  to  the  end  oi 
the  corridor  and  jumped  through  the  window  at  the  end. 
The  attendant  followed  him  down  the  corridor,  and  called 
him  back,  thinking  he  was  mistaking  the  way,  and  on  finding 
he  did  not  turn  back  ran  after  him,  but  was  too  late  to  pre¬ 
vent  his  leap,  the  injuries  from  which  proved  fatal. 

It  was  a  matter  of  great  regret  that,  considering  the  facts 
disclosed  in  the  certificates,  the  ticket  had  not  more  strongly 
indicated  the  patient’s  tendency  to  suicide,  and  that  it  had 
not  been  duly  shown  to  the  attendant  in  charge. 

In 
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In  May  18/5  a  young  man,  A.  H.  F.,  was  admitted  as  a  hospitals. 
private  patient  to  this  Hospital,  labouring  under  melan-  Wonford 
cholia,  and  with  delusions  that  he  had  committed  some  great  J1011.8';'  , 

•  «,  *  .  buicide  whil6 

crime  and  was  being  pursued  m  consequence.  on  leave. 

Though  not  noted  on  his  admission  papers  to  he  suicidal, 
he  showed  at  first  a  decided  tendency  in  this  direction. 

On  June  the  26th,  through  a  want  of  proper  supervision,  he 
made  his  escape,  but  was  brought  back  to  the  hospital  early 
the  next  morning. 

On  the  31st  of  July  he  again  escaped  from  the  airing 
ground,  with  the  assistance  of  another  patient,  the  atten¬ 
dant  in  charge  having  left  him,  as  he  stated,  for  about  a 
minute.  He  was  not  retaken  for  1 3  davs,  when  he  was  found 
by  the  police  wandering  at  a  considerable  distance  from  the 
Hospital.  It  did  not  appear  that  during  his  absence  he  had 
made  any  attempt  on  his  life. 

On  his  return,  the  medical  superintendent  thought  it  ad¬ 
visable  to  change  his  associations,  and  placed  him  in  “  the 
second  gallery.”  Here  he  gave  no  trouble,  occupied  himself 
with  drawing  and  in  other  ways,  and,  in  consequence  of  his 
apparent  improvement,  was  transferred  at  the  end  of  a  week 
to  “  the  first  gallery,”  where  he  continued  to  occupy  himself 
rationally. 

About  this  time  his  mother,  in  business  in  Exeter,  began 
to  press  for  his  discharge  on  trial.  Dr.  Lyle  thought  this  pre¬ 
mature,  and  would  not  recommend  it.  He  allowed  him  to 
pay  several  visits  for  the  day  to  his  mother’s  house,  being 
taken  thither  and  brought  back  to  the  Hospital  under  proper 
care. 

On  the  8tli  of  September,  the  mother  continuing  to  press 
for  a  trial,  leave  of  absence  was  given  by  the  Committee  of 
the  Hospital,  she  having  first  written  a  letter  to  the  medical 
superintendent  accepting  the  responsibility  of  his  charge. 

Mrs.  F.  was  distinctly  cautioned  as  to  her  son’s  suicidal 
tendency,  and  of  the  consequent  necessity  for  constant 
watchfulness. 

The  next  day  he  was  found  dead  in  a  cellar  belonging  to 
his  mother’s  house,  having  hung  himself  by  a  cord  to  a  beam 
there. 

After  full  consideration  we  were  unable  to  acquit  the 
medical  superintendent  of  want  of  caution  and  judgment  in 
yielding  to  the  pressure  of  the  patient’s  friends  and  consent¬ 
ing  to  the  leave  of  absence.  We  also  intimated  our  opinion 
that  the  repeated  success  of  the  attempts  at  escape  was  not 
creditable  to  the  management  of  the  institution. 
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The  Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Broadmoor  was  inspected 
pursuant  to  statute  by  two  members  of  the  Board  on 
5th  and  6th  November  18//.  The  memorandum  of  their 
visit  is  included  in  Appendix  (I). 

Reports  of  our  inspections  of  the  Netley  Hospital  (5th 
June  18/7)  ;  the  Royal  Naval  Hospital  at  Y  armouth 
(12th  February  18/7);  and  the  Royal  India  Asylum  at 
Ealing  (26th  November  1877),  are  given  in  the  Appendices 
(K?  L,  M), 

The  number  of  houses  licensed  for  the  reception  of  lunatics 
in  the  metropolitan  district  has  been  reduced  by  the  closing 
of  London  House,  Hackney.*  There  were  on  1st  January 
1878,  38  of  these  houses  remaining.  This  number  includes 
the  five  houses  specially  licensed,  as  stated  in  our  30th 
Report,  for  the  reception  of  two  to  five  patients  of  one 
family,  the  Idiot  School  or  Asylum  at  Normansfield,  and  five 
houses  receiving  each  from  six  to  fifteen  ladies  of  the  quiet 
and  harmless  class,  f 

The  Provincial  Licensed  Houses  receiving  their  licenses 
from  Quarter  Sessions  were,  on  1st  January  1878,  the  same 
in  number  as  on  the  same  day  in  1877.  Bishopstone  House 
Bedford,  and  Northwood  House  Ramsgate,  having  since  this 
received  licenses,  while  the  Grove,  Ipswich,  and  Terrace 
House,  Osbaldwick,  have  been  closed. 

The  total  number  of  patients  in  all  the  Licensed  Houses 
on  1st  January  1878  was  2,148  males  and  2,054  females; 
the  private  patients  were  1,838  males  and  1,634  females  ; 
the  pauper  patients,  310  males  and  420  females. 

The  admissions,  discharges,  and  other  statistical  facts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  patients  received  in  Licensed  Houses,  will  be 
found  in  the  Appendix  (B). 

A  list  of  the  houses,  with  the  names  of  the  licensees,  and 
of  the  clerks  to  Visitors  of  Provincial  Houses,  is  given  in 
Appendix  (R). 

In  consequence  of  the  opening  of  the  Banstead  Asylum 
for  Middlesex  in  March  last,  the  average  number  of  patients 
resident  during  1877  in  four  out  of  the  five  large  houses:):

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Grove  Hall,  Bow,  the  fifth  house  licensed  for  male  pauper 
patients,  but  occupied  chiefly  by  insane  soldiers  classed  as 
private  patients,  has  not  been  affected  in  the  same  wav. 

Amended  rules  for  the  guidance  of  the  attendants  in  Brooke  House. 
Brooke  House  were  sanctioned  early  in  the  year,  and  we 
are  glad  to  report  that  the  objectionable  system  of  sending 
attendants  out  “  on  call,  ”  that  is,  to  attend  patients  not  in- 
mates  of  the  house,  has  been  discontinued.  This  practice  in 
Licensed  Houses  has  always  been  strongly  objected  to  by  us 
as  not  unfrequently  reducing  the  staff  much  below  the  num¬ 
ber  necessary  for  the  proper  care  of  the  inmates,  but  beyond 
this  the  most  experienced  and  trustworthy  attendants  were 
generally  selected  to  go  “  on  call,”  to  the  discomfort,  if  not 
detriment,  of  the  patients  placed  under  their  especial 
charge,  and  to  whom  they  had  become  accustomed.  The 
remuneration  of  the  attendants  in  this  house  has  also  been 
placed  upon  a  much  more  satisfactory  footing. 


In  September  last  we  received  the  statutory  notice  of  Elm  House. 

admission  on  the  6th  of  that  month  into  Elm  House  of  a  Trreguiar 
married  lady,  Mrs,  M.  E.  W.  admission. 

The  certificates  were  clearly  indicative  of  insanity,  and 
bore  evidence  of  a  recent  suicidal  attempt  on  the  part  of  the 
patient. 

The  order  was  signed  by  the  lady’s  husband,  and,  on  the 
face  of  it,  was  invalid,  as  it  stated  that,  acting  under  medical 
advice,  he  had  not  seen  her  since  “  arrival  from  India,”  the 
date  of  which  arrival  was  not  stated.  The  notice  of  admis¬ 
sion  was  signed  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Bonney,  acting  as  medical 
attendant,  in  the  absence  from  serious  illness  of  his  father, 
the  proprietor  of  Elm  House,  since  deceased.  On  observing 
this  irregularity,  we  addressed  Mr.  W,  A.  Bonney,  expres¬ 
sing  our  surprise  at  his  reception  of  the  patient  on  such  an 
order,  and  we  intimated  that  Airs.  W.  should  be  returned  to 
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her  family  in  order  that  proper  authority  for  her  detention 
under  care  and  treatment  should  be  procured.  At  the  same 
time  we  pointed  out  that  as  she  was  described  to  be  suici- 
cidally  disposed,  every  precaution  must  be  taken  to  ensure 
her  safety. 

On  September  the  12th  we  learned  from  Mr.  W.  A.  Bonney 
that  there  might  be  some  difficulty  in  communicating  with 
the  patient’s  husband  and  obtaining  a  fresh  order.  We 
wrote  to  him  on  the  same  day,  advising  that  in  these  circum¬ 
stances  the  relieving  officer  of  the  district  should  at  once  be 
applied  to,  in  order  that  the  patient  should  be  removed  and 
dealt  with  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  16  &  1 7  Viet.  c.  97, 
as  a  lunatic  not  under  proper  care  and  control. 

The  next  day,  however,  it  was  found  possible  to  commu¬ 
nicate  with  the  patient’s  husband,  who  removed  her  to  a 
neighbouring  house,  and  then  brought  her  back  to  Elm 
House  with  a  valid  order.  The  original  certificates  were 
still  in  force,  having  been  signed  in  the  seven  days  of  this 
readmission. 

We  did  not  consider  Elm  House,  the  license  of  which  was 
restricted  to  the  reception  of  quiet  and  harmless  cases,  to  be 
a  proper  receptacle  for  a  suicidal  case,  and  we,  therefore, 
required  that  Mrs.  W.  should  be  removed  to  another  Asylum. 
This  was  done,  and  Mrs.  W.  was  afterwards  seen  more  than 
once  by  members  of  our  Board,  who  had  no  doubt  of  her 
insanity,  and  that  she  had  been  properly  placed  under  care 
and  treatment. 

We  desired  Mr.  W.  A.  Bonney  to  attend  our  Board  on  the 
following  Monday,  September  the  1 7th,  to  explain  his  conduct. 
He  accordingly  appeared  before  us,  and  after  receiving  a 
severe  reprimand  for  the  carelessness  of  which  he  had  been 
guilty,  was  required  to  put  in  writing  the  explanation  which 
he  offered  verbally  for  his  conduct. 

From  his  letter,  written  in  consequence  of  this,  it  appeared 
that  the  husband  of  the  patient  had,  in  fact,  accompanied 
her  to  the  Asylum,  and  Mr.  Bonney  expressed  his  great 
regret  that  he  had  allowed  him  to  leave  before  the  order 
had  been  examined  and  amended,  as  it  might  once  have 
been. 

The  want  of  care  exhibited  in  neglecting  to  examine  the 
papers  at  the  time  of  admission,  was,  no  doubt,  great,  but  in 
the  circumstances  we  did  not  consider  it  our  duty  to  pro¬ 
ceed  against  Mr.  Bonney  or  his  wife,  the  joint  licensees  of 
Elm  House,  for  the  reception  of  the  patient  with  an  order 
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which,  though  invalid  on  the  face  of  it,  was,  in  fact,  sus-  Mj5TR0_ 
ceptible  of  amendment.  t’0LITAV 

The  death,  in  October  last,  of  Mr.  Bonney,  the  proprietor  Ho™.0 
of  this  house,  was  followed  by  an  application  from  his  widow  Eim  House, 
for  a  renewal  of  the  license  in  her  name.  After  very  careful  House  closed, 
consideration  we  felt  called  upon,  for  various  reasons,  to  re¬ 
fuse  the  application.  The  license  was  therefore  extended 
for  a  short  time  only,  and  is  not  to  be  renewed. 


For  some  time  past  limited  space  in  the  day-rooms  of  the  Hal,> 
male  Wards  1  and  2  of  Grove  Hall,  Bow,  occupied  by  a  large 
number  of  excitable  and  violent  patients,  has  been  commented 
upon,  and  we  are  glad  to  report  that  this  is  about  to  be  re¬ 
medied  by  the  conversion  of  two  dormitories  into  an  additional 
day-room.  To  compensate  for  the  loss  of  beds  thus  occa¬ 
sioned,  plans  have  been  submitted  for  the  erection  of  a  range 
of  single-rooms  in  connection  with  these  wards,  which  will 
shortly  be  completed. 

At  our  suggestion  the  War  Office  has  sanctioned  the  send¬ 
ing  out  on  trial,  whenever  desirable  or  feasible,  the  military 
patients  belonging  to  this  house,  so  as  to  follow  the  practice 
attended  with  much  advantage  in  both  public  and  private 
Asylums. 


In  consequence  of  the  desire  expressed  by  Mr.  Dence,  early  Hendon  Hous . 
in  the  year,  to  retire  from  the  proprietorship  of  Hendon 
House,  the  license  was  transferred  to  Mr.  Henry  Hicks,  who 
for  some  years  has  been  the  medical  attendant,  and  resides 
near  Hendon  House,  Miss  Rosser  is  conjoined  with  Air. 

Hicks  in  the  license,  and  continues  to  reside  in  the  house. 


A  coroner’s  inquest  was  held  at  Hoxton  House  in  October  Hoxton  House 
18/7,  on  the  body  of  a  male  patient  who,  after  a  struggle  in  Brokenribs* 
his  bed-room  with  the  night  attendant,  was  found  to  have 
sustained  fractures  of  two  ribs.  The  patient  died  a  few  days 
after  from  the  exhaustion  of  acute  mania  and  from  gastric 
ulcers,  which  he  suffered  from,  in  addition  to  the  broken 
ribs.  The  coroner’s  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  from 
natural  causes. 

At  the  next  visit  to  Hoxton  the  night  attendant  was  ex¬ 
amined.  It  appeared  that  the  patient  had  never  previously 
been  violent  at  night.  On  this  occasion,  however,  on  the 
night-attendant  opening  the  door  to  see  him,  he  rushed  out 
and  struck  the  attendant,  knocking  the  lamp  out  of  his  hand. 

A  scuffle  ensued,  in  which  the  night  attendant  admitted  that 
he  had  to  hold  the  patient  against  the  wall  before  he  could 
o.Sg,  manage 
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manage  to  place  him  in  bed.  The  Visiting  Commissioners 
were  inclined  to  think  that  in  the  struggle  no  undue  violence 
had  been  used.  No  evidence,  however,  was  obtainable  to 
Hoxton  House,  corroborate  or  discredit  the  night  attendant’s  account  of  the 
Broken  ribs,  matter.  Had  the  patient  been  in  the  habit  of  showing 
violence  at  night,  greater  precaution  would  certainly  have 
been  used  in  visiting  him. 

London  House  The  land  attached  to  London  House,  Hackney,  being 
closed.  required  for  the  purposes  of  a  railway,  the  premises  became 
unsuitable  for  the  purposes  of  an  Asylum. 

After  some  consideration  Mrs.  Ay  re  withdrew,  by  our 
advice,  an  application  for  a  transfer  of  her  license  to  another 
house  in  the  neighbourhood.  The  few  patients  remaining 
in  London  House  have  been  removed,  and  the  establishment 
has  been  closed. 

Manor  House.  Application  was  made  early  in  the  year  by  Dr.  H.  Tuke  for 
permission  to  include  in  his  license  two  recently  erected 
villas  to  the  north  of,  and  in  close  proximity  to  Manor 
House,  the  land  upon  which  they  are  built  being  separated 
from  the  latter  by  a  public  footpath  only.  These  villas  are 
semi-detached  and  very  cheerful,  and  will  no  doubt  be  found 
useful  for  patients  of  a  certain  class  not  requiring  the 
restrictions  of  an  Asylum,  or  for  whom  its  associations  might 
be  undesirable.  Although  the  land  is  limited  in  extent, 
precautions  have  been  taken  to  avoid  its  being  overlooked, 
and  ready  access  to  the  extensive  gardens  of  Manor  House  is 
to  be  provided  for  such  patients  as  may  desire  to  go  there. 
Various  structural  alterations  were  made  at  our  suggestion, 
and  Dr.  Tuke’s  license  was  extended  to  enable  him  to 
receive  twTo  additional  patients  of  each  sex, 

Kormansfieid.  Plans  for  the  erection  of  a  large  amusement  room,  and  a 
wing  for  the  reception  of  30  additional  male  patients,  have 
been  sanctioned  at  Normansfield,  and  are  in  progress  of  com¬ 
pletion.  A  considerable  addition  has  also  been  made  to  the 
land  in  Dr.  Down’s  possession. 

Northumber-  The  suicide  of  a  gentleman  in  Northumberland  House,  in 
land  House.  November  last,  by  taking  an  overdose  of  chloral,  wras  due 
to  such  culpable  negligence  that  the  question  of  prosecuting 
the  attendant  concerned  was  seriously  entertained  by  us. 

This  patient  had  been  for  about  18  months  in  Manor 
House,  Chiswick,  where  he  laboured  under  mania,  with 
strong  suicidal  tendencies.  From  this  he  apparently  re¬ 
covered,  and  was  discharged  in  October  18/6.  Early  in 
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August  18/7;  when  in  Scotland,  the  suicidal  impulse  sud-  metro. 
denly  returned,  and  he  was  with  difficulty  rescued  from  an  politan 
attempt  to  drown  himself  in  the  sea,  and  also  on  his  way  to  Houses^” 
London  from  injuring  himself.  When  placed  in  Northumber-  Northumber. 
land  House,  on  the  12th  of  August,  he  was  stated  to  ]3elandHou«e- 
“  suffering  from  recurrent  mania,  with  suicidal  impulses,” 
and  strict  instructions  were  given  to  his  attendants  that  he 
should  on  no  occasion  be  left  alone.  This  order  was,  how¬ 
ever,  disobeyed  by  the  attendant  in  charge  on  the  evening 
of  the  4th  of  October,  when  he  left  the  patient,  as  is  stated^ 
for  five  minutes,  during  which  time  he  got  out  of  bed  and 
diank  the  contents  of  a  bottle  of  chloral  which  was  on  the 
di  aweis  in  his  room,  and  from  which  a  portion  was  given 
each  night  at  bedtime  as  a  sleeping  draught.  This  bottle 
contained  12  fluid  ounces,  with  20  grains  of  chloral  to 
the  ounce,  and  had  been  recently  filled!,  and  the  quantity 
taken  was  of  course  rapidly  fatal.  The  bottle  was  not 
labelled  poison,  and  though  the  attendant  was  cau¬ 
tioned  as  to  the  dangerous  nature  of  its  contents,  and 
ordered  to  take  especial  charge  of  it,  by  some  unaccountable 
o\ei  sight  or  want  of  caution  it  was  allowed  constantly  to 
remain  on  the  drawers  in  the  patient’s  room,  with  the  full 
knowledge  not  only  of  his  wife,  who  was  residing  in  the 
house,  and  was  constantly  with  her  husband,  but  also  of  the 
medical  officers  of  the  asylum. 

Although  the  absence  of  the  attendant  was  the  immediate 
cause  of  the  disaster,  we  came  to  the  conclusion,  after  a  full 
inquiry  into  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  that  the  blame  did 
not  entirely  rest  upon  him,  but  was  shared  to  so  great  an 
extent,  by  the  medical  proprietor,  who  was  aware  of  the 
poisonous  nature  of  the  contents  of  the  bottle  so  unfortunately 
left  accessible  to  the  patient,  that  legal  proceedings  against 
the  attendant  would  fail.  He  was,  however,  dismissed,  and 
the  strong  feeling  of  the  Board  was  communicated  to  Dr, 

Wright  in  reference  to  his  want  of  ordinary  caution  in  the 
treatment  of  a  case  with  such  determined  suicidal  tendencies. 

A  male  pauper  patient  at  Beckham  House  committed  Peckham 
suicide,  on  April  the  2 7th,  by  hanging  himself.  The  circum-  House* 
stances  were  as  follows:— On  the  afternoon  of  that  day  the  Suicide‘ 

30  patients  of  Ward  No.  12,  of  whom  the  deceased  was 
one,  were  under  the  charge  of  two  attendants,  the  charge 
attendant  being  temporarily  absent.  The  patients  were 
assembled  in  the  day-room  for  the  purpose  of  having  their 
hair  cut,  and  whilst  this  was  being  done,  one  of  the  attendants 
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left  to  fetch  a  patient  who  was  absent.  The  deceased, 
availing  himself  of  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the  relaxed 
supervision,  passed  out  of  the  ward  and  went  to  a  closet 
opening  out  of  the  airing-court,  and  in  which  coals,  brushes, 
etc.,  are  kept,  and  there  hung  himself,  by  means  of  an  old 
pair  of  drawers  which  had  been  left  there  to  be  thrown 
away.  The  patient  was  known  to  be  suicidal,  and  was  the 
object  of  more  than  ordinary  care,  though  not  under  the 
charge  of  a  special  attendant.  Two  members  of  the  Board, 
at  the  next  visit,  examined  the  three  attendants  of  the  ward 
as  to  the  reason  of  the  closet  being  unlocked.  The  charge 
attendant  was  certain  that  it  was  fastened  within  twenty 
minutes  of  his  leaving ;  the  attendant  left  in  charge  said  he 
had  not  been  to  the  closet  since  ten  in  the  morning,  and  the 
other  that  he  had  not  been  there  at  all  that  day.  It  was 
clear  that  one  or  other  of  these  statements  was  inaccurate, 
and  that  if  the  orders  for  this  closet  being  kept  locked  had 
been  carried  out,  the  patient  in  all  probability  would  not 
have  been  able  to  effect  his  object,  though  to  whom  the 
absolute  blame  of  this  neglect  should  be  assigned,  it  was 
impossible  positively  to  say. 

The  suicide  by  drowning  of  a  lady,  a  private  patient  in 
Peckham  House,  took  place  early  in  January  under  very 
peculiar  circumstances.  This  lady  was  received  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  July  in  a  state  of  melancholia  ;  but  although  she  had 
not  made  any  attempt  upon  her  life,  the  certificates  pointed 
to  a  tendency  to  suicide.  Since  her  admission  she  had 
improved  considerably  both  in  her  health  and  mental  con¬ 
dition,  and  had  not  shown  any  suicidal  disposition  since 
being  in  the  Asylum.  She  had  consequently  been  allowed 
on  this,  as  on  many  other  occasions,  to  walk  out  with  her 
husband.  At  the  Ludgate-liill  station  she  managed  to 
elude  him,  and  threw  herself  into  the  Thames  at  the  foot  of 
Blackfriars  Bridge.  No  blame  could  be  attributed  to  the 
proprietors  of  Peckham  Plouse  in  this  case. 

A  male  pauper  patient,  aged  40,  admitted  to  Peckham 
House  on  the  4th  of  September,  was  found  on  7th  October 
to  have  received  injuries,  resulting  (as  ultimately  appeared 
on  the  post-mortem  examination)  in  the  fracture  of  four 
ribs. 

He  had  refused  food,  it  seemed,  and  at  dinner-time  the 
attendants,  of  whom  there  were  three,  had  tried  to  feed  him. 
This  attempt  resulted  in  a  struggle  and  a  fall,  when  no 
doubt  the  ribs  were  broken. 

The  patient  was  not  in  a  state  to  give  any  clear  account 
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of  what  had  happened.  He  denied  that  he  had  been  struck  Metro- 
or  ill-used,  and  when  Dr.  Stocker  saw  him  and  administered  licensed 
food  on  the  9th  of  October,  he  was  calmer  than  he  had  been,  Houses. 
and  yolunteered  the  statement  that  the  attendants  had  been  feckham

very  kind  to  him.  The  only  convalescent  and  trustworthy  Broken  ribs, 
patient  in  the  ward  saw  the  whole  affair,  and  said  that  no 
roughness  was  used ;  but  that  the  patient  wriggled  off  the 
edge  of  the  bed  on  to  the  floor. 

His  death  was  not  attributable  to  the  broken  ribs.  The 
coroners  jury  returned  a  verdict,  according  to  the  medical 
evidence,  of  u  Death  resulting  from  serous  effusion,  the 
result  of  natural  causes.” 

The  attendants,  though  no  charge  of  harshness  could  be 
established  against  them,  were  to  blame  for  not  strictly 
attending  to  their  instructions,  which  were,  not  to  attempt 
to  feed  a  patient  forcibly,  but  at  once  to  send  for  one  of  the 
medical  officers. 

A  detached  and  well- arranged  billiard-room  has  been  Sussex  House, 
constructed  in  the  garden  at  Sussex  House,  and  will  no 
doubt  be  found  a  useful  addition  to  that  already  provided. 

In  consequence  of  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Spence,  who  Wood  End. 
for  some  years  had  the  care  of  this  house,  Mrs.  E.  Rowes 
was  selected  to  succeed  her,  and  her  name  has  been  placed 
in  the  license. 

Additions  to  Wyke  House,  consisting  of  three  additional  wyke  House, 
bed-rooms  for  male  patients,  and  one  for  servants,  were 
sanctioned  early  in  the  year,  but  no  increase  in  the  number 
of  patients  for  which  the  house  is  licensed  is  contemplated. 


With  few  exceptions  the  reports  of  our  visits  to  the  Pro-  provincial 
vincial  Licensed  Houses  have  shown  them  to  be  a'eneraliy  BicenseI) 

o  j  Houses* 

maintained  in  proper  order,  though  in  many  the  condition 
and  management  have  required  improvement. 

The  condition  of  Belle  Vue  House,  Ipswich,  for  several  BelIe  Vlie 
years  has  been  found  unsatisfactory,  and  its  state  was  spe-  Ilouse>lBSWlch- 
cially  referred  to  in  our  3 1  st  Report.  At  the  visit  in  November 
last,  it  was  found  to  be  so  bad  that  the  Board  seriously  con¬ 
sidered  whether  they  ought  not  to  apply  to  your  Lordship 
with  the  view  of  procuring  a  revocation  of  the  license.  At 
that  visit  the  want  of  suitable  female  attendants  was  again 
commented  upon,  and  it  was  discovered  that  the  gardener, 
who  was  found  in  the  sitting  room  with  two  of  the  female 
patients,  had  been  in  the  habit  of  assisting  the  only  female 
servant  residing  in  the  house,  both  by  day  and  night,  in 
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controlling  one  of  these  ladies,  who  was  both  violent  and 
destructive  ;  and  that  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  nurse, 
he  had  been  ordered  by  Miss  W alter  to  sleep  in  a  room  near 
to  that  occupied  by  the  patient.  This  lady  frequently  refused 
to  keep  her  clothes  on,  had  broken  the  furniture  and  windows, 
both  in  her  bed-room  and  sitting-room,  and  had  dragged  the 
grate  of  the  latter  out  of  the  setting.  She  was,  no  doubt, 
always  an  unfit  case  for  this  house,  and  by  the  advice  of  the 
Yisiting  Commissioners  was  immediately  removed  elsewhere. 
In  addition  to  the  scandalous  and  discreditable  treatment  of 
this  patient,  the  Commissioners  found  no  improvement  in  the 
condition  of  the  house,  the  furniture  in  the  day-room  consisting 
of  a  dilapidated  sofa,  a  broken  piano,  and  three  or  four  chairs. 
The  small  bedrooms  were  stated  by  them  to  be  inferior  to  those 
for  paupers  in  County  Asylums,  and  not  fit  for  private  patients, 
and  the  small  yard  attached  to  the  sitting-room,  and  fre¬ 
quently  commented  upon  at  previous  visits  as  being  in  a 
neglected  state,  was  found  still  to  be  a  mass  of  weeds. 

The  Board  could  come  to  no  other  conclusion  than  that 
Miss  Walter  was  quite  unfit  to  be  longer  entrusted  with  the 
care  of  the  insane,  and  resolved  to  dissuade  the  Justices  and 
the  Recorder  of  Ipswich  from  a  further  renewal  of  her  license 
in  October  next.  The  Visitors  were  informed  of  this,  and 
urged,  during  the  existence  of  the  license,  to  exercise  the 
strictest  supervision  over  Belle  Vue  House.  Though  the 
house  is  licensed  for  14  patients,  there  have  not  been  during 
the  last  year,  more  than  three  residing  there  at  any  one 
time. 

The  Justices  of  the  Borough  of  Bedford  in  June  18/7, 
granted  to  Dr.  William  Simpson  Craig,  a  license  to  receive 
four  insane  ladies  at  Bishopstone  House. 

We  felt  bound  to  report  to  the  Justices  (under  Section  14 
of  the  Act  25  &  2 6  Yict.)  unfavourably  on  Dr.  Craig’s  appli¬ 
cation  for  a  license,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  house  is 
almost  in  the  town  of  Bedford,  and  the  grounds,  very  small 
in  extent,  are  overlooked.  At  the  same  time  the  house 
itself  is  pleasant  and  well  furnished,  and  the  reports  of  Dr. 
Craig’s  management  since  the  license  was  granted,  have 
been  satisfactory.  Dr.  Craig’s  patients  are  of  the  more 
wealthy  class,  able  to  afford  carriage  exercise,  a  circumstance 
which,  perhaps,  may  render  less  objectionable  the  want  of 
suitable  airing  grounds* 

J.  Q.,  a  man  aged  42,  having  exhibited  signs  of  great 
depression  with  strong  delusions  of  poisoning,  was  sent,  in 
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circumstances  into  which  it  is  needless  to  enter,  on  April  provincial 
the  2 1st,  to  the  Somerset  County  Asylum  as  a  wandering  iVou.^J  0 
lunatic.  Two  days  after  he  inflicted  on  himself  a  severe  Brisiington 
incised  wound  in  the  neck,  with  the  object  of  self-destruction,  House* 
alleging  as  his  reason  the  disgrace  of  being  placed  in  a  pauper 
asylum,  his  position  in  life  being  superior  to  that  of  the  U  6a  e 
majority  of  his  fellow  patients. 

On  the  3rd  of  May  the  wound  was  rapidly  healing,  and  he 
was  removed  to  Brisiington  House.  Here  he  remained  until 
the  10th  May,  having  improved  in  every  way,  showing  the 
utmost  contrition  for  his  act  of  violence,  and  evincing  the 
greatest  desire  to  get  well. 

During  this  time  he  was  visited  twice  by  his  wife,  and 
the  Doctors  Fox  found  themselves  unable  to  resist  the  im¬ 
portunities  of  the  patient  and  his  wife  that  he  should  be 
allowed  to  return  home  on  trial.  The  grave  responsibility 
which  the  wife  would  incur  was  strongly  pointed  out  to  her, 
but  ultimately  the  medical  proprietors  consented  to  an 
application  for  leave  of  absence  on  trial  for  three  months, 
which  was  accordingly  made  to  and  granted  by  the  Visitors’ 

Mr.  Q,  left  the  asylum  in  charge  of  his  wife  and  an 
attendant  belonging  to  Brisiington  House.  After  six  weeks 
at  home  he  had  so  far  improved  that,  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  medical  attendant,  he  was  allowed  to  sleep  alone,  and 
at  length,  on  the  22nd  of  June,  he  left,  accompanied  by  the 
attendant,  for  a  short  trip. 

On  the  next  morning  he  contrived  to  elude  the  vigilance 
of  the  attendant,  made  his  way  to  the  Clifton  Suspension 
Bridge,  climbed  the  parapet,  and  threw  himself  into  the 
Avon  and  was  killed.  He  had  visited  the  bridge  on  the 
previous  day,  and  had  inquired  of  the  toll  men  whether 
any  suicides  had  taken  place  there. 

The  attendant  had  seen  him  going  towards  the  bridge, 

had  run  after  him,  hut  was  just  too  late  to  prevent  his  fatal 
leap. 

A  man  aged  41,  a  private  patient  admitted  to  Dunston  Dunston 

Lodge  on  10th  July  1877,  committed  suicide  four  days Lod8>e* 
after.  *  Suicide. 

Prior  to  admission  he  had  twice  attempted  self-destruction, 
and  had  been  nearly  successful  in  the  attempt.  His  pro¬ 
pensity  was  well  known,  and  two  attendants  were  placed  to 
sleep  in  his  room.  By  a  fatal  error  in  judgment  on  the  part 
of  Mr.  Garbutt,  instructions  were  not  given  to  these  men 
to  %  watch  alternately.  The  result  was  that  the  patient 
a89-  h  3  while 
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while  both  the  attendants  slept,  gained  entrance  to  the 
adjoining  bath-room,  where,  having  found  a  towel,  he  hung 
himself  by  its  means  to  a  gas  bracket. 

Mr.  Garbutt,  while  acknowledging  his  error,  and  accept¬ 
ing  the  entire  blame  of  this  unfortunate  occurrence,  ex¬ 
plained  that  he  bad  selected  one  of  the  attendants,  on  account 
of  his  being  usually  a  very  light  sleeper,  disturbed  by  the 
slightest  noise,  and  had  hesitated  to  order  a  constant  watch 
to  be  kept,  fearing  that  such  an  arrangement  might  have  a 
bad  effect  by  causing  the  patient  to  dwell  the  more  on  his 
own  state,  and  stimulate  his  insane  desire  for  self-destruction. 
As  in  so  many  other  instances  which  it  has  been  our  duty 
to  record,  an  apparent  improvement  in  the  symptoms  had 
been  observed  on  the  previous  afternoon,  and  the  case  was 
regarded  as  hopeful. 

The  utter  futility  of  attempting  to  prevent  suicide  at  night 
by  merely  placing  an  attendant  to  sleep  in  the  patients’  room 
is  very  strongly  shown  by  this  example,  wdiich  confirms  the 
view  so  often  insisted  on  in  these  Reports,  that  the  only 
safety  for  a  patient  bent  on  suicide  lies  in  constant  and  un¬ 
remitting  supervision  both  by  day  and  by  night. 

At  the  visit  made  to  Dunston  Lodge  shortly  after  the 
above  catastrophe,  the  condition  of  the  house  was  found 
to  be  very  unsatisfactory,  and  the  clothing  and  personal 
appearance  of  the  male  patients  showed  want  of  care 
and  attention  on  the  part  of  the  attendants.  The  second- 
class  rooms,  more  especially  in  the  male  division,  required 
painting,  papering,  colouring,  and  new  coverings  to  the 
floors.  The  offices  between  the  kitchen  and  lower  day-room 
were  stated  to  be  in  a  dirty  and  dilapidated  state,  the  drains 
offensive,  and  the  whole  establishment  to  require  immediate 
attention.  Mr.  Garbutt  was  away  at  the  time  of  the  visit 
on  account  of  his  health,  which  might  to  some  extent 
account  for  the  condition  the  house  was  in,  and  upon  re¬ 
ceiving  a  copy  of  the  entry  in  the  Visitors’  Book,  he  at  once 
gave  the  resident  medical  officer  full  authority  to  carry  out 
the  necessary  repairs  and  renovation  of  the  house,  which 
was,  at  a  subsequent  visit,  found  in  proper  order. 

In  consequence  of  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Rakewell,  the 
license  of  this  house  was  transferred  in  Mav  18/7  to  Dr. 
McLintock,  formerly  the  medical  attendant. 

In  consequence  of  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Chevallier  in 
November  1874,  as  superintendent  of  the  Ipswich  Borough 
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Lunatic  Asylum,  the  Grove  has  been  closed,  and  the  patients  Provincial 
removed  elsewhere.  houses?0 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  who  visited  Haydock  The  Grove, 

Lodge  in  March  18/7  was  far  from  satisfactory.  ^ome  Haydock  Lodge 
of  the  rooms  in  the  division  for  male  pauper  patients  0omplaints>  B 
were  found  dirty  and  dilapidated.  These  rooms  had  for 
some  time  been  empty,  hut  an  influx  of  patients  early  in  the 
year  had  rendered  their  occupation  necessary  without  due 
preparation.  A  single  room  in  the  yard,  which  had  been 
used  by  a  man  for  one  night,  was  also  stated  not  to  he  fit  for 
occupation.  Other  l  ooms  were  found  to  he  greatly  in  need 
of  painting  and  colouring,  and  it  was  recommended  that  a 
padded  room  should  he  fitted  up  without  delay.  Other 
matters  were  also  commented  upon,  and  especially  the  want 
of  an  additional  night  attendant. 

At  the  following  visit  two  new  padded  rooms  had  been 
fitted  up,  one  for  each  sex,  but  they  were  found  to  adjoin 
each  other,  an  arrangement  which  was  thought  undesirable, 
as  if  occupied  at  the  same  time  by  noisy  patients  they 
would  probably  excite  each  other.  The  ventilation,  also,  of 
these  rooms  was  found  to  he  very  defective.  The  rooms 
referred  to  at  the  previous  visit  had  been  renovated,  and 
generally  the  house  was  found  in  good  order. 

The  entry  made  at  this  visit  notices  the  case  of  a  lady  Death  of  a 
who  was  admitted  in  a  state  of  acute  mania,  and  died  two  ™t™nt.al 
days  afterwards  in  circumstances  which  induced  the  coroner 
to  hold  an  inquest,  and  called  for  a  full  investigation  on 
the  part  of  the  Visitors.  This  patient  was  received  on  the 
13th  of  March,  when  she  was  much  excited,  and  exhausted 
from  refusing  food,  and  her  case  was  looked  upon  by  the 
resident  medical  officer  as  being  of  a  serious  character. 
Nevertheless  she  was  placed,  on  account  of  her  violence,  to 
sleep  in  a  single  room  on  the  night  of  the  14th,  and  no 
orders  were  given  that  she  should  be  visited  during  the 
night.  The  charge -attendant  last  saw  her  at  half-past  1 1  on 
the  night  of  the  1 4tli,  when  the  patient  was  greatly  excited, 
and  continued  so  during  the  greater  part  of  the  night,  yet 
no  report  of  her  state  was  made  to  the  medical  officer,  nor 
were  any  instructions  given  as  to  visiting  her  during  the 
night,  or  endeavouring  to  administer  food  or  stimulants, 
a  matter  of  the  highest  importance  in  her  exhausted  state. 

Between  half-past  1 1  and  half-past  G  to  7  o’clock,  she 
was  not  again  seen,  but  at  the  last  named  period  she  was 
visited  by  the  day  attendant,  who  found  her  on  the  bed,  and, 
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as  she  thought,  asleep.  At  twenty  minutes  past  7  she  again 
went  in  and  saw  that  the  patient  was  dead,  and  probably  had 
•  been  so  for  some  time. 

The  treatment  of  this  patient  afforded  matter  of  comment 
to  the  local  newspapers,  and  the  friends  of  the  lady  expressed 
great  dissatisfaction  and  indignation  at  the  result. 

The  whole  circumstances  of  the  case  were  carefully  con¬ 
sidered  by  us,  and  in  a  letter  ordered  to  be  sent  to  Dr.  Lister 
(a  copy  of  which  was  also  forwarded  to  the  father  of  the 
patient  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Visitors)  we  expressed  our 
strong  opinion  that  a  patient  in  a  state  of  such  violent  mania, 
accompanied  by  persistent  refusal  of  food,  ought  not  to  have 
been  left  alone  for  so  many  hours,  and  that  arrangements 
should  have  been  made  for  administering  food  at  proper 
intervals  during  the  night.  We  could  not  accept  as  a  valid 
excuse  the  statement  made  by  the  resident  medical  officer 
that  he  did  not  consider  it  safe  for  a  nurse  to  visit  the  patient 
singly  during  the  night ;  for  we  observed  that  if  fears  were 
entertained  for  the  safety  of  the  nurse,  one  or  more  should 
have  been  associated  with  her.  We  considered  that  the  care 
taken  of  the  patient  in  the  above  particulars  was  most  inade¬ 
quate,  and  that  her  father  had  just  cause  to  find  fault  with 
it. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  night  visitation,  Dr. 
Lister’s  attention  was  directed  to  a  remark  made  by  two 
members  of  the  Board  at  a  visit  in  the  autumn  of  18/6,  as 
to  the  want  of  proper  night  attendance  on  the  female  side 
of  the  Asylum;  and  again  at  the  visit  in  March  1877  this 
defect  had  not  been  remedied.  Subsequently,  however,  a 
special  night  attendant  was  appointed. 

This  house  was  licensed  in  April  1877  to  Messrs.  Walford 
and  Sargeant  for  the  reception  of  three  male  private  patients 
of  a  u  quiet,  harmless”  class. 

Linder  the  provisions  of  the  14th  section  of  the  25  &  26 
Viet.,  c.  Ill,  the  house  and  premises  were  inspected  by  a 
member  of  the  Board  in  the  previous  November. 

The  house  was  reported  upon  as  not  being  well  adapted  for 
the  purposes  of  an  Asylum,  and  that  the  quantity  of  land 
attached  to  it  was  inadequate ;  that  the  accommodation  was 
quite  insufficient  for  the  number  of  patients  (seven)  proposed 
by  Mr.  Walford  to  be  received,  and  that  the  house  was  only 
adapted  for  patients  of  a  perfectly  quiet  and  harmless  class. 
Mr.  Walford,  a  medical  man  in  practice  at  Ramsgate,  did 
not  propose  residing  in  the  house,  but  intended  to  have  the 
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name  of  a  gentleman  included  in  the  license,  who,  though  provincial 
not  a  medical  man,  had  some  experience  m  insanity,  and  houses. 
would  be  resident.  North  wood 

Ultimately  Mr.  Walford  applied  for  a  license  for  the  ^i“sse^ate 
reception  of  three  patients  only  of  a  quiet,  harmless  class, 
and  substituted  the  name  of  a  qualified  medical  man  to  he 
resident. 

The  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  directed  certain  repairs  to 
he  completed  to  the  house,  and  certified  by  the  county  sur¬ 
veyor,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  issue  of  the  license, 

A  patient,  a  young  man  of  30,  admitted  into  Northwoods,  Northwoods, 
near  Bristol,  on  his  second  attack  of  insanity,  in  January  Br,sto1* 
1877,  committed  suicide  by  hanging  himself  to  the  safety 
bars  of  the  window  of  his  bedroom  on  1st  June. 

Though  considered  on  admission  to  have  a  tendency  to 
seif~destruction,  he  had  made  in  the  Asylum  no  attempt  on 
himself,  and  it  was  not  considered  necessary  to  watch  him 
very  strictly.  He  admitted  to  the  medical  proprietor  that 
he  was  liable  to  fits  of  great  depression,  during  which  he 
could  not  be  answerable  for  himself.  Probably  under  such 
an  influence  it  was,  that  having  obtained  leave  to  visit  his 
bedroom  to  prepare  for  an  interview  with  the  Visitors,  who 
were  in  the  house  that  afternoon,  the  patient,  by  means  of 
two  handkerchiefs,  suspended  himself  to  the  window  bars. 

The  fact  of  his  door  being  shut  was  noticed  shortly  after 
by  one  of  the  attendants.  On  the  Visitors  coming  up  it  was 
found  necessary  to  force  open  the  door,  which  was  bar¬ 
ricaded,  and  the  patient  was  actually  discovered  hanging,  by 
the  Justices  themselves. 

An  inquest  was  held,  and  no  blame  was  thrown  on  the 
authorities  of  Northwoods,

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Of  the  single  patients  on  the  1st  of  January  last.,  140, 
namely,  58  of  the  male  and  82  of  the  female  sex  were  lunatics 
so  found  by  inquisition,  leaving  as  patients  to  be  regularly 
visited  by  Members  of  this  Board,  334,  namely,  130  males 
and  204  females. 

The  inmates  of  Workhouses  considered  to  be  of  unsound 
mind  amounted  to  16,038  on  1st  January  18/7-  On  the 
corresponding  day  in  the  present  year  the  total  was  16,265 
We  include  in  this  total  the  insane  population  of  the  Metro¬ 
politan  District  Asylums  at  Leavesden,  Caterham,  and 
Clapton,  which  consisted  of  4,406  persons. 

Two  hundred  and  eight  Workhouses  were  visited  by  us 
during  the  year  1877.  The  names  of  these  and  the  number 
of  their  inmates  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  (N). 

The  condition  of  the  persons  of  unsound  mind  detained  in 
Workhouses  has,  on  the  whole,  been  found  fairly  good.  In 
some  of  the  larger  Workhouses,  where  paid  attendants  are 
employed,  and  attention  is  given  to  diet,  exercise,  recreation, 
and  cleanliness,  there  is  little  with  which  to  find  fault. 
Our  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  arrangements 
in  Workhouses  generally,  have  lately  been  met  by  the 
respective  boards  of  guardians  in  a  not  unsatisfactory 
manner. 

The  imbecile  wards  of  the  Dudley  Union  Workhouse 
having  been  found,  on  the  visit  in  October  1876,  to  he  in¬ 
conveniently  crowded,  the  inmates  being  107  in  number,  we 
called  the  attention  of  the  Local  Government  Board  to  the 
matter,  and  recommended  for  consideration  a  suggestion 
made  in  the  Report,  that  it  might  he  well  to  erect  a  separate 
block  for  this  class. 

We  were  glad  to  learn  in  February  that  the  guardians  had 
for  some  time  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and  had 
determined,  with  the  consent  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
on  removing  a  number  of  children  who  occupied  part  of 
the  building  where  the  imbeciles  were  placed,  to  new  and 
commodious  schools,  with  teachers’  residences.  This  solu¬ 
tion  of  the  difficulty,  if  carried  out,  appeared  to  us  unexcep¬ 
tionable. 

A  point  most  important  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane  in 
workhouses— viz.,  their  diet— continues  to  receive  our  con¬ 
stant  attention.  At  Hartlepool  Workhouse  a  member  of 
our  Board,  visiting  in  January  18 77?  reported  that  very  few 
of  the  13  insane  persons  there  had  anything  beyond  the  house 
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diet,  which  gave  solid  meat  dinners  only  twice  a  week,  and  ^^0^.NE 
recommended  a  third  such  dinner  weekly.  houses. 

The  Guardians,  when  their  attention  was  drawn  to  this  Hartlepool 
report  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  replied;  “  The  cliet Wor c  10use' 
is  in  the  discretion  of  the  medical  officer,  and  is  varied 
according  to  the  circumstances  of  each  case.  As  a  general 
rule,  No.  2  diet  is  ordered,  which  gives  a  solid  meat  dinner 
every  day.” 

We  thereupon  made  further  inquiry,  and  ascertained 
from  the  Workhouse  Master  that  9  of  the  13  persons  had 
only  the  house  diet  at  the  date  of  the  visit.  The  Guardians, 
when  called  upon  by  the  Local  Government  Board  for 
explanation,  but  not  till  then,  admitted  that  such  was  the 
fact,  still  attempting  to  extenuate  their  contradiction  by 
asserting  that  this  did  not  affect  their  previous  reply.  We 
are  happy  to  say,  however,  that  from  a  copy  of  a  report 
of  the  medical  officer  of  the  Workhouse,  which  the  Guar 
dians  then  enclosed  for  information  of  the  Local  Govern 
ment  Board,  it  appeared  that  since  the  Commissioners’ 
visit  the  diet  of  several  of  the  insane  had  been  changed 
from  the  house  diet  to  No.  2  diet,  and  the  medical  officer 
had  himself  given  directions  “that  all  the  inmates  of  the 
Workhouse  afflicted  with  insanity  shall  be  placed  on  No.  2 
diet,  unless  any  other  be  specially  ordered.” 

On  10th  October  a  man  named  It.  C.  was  brought  before  Headington 
the  Mayor  of  Oxford  by  the  police.  He  had  been  very  ^0lkh0U9e- 
heavily  drinking,  and  had  created  a  disturbance  in  the 
streets.  The  police  apparently  thought  him  insane,  but  the 
Mayor  of  Oxford  refused  to  give  an  order  for  his  admission 
to  Littlemore  Asylum,  and  ordered  his  removal  to  the 
Headington  Union  Workhouse,  and  that  the  master  should 
be  desired  to  admit  him  “  as  a  wandering  lunatic.”  He  was, 
no  doubt,  suffering  from  delirium  tremens.  He  became 
very  violent  at  the  Workhouse,  and  restraint  was  resorted 
to  by  steel  handcuffs  and  by  tying  down  to  a  bed.  He  was 
placed  in  a  ward  by  himself  and  watched  by  two  pauper 
inmates. 

The  medical  officer  of  the  workhouse,  Dr.  Hitchings, 
though  informed  of  the  case  the  same  evening,  thought  it 
unnecessary  to  visit  until  Thursday  the  1 1th,  when  he  allowed 
the  restraint  to  be  continued,  as,  indeed,  the  violence  of  the 
patient  seemed  to  justify,  there  being  no  padded  room  at  the 
Workhouse ;  but  he  neither  gave  notice  to  a  relieving

officer  to  take  steps  for  the  removal  to  an  Asylum,  nor  did 
he  certify  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  30  &  31  Viet.  c.  106, 
s.  22. 

R.  C.  was  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Workhouse,  and  under 
the  restraint  of  handcuffs,  for  87  hours — that  is,  until  10  a.m. 
on  the  morning  of  14th  October,  the  medical  officer  seeing 
him  every  day.  It  was  not  until  the  18th  that  this  gentleman 
appears  to  have  made  up  his  mind  that  R.  C.  was  insane, 
and  a  proper  person  to  he  taken  charge  of  and  detained 
under  care  and  treatment  in  an  asylum.  On  that  day  he 
signed  a  certificate  under  the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act  1853, 
which  secured  the  admission  of  the  patient  to  Littlemore 
Asylum  on  20th  October.  On  admission  he  wTas  found,  as 
might  have  been  expected,  suffering  from  the  effects  of  con¬ 
finement  by  the  handcuffs. 

The  Local  Government  Board,  whose  attention  was  called 
to  the  case  by  one  of  their  inspectors,  caused  a  full  inquiry 
to  be  instituted  by  the  guardians,  and  expressed  their  opinion 
that  the  medical  officer  in  sanctioning  the  continued  use  of 
handcuffs  for  87  hours,  had  committed  a  grave  error  of 
judgment. 

The  whole  correspondence  was  communicated  to  us  by 
the  Local  Government  Board ;  and  one  of  our  Colleagues, 
visiting  Littlemore  Asylum  a  few  days  before  the  patient’s  dis¬ 
charge  on  the  9th  of  December,  had  a  long  private  interview 
with  him.  He  still  showed  traces  of  the  existence  of  delu¬ 
sions  under  the  influence  of  which  he  had  been  so  violent 
while  in  the  Workhouse. 

It  was  evident  that  the  man  ought  never  to  have  been 
taken  to  the  Workhouse,  which  in  no  circumstances  was  a 
proper  receptacle  for  him. 

The  Mayor  of  Oxford,  we  presumed,  found  the  patient 
under  the  immediate  influence  of  drink,  and  on  this  ground 
hesitated  to  send  him  to  the  Asylum  as  insane.  We  con¬ 
curred  with  the  Local  Government  Board  in  thinking  that 
the  means  of  restraint  used  at  the  Workhouse  were  very 
injudicious,  and  we  were  also  strongly  inclined  to  the 
opinion  that  the  medical  officer  ought  to  have  been  able 
to  certify  the  patient  for  admission  to  the  Asylum  some  days 
earlier  than  he  did. 

In  the  Appendix  (O)  we  give  the  Reports  of  our  visits 
to  the  Metropolitan  District  Asylums  at  Caterham,  Clapton, 
and  Leavesden. 
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In  two  cases  the  illegal  detention  of  persons  of  unsound  Illegal 
mind  was  brought  to  our  notice.  In  one  of  these  we  dis-  of  Persons 
covered  the  fact  from  the  statement  appended  to  the  order  of  Unsound 
for  the  reception  of  the  patient  (a  lady)  into  the  Warneford 
Hospital,  near  Oxford,  it  being  then  mentioned  that  she  had  Ap00oy, 
been  previously  under  treatment  at  a  Rectory  House,  in 
Dorsetshire.  This  led  to  our  making  inquiries,  from  which 
we  ascertained  that  the  patient,  though  clearly  insane,  had 
been  taken  charge  of  by  a  clergyman  for  a  considerable 
period  without  any  order  or  certificates.  Being  satisfied 
that  this  infringement  of  the  law  was  unintentional,  we  ab¬ 
stained  from  prosecuting  the  offender,  but  required  him  to 
sign  an  apology,  which  was  advertised  in  the  London  and 
local  newspapers. 

The  other  case  referred  to  was  of  a  more  serious  character, 
and  we  proceed  to  mention  the  circumstances  in  some 
detail. 

In  May  we  learnt  that  a  lady  was  confined  in  a  house  DaWs  case, 
called  the  Manor  House,  Northfleet,  Kent,  of  which  the  pro¬ 
prietor  was  the  Rev.  Frederick  Davis,  and  that  access 
to  this  lady  was  denied  to  her  sister  by  Mr.  Davis.  Further 
inquiries  acquainted  us  with  the  fact  that  two  ladies  (in¬ 
cluding  the  lady  already  referred  to)  and  four  gentlemen 
were  received  by  Mr.  Davis,  and  that  the  condition  of  these 
persons  was  such  as  to  fully  warrant  a  closer  investigation  of 
the  case.  Accordingly  we  applied  to  your  Lordship  for  an 
order  under  ss.  112,  113,  of  the  Act  8  &  9  Viet.  c.  100, 
directed  to  Dr.  John  Charles  Bucknill,  and  authorising 
him  to  inspect  and  inquire  into  the  state  of  the  Manor 
House.  Armed  with  this  order,  Dr.  Bucknill  proceeded  to 
the  House,  and  had  an  interview  with  the  lady  whose  case 
had  been  specially  brought  to  our  notice.  He  reported  that 
he  did  not  find  in  this  lady  any  signs  of  unsound  mind 
which  would  have  justified  him  in  signing  a  certificate  of 
insanity;  but  that  he  found  in  Mr.  Davis  charge  another 
lady  who  was  undoubtedly  insane,  and  whom  Mr.  Davis  ad¬ 
mitted  he  had  kept  in  his  house  for  profit,  and  without 
certificates. 

Dr.  Bucknill  further  reported  to  your  Lordship  that 
Mr.  Davis  had  also  three  gentlemen  residing  in  his  establish¬ 
ment,  which  he  called  a  home  for  “  dipsomaniacs,”  whom, 
however,  Dr.  Bucknill  did  not  examine. 

The  lady  reported  by  Dr.  Bucknill  as  insane  was  shortly 
0.89.  afterwards 
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afterwards  placed  under  order  and  certificates  in  Mr.  Davis’ 
charge,  but  we  considered  the  infraction  by  that  gentleman 
of  the  Lunacy  Law  to  be  too  serious  to  pass  over.  We  there¬ 
fore  authorised  our  Secretary  to  prosecute  Mr.  Davis  for  a 
contravention  of  the  90th  section  of  the  8  &  9  Yict.  e.  100, 
and  a  summons  was  accordingly  issued  against  him,  which 
was  heard  by  the  county  magistrates  at  Rochester,  and  the 
case  was  by  them  sent  for  trial  to  the  assizes. 

At  the  trial  at  Maidstone  Mr.  Davis  pleaded  guilty,  and, 
by  his  counsel,  threw  himself  on  the  mercy  of  the  court. 
The  judge,  however,  inflicted  a  fine  of  50  with  imprison¬ 
ment  in  default  of  payment,  but  the  fine  was  subsequently 
paid. 

This  was  the  only  prosecution  undertaken  by  us  during 
the  year,  but  proceedings  have  in  more  than  one  instance 
been  taken  by  visitors  of  Asylums  against  attendants  for  as¬ 
saulting  or  ill-treating  patients. 

A  male  attendant  of  the  Lancaster  County  Asylum  at 
Prestwich  was  summarily  convicted  of  this  offence,  and 
punished  by  a  fine  of  5  1.  and  costs ;  and  a  like  fine  was 
imposed  on  a  male  attendant  of  the  North  Riding  of  York¬ 
shire  Asylum  for  a  similar  offence.  In  the  case  of  a  very 
gross  assault  upon  a  patient  by  a  male  attendant  of  the  Wilts 
County  Asylum,  the  attendant’s  long  service  and  previous 
good  conduct  were  admitted  in  mitigation  of  his  punishment, 
which  was  limited  to  a  fine  of  2  l.  and  costs.  In  all  these 
cases  the  attendants  were  dismissed. 

Some  doubts  having  been  raised  as  to  the  powers  of 
Justices  of  the  Peace  acting  for  boroughs  which  are  not  such 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Lunacy  Acts,  with  regard  to 
making  orders  of  admission  to  County  Asylums  in  the  case  of 
pauper  and  other  lunatics,  we  prepared  and  circulated  an 
explanatory  letter,  of  which  a  copy  is  printed  in  the  Ap¬ 
pendix  (P), 

With  the  view  of  assisting  theYisitors  of  Provincial  Licensed 
Houses  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  on  inspecting 
these  establishments,  we  issued,  immediately  after  the 
Michaelmas  Sessions  of  last  year,  a  card  enumerating  the 
chief  points  of  statutory  and  other  inquiry.  This  wTas  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  covering  letter  addressed  to  the  clerks  of 
Visitors,  a  copy  of  which,  with  the  card  enclosed,  will  be 
found  in  the  Appendix  (Q).

Beds,  Herts,  and  Hunts  (Three  Counties)  Asylum. 

1  June  1877. 

During  the  seven  months  which  have  elapsed  since  our  Colleagues 
were  here,  53  men  and  37  women  have  been  admitted,  29  men  and 
26  women  have  been  discharged,  and  28  men  and  23  women  have 
died.  The  causes  of  death  were  all  of  an  ordinary  description,  but 
lung  disease  proved  fatal  in  as  many  as  20  instances,  and  there  were 
10  deaths  from  general  paralysis. 

There  were  no  fatal  accidents,  and  no  inquests  were  held,  but 
there  were  post-mortem  examinations  in  every  case.  The  numbers 
on  the  books  are  16  below  those  resident  at  the  last  visit — -viz.,  341 
of  the  male  and  361  of  the  female  sex  ;  total  702.  Of  these,  3  men 
and  5  women  are  away  on  trial.  The  weekly  charge  for  county 
patients  is  now  9  s.  6  d.}  but  those  belonging  to  the  borough  of 
Bedford  pay  14  5.  The  counties  have  at  this  time  23  patients 
boarded  at  the  Ipswich  Borough  Asylum,  and  20  at  the  new 
Northampton  Asylum.  During  our  visits  yesterday  and  this  day 
we  have  seen  every  patient,  and  made  the  usual  inquiries  as  to  their 
care  and  treatment. 

We  have  a  good  report  to  make  as  to  clothing  and  personal 
cleanliness,  and  the  general  demeanour  and  conduct  of  the  patients 
was  satisfactory  ;  but  the  women  were  quieter  than  the  men,  a  few 
of  whom  in  No.  5  Ward  were  rough  and  inclined  to  be  turbulent, 
a  state  of  things,  no  doubt,  to  be  attributed  to  the  collection  of  as 
many  as  86  of  the  most  impulsive  cases  in  one  ward,  where  also  the 
day  space  is  inadequate.  This  ward  also  needs  the  improvements 
of  more  furniture,  pictures,  and  other  objects  of  interest,  which  have 
been  so  well  carried  out,  and  with  such  good  results,  in  the  female 
division. 

No  one  was  secluded  nor  restrained,  and  no  instance  of  either  is 
reported  to  have  occurred  since  the  last  visit. 

The  means  of  occupation  and  amusement  are  the  same  as  usual. 
There  are  theatrical  performances  occasionally,  and  also  balls ;  and 
weekly  the  patients  of  both  sexes  are  assembled  for  some  kind  of 
associated  amusements. 

A  careful  summary  is  kept  of  all  matters  connected  with  the  daily 
routine  of  the  patients’  lives,  from  which  it  appears  that  from  220  to 

230 
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230  of  each  sex  are  usefully  employed ;  140  men  and  152  women 
attend  the  morning  service  on  Sunday,  and  75  men  and  136  women 
are  present  in  the  evening ;  but  these  numbers  would,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  chaplain,  be  considerably  larger  if  the  church  could  contain 
them.  Ample  provision  to  meet  this  evil  will  be  made  when  the 
new  church  is  erected.  There  are  daily  prayers,  but  no  school  is 
held. 

W  e  were  present  during  dinner-time  in  the  halls  to-day,  and  saw 
275  men  and  330  women  assembled,  who  all  behaved  very  well,  and 
we  had  no  complaint  of  the  food,  which  consisted  of  beef  and  pork, 
with  potatoes,  cabbage,  and  bread. 

The  condition  of  the  various  wards,  especially  on  the  women’s 
side,  was  very  good,  and  the  bedding  in  the  best  order ;  but  the 
infirmary  ward  on  the  male  side  is  not  so  good  as  it  might  be,  and 
we  think  it  would  be,  if  the  services  of  a  female  attendant  were 
obtained. 

The  excellent  state  of  the  male  idiot  ward  affords  a  proof  of  the 
advantage  of  employing  women  amongst  male  patients.  The  staff 
of  attendants  is  now  complete,  but  two  nurses  are  wanting.  The 
numbers  are  now  29  of  the  former  and  22  of  the  latter,  not  in¬ 
cluding  the  head  or  dining-room  attendants.  Besides  these  there  are 
21  tradesmen,  and  2  labourers,  and  6  laundry  maids,  all  of  whom 
have  at  times  more  or  less  charge  of  patients. 

The  arrangements  for  watching  the  suicidal  and  epileptic  patients 
during  the  night  remain  as  before,  one  attendant  in  each  division 
having  no  other  duty. 

The  structural  arrangement  of  the  rooms  is  the  best  that  can  at 
present  be  made,  but  a  far  more  perfect  system  will  be  possible 
when  the  proposed  additions  are  completed.  The  plans  for  these 
buildings  have  received  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
advertisements  have  already  been  issued  inviting  tenders  for  carrying 
out  the  work. 

The  number  of  epileptic  patients  is  large,' amounting  to  51  in  the 
male  and  79  in  the  female  division. 

Many  of  the  recommendations  made  in  former  entries  have  been 
carried  out,  and  others  will  be  more  easily  adopted  when  the  new 
wards  have  been  built.  We  must,  however,  repeat  the  suggestion 
for  giving  a  certain  class  of  patients  now  restricted  to  their  airing 
courts  more  extended  and  regular  exercise  on  the  estate.  We  have 
at  this  visit  pointed  out  the  necessity  for  providing  suitable  cup¬ 
boards,  with  special  keys,  to  contain  all  medicines  and  embrocations 
in  charge  of  the  ward  attendants. 

We  were  sorry  to  find  Dr.  Swain  absent  on  leave  at  Edinburgh, 
but  we  have  received  all  necessary  aid  from  the  assistant  medical 
officers,  who  are  evidently  acquainted  with  their  duties  and  with  all 
the  patients  under  treatment. 

The  general  condition  of  this  institution  continues  to  be  satis¬ 
factory.

Leaving  on  the  books  this  day  the  names  of  141  men  and  160 
women  ;  301  in  all.  Two  of  the  women  are  absent  on  trial.  De¬ 
serving  the  beds  for  these,  the  house  is  quite  full,  and  there  are 
besides  10  patients  of  each  sex  belonging  to  this  county,  who  are  at 
the  Sussex  Asylum. 

Of  the  discharged  patients  55  were  recovered.  The  20  patients 
at  the  Sussex  Asylum  are  included  in  those  discharged,  and  they 
were  returned  as  “  not  improved.” 

The  mortality  has  been  below  the  usual  rate  in  county  asylums, 
and  has  not  exceeded  9  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  average  daily 
number  resident.  The  following  are  the  assigned  causes  of  death, 
which  were  verified  by  post-mortem  examinations  in  19  instances.

There  have  been  two  coroners’  inquests  in  the  cases  of  the 
patients  who  died  from  suffocation  in  epileptic  fits,  but  in  no  other 
instances.

mittent  visitation  is  insufficient  to  secure  safety,  and  we  are  glad  to 
know  that  due  provision  will  be  made  for  this  class  in  the  proposed 
additions,  the  plans  for  which  have  recently  been  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

In  the  meantime,  however,  we  think  that  something  might  be 
done  to  diminish  the  risk  by  the  enlarging  of  the  dormitories  on  the 
second  floor,  close  to  the  centre  on  each  side.  This  might  be 
effected  by  throwing  down  the  lath-and-plaster  division  between  the 
bed-rooms  and  the  corridor,  which  is  not  needed,  and  by  these  means 
four  beds  would  be  gained,  in  addition  to  the  two  single  rooms  which 
would  then  open  out  of  the  dormitory  and  be  under  complete  super¬ 
vision  of  the  special  attendants,  who  would  be  appointed  to  sit  up  in 
these  rooms  where  the  more  anxious  and  dangerous  cases  might  be 
assembled.  Here,  and  indeed  all  over  the  wards,  tell-tale  clock 
stations  should  be  fixed  to  ensure  vigilance  during  the  night.  Of 
the  present  inmates,  24  males  and  21  females  are  epileptic,  and  of 
the  decidedlv  suicidal,  there  are  now  7  males  and  16  females. 

W  e  saw  all  the  resident  patients,  speaking  to  most  of  them,  and  Clothing,  &c. 
we  have  a  very  good  report  to  make  of  them,  both  as  regards  their 
conduct  and  personal  condition.  The  women  were  particularly 
well-dressed,  comfortable  winsey  gowns  being  general,  and  the  men 
were  also  suitably  clad,  and  all  have  Sunday  suits.  We  have  an 
equally  favourable  account  to  give  of  the  bedding,  which  was  clean 
and  well  attended  to.  The  general  condition  of  the  wards  is  very 
creditable  ;  but  some  of  them,  more  especially  No.  2  in  each  division, 
need  more  furniture,  pictures,  and  objects  of  interest,  and  cheap  but 
bright  and  cheerful  decoration. 


The  hall  continues  to  be  used  for  the  musical  and  dramatic  enter-  Amusements* 
tainments,  which  are  frequent  and  successful,  but  the  stage 
encroaches  so  much  upon  the  limited  space  that  only  women  dine 
there  now,  the  men  taking  their  meals  in  their  own  wards.  We  Dining  ar- 
saw  the  dinners  served  both  in  the  hall  and  wards.  The  food,  rangements. 
which  consisted  of  meat  pie,  was  good  and  abundant.  There  were 
no  complaints  as  to  the  dietary,  and  very  few  as  to  an}'  other  matter, 
except  alleged  undue  detention,  but  the  complainers  were  evidently 
insane,  and  the  few  who  were  convalescent  were  evidently  satisfied 
to  wait  the  superintendent’s  decision  as  to  the  time  of  their 
discharge.  The  bodily  health  of  the  patients  is  at  present  good.  General  health. 
Ten  patients  of  each  sex  are  under  medical  treatment,  but  only  3 
men  and  2  women  in  bed.  Some  surgical  cases  which  have  occurred  Regfcraint 
since  the  last  visit,  have  been  the  alleged  cause  for  the  use  of 
mechanical  restraint  in  the  instances  of  3  males  and  1  female.  The 
means  employed  was  a  strait  waistcoat ;  and  the  reasons,  to  prevent 
the  removal  of  dressings  and  bandages.  The  periods  for  the  men, 

4  weeks,  7  days,  and  38  hours,  and  6 £  days,  respectively ;  and  for 
the  women,  5j  weeks.  Special  attendants  were  also  appointed  to 
watch  these  cases. 
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Only  5  men  and  4  women  have  been  secluded,  the  former  on  six 
occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  82  hours  ;  the  latter  on  one  occasion 
each,  for  a  total  duration  of  60  hours. 

The  ordinary  routine  remains  much  the  same  as  at  the  time  of  the 
last  visit.  At  the  Sunday  services  89  men  and  107  women  attend, 
and  at  the  daily  morning  prayers  in  the  hall,  the  numbers  are  now 
but  42  of  the  former  and  69  of  the  latter;  numbers  which  were 
much  larger  before  the  stage  was  put  up.  The  want  of  hall  space 
will  be  obviated  when  the  additions  are  made  to  the  wards  ;  but  it 
may  be  well  here  to  state  that  no  commencement  has  yet  been  made 
in  the  works,  nor  have  even  the  quantities  been  taken  out  for  tenders, 
a  delay  much  to  be  regretted. 

Women  as  well  as  men  have  now  the  privilege  of  going  beyond 
the  estate  for  exercise,  the  numbers  being  97  altogether.  In 
addition  to  these,  there  are  patients  for  whom  extended  exercise 
would  be  beneficial,  but  who  are  not  fit  to  go  off  the  premises,  and 
for  such  as  these  a  good  walk  round  the  estate  would  prove  a  valu¬ 
able  aid  to  treatment. 

Useful  occupations  are  well  attended  to.  There  are  45  men  who 
work  on  the  land,  30  employed  in  trades,  and  the  same  number  in 
ward  cleaning,  &c.,  altogether  105.  Of  the  118  women  employed, 
34  are  in  the  wash-house,  17  in  the  kitchen,  28  do  ward  cleaning 
and  39  needlework. 

The  staff  of  day  attendants  and  nurses  is  adequate,  and  the 
changes  among  them  are  stated  to  be  less  frequent  than  formerly. 
The  wages  of  the  charge  nurse  in  the  receiving  ward  have  been 
raised  to  25  /.  This  is  the  only  change.  The  men’s  wages  begin  at 
25  /.,  advancing  1  l.  annually,  and  the  women  begin  at  16  /.  and 
raise  in  the  same  way  ;  the  maximum  in  both  cases  being  30  /.  and 
20 1.  respectively.  These  wages  are  not  usually  found  to  be 
sufficient  to  secure  and  retain  the  services  of  the  best  class  of 
attendants.  Dr.  Harvey,  the  late  assistant  medical  officer,  has  left, 
and  been  succeeded  by  Dr.  Barron.  The  salary  for  this  office  has, 
we  are  glad  to  find,  been  raised  from  80  l.  to  100  l.  a  year. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  report  that  the  asylum  continues 
to  be  managed  with  skill  and  success.

Of  these  3  women  are  absent  on  leave  or  probation,  and  were  not 
seen  by  us,  but  during  our  present  visit  we  saw  and  individually 
noticed  all  the  rest,  and  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries  con¬ 
cerning  them.  Our  report  of  their  condition  is  a  favourable  one ; 
they  were  quiet  and  orderly  in  conduct,  and  clean  in  their  persons 
and  dress. 

As  a  rule  they  spoke  favourably  of  their  treatment  by  the  at- Assault  of  a 
tendants  and  nurses,  but  there  was  one  exception  to  this  in  the  male  an 

division,  where  one  of  the  men  said  he  had  this  morning  been  kicked  c 
by  an  attendant.  The  charge  attendant  was  not  in  the  ward  at  the 
time  of  the  alleged  assault,  nor  was  any  other  person  present,  so  that 
we  failed  to  ascertain  whether  the  patient’s  statement  was  true. 

There  was  very  little  injury,  and  the  patient  is  said  to  be  in  the 
habit  of  making  complaints.  It  would  be  well,  nevertheless,  that 
this  attendant  should  be  closely  observed.  According  to  our  ex¬ 
perience  complaints  of  this  description  have  in  most  cases  some 
foundation  in  fact.  As  on  former  occasions  the  asylum  contains  a 
large  proportion  of  old  and  very  feeble  cases,  but  the  general  health 
is  satisfactory.  There  are  12  men  and  22  women  under  medical 
treatment,  and  8  of  the  former  and  5  of  the  latter  were  in  bed. 

A  return  of  the  causes  of  death  in  the  13  cases  since  the  last  visit 
has  been  furnished  to  us,  from  which  it  appears  that  no  epidemic  has 
prevailed,  and  that  the  diseases  were  all  of  an  ordinary  description. 

No  casualties  are  reported,  and  no  inquest  has  been  held.  Post-  Post-mortem 
mortem  examinations  were  made  in  eight  instances.  examinations. 

There  is  little  or  no  change  to  record  as  regards  the  arrangements 
or  working  of  the  establishment,  but  we  are  glad  to  observe  that 
the  number  of  women  attending  the  chapel  services  has  risen  from  Divine  Service. 
75  at  the  time  of  the  last  visit  to  166  at  the  present  time.  The  pro¬ 
portion  of  men  who  are  present  remains  about  the  same. 

The  records  of  occupation  show  little  change,  and  the  associated  Occupations 
entertainments  are  given  as  usual.  and  entertain- 

No  cases  of  instrumental  restraint  are  recorded,  and  seclusion  has  ments' 
only  been  resorted  to  with  2  men  for  a  total  duration  of  27  hours,  Re^int  and 
and  6  females  on  19  occasions  for  190  hours.  secusion. 

We  inspected  all  the  wards  and  found  them  very  clean,  and  the  New  wards  for 
bedding  throughout  in  the  best  order ;  some  of  the  dormitories,  how-  ePllePtlC8>  &c* 
ever,  are  crowded  with  beds  owing  to  the  necessity  of  giving  up 
large  dormitories  on  both  sides  whilst  the  building  operations  for  the 
0.89.  q  2  new 
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new  wards  for  epileptics  are  in  progress.  Good  advance  has  already 
been  made  in  these  works. 

The  infirmary  day-rooms  in  both  divisions  are  overcrowded,  and 
the  tables  do  not  afford  sufficient  space  for  all  the  patients  to  dine  at 
them.  We  were  struck  in  these  wards  with  the  deficient  means  of 
ventilation,  and  have  pointed  out  to  Dr.  Humphry  a  mode  by  which 
we  think  the  lower  portions  of  the  windows  might  be  made  to  admit 
air,  an  improvement  which  might  advantageously  be  carried  out  in 
other  parts  of  the  old  building. 

Inquiring  as  to  the  existing  means  for  the  extinction  of  an  acci¬ 
dental  fire,  we  were  surprised  to  learn  that  there  are  none  whatever, 
the  only  security  being  that  the  different  floors  are  filled  up  under 
the  boards  with  concrete ;  we  hope  this  important  matter  will  receive 
early  attention. 

We  continue  to  entertain  a  very  favourable  opinion  of  the  con¬ 
dition  and  management  of  this  asylum,  and  of  the  kind  treatment  of 
the  inmates. 


Cambridgeshire  Asylum. 

17  February  1877. 

All  the  patients  whose  names  are  now  on  the  books  of  this 
asylum  have  been  seen  by  us  to-day. 

We  have  again  to  report  an  increase  in  the  numbers,  there  being 
305  now  as  against  285  at  the  visit  last  year.  Of  these  150 
are  men,  and  155  women.  In  the  male  division  there  are  two 
vacant  beds,  and  in  the  female  10. 

The  weekly  charge  last  year  was  at  the  high  rate  of  12  s.  3  d. ;  for 
the  present  quarter  it  is  reduced  to  11  .<?.  1  d.

Thirty-one  recoveries  are  reported.  The  deaths  resulted  from 
the  following  causes : — Phthisis  and  other  diseases  of  the  chest 
and  lungs,  10 ;  diarrhoea,  7  ;  disease  of  the  brain,  7  ;  old  age  and 
exhaustion,  7  ;  asphyxia,  1  ;  cancer,  1.  * 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  18  cases,  and  upon  2 
female  patients  inquests  were  held.  In  one,  a  case  of  acute  mania, 
only  three  days  in  the  asylum,  and  not  supposed  to  be  suicidal,  the 
patient  was  found  suffocated  by  pieces  of  blanket  which  she  had 
crammed  into  her  mouth  and  throat.  In  the  other  the  patient  was 
found  dead  in  a  single  room,  and  her  death  was  ascertained  to  have 
been  caused  by  disease  of  the  heart. 


Erysipelas, 
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Erysipelas,  which  was  noticed  to  have  been  prevalent  at  the  last  Appendix  (C.) 
visit,  continued  to  attack  the  female  patients  for  a  short  time  after-  Cambridge 
wards.  In  July,  August  and  September,  a  severe  form  of  diarrhoea  Asylum. 3 
was  epidemic  in  both  divisions,  as  many  as  24  patients  wrere  affected,  Erysipelas, 
and  seven  deaths  were  attributed  to  this  disorder.  These  diseases  diarrhoea,  and 
no  doubt  originate  in  overcrowding  and  imperfect  sanitary  arrange-  {onSonoflhe 
ments ;  and  though,  by  the  plans  for  the  extension  of  the  building,  asylum, 
at  an  estimated  cost  of  13,000  /.,  these  defects  will  be  remedied,  we 
are  sorry  to  learn  that  the  building  operations  are  proposed  to  be 
spread  over  a  period  of  six  years ;  and  a  sum  of  only  2,000  l.  is  to 
be  called  for  annually.  Besides  the  great  inconvenience  and  disturb¬ 
ance  which  will  necessarily  be  caused  by  spreading  these  trifling 
building  operations  over  so  long  a  period,  the  cost  will  probably  be 
increased,  and  the  grave  defects  above  adverted  to,  and  which  no 
doubt  affect  the  lives  of  the  patients,  will  remain  unremedied. 

We  trust,  therefore,  that  the  Visitors  will  see  fit  to  reconsider 
this  matter,  and  give  orders  for  the  completion  of  the  building  at 
the  earliest  possible  period.  At  present  the  additions  to  the  male 
infirmary  have  alone  been  proceeded  with,  and  will  shortly  be 
finished. 

The  staff  of  attendants  consists  of  11  of  each  sex,  besides  the  two  Attendants* 
head  attendants,  and  the  recent  changes  amongst  them  do  not 
appear  to  have  been  frequent.  There  is  also  a  night  attendant  in 
each  division,  who  visit  the  wards  once  every  two  hours.  Visits  at 
such  an  interval  do  not,  we  think,  provide  for  the  proper  supervi¬ 
sion  of  those  really  requiring  attention. 

Nor  is  there  any  special  arrangement  for  the  care  at  night  of  Epileptic  aal 
epileptic  or  suicidal  patients.  It  would  no  doubt  be  difficult  to  clients 
secure  this  in  the  present  state  of  the  asylum,  but  we  hope  that  P 
when  the  additions  in  progress  are  finished  this  matter  will  at  once 
be  attended  to. 

I  here  was  no  real  excitement  amongst  the  patients  as  we  passed 
through  the  wards,  nor  were  complaints  made  to  us  of  any  unkind 
treatment. 

The  wards  were  clean,  the  bedding  was  in  good  order,  except 
that  on  the  men’s  side  more  care  should  be  taken  in  seeing  that  a 
blanket  is  placed  beneath  the  sheet,  and  the  means  for  daily  wash¬ 
ing,  and  the  supply  of  combs,  brushes,  &c.,  sufficient.  The  personal 
condition  of  the  patients  as  regards  cleanliness  and  tidiness  of  dress, 
was  also  satisfactory. 

Sunday  suits  are  provided,  and  the  men  have  a  change  of  linen  Clothing, 
il twice  a  week. 

The  dinner  to-day  of  meat  pie  with  carrots  and  beer,  was  good,  Dietary, 
and  the  portions  liberal. 

From  the  returns  furnished  to  us  it  appears  that  between  70  and  Divine  Service. 
80  of  each  sex  attend  the  chapel  service,  and  that  12  of  the  men  and 
15  of  the  women  go  to  the  village  church  on  Sundays. 

Walking  parties  go  out  beyond  the  grounds  on  three  days  in  the  Exercise, 
week.  We  desire  strongly  to  recommend  the  planting  of  some 
trees,  and  the  placing  of  seats  at  intervals  along  the  walk  that  now 
runs  round  a  portion  of  the  asylum  ground.

Appendix  (C.)  to  Thirty -second  Report 

Weekly  dances  attended  by  about  40  men  and  60  women  are  given. 

The  numbers  employed  are  106  men  and  115  women.  Twenty- 
five  of  the  former  work  on  tbe  land,  and  about  the  same  number  at 
different  trades,  and  of  tbe  latter  20  are  in  tbe  laundry,  6  in  tbe 
kitchen,  and  tbe  remainder  at  bouse  work  and  needlework. 

The  numbers  last  registered  under  medical  treatment  are  9  men 
and  10  women. 

There  has  been  no  restraint:  1  man  has  been  secluded  on  ten, 
and  3  women  on  six  occasions,  chiefly  on  the  ground  of  epileptic 
excitement. 

We  visited  the  cemetery  chapel,  and  found  it  in  a  very  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  state.  The  walls  are  damp,  and  the  plaster  in  many  places 
falling  off.  We  hope  it  may  at  once  be  put  into  a  proper  condi¬ 
tion. 

There  is  still  no  assistant  medical  officer  in  this  asylum,  though 
in  August  last  we  find  there  were  as  many  as  317  patients  resident. 
We  again  repeat  our  opinion  that  an  asylum  of  this  size  should  at  no 
time  be  left  without  a  medical  officer,  and  we  learn  that  this  is  not  un¬ 
frequent  iy  the  case  for  hours,  and  occasionally  for  a  whole  day.  In 
making  this  statement  we  wish  to  observe  that  we  do  not  attach  any 
blame  to  Dr.  Bacon.  He  cannot  be  expected  to  confine  himself 
entirely  to  the  house.  In  the  event  of  any  serious  accident  or  emer¬ 
gency  occurring  in  his  temporary  absence,  such  as  choking,  suicide, 
or  sudden  illness  and  death,  no  blame  could  fairly  attach  to  him. 


Joint  Counties  Asylum,  Carmarthen. 

26  April  1877. 

We  have  gone  over  this  asylum,  and  seen  all  the  patients  except 
two  women,  who  are  away  on  leave. 

We  have  also  visited  the  wTards  and  offices,  and  examined  the 
ci  Mansion”  at  Job’s  Well,  where  the  work  of  restoration  and 
adaptation  has  made  fair  progress,  and  where  29  male  patients  now 
sleep. 

Ultimately  there  will  be  accommodation  for  50,  and  four  at¬ 
tendants.  A  good  deal  of  mischief  was  caused  a  short  time  ago  by 
an  explosion  of  gas,  which  destroyed  a  ceiling  and  part  of  the  floor. 
This  will  occasion  some  delay  in  the  completion  of  the  building. 
One  of  the  male  attendants,  who  was  endeavouring  to  ascertain  from 
whence  the  leakage  of  gas  proceeded,  was  a  good  deal  injured,  but 
is  now  nearly  well,  and  on  duty. 

There  is  now  no  lack  of  room  for  men,  but  on  the  women’s  side 
there  are  8  or  10  more  than  the  wards  were  intended  for,  even 
including  the  extra  beds  which  have  been  obtained  by  various 
contrivances.  In  these  circumstances  we  regret  to  find  that  no 
accommodation  has  been  made  of  the  proposed  new  works  on  the 
female  side.  It  will  probably  be  between  two  and  three  years 
before  they  can  be  completed,  and  the  question  remains  what  is 
to  be  done  with  the  female  patients  who  will  accumulate  in  that 
interval. 
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We  have  been  upon  the  intended  site,  and  the  spot  on  which  it  APPgadlx  (C.) 
is  proposed  to  erect  a  small  hospital  for  infectious  cases  has  been  Carmarthen 
pointed  out  to  us,  to  which  there  seems  to  be  no  objection.  Asylum. 

We  have  a  very  good  report  to  make  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Proposed 
wards,  all  of  which  were  very  clean,  well  ventilated,  and  comfort-  detached 
ably  furnished.  Some  renovation  of  the  paint  and  paperhanging  pi  a  ’ 
is  required  in  places,  and  this,  we  are  assured,  will  be  attended  to 
during  the  summer.  The  bedding  also  was  in  tlie  best  order. 

An  equally  favourable  account  may  be  given  of  the  inmates  in  Clothing,  &c. 
both  divisions  whose  clothes  and  persons  were  clean,  and  who  all 
behaved  in  a  most  orderly  way. 

There  was  no  one  in  seclusion;  indeed,  except  in  the  case  of  one  Seclusion  and 
woman,  who  was  secluded  for  an  hour,  there  has  been  no  instance  restraint, 
of  it  during  the  past  year,  nor  any  restraint. 

In  the  women’s  wards,  a  good  proportion  were  busy  at  needlework  Occupations,, 
or  knitting,  and  the  general  employment  of  the  patients  seems  to  be 
well  attended  to.  .Of  the  women,  besides  the  78  who  do  needle¬ 
work,  22  work  in  the  wash-house  and  laundry,  and  37  assist  in  the 
kitchen,  wards,  &c.  Of  the  men,  there  are  33  farm  labourers, 

34  who  are  occupied  at  trades,  and  45  who  assist  the  attendants. 

Di  vine  Service  continues  to  be  performed  as  usual  by  the  chap-  Divine  Service, 
lain,  who  also  visits  the  wards;  but  the  chapel  accommodation  is 
not  sufficient  for  the  numbers  who  would  attend,  were  there  more 
room.  The  chaplain  reports  that  the  behaviour  of  the  patients  in 
chapel  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

As  to  the  associated  amusements,  we  have  only  to  repeat  the  Amusements, 
statement  formerly  made.  They  are  given  twice  a  week,  as  many 
as  260  patients  of  both  sexes  being  usually  present. 

Since  our  Colleagues  were  here  about  13  months  ago,  44  men  Statistics  of 
and  29  women  have  been  admitted,  12  men  and  9  women  have  been  changes, 
discharged,  and  21  men  and  12  women  have  died.  There  has  not 
been  anything  special  in  the  causes  of  these  33  deaths,  which  have 
been  ascertained  by  post-mortem  examination  in  all  but  one  case.  Post-mortem 

Thirteen  patients  died  from  brain  diseases,  complicated  with examinatl0ns- 
affections  of  other  organs  ;  and  in  15  cases  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
lungs  proved  fatal. 

Ao  sudden  death  occurred,  but  one  coroner’s  inquest  was  held  on  inquest, 
the  body  of  a  female  who  died  from  maniacal  exhaustion  a  week 
after  admission. 

At  the  end  of  last  year,  typhoid  fever  attacked  8  male  patients.  Typhoid  fever. 
It  was  ascertained  that  the  cause  was  the  stoppage  of  a  drain  leading 
from  the  centre  of  the  asylum,  by  which  the  surrounding  soil  became 
saturated.  Steps  were  at  once  taken  to  remedy  the  defect;  all  the 
patients  were  removed  from  the  part  of  the  building  where  the 
disorder  originated,  and  it  was  thus  arrested.  The  patients  affected 
were  completely  isolated  ;  but  although  all  recovered  from  the  fever, 
two  of  them  ultimately  died  from  resulting  complications.  The 
bodily  health  is  now  good,  and  we  to-day  found  only  8  men  and  4 
women  in  bed  ;  22  of  the  former  and  26  of  the  latter  are  registered 
as  being  under  medical  treatment. 

The  death-rate  during  the  past  year  on  the  average  number 
resident  was  not  more  than  8  per  cent.,  and  among  the  females  only 
O.89.

it  was  very  little  over  5  per  cent.,  no  death  having  occurred  during 
a  period  of  seven  months,  or  from  September  to  March. 

The  numbers  now  resident  are,  185  men  and  179  women,  and 
there  are  also  2  women  on  leave. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  remains  as  before,  and  average 
about  one  to  10  patients.  There  were  no  complaints  of  them  by 
the  patients.  There  are  two  night  attendants  for  each  side,  and  the 
arrangement  by  which  one  of  them  devotes  continuous  supervision 
to  the  suicidal  and  epileptic  patients  assembled  together  in  the 
special  wards  continues  to  be  quite  satisfactory,  and  no  accidents 
of  any  description  have  occurred. 

As  a  proof  of  the  good  supervision  given  to  the  patients  generally 
during  the  night,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  number  of  wet  or  dirty 
beds  on  the  male  side  does  not  exceed  4,  and  not  more  than  from 
1  to  2  in  the  female  department. 

The  above  report,  in  which  we  have  had  so  much  to  praise,  will 
show  that  this  asylum  continues  to  be  managed  in  a  very  skilful  and 
satisfactory  manner. 


Cheshire  Asylums. — 1.  Chester, 

16  March  1877. 

We  have  made  our  usual  official  inspection  this  day,  in  the  course 
of  which  we  have  seen  all  the  patients  except  two  men,  who  are  away 
on  leave,  and  have  visited  all  the  wards  and  offices.  The  present 
numbers  on  the  books  are  230  men  and  230  women,  leaving  47 
vacant  beds  in  the  male,  and  54  in  the  female  division.

Since  our  Colleagues  were  here,  rather  more  than  five  months 
ago,  26  men  and  24  women  have  been  admitted,  and  7  men  and  5 
women  have  been  discharged;  all  but  one  of  the  latter  as 
“  recovered.”  The  deaths  have  amounted,  altogether,  to .30  ;  viz., 
19  males  and  11  females.  This  mortality  is  a  high  one,  viz.,  at  the 
rate  of  14  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  daily  average  number  resi¬ 
dent.  Fifteen  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  general  paralysis,  and  it 
appears,  indeed,  that  this  fatal  disease  is  unusually  prevalent  among 
the  patients  received  here. 

The  other  deaths  were  attributed  to  ordinary  causes,  and  there 
has  been  no  fatal  casualty  or  suicide,  nor  has  any  coroner’s  inquest 
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been  held.  Only  four  post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made.  APPeadi*  (C.) 
Objection  on  the  part  of  the  friends  is  alleged  as  a  reason  why  more  Cheshire 
of  these  very  necessary  examinations  have  not  taken  place,  and  the  Asylums, 
absence  of  a  proper  post-mortem  room  must  also  have  acted  as  a  (Chester.) 
discouragement.  We  have  to-day  made  suggestions  to  Or.  Oavicl-  Post-mortem 
son  which  will,  we  hope,  enable  him  to  overcome  these  difficulties,  examinations. 

In  the  month  of  December  last  small-pox  was  developed  in  the  Small-Pox  and , 
case  of  a  man  sent  from  the  Birkenhead  Workhouse  a  short  time  rb"vaccma  10n* J 
before.  Three  other  patients  were  attacked,  and  were  immediately 
isolated  from  the  rest  of  the  inmates.  Re-vaccination  of  the  other 
patients  was  had  recourse  to  ;  the  disease  spread  no  further,  and 
the  four  patients  all  recovered. 

It  was  fortunate  that  this  outbreak  occurred  when  there  were  a 
large  number  of  vacancies  in  the  house,  so  that  an  empty  basement 
could  be  used  as  a  substitute  for  an  infectious  hospital,  which  has 
not  yet  been  provided  here.  Making  allowance  for  the  large  num¬ 
ber  of  cases  of  general  paralysis  and  epilepsy,  the  present  health  of 
the  patients  is  fairly  good.  Those  in  bed  to-day  for  all  causes, 
were  5  of  the  male  and  7  of  the  female  sex.  Last  week  12  men 
and  10  women  were  under  medical  treatment. 

No  one  was  under  restraint  or  in  seclusion,  and  according  to  the  Restraint  and 
medical  journal  the  former  mode  of  treatment  has  not  been  resorted 
to  since  the  last  visit,  and  only  one  instance  of  seclusion  is  reported 
to  have  occurred  in  that  interval,  viz,,  that  of  a  man  for  a  period  of 
12  hours  for  epileptic  excitement. 

As  regards  other  matters  of  statutory  inquiry,  we  are  informed  Divlne  Service, 
that  102  men  and  128  women  attended  Divine  Service  in  the  chapel,  aiid^ceupa-’ 
and  96  men  and  104  women  are  present  at  the  weekly  associated  tions. 
amusements.  The  arrangements  for  useful  occupation  are  as  re¬ 
ported  on  former  occasions,  the  average  numbers  employed  being 
113  in  the  male,  and  166  in  the  female  division. 

All  the  shoes  are  made  in  the  shops,  but  not  the  whole  of  the 
men’s  clothing.  Mat-making  has  recently  been  introduced.  There 
is  no  change  to  report  as  regards  out-door  exercise. 

The  personal  condition  of  the  patients  of  all  classes  was  very  Clothing, 
creditable  in  every  respect,  and  their  behaviour  most  orderly.  Com¬ 
plaints  as  to  undue  detention  and  appeals  for  liberation  were 
numerous,  but  only  a  few  cases  on  each  side  were  convalescent,  and 
these  will  shortlv  be  discharged.  No  allegations  of  harsh  or  rough 
treatment  were  made. 

The  attendants  and  nurses  are  sufficient  in  number,  and  seemed  Attendants, 
to  be  of  a  respectable  class. 

There  were  71  patients  of  each  sex  dining  in  the  central  hall  to- Dining 
day,  and  in  Nos.  6  in  each  division  about  90  were  also  assembled,  arrangements. 
The  dinner  consisted  of  Irish  stew  of  good  quality,  and  evidently 
liked  by  the  patients. 

The  wards  were  all  very  clean,  and  presented  a  comfortable  and 
cheerful  appearance.  The  ventilation  was  good  throughout,  and  the 
bedding  good  and  well  attended  to. 

Since  the  last  visit  the  well-arranged  extensions  of  the  infirmaries  Extension  of 

have  been  painted,  papered,  properly  furnished,  and  brought  into  the  infirmaries, 

°  new  kitchen 

o  ™  boilers,  &c. 
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The  accommodation  thus  provided  is  of  the  best  kind,  and  will  be 
found  very  suitable  and  convenient  for  its  purposes.  Another 
much  needed  improvement  has  also  just  been  completed  in  the 
kitchen  department  by  the  provision  of  four  additional  cooking 
boilers  and  a  steamer. 

Inspecting  the  laundry  department,  we  found  that  male  attendants, 
in  bringing  dirty  clothes  to  the  wTash-house,  pass  through  a  female 
airing- court,  upon  the  door  of  which  a  male- ward  lock  has  been 
fixed.  This  arrangement  is  very  objectionable,  and  should  be 
altered,  and  means  should  be  adopted  whereby  the  male  clothing 
may  be  passed  to  and  from  the  laundry  without  affording  the  oppor¬ 
tunities  which  at  present  render  possible  the  meeting  of  the  sexes  in 
these  courts. 

In  conclusion,  we  are  glad  to  recognise  the  various  improvements 
which  have  of  late  been  carried  out,  and  it  will  be  seen,  from  the 
above  observations,  that  the  asylum  continues  to  be  well  and  care¬ 
fully  managed,  and  that  the  welfare  and  treatment  of  the  patients  is 
duly  attended  to.

Cheshire  Asylums.- — 2.  Macclesfield. 

3,  4,  and  6  August  1877. 

We  came  to  visit  this  asylum  on  the  3rd,  but  when  we  arrived 
we  found  a  very  large  number  of  the  patients  just  starting  for  their 
annual  picnic,  which  was  to  be  given  this  year  in  Alderley  Park. 
We  consequently  postponed  our  inspection  till  the  following  day. 
We  have  now  seen  all  the  patients  whose  names  are  on  the  books, 
except  3  men  and  4  women  absent  on  leave. 

The  total  number  is  554,  thus  divided  : —

The  out-county  patients  come  from  the  following  places  ; 

Prom  Abergavenny  Asylum,  31  (all  women);  from  Birmingham, 
50  ;  from  Shrewsbury,  73  ;  from  Carlisle,  5  ;  from  Northampton¬ 
shire  and  the  Borough  of  Northampton,  14;  from  Lancashire,  5  ; 
and  from  Nottinghamshire,  4. 

The  number  of  vacant  beds  is,  on  the  male  side  65,  and  on  the 
female  side  11.  The  weekly  rate  for  the  county  patients  which  was 
9  s.  11  d.  up  to  the  30th  June  last,  is  now  10  s.  6  d. ;  for  the  out- 
county  12s.,  and  145.,  and  for  the  private,  from  15  s.  to  1  /. 

The  changes  that  have  occurred  since  the  last  visit,  which  was 
paid  on  the  8th  and  9th  of  March  1876,  by  admission,  discharge,  and

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Of  those  admitted*  153  were  out-county  patients,  and  28  were 
private. 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  recoveries  are  reported  amongst  those 
discharged. 

Fifty-eight  post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made,  but  there 
has  been  no  inquest  held,  for  none  of  the  deaths  resulted  from  causes 
demanding  such  an  inquiry.  They  were  from  those  ordinary  in 
asylums,  and  included  24  from  general  paralysis,  18  from  phthisis, 
and  other  inflammatory  affection  of  the  lungs,  and  21  from  epilepsy. 
None  of  these  latter,  however,  were  cases  of  suffocation  by  turning 
on  the  face  at  night. 

Two  women  have  been  restrained  by  means  of  the  gloves,  one  for 
one  day  for  surgical  reasons,  the  other  for  18  days  on  account  of 
destructive  habits. 

Ten  men  and  19  women  have  been  secluded  on,  altogether,  96 
occasions,  and  for  a  total  duration  of  784  hours.  The  seclusion  of 
one  man  represents  19  of  these  occasions  and  208  hours,  and  that  of 
one  woman,  21  occasions  and  189  hours. 

Fifteen  of  the  persons  secluded  were  epileptics. 

The  condition  of  the  patients  in  both  the  divisions  was,  as  regards 
their  dress  and  general  personal  appearance,  satisfactory.  Their 
wards  and  dormitories  were  clean  and  the  ventilation  good.  The 
bedding  is  good  in  quality  and  well  kept  as  regards  cleanliness. 
The  stuffing  of  the  mattresses  seems  to  be  carefully  attended  to,  for 
very  few  were  at  all  in  a  sunken  condition. 

Books  and  other  means  of  ordinary  amusement  are  supplied,  and 
the  day-rooms  are  nicely  decorated,  and  in  several  parts  of  the  build¬ 
ing  fresh  painting  and  renovation  has  been  done.  On  the  male  side. 
No.  5  Ward  has  been  papered  and  painted  throughout,  and  No,  3 
Corridor,  with  the  single  rooms  along  it,  have  been  painted  and 
coloured.  In  the  female  division,  the  single  rooms  in  No.  3  Corridor 
have  been  re-plastered  with  Portland  cement  to  the  height  of  six 
feet,  and  are  being  painted.  As  suggested  in  the  last  Deport, 
medicine  cupboards  have  been  placed  in  all  the  wards ;  the  key  is 
kept  by  the  charge  nurse  of  the  ward.  Another  suggestion  then 
also  made  is  being  adopted,  and  the  old  padded  rooms  in  each  division 
will  be  converted  into  single  rooms  or  into  store-rooms,  and  a  single 
room  on  the  ground  floor  on  each  side  will  be  fitted  up  as  a  padded 
room. 

We  saw  91  men  and  108  women  dining  together  in  the  large  hall, 
on  the  4th  instant.  They  were  quiet  and  orderly  in  their  conduct, 
and  with  the  exception  of  some  noisy  and  excited  talking,  in  one  or 
two  of  the  female  wards,  their  behaviour  was  the  same  throughout. 
The  dinner  consisted  of  potato  pie,  with  some  meat  in  it,  but  we  did 
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not  receive  any  complaints  on  the  subject  of  diet,  nor  indeed  with 
regard  to  their  treatment  in  any  other  respect. 

We  have  seen  the  reports  as  to  the  numbers  employed.  Of  the 
men,  42  work  on  the  land  and  18  at  trades,  and  altogether,  102  do 
work  of  some  kind.  One  hundred  and  sixty-four  women  are  workers, 
of  whom  45  are  engaged  in  the  laundry  or  kitchen. 

The  numbers  attending  chapel  on  Sunday  last  were,  132  men  and 
152  women. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  weekly  entertainments,  others  of  a 
varied  character  are  given,  such  as  dramatic  performances  and 
concerts,  whilst  visits  to  the  theatre,  the  circus,  and  such  like  places 
of  amusement  are  permitted,  and  regular  exercise  beyond  the  grounds 
is  taken. 

The  general  arrangements  for  night  supervision  are,  as  before,  on 
the  female  side,  but  an  additional  male  night  attendant  has  been 
engaged,  who  remains  continuously  in  the  male  corridor  No.  3,  for 
the  care  of  suicidal  or  epileptic  patients  who  sleep  in  the  single 
rooms  in  it. 

No  Roman  Catholic  service  is  held  here,  though  no  objection  to 
one  would  be  entertained,  could  the  services  of  a  priest  be  obtained. 
The  Roman  Catholic  patients  are,  however,  sometimes  visited  by  a 
priest. 

In  addition  to  the  improvements  we  have  already  mentioned,  the 
following  important  works  have  been  finished  : — 

(1.)  A  new  wash-house,  with  new  boiler-house,  and  new  clothes 
boilers  has  been  built,  and  a  portion  of  the  old  one  is  now  used  for 
washing  the  clothes  of  the  officers.  The  windows  formerly  existing 
on  the  side  to  which  the  new  building  is  added  have  been  closed, 
and  skylights  introduced,  so  affording  better  light  and  ventilation. 
Steam  washing  and  wringing  machines  have  been  put  up,  and  by 
means  of  a  new  ironing  stove  the  room  at  the  further  end  of  the 
laundry  is  able  to  be  heated  as  an  airing-room  for  clothes.  Four 
external  earth-closets  have  been  erected,  and  the  space  formerly 
taken  up  by  closets  has  been  used  for  more  drying-closets. 

(2.)  The  engine  and  works  in  connection  with  the  artesian  well 
are  finished,  and  an  ample  supply  of  water  is  now  obtainable. 

Resides  these  works  already  done,  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report 
that  a  contract  has  been  entered  into  for  providing  means  for  the 
extinction  of  fire.  Hydrants  are  to  be  placed  round  the  building, 
and  the  pipes  serving  them  will  be  connected  with  the  existing 
force-pump  which  forces  the  well  water  into  the  service  tanks. 
Resides  this,  an  additional  boiler  is  about  to  be  provided,  and  it  will 
be  connected  with  the  boiler  now  used  for  supplying  hot  water 
and  with  the  cooking  apparatus,  so  that  the  small  steam-boilers 
below  the  kitchen  may  be  dispensed  with,  except  in  any  case  of 
emergency. 

It  will  be  seen  from  our  Report  that  we  entertain  a  favourable 
opinion  of  the  condition  of  this  asylum,  and  we  must  not  omit  to 
mention  that  the  outside  grounds  in  front  of  the  female  wards  have 
been  levelled,  a  terrace  made,  as  well  as  additional  walks,  and  more 
trees  and  shrubs  planted. 
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Cornwall  Asylum. 

25  and  26  October  1877. 

"We  have  made  our  annual  statutory  visit  to  this  asylum,  and  Cornwall 
have  during  yesterday  and  this  morning  inspected  all  the  wards  Asylum, 
and  buildings,  and  personally  examined  every  patient  now  resident; 
viz.,  25  males  and  24  females  of  the  private  class,  and  223  males  Numbers> 
and  305  females  who  are  paupers;  total  577.  Besides  these, .  1 
male  and  3  female  paupers  are  away  on  trial.  Every  opportunity 
for  complaint  was  given  to  the  patients,  but  except  on  the  score  of 
undue  detention,  in  no  case  the  fact,  we  had  none,  either  as  regards 
the  conduct  of  the  attendants  or  concerning  the  food  and  general 
treatment.  During  our  visit  no  one  was  secluded  or  restrained,  and 
remarkable  quiet  and  order  prevailed  throughout.  There  is  a  large 
proportion  of  old  demented  and  feeble  cases  among,  the  paupers ; 
and  8  men  and  20  women  were  in  bed,  principally  in  the  iC  Long 
Building.”  Altogether  47  patients  were  under  medical  treatment 
]ast  week. 

The  records  relating  to  restraint  and  seclusion  give  only  2  Restraint  and 
patients  of  each  sex  under  the  former  head,  all  for  surgical  reasons, 
and  1  male  and  3  females  as  having  been  secluded  altogether  on 
eight  occasions  for  a  total  duration  of  24  hours. 

Since  our  Colleagues  were  here  last  year,  on  the  5th  of  December,  Deaths. 

36  patients  have  died,  of  whom  only  3  were  of  the  private  class, 
and  15  men  and  18  women  were  paupers.  The  recorded  causes  of 
death  were  : — General  paralysis,  6  ;  apoplexy  and  other  diseases  of 
the  brain,  9;  phthisis  and  other  lung  disease,  9  ;  heart  diseases,  3  ; 
epilepsy,  4 ;  wound  of  throat,  self  inflicted,  1  ;  uterine  disease,  2  ; 
cancer,  1  ;  peritonitis,  1  “36. 

Inquests  were  held  in  five  cases.  In  two  of  them  they  were  held  inquests, 
because  the  patients  had  only  been  inmates  for  six  days,  and.  it  is 
the  custom  to  ask  the  coroner  for  an  inquiry  whenever  such  is  the 
case.  In  the  other  cases,  one  of  which  was  a  suicide,  correspondence 
ensued  between  the  medical  officer  and  our  Board,  and  it  would  be 
useless  to  refer  to  them  on  this  occasion.  We  have  thought  it 
right,  however,  to  make  some  further  inquiry  regarding  one  of  the 
women  (A.  B.),  as  to  whom  the  verdict  was  c,r chronic  disorganisation 
of  the  brain  and  congestion  of  the  lungs,”  because  our  Board  were 
not  satisfied  that  this  verdict  expressed  the  true  cause  of  death. 

On  the  whole,  we  are  inclined  to  think  that  the  true  cause  was  the 
diseased  condition  of  the  lungs  and  pleura,  as  described  in  Dr. 

Adams’s  letter  of  the  20th  instant,  addressed  to  our  Board.  How 
far  this  condition  was  the  result  of  the  injuries  discovered  by  a  post¬ 
mortem  examination  we  have  had  difficulty  in  deciding,  owing  to 
the  imperfect  manner  in  which  the  details  in  the  case  book  have 
been  entered. 

There  have  been  altogether  80  admissions  since  the  last  visit,  12  Admissions  and 
being  private  patients ;  and  in  the  same  period  45  discharges  or  discharges, 
transfers.  Of  the  whole  number,  13  men  and  18  women  were 
reported  e:  recovered.”  Of  those  transferred,  8  went  to  Fisherton 
House,  being  Plymouth  patients. 
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The  personal  condition  of  the  patients  was  very  good;  and  all  the 
wards  clean,  well  ventilated,  and  in  the  best  order. 

We  noticed  various  improvements  and  additions  to  the  furniture 
and  structure.  Several  wards  have  been  re-painted  and  papered, 
and  Ward  8  has  been  done  for  the  first  time.  The  doors  of  single 
rooms,  designed  for  the  use  of  epileptics,  have  been  altered  so  as  to 
secure  full  means  of  inspection  during  the  night  without  unnecessary 
disturbance  of  the  inmate.  A  new  smith’s  shop  has  been  erected, 
and  the  reception  room,  superintendent’s  and  chaplain’s  offices, 
erecting  near  the  entrance  gate,  are  in  a  forward  state. 

The  arrangements  for  night  watching  remain  as  described  in  the 
last  report,  and  the  staff  of  ordinary  attendants  and  nurses  seems  to 
consist  of  fairly  qualified  persons.  We  are  sorry  to  learn,  however, 
that  as  many  as  seven  of  the  nurses  are  about  to  leave  for  various 
reasons,  some  of  them  being  among  the  best  of  the  staff.  The  scale 
of  wages  is  below  what  is  usually  given  in  county  asylums,  and 
whilst  this  is  the  case,  to  any  great  extent,  it  will  be  found  most 
difficult  to  secure  and  retain  the  services  of  thoroughly  efficient 
persons  of  a  superior  class. 

Owing  to  the  want  of  a  general  dining  and  recreation  room,  and 
the  scattered  nature  of  the  buildings,  no  in-door  associated  amuse¬ 
ments,  on  a  large  scale,  can  be  attempted ;  but  during  the  summer 
there  are  picnic  parties  frequently,  and  bands  of  music  weekly. 
Parties  of  15  or  20  are  taken  beyond  the  walls  four  or  five  times  a 
week,  and  the  private  patients  are,  besides,  allowed  to  visit  places 
of  interest  at  a  distance,  and  to  spend  the  day  away  from  the  asylum. 
The  usual  games  are  provided. 

As  regards  Divine  Service,  we  learn  that  the  chapel  is  completely 
filled  at  both  the  Sunday  services,  and  no  doubt  there  would  be 
larger  congregations  were  the  chapel  large  enough  to  receive 
them. 

Passing  through  the  wards  to-day  we  noticed  that  some  of  the 
stoves  were  very  highly  heated,  and  all  were  so  hot  as  to  render 
them  dangerous,  in  case  of  an  epileptic  or  feeble  person  falling 
against  them.  We  have  accordingly  suggested  that  they  should  be 
guarded.  This  precaution  is  especially  necessary  in  the  epileptic 
wards. 

A  n  addition  much  needed  here  is  the  construction  of  day-rooms 
for  the  use  of  male  patients  who  reside  in  the  pauper  men’s  building. 
At  present,  many  have  only  their  dormitories  available  for  the 
purpose. 

Notwithstanding  the  additions  made  to  the  bathing  accommodation, 
we  are  sorry  to  find  that  the  rules  permit  two  patients  to  be  placed 
in  the  same  water. 

We  have,  as  yet,  made  no  separate  allusion  to  the  condition  of 
the  private  patients,  but  it  is  right  to  state  that  they  are  remarkably 
wrell  attended  to  personally,  and  that  their  rooms  were  furnished  in 
the  most  comfortable  manner.  The  payments  vary  from  10 s.  per 
week  to  2  /.  2  s.,  and  the  average  is  about  1  7.  2  s.,  whilst  the  cost 
does  not  exceed  1 7.  We  had  some  special  conversation  with  some 
of  the  gentlemen,  and  shall  make  private  reports  to  our  Board 
respecting  them ;  but  there  should  be  a  patients’  book  here  for  use 
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whenever  it  becomes  necessary  to  allude  to  patients  by  name  ;  see  Appendix  (C.)

As  it  is  now  five  years  since  we  have  visited  this  asylum  we  have  Asylum, 
been  the  better  able  to  judge  of  the  great  improvements  which  have 
been  effected  in  it,  both  as  regards  the  arrangement  and  appearance 
of  the  wards  and  the  general  conduct  and  demeanour  of  the  patients, 
results  which  must,  no  doubt,  be  attributed  to  the  careful  and 
intelligent  management  of  Dr.  Adams.

We  have  to-day  seen  the  patients  of  this  asylum,  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  6  men  and  3  women  who  are  absent  on  trial. 

They  are  438  in  number,  and  include  221  males  and  217  females. 
In  addition  to  these  there  are  20  of  both  sexes  who  are  at  other 
asylums — viz.,  10  men  and  5  women  at  the  Morpeth,  and  5  men  at 
the  Macclesfield  Asylum. 

We  are  informed  that  9  beds  are  vacant  in  the  male  and  1  in  the 
female  division. 

The  weekly  rate  is  10  s.  6  A 

Some  time  has  elapsed  since  the  last  visit,  which  was  made  on  the 
31st  of  March  last  year.  Since  then  there  have  been  the  fol¬ 
lowing  numbers  who  have  been  admitted,  and  discharged,  and  who 
have  died : —

Thirty-four  patients  of  each  sex  amongst  those  discharged  are 
reported  as  having  recovered. 

Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  all  cases.  Post-mortem 

An  inquest  was  held  in  one  case,  that  of  a  man  who  fell  before  examinatlons 
his  admission  here,  whilst  under  the  influence  of  drink,  and  frac-  In(luest- 
tured  his  skull.  Full  particulars  were  forwarded  to  our  Board. 

The  deaths  have  resulted  from  causes  usual  in  asylums.  Ten 
were  due  to  general  paralysis  and  the  same  number  to  phthisis. 

The  number  last  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  is  42  men 
and  12  women,  and  to-day  we  found  11  men  and  17  women  keeping 
their  beds.  The  bodily  health  of  both  sexes  is  good,  and  no  epi¬ 
demic  has  shown  itself.  Nor  is  there  anything  special  to  report  on 
this  subject  since  the  last  visit. 

Restraint  has  been  employed  with  4  men,  in  three  cases,  for  surgical  Restraint, 
reasons,  and  in  the  remaining  one  on  14  occasions,  by  means  of  a 
(( polka5’  with  sleeves  attached,  on  account  of  violence. 

Fifteen  men  and  12  women  have  been  secluded  on  61  and  22  Seclusion. 
0.89.  occasions 
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occasions  respectively ,  and  all  on  account  of  violence  or  excitement. 
The  longest  continuous  period  for  which  any  patient  has  been 
secluded  was  94  hours,  and  that  on  account  of  acute  delirious  excite¬ 
ment  from  general  paralysis. 

Owing  to  the  wet  weather  to-day  the  patients  had  not  been  able 
to  get  out  as  usual,  and,  therefore,  the  orderly  conduct  that  was 
everywhere  observable,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  who  became 
excited  in  their  talk,  was  all  the  more  creditable. 

The  dress  also  and  the  personal  appearance  of  both  sexes,  as 
regards  tidiness  and  cleanliness,  was  satisfactory,  and  there  is  cer¬ 
tainly  an  improvement  in  these  respects  amongst  the  females  in 
Ward  No.  1.  The  women  who  will  be  careful  have  warm  dresses  for 
winter,  but  those  of  an  inferior  class  wear  prints  all  through  the 
year.  In  cold  weather,  however,  they  have  extra  warm  under¬ 
clothing  and  shawls  to  put  over  their  shoulders. 

The  men  have  a  change  of  suits,  as  well  as  of  linen  and  socks, 
once  a  week. 

There  were  to-day  91  men  and  82  women  dining  together  in  the 
hall,  and  the  dinner  of  soup,  with  fresh  meat  and  potatoes,  which 
was  well  served  and  good  in  taste,  seemed  to  meet  with  general 
approbation. 

One  hundred  and  two  men  and  117  women  attended  chapel  on 
Sunday  last,  and  about  the  same  number  are  usually  present  at  the 
associated  entertainments.  These  are  given  fortnightly  in  summer, 
but  once  a  week  in  winter,  and  are  of  a  varied  character.  There 
has  been,  as  usual,  a  picnic  this  year,  and  cricket  is  still  played, 
though  the  weather  this  summer  has  been  much  against  it. 

o  O 

We  have  examined  the  daily  returns  kept  by  the  head  attendant 
of  each  division,  and  find  that  altogether  147  men  and  120  women 
are  usefully  occupied.  Of  the  former,  107  are  farm  labourers  and 
gardeners,  2  carpenters,  14  mat-makers  and  hair-pickers,  2  bakers, 
and  3  tailors,  Of  the  latter,  25  work  in  the  laundry,  8  in  the 
kitchen,  and  59  at  knitting  and  sewing. 

Great  attention  is  given  to  ensuring  for  the  patients  good  and 
frequent  out-door  exercise,  and  we  have  no  doubt  of  the  beneficial 
results  which  ensue. 

Most  of  the  men  who  are  capable  of  active  exercise  are  employed 
in  some  way,  but  there  are  20  allowed  to  go  on  parole  about  the 
grounds,  whilst  about  140  of  the  women  walk  daily  in  the  grounds, 
and  nearly  100  sometimes  go  out  beyond  them. 

In  fact,  the  men  who  do  not  work,  but  are  capable  of  exercise, 
are  walked  twice  round  the  grounds  daily,  instead  of,  as  before,  three 
times  a  week. 

The  large  airing  court  attached  to  No.  1  female  ward  has  been 
much  improved  by  making  flower-beds  and  planting  additional 
shrubs. 

I  he  ward  itself  has  been  .made  much  more  cheerful  by  placing 
some  flowers  about  it,  and  hanging  up  some  mirrors  on  the  walls. 
In  many  parts  of  the  asylum,  and  in  both  divisions,  much  has  been 
done  in  renovating  the  wards  by  painting  and  papering,  by  laying 
down  Iresh  linoleum,  and  by  adding  to  the  comfort  of  the  seats  by 
putting  stuffing  upon  them.  In  the  male  infirmary  a  series  of  pic¬ 
tures. 
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lures,  painted  by  a  late  patient,  have  been  framed  and  hung  up.  A  Appendix  (C.) 
large  underground  tank,  for  the  storage  of  soft  water,  has  been  Cumberlan(j 
made  between  the  laundry  and  the  main  building ;  and  a  room  on  and  westmor- 
the  basement  formerly  used  as  a  shop  has  been  converted  into  a  land  Asylum, 
good  day  room  for  old  women,  and  sleeping  accommodation  provided 
for  them  on  the  same  floor. 

The  new  mortuary,  plans  for  which  have  been  submitted,  is  in  New  mortuary, 

course  of  erection,  and  will  soon  be  finished.  We  are  glad  to  be  pifted' ex  ten¬ 
able  to  report  that  the  extension  of  the  accommodation  at  this  asylum  vsioa  of  the  “ 
appears  to  be  finally  decided  upon.  asylum. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  favourable  report  we  have  been  able  to 
make,  that  the  efforts  which  have  been  noticed  on  previous  occa¬ 
sions  to  add  to  the  comfort  and  better  treatment  of  the  inmates  of 
this  asylum  are  continued  under  the  active  and  zealous  superin¬ 
tendence  of  Dr.  Campbell. 


Denbigh  Asylum. 

19  September  1877. 

To-day  we  inspected  this  asylum,  and  saw  ail  the  patients  on  its  Denbigh 
books,  both  those  of  the  private  and  those  of  the  pauper  class.  The  Asylum, 
former  are  27,  and  consist  of  13  males  and  14  females;  the  latter  are  Statistics. 
368,  and  are  represented  by  197  men  and  171  women.  The  weekly 
rate  of  maintenance  charged  for  the  pauper  class  is,  we  are  told, 

8  s.  9 d.,  and  the  actual  cost  is  9.9.  4 d.,  the  difference  being  met  by 
profit  made  out  of  the  private  patients  admitted  under  agreement 
with  the  trustees  of  a  fund  procured  by  charitable  subscription. 

The  chargeability  of  the  paupers  under  care  and  treatment  may  be 
thus  stated:  107  to  Denbigh,  83  to  Flint,  42  to  Anglesey,  89  to 
Carnarvon,  46  to  Merionethshire,  and  there  is  one  out-county  case 
too  feeble  for  removal. 

There  are  about  20  vacant  beds  for  females,  but  the  male  side  is  Pressure  for 
full,  and  to  make  room  for  recent  cases  something  should  be  done,  a^commoda- 
and  without  delay.  We  would  recommend  that  the  medical  super¬ 
intendent  should  be  instructed  by  the  Committee  to  select  patients 
who  may  be  sent  to  workhouses  under  proper  stipulations  as  to  diet, 
and  that  these  should  be  transferred  thither,  either  temporarily, 
under  leave  of  absence,  or  permanently.  Time  may  thus  be  obtained 
for  consideration  as  to  enlargement  of  this  asylum,  or  providing 
accommodation  elsewhere. 

The  admissions  since  the  Commissioners’  visit  in  June  1876  have  Admissions, 
been  146  among  the  paupers,  viz.,  72  of  men,  74  of  women.  To  the  a^dch(1aera^ 
list  of  private  patients  18  persons  have  been  added.  The  discharges 
have  been  recorded  of  22  male  and  54  female  paupers,  and  of  9 
private  cases.  The  recoveries  show  a  total  of  41  persons.  The 
mortality  has  been  below  the  usual  rate,  the  registry  setting  forth 
38  deaths  in  the  male,  23  in  the  female  division  ;  the  causes  of  death 
were  ordinary  disease,  general  debility,  and  senile  decay.  No  serious 
casualty  has  occurred.  There  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any 
epidemic. 
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Appendix  (C.)  to  Thirty -second  Report 

At  present  there  is  no  proper  provision  for  isolating  patients  suf¬ 
fering  from  infectious  or  contagious  malady ;  such  should  be  made 
in  some  way  not  very  expensive. 

There  has  been  no  inquest ;  the  post-mortem  examinations  have 
been  11;  under  medical  treatment  are  37  patients;  2  of  each  sex 
only  were  in  bed. 

tVe  are  informed  by  Dr.  Williams  that  the  epileptics  are  28  males 
and  8  females.  The  suicidally-disposed  patients  are  15  men  and  10 
women.  We  pointed  out  to  the  medical  superintendent  a  mode  in 
which  the  present  supervision  by  night  of  the  epileptic  and  suicidal 
patients  might  be  readily  improved  in  the  male  division,  viz.,  by 
cutting  away  a  partition,  and  providing  a  tell-tale  clock.  We  think 
some  similar  precautions  should  be  taken  for  the  women  of  that 
class,  and  if  a  dormitory  could  be  arranged  near  the  female  infirmary, 
a  nurse  might  sit  up,  and  give  her  attention  to  them,  and  also  the 
infirmary.  In  the  male  infirmary  we  advise  the  employment  of  a 
married  couple  to  look  after  the  sick. 

The  attendants  comprise  13  men  and  as  many  women  for  the  day¬ 
time,  but  the  latter  are  two  below  their  complement ;  these  vacan¬ 
cies  ought  to  be  filled  up  as  soon  as  possible,  especially  as  one  of  the 
vacancies  is  that  of  the  head  attendant  on  the  female  side.  The 
night- watching  and  nursing  are  given  to  2  men  in  the  male  and 
1  woman  in  the  female  division.  The  infirmaries  we  think  require 
better  night  supervision.  We  learn  that  the  attendants  who  have 
not  been  in  the  asylum  service  more  than  one  year  are  1  male  and 
4  females.  The  wages  of  the  men  commence  at  26 1.  per  annum,  the 
women  receive  from  14/.  to  16/.;  these  wages  include  beer  money. 
The  males  have  one  suit  of  uniform  yearly  ;  the  females  get  two 
dresses  annuallv, 

V 

We  found  the  wards  quiet,  and  the  clothing  of  the  patients  of 
good  quality  and  in  proper  condition.  About  100  men  have  Sunday 
suits ;  we  should  be  glad  if  the  Visitors  could  increase  the  supply. 
The  women,  we  understand,  are  to  have  for  the  coming  winter  gowns 
of  woollen  material.  No  patient  was  to-day  under  restraint,  but  a 
reduction  in  number  of  strong  ticking  dresses  among  the  female 
p>atients  is  desirable. 

We  saw  a  large  number  of  women  engaged  in  needlework; 
others  unable  to  be  so  employed  might,  we  think,  be  induced  to  pick 
hair.  The  supply  of  means  of  in-door  amusement  is  scarcely  rvhat  it 
should  be  ;  more  illustrated  papers  would  be  well  in  the  pauper 
wards,  and  a  billiard  table,  which  might  be  got  second-hand  for  a 
small  sum,  is  wanted  for  the  patients  of  the  private  class. 

The  dietary  is  the  same  as  at  last  visit.  The  arrangements  for 
the  men’s  dinner  in  No.  10  are,  however,  open  to  much  improvement ; 
this  could  be  carried  out  by  throwing  together  the  small  rooms  in 
which  the  men  are  now  inconveniently  crowded. 

The  employment  returns  inform  us  that  10  men  work  as  artisans, 
3  in  the  laundry,  50  in  the  garden,  and  40  in  the  wards.  Of  the 
women,  26  assist  in  the  wards,  8  in  the  kitchen,  13  in  the  laundry, 
5  in  the  pantry,  and  50  employ  themselves  in  the  work-room. 

Out-door  exercise  in  walking  beyond  the  grounds  is  given  to  50 

males 
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males  and  60  females  ;  too  many  of  each  sex  are,  however,  confined  Appendix  (c.) 
to  the  airing-courts.  The  courts  on  the  male  side  have  been  mi- 
proved  by  plantings  similar  work  on  tne  female  side  is  desirable.  Asylum. 

A  shelter  has  been  put  up  in  the  large  male  airing-court,  and  a 
summer-house  is  in  course  of  erection  for  the  Avomen. 

The  attendance  at  church  is  crippled  by  the  size  of  the  chapel.  Divine  Service. 
We  have  suggested  to  the  medical  superintendent  a  coui  sc  which 

would  palliate  this  defect.  .  . 

The  interior  of  the  asylum  is  creditable  to  the  authorities,  but  state  of  ward?, 

colouring  is  recjuired  in  several  directions,  and  increased  decoiation  jf^gm^nc*a 
in  an  inexpensive  manner.  The  bedding  AAras  throughout  clean  and 
in  good  order,  and  sufficient  in  quantity.  The  i£  shed  used  foi  the 
accommodation  of  male  patients  is  about  to  be  plasteied,  Ave  ie- 
commend  the  addition  of  some  windows  in  the  blank  Avail,  and  that 
the  means  of  warming  the  Avard  should  be  increased. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  security  of  the  asylum  against  an  Fire  extinction, 
outbreak  of  fire  is  noAV  assured  by  a  good  system  of  hydrants  within 
and  without,  and  an  almost  unlimited  supply  of  water. 

We  must  not  close  our  report  without  an  allusion  to  the  fact  that  Seclusion, 
only  6  males  and  7  females  have  been  secluded,  the  former  on  20 
occasions,  and  for  a  total  duration  of  148  hours  \  the  lattei  1 1  times, 
altogether  78  hours. 

There  is  a  marked  improvement  in  the  female  wards  m  regard  to  General  im- 

the  behaviour  of  the  patients,  and  generally  Ave  consider  that  the  ggylum  and 

asylum  is  in  a  very  creditable  and  satisfactory  state.  female  patients’

Derbyshire  Asylum. 

26  September  1877. 

We  yesterday  went  over  this  asylum,  and  to-day  completed  the 
inspection.  We  have  seen,  with  the >  exc^pjon  of  4  on  l^ve  all  the 
patients,  now  435  in  number,  viz.,  211  males  ana  A&q,  temaies,  ana 
we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  very  favourably  of  the  condition  of 
the  asylum,  and  of  the  skill  and  energy  displayed  in  its  management. 

From  the  statutory  records,  we  learn  that  126  patients  have  been 
admitted  in  the  male,  105  in  the  female  division  Of  these,  19 
men  and  12  women  were  re-admissions;  60  of  the  male  patients 
have  been  discharged,  and  59  females.  Of  the  total  119  persons 
discharged  78  had  recovered.  Deaths  have  been  rather  numerous; 

79  of  both  sexes,  in  the  proportion  of  50  men  to  29  women.  The 
Derby  borough  patients  here  cared  lor  are  o7,  and  there  are  11 
out-county  cases.  There  are  no  private  patients  now  in  this 

From  the  superintendent’s  annual  report  to  the  Committee,  dated  intemperance 
February  1877,  we  ascertain  that  intemperance  was  assigned  as  the  -  — « 
cause  of  the  insanity  in  24  per  cent,  of  the  admissions  m  1876,  a  insanity. 
higher  proportion  than  in  the  previous  year.  It  seems  unnecessary 
to  refer  to  the  causes  of  death,  beyond  mentioning  that  the  mor¬ 
tality  from  general  paralysis  Avas  very  high  last  year. 

No  patient  died  from  violence,  and  the  only  inquests  were  two.  Inquest?, 
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The  subjects  of  both  were  epileptic,,  and  that  malady  killed  them. 
The  particulars  of  these  deaths  were  communicated  to  our  board 
at  the  date  of  occurrence. 

One  male  and  3  female  patients  are  away  on  leave,  with  the 
Visitors’  consent. 

According  to  the  returns  made,  there  have  been  10  instances  of 
seclusion  distributed  over  7  patients,  viz.,  4  males  and  3  females  ; 
the  average  of  seclusion  has  been  two  hours,  each  for  surgical 
reasons  ;  2  men  and  1  woman  have  been  restrained,  the  woman  for 
15  days,  and  the  men  for  short  periods.  Another  man  was  restrained 
by  gloves  once  for  10  hours,  to  meet  his  destructiveness.  No  in¬ 
dividual  of  either  sex  was  in  seclusion  or  under  restraint  during 
our  visit,  and  no  one  of  the  patients  was  noisy  or  turbulent. 

The  asylum  is  now  really  full,  and  to  insure  the  admission  of 
recent  cases,  those  belonging  to  out-counties  should  be  removed. 
Dr.  Lindsay  informs  us  that  lie,  some  short  time  ago,  made  out  a 
list  of  54  patients  of  both  sexes,  who  might  be  either  removed  to 
workhouses  or  to  charge  of  their  friends,  if  special  arrangements 
were  made  for  their  care.  This  would  be  so  obviously  to  the 
advantage  of  the  ratepayers,  if  it  could  be  carried  out,  and  is  of 
such  importance,  so  far  as  the  asylum  is  concerned,  that  we  trust 
the  Visitors  will  make  every  eflort  to  promote  the  removal  of  these 
patients,  either  upon  leave  of  absence  or  otherwise. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  asylum  appears  to  be 
good  ;  but  there  are  a  few  cases  of  diarrhoea  on  the  female  side,  and 
11  men  and  9  women  were  in  bed  yesterday  from  various  ailments. 
One  of  the  men  had  severely  scalded  his  leg  by  slipping  into  hot  water 
where  he  was  at  work ;  and  one  of  the  women,  an  epileptic,  had 
fractured  her  leg  by  an  accidental  fall.  Inquiry  into  these  accidents 
did  not  bring  blame  home  to  any  person.  Thirty- seven  patients  are 
last  registered  as  being  under  medical  treatment. 

We  were  in  the  hall  at  dinner-time,  and  can  speak  well  of  the 
food  put  on  table  and  its  service.  About  170  of  both  sexes  were 
assembled,  and  their  conduct  was  quite  orderly. 

Pursuant  to  the  suggestion  made  by  the  Commissioners  who 
visited  last,  three  attendants  are  now  attached  to  No.  2  Male  Ward, 
and  an  additional  nurse  has  been  engaged  for  No.  3  Female  Ward, 
on  account  of  the  character  of  the  patients  there  placed.  The  wages 
ot  the  attendants  seem  to  us  to  require  early  consideration,  especially 
those  of  the  women,  the  maximum  of  their  wages  being  23  /.  per 
annum,  and  30  l.  only  for  the  chief  nurse. 

In  going  through  the  wards  we  found  the  bedding  in  excellent 
condition  ;  and  the  day-rooms,  given  up  to  the  least  favourable  cases, 
were  quite  as  satisfactory  in  regard  to  decoration  as  the  other  rooms. 
I  his  attention  to  the  turbulent  has  produced  the  most  happy 
results. 

The  clothing  of  both  sexes  is  of  good  texture,  and  sufficiently 
varied  in  colour  to  present  a  cheerful  appearance.  The  great 
majority  of  the  male  patients  have  two  clean  shirts  weekly. 

The  supply  of  books  and  papers  in  the  wards  has  been  lately 
increased,  and  the  associated  entertainments  are  frequent  and 
diversified. 

Among 
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Among  the  structural  improvements  since  the  asylum  was  visited  Appendix  (C.) 
by  members  of  our  Board,  we  should  notice  the  addition  of  a  room  j}erbyiSyre 
to  the  mortuary  where  the  deceased  patients  may  now  be  viewed  Asylum, 
by  their  friends ;  and  we  are  happy  to  state  that,  in  compliance  structural 
with  the  Commissioners’  wishes,  the  last  offices  for  the  deceased  changes,  &c. 
female  patients  are  now  performed  by  attendants  of  their  own  sex. 

Throughout  the  building,  the  work  of  painting  and  stencilling  has 
fully  kept  up  with  the  requirements  of  the  present  day  in  that 
direction,  and  several  lavatories  and  sculleries  have  been  much 
improved  by  the  substitution  of  tiles  for  plank  flooring. 

We  are  glad  to  find  that  there  is  a  prospect  of  16  additional  acres  Proposed 
of  land  being  purchased  ;  and  should  the  agreement  for  the  union  additional  land, 
of  the  borough  of  Derby  with  the  county  be  carried  out,  as  we  of  th? asylum, 
conclude  that  it  will  be,  it  will  be  of  great  importance  that  still 
further  addition  should  be  made  to  the  asylum  estate  when  oppor¬ 
tunity  offers.  Plans  for  the  extension  of  the  asylum  (prepared  by 
Mr.  Martin,  of  Han  well)  have  been  laid  before  us,  and  we  have 
been  over  the  ground,  with  the  view  of  forming  a  judgment  as 
to  the  direction  in  which  the  proposed  extension  for  the  accommo¬ 
dation  of  130  patients  (the  sick,  epileptic,  and  suicidal  classes)  is  to 
be  made.  The  general  scheme  seems  to  be  judicious,  but  we  think 
the  Committee  should  endeavour  to  give  to  the  new  building  a 
southern  aspect ;  and  we  have  discussed  the  matter  with  Dr. 

Lindsay,  and  pointed  out  to  him  how  we  are  of  opinion  this  may 
be  effected.  Considerable  alterations  in  the  kitchen,  laundry, 
dining-hall,  and  offices  are  included  in  the  plans;  but  we  regret  to 
report  that  the  Visitors  do  not  contemplate  the  erection  of  new  and 
more  commodious  workshops,  which  have  been  long  and  urgently 
required.  The  removal  of  the  gasworks  from  their  present  most 
objectionable  position  will  be  a  matter  of  necessity,  and  should  be 
included  in  the  plans. 

The  erection  of  a  small  detached  cottage  hospital  for  infectious  A  detached 
or  contagious  diseases  is  also  an  important  matter,  which  should  not  hospit*1 
be  overlooked  by  the  Visitors. 


Devon  Asylum. 

19  and  20  October  1877. 

We  this  day  completed  our  annual  statutory  inspection  of  the  Devon  Asylum. 
Devon  Asylum,  in  the  course  of  which  we  saw  all  the  patients, 
speaking  to  many  of  them,  and  went  over  the  whole  of  the  wards 
and  offices. 

The  numbers  resident  to-day  are  278  men  and  458  women.  Numbers. 
There  are  also  two  women  who  are  boarded  in  cottages  in  the 
village,  and  whom  we  have  seen  ;  and  four  other  patients  of  the  enlargement, 
same  sex  who  are  away  on  trial.  Not  including  the  sanatorium,  new  church, 
which  however  is  fit  for  occupation,  the  accommodation  for  patients  &c- 
comprises  336  beds  for  men,  and  489  for  women,  and  with  the 
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Appendix  (C.)  present  numbers  there  are  58  vacancies  foi  males  and  31  foi  females. 

-  Wards  1,  3  and  4  on  the  women’s  side,  which  at  the  date  af  our  last 

Devon  Asylum.  Y*g-t  were  unfinished,  have  now  been  completed  and  furnished,  and 
are  all  in  use.  We  observe,  however,  that  the  verandahs  which 
were  shown  upon  the  original  plans,  have  not  been  put  up  ;  they  will, 
we  hope,  be  fixed  without  unnecessary  delay ;  and  it  is  desirable  that 
the  new  airing-court  should  be  laid  out  as  soon  as  possible.  The 
new  church  was  opened  for  Divine  Service  on  the  7th  of  last 
December,  and  daily  and  Sunday  services  have  ever  since  been 
held  there.  The  chaplain  as  well  as  the  superintendent  entirely 
concur  in  opinion  as  to  the  good  results  which  have  followed  from 
the  performance  of  Divine  Service  in  a  building  of  ecclesiastical 
character,  a  marked  improvement  being  observed  in  the  conduct  of

the  patients. 

Owing  to  the  opening  of  the  new  women’s  wards,  the  South 
Cottage,  which  for  some  years  past  has  been  used  by  female  patients, 
has  again  been  included  in  the  men’s  wards.  It  will  probably  be 
occupied  by  the  old  and  infirm  cases,  and  is  particularly  well  suited  for 
that  class  of  inmates. 

The  new  reservoir  has  been  finished,  and  hydrants  have  been 
fixed,  from  which  it  is  said  water  can  be  delivered  over  the  roof  of 
the  main  building. 

A  properly  organised  staff  should  at  once  be  appointed,  and  be 
regularly  exercised,  so  that  in  a  sudden  emergency  each  man  should 
at  once  proceed  to  his  post. 

There  is  a  fire-engine  on  the  premises,  but  in  so  neglected  a  con¬ 
dition  that  it  would  be  useless.  No  time  should  be  lost  in  having 
the  necessary  repairs  carried  out,  in  providing  a  supply  of  hose,  and 
in  appointing  someone  to  see  that  the  whole  apparatus  is  at  all  times 
kept  in  an  efficient  state  and  fit  for  immediate  use. 

With  a  view  to  secure  a  further  supply  of  water,  a  heading  has 
been  carried  between  the  two  wells,  and  workmen  are  now  employed 
in  boring  to  a  great  depth.  A  new  engine  and  boiler  house  is  being 
built. 

The  above  are  the  principal  structural  alterations  and  additions 
since  the  last  visit,  but  a  great  deal  has  been  done  in  the  way  of 
painting,  papering,  and  internal  decoration,  and  furnishing.  The 
wards  had  all  a  very  cheerful  appearance,  and  were  cleanly  kept 
and  provided  with  all  needful  comforts  and  in-door  recreations.  The 
ventilation  was  good,  and  the  bedding  of  a  good  description,  and  well 
attended  to.

We  have  a  very  favourable  report  to  make  as  to  the  condition  and 
behaviour  ol  the  patients,  who,  with  scarcely  an  exception,  were 
quiet  and  orderly,  and  whose  clothing  was  clean  and  good. 

As  regards  bodily  health,  the  report  is  a  good  one ;  very  few 
patients  were  in  bed,  and  only  a  moderate  number  are  under  medical 
treatment.  The  mortality  has  again  been  low,  especially  among  the 
women.

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In  the  ease  of  asphyxia  by  choking,  no  inquest  was  held,  but  a  inquests, 
post-mortem  examination  showed  that  a  piece  of  beef  fat  had  become 
fixed  in  the  opening  of  the  larynx. 

Among  the  causes  of  death  attributable  to  general  paralysis,  was 
one  of  a  man  who  before  death  was  found  to  have  sustained  fractures 
of  the  sternum  and  two  ribs.  At  the  inquest  which  was  held  in 
this  case,  the  jury  found  that  the  man  died  from  natural  causes,  and 
that  the  injuries,  which  were  inflicted  by  another  patient,  had  not 
accelerated  death. 

Whilst  considering  the  question  of  mortality  here,  it  will  not  be  Provision  for 
out  of  place  to  advert  to  the  arrangements  made  for  the  burial  of  the  interments, 
dead,  which  in  our  opinion  are  very  bad,  and  call  for  immediate 
amendment.  The  small  patch  of  land  hitherto  used  for  burials  has 
long  been  full  to  overflowing.  It  is  indeed  difficult  to  open  any  part 
of  it  without  turning  over  dead  bodies,  and  all  distinction  as  to  the 
locality  of  any  particular  body  has  long  been  impossible.  This  state 
of  things  existed  when  we  were  here  last  year,  since  when  69  corpses 
have  been  added  to  those  already  in  the  ground  ;  but  nothing  what¬ 
ever  has  yet  been  done  to  provide  a  new  cemetery.  One  of  the 
sites  which  we  then  approved  of  has  been  given  up  on  account  of 
certain  objections  (quite  frivolous,  as  we  think)  made  by  a  neigh¬ 
bouring  proprietor.  Another  position  has  been  pointed  out,  which 
is  not  very  good,  and  in  our  opinion  there  can  be  no  doubt  that,  the 
best  plan  would  be  to  add  to  the  present  ground,  either  by  extension 
down  the  valley  towards  the  east,  or  by  taking  in  a  portion  of  the  field 
on  the  north ;  the  first  being  the  better  plan  if  the  ground  were  properly 
drained.  The  position  is  secluded,  yet  very  convenient,  as  regards 
the  dead-house ;  and  when  a  small  chapel  is  erected  and  the  ground 
planted,  properly  laid  out  and  consecrated,  the  place  would,  as  we 
think,  be  suitable  for  the  decent  burial  of  the  dead.  At  present, 
only  that  portion  of  the  burial  service  is  read  which  is  usually  per¬ 
formed  at  the  side  of  the  grave.  We  trust  that  the  Committee  of

Visitors  will  give  their  earliest  consideration  to  this  important 
matter. 

We  have  little  new  to  report  as  to  the  general  management,  of 
which  full  account  has  been  given  in  previous  reports.  About  the 
ordinary  proportion  of  inmates  are  usefully  employed,  the  numbers 
returned  being  165  men  and  261  women.  There  are  40  farm  and 
garden  labourers,  and  a  fair  number  of  tradesmen,  but  neither  the 
clothes  nor  the  shoes  are  all  made  on  the  premises.  In  the  kitchen 
and  laundry  about  55  women  find  employment,  and  we  should  be 
glad,  as  regards  the  latter  department,  if  better  and  more  convenient 
accommodation  were  provided  for  them. 

We  have  examined  and  signed  the  various  books,  and  made  the 
usual  statutory  inquiries.  We  are  sorry  to  find  that  the  case¬ 
books  are  still  in  arrear,  and  we  have  only  to  remark,  as  in  the  last 
report,  that  the  appointment  of  a  second  assistant  medical  officer  is 
desirable. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  instrumental  restraint.  The  instances 
of  seclusion  have  been  confined  to  the  cases  of  12  males  and  17 
females,  the  former  on  28  occasions  for  a  total  of  276  hours,  and 
the  latter  on  39  occasions,  for  altogether  246  hours. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  large,  and  apparently 
efficient,  and  no  complaint  of  harshness  or  ill-treatment  was  made 
to  us  by  the  patients.  Indeed,  subject  to  the  matters  specially 
adverted  to  above,  we  consider  the  asylum  and  its  inmates  in  a  very 
creditable  condition.

Dorset  Asylums.  The  inspection  of  these  asylums  has  occupied  us  yesterday  and 
to-day.  Five  months  have  elapsed  since  our  Colleagues  were  here. 

Statistics.  Since  their  visit  the  patients  have  decreased  from  505  to  486,  a 
reduction  in  numbers  fully  explained  by  the  transfer  of  36  South¬ 
ampton  and  Portsmouth  patients  to  Fisherton  House,  Salisbury; 
12  from  the  male,  24  from  the  female  division.  Of  the  patients 
now  on  the  books  here,  24  belong  to  the  private  class,  and  12  are 
chargeable  to  Poole,  43  belong  to  Southampton,  and  40  to  Portsea 
Union.  The  asylum  at  Charminster  accommodates  345,  that  at 
Forston  the  others,  to  wit,  141  patients.  Of  the  former  154  are 
male,  169  are  female  paupers  ;  of  the  latter  56  men  belong  to  the 
pauper  class  and  83  women;  one  of  each  sex  at  Forston  is  a  private 
patient.  At  Charminster  there  are  7  private  cases  in  the  female 
department,  15  on  the  male  side.  The  medical  superintendent 
informs  us  that  taking  both  asylums  into  consideration,  there  are 
about  eight  beds  vacant  for  each  sex.  The  weekly  maintenance 
charged  for  the  362  patients  in  these  asylums,  chargeable  to  Dorset¬ 
shire  unions  and  the  county,  is  8  s.  2  d.  per  head  ;  Poole  pays  14  s.

The  mortality  has  been  remarkably  low.  Of  the  7  deaths  3  were 
of  aged  people,  and  due  to  senile  decay ;  the  remainder  were  the 
result  of  ordinary  causes. 

There  has  been  no  fatal  accident  or  sudden  death  or  serious 
casualty.  No  inquest  has  been  held. 

The  post-mortem  examinations  have  been  only  two.  The  esta-  Post-mortem 
blishments  have  been  free  from  epidemic  and  contagions  disorders,  examinations. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  generally  continues  to  be  fairly  good.  General  health. 
We  found  but  6  men  and  5  women  in  bed  at  both  asylums,  and 
those  last  registered  as  under  medical  treatment,  are  20  males  and 
21  females. 

No  one  was  in  seclusion  or  under  restraint  during  either  of  the  Seclusion  and 
days  of  our  inspection.  According  to  the  medical  journal,  one  restraint- 
patient  of  each  sex  has  had  his  or  her  hands  tied  occasionally  during 
one  week,  owing  to  Si  violence  and  destructiveness,”  and  a  woman 
was  similarly  treated  for  11  days  for  surgical  reasons.  Three  men 
have  been  placed  in  seclusion  to  check  excitement  or  violence,  one 
for  10  days,  the  second  for  seven  days,  the  third  for  three  days.  No 
female  patient  has  been  secluded. 

The  epileptics  are  32  in  the  men’s  division,  23  on  the  women’s  Epileptics, 
side  ;  these  are  distributed  in  various  parts  of  both  asylums,  and 
they  are  subject  only  to  the  same  supervision  at  night  as  ordinary 
patients.  The  practice  is  now  becoming  so  very  general  in  asylums  of 
placing  this  class  under  continuous  night  supervision,  that  we  trust 
this  arrangement  will  be  adopted  here  as  early  as  possible.  We 
bave  had  some  conversation  with  Mr.  Symes  as  to  the  manner  in 
which  we  think  it  could  be  best  carried  out.  We  again  desire  to 
secure  for  the  subject  favourable  consideration. 

As  to  the  patients’  dress,  we  are  glad  to  report  that  nearly  all  the  clothing 
men  now  have  Sunday  suits.  The  females  are  fairly  well-clothed, 
and  we  have  no  fault  to  find  with  the  material  provided  for  the 
men  s  garments  ;  but  we  are  strongly  disposed  to  think  that  more 
attention  should  be  given  to  fit ;  and  to  the  renewal  of  buttons 
torn  off,  and  generally  to  tidiness  of  appearance  in  the  male  patients. 

The  tailors  and.  the  attendants  of  the  asylums  are  not  free  from 
blame  in  this  direction,  and  they  should  be  required  to  discharge 
their  duties  far  better..  Assuming  that  the  laundry  is  well  managed, 
we  are  of  opinion  that  it  should  supply  two  clean  day  shirts  in  each 
week  to  every  male  patient,  or,  which  would  be  preferable,  one 
shirt  for  the  day’s  use,  another  for  the  night,  weekly.

Appendix  (C.)  to  Thirty-second  Report 

The  dietary  maintains  its  good  reputation.  We  were,  present 
yesterday  at  the  dinner  at  Charminster,  and  to-day  visited  the 
kitchen  there.  On  both  occasions  we  were  quite  satisfied  with  the 
food  supplied  to  the  patients,  in  the  shape  of  meat,  fish,  vegetables, 
bread  and  beer.  No  complaint  was  made  to  us  against  the  oatmeal 
and  milk  gruel  which  is  given  to  the  majority  for  breakfast.  Some 
have  tea  at  that  meal,  and  all  have  tea  or  coffee  in  the  evening. 
The  dietary  at  Charminster  and  Forston  are  the  same. 

Everywhere  the  behaviour  of  the  patients  was  in  our  presence 
orderly  ;  one  woman  only,  who  has  a  habit  of  shouting,  made  some 
disturbance. 

We  cannot  learn  that  more  occupation  has  been  found  for  the 
better  employment  of  the  more  demented  patients  as  recom¬ 
mended  at  the  last  visit ;  neither  is  the  number  of  those  work¬ 
ing  on  the  land  or  in  trade  quite  satisfactory.  We  would  urge 
special  attention  to  these  matters,  and  to  the  importance  of  giving 
regular  out-door  exercise  by  walks  to  very  many ;  records  showing 
how  many  patients  periodically,  and  at  what  intervals,  walked 
within,  and  beyond  the  asylum  grounds,  would  be  most  useful, 
and  as  few  as  possible  should  be  confined  habitually  to  the  airing 
courts. 

The  proportion  of  the  patients. who  attend  Divine  Service  on 
Sundays,  seems  to  be  smaller  than  is  usual  in  county  asylums, 
amounting  to  not  more  than  162  of  both  sexes  at  the  two  asylums. 

The  associated  amusements  in  the  recreation  hall  are  attended  by 
about  the  same  numbers,  but  these  have  not  been  of  late  given,  it 
seems,  with  their  usual  frequency,  owing  to  the  absence  of 
musical  ability  among  the  present  attendants,  and  to  the  want  of  a 
resident  band.  Weekly  meetings  of  this  kind  are  valuable  as  con¬ 
tributing  to  the  means  of  treatment,  and  we  trust  that  they  will  be 
kept  up,  even  if  it  should  be  necessary  for  this  purpose,  to  get 
musical  assistance  from  outside. 

We  have  to  report  very  favourably  of  the  cleanliness  and  good 
order  of  the  wards  throughout  both  asylums.  The  cheerfulness  of 
the  interior  at  Charminster,  and  the  suitable  manner  in  which  both 
day  rooms  and  corridors  are  furnished  there,  are  very  striking. 

The  ventilation  is  generally  good ;  defective  only  in  the  water- 
closets  of  that  asylum.  We  recommend  that  outlets  for  foul  air 
be  secured  by  tubes  carried  up  above  the  roof  from  the  upper 
corner  of  each  closet,  and  also  from  every  soil-pipe. 

The  beds  and  bedding  were  in  both  asylums,  so  far  as  examined 
by  us  yesterday  and  to-day,  of  good  quality,  and  in  the  best 
condition. 

Much  has  of  late  years  been  done  to  improve  the  accommodation  at 
Forston.  Nearly  all  the  circular  windows  have  now  been  abolished, 
and  proper  sash-frames  have  been  substituted.  Wood  flooring  has 
also  been  largely  supplied  in  place  of  tiles.  We  are  glad  to  learn 
that  this  good  work  is  to  be  continued,  and  that  painting  and  simple 
decorations  of  the  interior  (already  partially  carried  out)  are  to  be 
extended  to  all  the  wards  until  a  general  bright  aspect  of  comfort 
shall  have  been  throughout  attained.

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We  recommend  that  the  two  airing-courts  on  the  female  side  at  Appendix  (C.) 
Forston  he  thrown  together  by  the  removal  of  the  division  wall,  Dopget 
as  accomplished  on  the  male  side.  Both  here  and  at  Charminster,  Asylums,

We  regret  to  be  as  yet  unable  to  report  any  change  in  the  mode  ainnS-cour  s- 
of  lighting  at  Forston.  We  entirely  concur  in  the  remarks  made  Jghtingat 
on  this  subject  by  our  Colleagues  at  their  last  visit.  Forston. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  report  that,  although  there  are 
several  matters  which  require  attention,  the  general  condition  and 
management  of  these  asylums  are  creditable  to  the  committee  and 
the  superintendent.  Owing  to  temporary  severe  indisposition  Mr. 

Symes,  was  unable  to  accompany  us  through  the  wards  during  our 
inspection,  but  we  received  all  useful  information  and  help  from 
the  two  active  and  zealous  assistant  medical  officers,  Dr.  Gillespie 
and  Mr.  Bland. ' 


Durham  Asylum. 


30  and  31  July  1877. 

During  our  official  inspection  of  this  asylum,  which  occupied  us  Durham 
the  whole  of  yesterday  and  part  of  to-day,  we  have  seen  all  the  Asylum, 
patients  except  2  men  and  3  women  who  are  away  on  leave.  In-  Statistics  of 
eluding  these,  the  numbers  are  427  of  the  male,  and  320  of  the  ^wded  state 
female  sex  ;  total,  747.  With  these  patients  there  are  25  vacant  0f  the  asylum, 
beds  for  men,  and  10  in  the  women’s  wards.  In  the  Ward  7  it  has 
been  necessary  to  place  beds  upon  the  floor.  Many  of  the  patients 
in  both  divisions  are  of  a  chronic  and  hopeless  class  as  regards  the 
prospect  of  cure,  but  Dr.  Smith  is  of  opinion  that  the  proportion  who 
could  be  suitably  treated  and  taken  care  of  in  workhouses  is  very 
small ;  how  far  a  certain  number  might  be  boarded  with  their  rela¬ 
tions  is,  we  think,  a  question  worthy  of  consideration.  The  system 
has  been  successful  in  another  county,  but  whether  it  would  succeed 
here  is  a  matter  which  can  only  be  determined  by  local  inquiries. 

Though  the  women’s  wards  have  been  so  full,  as  yet  no  patient  has 
been  refused  admission;  it  is  clear,  however,  that  at  the  present  rate 
of  increase  it  will  very  soon  be  necessary  to  make  arrangements  for 
boarding  them  in  some  other  asylum.  The  proposed  new  building 
for  chronic  cases  has  not  yet  been  commenced.  The  weekly  charge 
here  is  now  9  s>  1  d.  per  week. 

We  have  a  good  report  to  make  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  patients 
during  our  examination  of  them.  Some  were  seen  in  the  dining- 
hall,  some  in  their  wards,  others  in  the  airing-courts,  and  in  the 
kitchens  and  offices  ;  and  excepting  two  or  three  women  who  got 
excited  and  became  noisy,  the  utmost  quiet  and  good  order  pre¬ 
vailed. 

The  persons  of  the  patients  were  clean,  and  their  clothing  gene-  Clothing, 
rally  in  a  proper  state.  The  stock  is,  we  find  on  inquiry,  still  in¬ 
adequate,  and  on  the  men’s  side  only  about  60  of  the  patients  have 
Sunday  suits,  and  shirts  are  only  changed  once  a  week,

Appendix  (C.)  to  Thirty -second  Report 

From  the  return  given  to  us  it  appears  that  227  men  and  187 
women  are  regularly  and  usefully  employed.  These  numbers,  in 
proportion  to  the  population  of  the  asylum,  are  somewhat  small,  but 
in  judging  it  is  necessary  to  take  into  consideration  the  unusually 
large  proportion  of  general  paralytics  and  imbeciles,  and  the  few 
men  who  are  tradesmen.  Thus  we  find  only  4  tailors,  5  shoemakers, 
2  joiners,  and  3  masons.  One  hundred  and  forty-six  work  on  the 
land.  There  are  23  women  in  the  laundry,  7  in  the  kitchen,  40  do 
housework,  and  117  are  engaged  in  sewing  and  knitting. 

The  arrangements  for  Divine  Service  are  unaltered,  and  no  in¬ 
crease  has  taken  place  in  the  numbers  attending,  the  chapel  accom¬ 
modation  remaining  as  before. 

The  addition  to  the  dining-hall  has  now  been  finished,  but  the 
walls  have  not  been  coloured  or  decorated.  The  additional  space 
obtained  is  but  small,  and  the  hall  will  still  be  too  limited  to 
permit  of  both  sexes  meeting  there  at  dinner.  A  portion  of  the  new 
part  will  be  taken  up  by  a  stage  which  it  is  proposed  to  erect 
there. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  the  laying  out  of  the  airing-courts,  but 
we  still  observe  an  almost  total  absence  of  trees  capable  of  affording 
shade.  The  numbers  allowed  to  take  exercise  beyond  the  asylum 
estate  continues  to  be  large,  amounting  to  124  from  the  male,  and 
130  from  the  female  division. 

It  appears  from  the  medical  journals  that  there  have  been  no  in¬ 
stances  of  either  restraint  or  seclusion  since  the  last  visit.  In  the 
same  register  we  find  that  last  week  as  many  as  88  men  and  82 
women  were  under  medical  treatment,  and  there  were  25  of  the 
former  and  22  of  the  latter  in  bed  on  the  days  of  our  visit. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  since  our  Colleagues  were  here,  rather 
more  than  a  year  ago,  amounts  to  92  ;  52  in  the  male,  and  40  in  the 
female  wards.  The  following  are  the  causes  of  death,  as  entered  in

In  the  hall  the  women  dined  first  at  Dinins 
half-past  11  o’clock,  and  the  men  afterwards.  Of  the  former,  184  aliansement&* 
were  present,  and  140  of  the  latter.  The  food  was  Australian  meat, 
with  sauce  and  haricot  beans.  We,  however,  received  complaint  re¬ 
garding  the  quality  of  the  tea,  which  we  tasted.  We  are  of  opinion 
that  the  complaints  are  justified,  and  that  better  tea,  and  more  of  it, 
should  be  employed  in  the  infusion,  with  more  milk. 

The  wards  Avere  very  well  kept  and  clean,  and  the  bedding  in  ex¬ 
cellent  order.  Under-blankets  are  hoav  provided  throughout  the 
female  wards,  and  on  many  of  the  beds  on  the  male  side,  and  it  is  in¬ 
tended  that  all  should  be  supplied. 

We  have  to  report  the  completion  of  the  kitchen  and  offices,  the  Additions,  &c. 
enlargement  of  the  dining-hall,  alteration  and  additions  to  the  farm 
buildings,  and  the  laying  down  of  a  firemain  and  hydrants.  Un¬ 
fortunately  the  high-level  Avater-tank,  by  means  of  which  alone 
these  hydrants  can  be  made  useful,  has  not  yet  been  commenced. 

It  is  proposed  shortly  to  re-paper  and  renovate  the  interior  of  the 
temporary  building,  and  avc  have  been  shown  plans  for  additional 
Avater-closets  intended  to  be  constructed  in  connection  Avith  No.  18 
male  ward.  They  will  be  forwarded  for  approval,  which,  we  think, 
may  properly  be  obtained. 

The  ventilation  of  the  dormitories,  considered  defective  by  our  Needed 
Colleagues,  has  not  yet  been  improved,  but  Avill  receive  attention,  improvements. 
The  female  reception  Avard  is  still  insufficient  in  accommodation, 
and  Dr.  Smith  has  described  to  us  in  what  manner  he  thinks  the 
necessary  day  and  sleeping  space  might  be  secured.  We  can  offer 
no  opinion  on  this  matter  until  the  plans  are  submitted.  In  con¬ 
nection  with  this  Avard  we  hope  that  early  means  will  be  taken  to 
improve  the  small  yard  attached  to  it,  and  to  keep  it  in  future  in 
better  order. 

It  seemed  to  us,  in  going  round  the  wards,  that  there  Avas  not 
sufficient  accommodation  for  personal  washing,  and  in  some  of  them 
the  baths  are  too  few  in  number.  It  Avould  be  Avell,  too,  if  the  stock 
of  combs  and  brushes  Avas  increased. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  noAV  complete,  and  in  both  Attendants, 
divisions  they  seemed  to  be  of  a  respectable  class.  The  Avages  are 
adequate,  viz.,  from  32/.  to  45/.  for  men,  and  from  16/.  to  25/.  for 
women. 

We  have  examined  and  signed  the  various  books  and  registers.  Medical 
The  case-books  are  duly  entered  up,  but  Ave  have  to  notice  that  records, 
for  many  months  past  there  have  been  omissions  in  the  medical 
journal  in  the  registration  of  injuries  and  violence  to  patients.

We  have  been  occupied  yesterday  and  this  day  in  our  official 
inspection  of  this  asylum,  which  has  not  been  visited  by  any  members 
of  the  Board  since  the  10th  of  February  1876. 

The  changes  among  the  patients  since  that  date  have  been  nume¬ 
rous,  comprising  the  admission  of  174  men  and  234  women,  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  92  men  and  107  women,  and  the  deaths  of  69  men  and 
84  women.  These  changes  leave  the  names  of  860  patients  on 
the  books  of  the  asylum,  of  whom  364  are  males  and  496  are  females; 
but  one  of  the  men  is  away  on  trial,  and  47  of  the  women  are  at  a 
house  taken  for  them  at  Mistley,  near  Manningtree,  with  a  view  of 
diminishing  the  overcrowding  previously  existing  here.  We  propose 
visiting  Mistley  before  returning  to  London.  The  experiment  is 
stated  to  have  been  successful,  and  only  2  women  have  needed  re¬ 
moval  back  to  the  asylum. 

Besides  the  47  females  above  mentioned,  there  are  still  15  men  at 
the  Ipswich  Borough  Asylum,  23  at  the  Northampton  County 
Asylum,  and  19  males  and  28  females  at  Camberwell  House  ; 
making  the  total  number  of  patients  now  chargeable  to  the  county 
of  Essex,  938. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  no  patients  have  been  refused  ad¬ 
mission  ;  but  the  asylum  is  quite  full,  and  we  are  sorry  to  hear  that 
the  proposed  additional  asylum  has  not  yet  been  commenced,  because 
up  to  the  present  time,  although  a  well  has  been  sunk  to  the  depth 
of  200  feet,  water  has  not  been  reached. 

The  committee  have  already  very  wisely  refused  to  allow  any 
building  operations  to  take  place  until  the  certainty  of  an  adequate 
water  supply  is  established,  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  engineer 
will  not  take  place  until  the  well  has  been  sunk  to  a  depth  of  400 
feet.

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persons  admitted,  many  of  them  being  received  in  a  dying  state, .  or 
suffering  from  advanced  bodily  disease,  and  to  the  large  proportion 
labouring  under  paralysis  or  epilepsy. 

There  has  been  no  disorder  of  an  epidemic  character,  and  the 
general  health  is  now  fairly  good. 

According  to  the  last  return,  58  males  and  42  females  were  under 
medical  treatment  for  ordinary  ailments. 

There  have  been  no  fatal  accidents,  and  no  coroner’s  inquest  has 
been  held,  but  several  injuries  have  been  received  and  duly  recorded. 
There  was  one  man  suffering  from  a  broken  arm,  the  cause  of  which 
seems  to  have  been  fully  inquired  into  by  the  superintendent,  who 
acquitted  the  attendants  of  blame ;  and  another  man  was  in  bed, 
owing  to  a  compound  fracture  of  the  leg,  which  occurred  during  a 
scuffle,  in  which,  according  to  the  patient  himself,  no  undue  violence 
or  ill-treatment  was  shown  by  the  attendants. 

This  matter  was  fully  inquired  into  by  the  Visitors  at  the  time. 

The  conduct  of  the  patients  in  both  divisions  was,  with  very  few 
exceptions,  most  quiet  and  orderly,  and  no  one  was  restrained  or 
secluded.  There  was  one  man,  however,  who  was  in  a  most  restless 
and  maniacal  condition ;  a  state  in  which  he  has  remained  for  a  con¬ 
siderable  time,  and  for  which  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  use  re¬ 
straint,  he  having  persistently  endeavoured  to  commit  suicide  by 
cutting  his  throat  and  wounding  his  hand  with  a  knife  he  had  wrested 
from  an  attendant,  although  at  the  time  he  was  under  the  special 
charge  of  two  attendants.  He  has  still  one  attendant,  whose  sole 
duty  is  to  watch  him. 

The  record  of  restraint  gives  3  males  so  treated  for  a  total  period 
of  103  days,  and  4  females  for  66  days,  or  parts  of  days.  In  the 
cases  of  the  women  gloves  only  were  employed. 

As  regards  seclusion,  it  appears  to  have  been  had  recourse  to  in 
the  cases  of  10  men  and  17  women  for  a  total  of  125  days,  or  parts 
of  days  in  the  male  division,  and  171  days  ©r  parts  of  days  in  the 
cases  of  women.  Eighty-two  of  the  instances  among  the  men  had 
reference  to  one  man  only. 

We  have  a  very  good  report  to  make  regarding  the  personal  con¬ 
dition  of  the  patients.  The  wards,  all  of  which  have  been  visited 
by  us,  were  well  furnished,  comfortable,  and  in  the  best  order.  The 
bedding,  as  usual,  was  excellent. 

There  have  been  no  changes  beyond  ordinary  repairs,  except  that 
two  cottages  have  been  built,  a  new  boiler-house  added  to  the 
laundry,  and  gas  stoves  introduced  into  the  kitchen.  Expense  has, 
however,  been  incurred  in  adapting  Brunswick  House,  at  Mistley, 
for  the  reception  of  the  47  female  patients  who  now  occupy  it. 

The  arrangements  for  watching  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients 
during  the  night  are  as  before.  The  worst  and  most  dangerous 
among  them  continue  to  be  under  special  care,  but  the  structural 
form  of  the  wards  in  which  they  are  placed  are  not  well  adapted  for 
thorough  and  complete  supervision. 

In  the  male  division  a  material  improvement  might,  we  think,  be 
effected  by  throwing  down  the  walls  separating  the  present  rooms 
and  a  portion  of  the  corridor,  and  including  the  whole  in  one  large 
dormitory.  Proper  means  of  lighting  it,  and  also  the  single  rooms,

We  would  direct  attention  to  the  somewhat  limited  provision  of 
water-closets  and  lavatory  basins  in  the  old  building. 

The  chapel,  which  was  designed  for  the  wants  of  the  original 
building,  is,  of  course,  inadequate  for  the  present  numbers,  but  by 
giving  three  services  on  Sunday,  350  patients  are  enabled  to  attend. 
The  question  whether  the  nave  of  the  church  might  not  be  extended 
at  a  moderate  cost  is  one  well  worthy  of  attention. 

The  average  numbers  employed  are  stated  to  be  240  of  the  male 
and  252  of  the  female  sex,  as  many  as  92  of  the  former  being  workers 
on  the  land  and  36  in  the  shops.  There  are  40  women  in  the  laundry 
and  14  in  the  kitchen. 

From  the  account  we  have  received  regarding  associated  amuse¬ 
ments,  it  is  evident  that  this  element  in  the  treatment  of  the  patients 
is  well  attended  to,  and  we  were  glad  to  observe  the  number  of 
doves,  canaries,  dogs,  and  pets  in  the  wards. 

The  patients  spoke  very  favourably  of  their  treatment,  and  made 
no  complaints  of  harshness  on  the  part  of  the  attendants,  who,  so  far 
as  we  could  judge,  are  of  a  very  respectable  class,  and  many  of  them 
have  been  here  for  a  long  time.  We  are  glad  to  hear  that  the 
question  of  raising  their  wages  has  been  under  the  consideration  of 
the  committee. 

There  has  been  a  change  in  the  medical  staff',  Mr.  Powell  having 
resigned  and  Mr.  Burtenshaw  having  accepted  the  appointment  of 
second  assistant  medical  officer. 

We  have  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries  and  examined  the 
case-books,  which  are  very  well  kept,  and  we  are  glad  to  have  this 
opportunity  of  again  expressing  a  very  favourable  opinion  as  to  the 
management  of  this  asylum,  and  of  the  kindness  with  which  the 
patients  are  treated. 


Essex  Asylum.— Mistley  (Brunswick  House), 

29  November  1877. 

House  for  ^  E  have  gone  over  this  house  to-day  and  seen  all  the  inmates,  now 

accommodation  47  in  number,  leaving  one  bed  vacant.  The  patients  are  all  females 
Mistley"*8  a*  a  harmless  chronic  class,  but  clean  and  quiet  in  their  habits,  and  we 
found  them  very  well  attended  to,  and  all  apparently  in  good  bodily 
health.  Ihe  house,  which  has  been  adapted  with  much  judgment 
for  its  present  purpose,  is  very  clean,  and  the  whole  establishment  in 
a  creditable  state. 

Dr.  Cook  acts  as  medical  superintendent  and  visits  daily,  and 
there  are  three  nurses,  and  a  man  and  his  wife  who  act  as  gardener 
and  cook  respectively.

A  careful  inspection  of  this  asylum,  and  a  personal  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  patients,  has  convinced  us  that  its  management  continues 
to  be  most  satisfactory,  and  that  the  patients  are  treated  with  every 
care  and  attention.  We  had  no  complaints  from  any  of  them, 
except  on  the  ground  of  alleged  undue  detention,  but  although  a 
few  were  improved,  we  noticed  none  fit  for  immediate  removal.  The 
danger  would  probably  be  the  too  early  discharge  of  patients; 
for  the  crowding;  noticed  by  our  Colleagues  when  they  were  here  Asylum 
last  November,  has  increased,  and  the  numbers  have  risen  from  568  crowaea- 
to  576.  This  increase  has  resulted  from  the  following  changes: —  Statistics  of

Of  the  discharged  patients  15  were  recovered. 

The  deaths  were  attributed  in  13  cases  to  general  paralysis, 
epilepsy,  and  other  diseases  of  the  brain,  in  five  to  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  lungs,  and  in  two  to  exhaustion  from  mania  and  marasmus. 

In  one  of  the  cases  of  heart  disease  the  death  was  rather  sudden, 
but  no  inquest  was  thought  necessary. 

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  16  cases.  The  general  post_mortem 
health  is  good,  considering  the  number  of  helpless,  aged,  and  feeble  examinations, 
cases  now  resident,  and  we  found  only  five  patients  of  each  sex  in 
bed. 

Eight  males  and  13  females  are  under  medical  treatment,  ex-

elusive  of  14  males  and  17  females  who  are  epileptics. 

The  proportion  of  chronic  patients  is  very  large,  and  it  appears 
that  out  of  the  567  cases  on  the  books  at  the  end  of  last  year,  only 
23  were  considered  to  be  curable. 

Neither  restraint  nor  seclusion  have  been  employed  in  any  case  Restraint  and 
since  the  last  visit,  seclusion. 

The  average  number  of  patients  usefully  employed  is  returned  as  Occupations. 
160  in  the  male  and  194  in  the  female  division.  Of  the  men,  64 
work  on  the  land,  and  39  in  the  shops  and  offices;  the  rest  assist  in 
the  wards,  &c.  Of  the  women  there  are  43  in  the  laundry,  16  in 
the  kitchen,  and  86  engaged  in  sewing  and  knitting ;  52  others 
assist  in  various  ways.  All  the  clothes,  shoes,  and  bedding  arc 
made  in  the  asylum,  and  the  papering,  painting,  and  upholstery 
work  is  also  done  by  the  patients  and  attendants. 

A  great  deal  in  the  way  of  papering  and  decoration  has  been 
carried  out  since  our  last  visit,  and  the  rooms  have  a  very  bright  and 
cheerful  appearance.  The  furniture  is  good  and  abundant,  and  the 
bedding  excellent  and  well  attended  to.

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We  were  present  in  the  hall  during  the  dinners,  to  which  about 
100  patients  of  each  sex  sat  down.  Yesterday  the  food  consisted  of 
Irish  stew,  and  meat  pie  was  given  to-day.  On  both  occasions  the 
meals  were  abundant,  well  cooked,  and  neatly  served.  The  patients 
were  very  orderly,  and  the  majority  joined  in  the  musical  grace, 
which  was  well  sung. 

At  Divine  service  in  the  chapel,  112  men  and  110  women  are 
usually  present,  and  20  patients  of  each  sex  attend  the  chaplain’s 
classes. 

The  associated  entertainments  are  given  very  frequently,  indeed 
there  have  been  64  meetings  in  the  hall  since  our  last  visit.  As 
many  as  317  patients  of  both  sexes  are  present  at  the  more  important 
gatherings  for  theatrical  representations,  dances,  and  concerts. 
About  300  of  both  sexes  go  into  the  general  grounds  for  exercise, 
and  14  of  the  men  doing  so  on  parole. 

We  observe  that  an  avenue  of  trees  has  been  planted  all  round 
the  park,  which  will  in  time  form  a  pleasant  shady  walk,  and  seats 
are  being  prepared  in  the  workshops  which  will  be  fixed  at  intervals. 
The  airing-courts  are  not  yet  seen  to  advantage  ;  the  bedding  plants 
not  having  been  placed  in  the  beds  and  the  grass  not  being  mowed. 
A  mowing  machine  has  been  recently  purchased,  however.  It 
would  be  very  desirable  to  provide  a  greenhouse,  so  as  to  secure  a 
supply  of  plants  for  the  wards  and  airing-courts. 

The  patients,  even  in  the  wards  particularly  reserved  for  the 
more  excitable  cases,  were  very  quiet  and  orderly.  Their  personal 
condition  was  good,  and  their  clothes  clean.  About  one-third  of  the 
men  only  have  Sunday  suits,  and  this  number  might,  we  think, 
be  increased  with  advantage.  A  little  more  smartness  in  the  women’s 
dresses  would  probably  induce  more  attention  to  neatness  on  their 
parts. 

The  committee  having  decided  to  make  no  further  additions  to 
the  present  buildings,  beyond  the  erection  of  a  detached  hospital  for 
infectious  diseases,  the  early  decision  of  the  question  of  how  further 
accommodation  for  the  pauper  lunatics  of  the  county  can  be  pro¬ 
vided  becomes  a  matter  of  urgency. 

As  to  the  proposed  hospital,  we  have  been  shewn  a  spot  in  the  kitchen 
garden  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  erect  it.  The  disadvantages 
here,  are  that  it  will  occupy  valuable  garden  ground;  that  the 
surrounding  land  will  be  irrigated  by  sewage,  and  that  the  building 
will  be  very  near  the  high  road,  but  we  cannot  suggest  a  better  spot 
for  the  purpose. 


Gloucester  Asylum, 

16  and  17  October  1877. 

During  the  course  of  yesterday  we  saw  all  the  patients  whose 
names  are  now  on  the  books,  with  the  exception  of  some,  the 
number  of  whom  is  given  below,  who  are  absent  on  trial ;  and  we 
also  inspected  the  different  wards,  offices,  and  workshops,  during  the 
two  days  of  our  visit. 
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The  total  number  is  664;  of  these,  310  are  men,  and  354  are  Appendix  (C.) 
women.  On  the  male  side  there  are  15,  and  on  the  female,  six  r<1 
vacant  beds.  One  man  and  9  women,  chargeable  to  the  county  or  Asylum^* 
unions  of  Gloucestershire,  are  in  other  asylums.  Four  men  and  3  statistics, 
women  are  absent  on  leave. 

The  rate  of  chargeability  is  as  follows  : —Patients  from  the  county 
and  unions  of  Gloucestershire,  10  5. ;  from  the  borough  of  Tewkes¬ 
bury*  12  5.;  and  private  patients  from  12  5.  to  15  s.  per  week.

Of  the  admissions,  32  were  re-admissions. 

The  recoveries,  SO  in  number,  were  unusually  large,  amounting 
to  nearly  50  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  the  admissions.  Of  those 
discharged  “  not  recovered,”  11  were  chronic  cases  removed  to 
woikhouses,  and  22  were  discharged  to  the  care  of  their  friends. 

Ihe  mortality  has  been  low,  namely,  at  the  rate  of  8  per  cent,  per 
annum  on  the  average  daily  number  resident,  which  is  2  per  cent, 
less  than  the  average  in  English  county  asylums. 

W  ith  two  exceptions,  the  deaths  were  all  due  to  ordinary  causes, 
but  they  did  not  include  any  case  of  general  paralysis.

The  exceptional  deaths  were  both  of  male  patients,  one  of  whom 
was  suffocated  by  turning  on  his  face  in  an  epileptic  fit,  no  attendant 
O.89.  S  2  being 
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being  present  at  the  time  ;  and  the  other,  a  man  who  died  from  heart 
disease  38  hours  after  admission,  from  Keynsham  Workhouse.  In 
both  these  cases,  but  in  no  other,  coroners’  inquests  were  held. 
As  yet,  no  system  of  continuous  night  supervision  of  the  epileptic 
and  suicidal  patients  has  been  introduced  here,  and  the  structural 
difficulties  are  no  doubt  great ;  but  as  it  is  important  that  the 
patients  should  be  adequately  protected  against  preventible  deaths, 
we  hope  that  it  may  be  found  practicable  to  overcome  the  structural 
difficulties  either  by  alterations  or  by  additional  buildings. 

JSTo  restraint  has  been  employed,  and  seclusion  only  in  the  cases 
of  13  men  and  3  women,  on  22  and  13  occasions  respectively,  for  a 
total  duration  of  108  hours  with  respect  to  the  former,  and  of  80 
hours  as  regards  the  latter  sex. 

Those  under  medical  treatment  last  week  were  18  men  and  26 
women  ;  and  whilst  going  through  the  wards,  we  found  7  men  and 
6  women  keeping  their  beds.  The  general  health  is  now  good,  and 
no  exceptional  disease  or  epidemic  has  shown  itself.  There  have 
been  some  cases  of  diarrhoea,  attributable,  it  is  supposed,  to  imper¬ 
fection  in  a  portion  of  the  system  of  the  drainage ;  but  this  is  a 
matter  which,  we  believe,  will  be  at  once  attended  to. 

The  state  of  the  day-rooms  might  be  much  improved,  and  made 
more  cheerful  and  comfortable,  by  further  decoration,  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  more  plants,  and  of  varied  objects  of  interest;  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  such  additions  would  help  to  promote  content  and 
good  feeling  amongst  the  patients,  relieve  the  monotony  of  their 
lives,  and  distract  their  attention  from  their  own  supposed  grievances. 

The  supply  of  books  and  papers  in  the  wards  was  small,  but  we 
were  informed  that  there  was  a  fair  stock  of  the  former,  which  is 
now  kept  under  the  care  of  the  schoolmistress. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that,  in  addition  to  the  usual  weekly  dance, 
10  theatrical  and  other  entertainments  have  been  given,  and  also 
that  150  patients  were  allowed  to  attend  Gloucester  Fair,  each  of 
them  being  supplied  with  means  to  buy  something.  There  have 
also  been  cricket  matches,  and  cricket  is  regularly  played  four  days 
of  the  week  during  the  season. 

The  women  Avere  still  Avearing  their  summer  dresses,  but  a  good 
supply  of  warm  ones  is,  Ave  Avere  told,  provided  for  the  Avinter,  and  will 
be  immediately  issued.  We  think  that  the  condition  of  the  female 
patients,  as  regards  tidiness  of  personal  appearance,  is  less  satisfac¬ 
tory  than  that  of  the  men,  and  we  trust  that  their  nurses  Avill  pay 
additional  care  and  attention  to  this  matter. 

The  bedding  in  the  dormitories  Avas  clean,  but  on  the  female  side 
the.  hock  and  coir  mattrasses  are  very  lumpy,  and  many  need 
repicking,  and  careful  stuffing  and  “  stabbing”  ;  but  even  with  these 
precautions  the  use  of  coir  is  always  unadvisable,  and  Ave  hope, 
therefore,  that  the  substitution  of  horsehair,  which  has  been  com¬ 
menced,  Avill  be  continued  throughout  the  Avhole  asylum. 

IV  c  desire  also  to  call  attention  to  the  want  of  good  order  in 
Avhich  some  of  the  cupboards  in  the  sculleries,  and  some  of  the  bath¬ 
rooms,  are  kept  in  the  female  division. 

I  he  night  attendants  are  two  for  each  division.  The  day  at¬ 
tendants  are  adequate  in  number ;  but  on  the  female  side  Ave 
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observed  many  who,  though  no  doubt  respectable  and  well  con-  Appendix  (c.) 
ducted,  appeared  too  young,  and  not  equal,  mentally  and  physically,  ter 
to  the  duties  required  for  the  care  and  supervision  of  the  insane.  AsyluJ11> 

We  think  that  some  of  the  shortcomings  already  noticed  may  be 
due  to  this  circumstance.  The  wages  of  the  under  nurses  begin  as 
low  as  14  /.,  and  it  seems  to  us  that  such  payment  is  scarcely  sufficient 
to  attract  the  right  sort  of  applicants  for  these  situations. 

We  have  had  returns  furnished  us  as  to  the  attendance  at  the  pivme  Service, 
chapel  services,  at  which  150  men  and  175  women  were  present  on 
Sunday  last,  and  also  in  respect  of  those  who  join  in  the  weekly 
entertainments,  who  are  said  to  amount  to  120  men  and  80  women. 

Daily  walking  exercise  beyond  the  airing-courts,  but  about  the  Exercise* 
grounds,  is  taken  by  80  men  and  150  women,  Avhilst90  of  the  former 
sex,  and  148  of  the  latter,  go  out  once  a  week  beyond  the  boundaries 
of  the  estate. 

The  returns  as  to  employment  give  160  men  as  usefully  occu-  Occupations, 
pied,  including  5-7  who  work  on  the  farm  and  in  the  garden,  4  as 
carpenters,  1 2  in  the  laundry,  8  as  painters,  6  as  upholsterers,  4  as 
tailors,  3  as  shoemakers,  and  5  in  the  brewery,  whilst  54  assist  in  the 
household  work.  Of  the  women,  44  are  employed  in  the  laundry, 

58  in  household  work,  including  the  kitchen,  and  60  at  needlework, 
making  the  total  of  162. 

There  was  in  both  divisions,  and  especially  in  that  of  the  men.  General  state 
a  great  absence  of  excitement.  Owing  to  the  large  proportion  0f of  the  asylum' 
patients  this  year  discharged  as  recovered,  and  to  the  fact  that  a 
considerable  number  of  chronic  cases  have  been  discharged  to 
tvorkhouses,  and  to  the  care  of  their  friends,  admission  has  not  been 
refused  here  to  any  fresh  cases. 

In  some  parts  of  the  asylum,  however,  the  dormitories  contain 
too  many  beds,  so  that,  although  there  are  to-day  nominal  vacancies 
for  15  men  and  6  tv  omen,  the  asylum  is  practically  full,  and  there 
are  10  Gloucestershire  patients  at  Hereford. 

We  are  glad,  therefore,  to  report  that  the  attention  which  the  Pl,0Vlsl0f of

viding  increased  accommodation,  has  resulted  in  an  agreement  to 
purchase  a  site  of  118  acres  within  a  mile  of  the  present  asylum, 
the  inspection  of  which  by  members  of  our  Board  will,  we  were 
informed  by  the  chairman,  shortly  be  requested  by  the  Visitors, 
preparatory  to  obtaining  the  sanction  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 


Hants  Asylum.

This  asylum  was  yesterday  and  to-day  inspected  by  us.  Its  Hants  Asylum, 
overcrowding  cannot  be  otherwise  than  dangerous,  and  we  learn  that  Asylum 
there  are  now  about  80  beds  in  excess  of  the  proper  accommodation  overcrowded, 
of  the  building,  the  additions  making  advance  slowly,  and  we  would 
ask  the  Committee  to  consider  whether  temporary  relief  could  not 
be  had  by  placing  the  quiet  fatuous  cases,  which  are  here  so 
very  numerous,  in  some  empty  workhouse  or  other  dwelling,  not  too

"  *  for5  patients  of  the  harmless  demented  kind,  whom  it  seems  that 

the  guardians  will  not  now  retain  in  workhouse  wards  under  their 
care. 

Statistics.  Since  our  Colleagues’  visit  in  October  last,  when  the  patients 

were  678  (they  are  to-day  681),  we  find  that  the  admissions  have 
been  65  on  the  male,  56  on  the  female  side  ;  those  discharged  on 
recovery  have  been  13  men  and  23  women;  2  men  have  escaped  ; 
3  of  both  sexes  have  been  transferred  to  workhouses ;  1  female  has 
been  sent  to  the  Berks  Asylum,  and  5  other  patients  have  been 
given  into  the  charge  of  friends.  A  high  rate  of  mortality  is  shown 
by  the  registry  of  71  deaths,  of  which  44  were  in  the  men’s  division. 
A  criminal  patient,  lately  escaped,  is  yet  at  large ;  5  patients  are 
awray  on  leave  of  absence.  The  male  patients  on  the  books  are  now 
317,  to  364  women.  Ten  persons  of  each  sex,  who  should  be  cared 
for  in  this  asylum,  are,  from  vrant  of  accommodation  in  its  wards, 
now  received  at  the  Sussex  Asylum.  Two  male  patients  whom  the 
overcrowding  here  makes  it  impossible  to  treat  properly,  are  to  be 
immediately  transferred  to  Fisherton  Idouse,  Salisbury.  There  is 
no  pauper  lunatic  now  in  the  asylum,  chargeable  to  Winchester, 
Southampton,  or  Portsmouth. 

The  weekly  rates  of  maintenance  are  9  s.  lid  for  unions  in  the 
county,  and  14  s.  for  out-county  cases. 

The  recorded  causes  of  death  are  these  :  epilepsy,  17  ;  general 
paralysis,  15  ;  other  brain  diseases,  6  ;  phthisis,  9  ;  general  debility 
and  maniacal  excitement,  18  ;  exhaustion  after  diarrhoea,  1  ;  suicide 
by  hanging,  1  ;  fracture  of  skull  (previous  to  admission),  1  ;  other 
ordinary  diseases,  3. 

Post-mortem  Of  the  71  patients  deceased,  the  medical  superintendent  informs 

examinations.  ug  diaq  ^  was  no£  found  possible  to  have  a  post-mortem  examination, 
except  in  38  cases. 

inquests.  jn  four  instances  inquests  have  been  held — 

1.  On  the  man  who  committed  suicide  by  hanging,  in  which 
case  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  “  suicide  whilst  of  unsound 
mind.” 

2.  On  a  man  who  was  received  in  a  very  exhausted  state  from 
Bournemouth,  and  died  suddenly  a  week  afterwards.  After  a  long 
inquiry,  the  verdict  was  that  “the  deceased  died  from  natural 
causes,”  the  jury  adding  their  opinion  that  “the  case  should  be  laid 
before  the  proper  authorities  in  reference  to  the  care  and  custody  of 
lunatics  when  an  order  has  been  given  by  magistrates  to  apprehend 
them,  and  that  proper  directions  should  be  given  to  the  police  and 
others  having  their  custody,  as  to  their  comfort,  previous  to  deliver¬ 
ing  them  to  the  authorities  of  the  respeclive  asylums. 

3.  On  a  male  epileptic  patient  who  was  found  dead  in  bed, 
but  supposed  by  the  attendant  who  visited  him  last  to  be  then 
asleep. 

4.  On  a  man  admitted  from  the  New  Forest  Workhouse  iu  a 
very  exhausted  and  filthy  condition,  and  with  a  large  bed  sore  ;  the 
man  died  a  week  after  admission.  The  verdict  was  “death  from 
natural  causes,”  the  jury  remarking  that  “  he  should  have  been 
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removed  to  the  asylum  at  an  earlier  period,  and  that  sufficient  care  Appendix  (C.) 
and  attention  had  not  been  bestowed  upon  him  in  the  workhouse.  ~~ 
and  that  the  circumstances  called  for  further  inquiry.”  an  s  S}  um‘ 

We,  as  usual,  saw  every  patient  in  residence,  and  have  again  to  Clothing,  &c. 
report  most  favourably  of  their  personal  cleanliness-  and  attire  ;  even 
the  cases  most  disposed  to  be  dirty  were  free  from  anything  like 
offensive  odour,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  name  any  asylum  where 
both  sexes  are,  in  regard  to  clothing  and  general  appearance,  in  so 
creditable  a  state.  Much  content  also  prevails  in  the  wards,  and 
there  was  during  our  visit  scarcely  any  disturbance  of  order  by  the 
patients  in  either  division. 

A  patient  homicidally  disposed,  with  whom  we  conversed,  and  Seclusion  and 
another  man,  a  criminal,  dangerously  inclined  to  assault  with-  1>es^aint- 
out  provocation  of  any  sort,  were  the  only  persons  in  seclusion,  the 
former  and  a  woman  were  also  restrained ;  the  female  simply  to 
prevent  her  picking  her  head.  The  man  whom  we  found  in  re¬ 
straint  has  ever  since  October  had  his  arms  confined  continuously, 
day  and  night,  on  account  of  his  murderous  propensities.  Restraint 
has  also  been  employed  with  another  man  tor  72  hours  for  surgical 
reasons,  and  with  a  woman  continuously,  since  our  Colleagues’  visits 
to  prevent  self-injury.  Seclusion  has  been  resorted  to  with  G  men 
and  8  women,  the  former  for  926,  and  the  latter  for  183  hours. 

One  man,  the  same  alluded  to  as  being  homicidal,  was  secluded 
for  a  total  of  635i,  and  the  criminal  above  referred  to,  for  24 1|  hours. 

There  are  now  as  many  as  121  epileptics,  and  in  the  opinion  of  Epileptic  and 
Dr.  Manley  162  patients  suicidally  disposed.  Each  sex  furnishes  smcKla  caseb‘ 
about  the  same  number  of  epileptics.  The  suicidal  women  are  more 
than  twice  as  many  as  the  men  of  that  class.  We  saw  5  men  and  8 
women  in  bed,  and  in  one  of  the  single  rooms  a  man  in  special 
charge,  who  had  cut  his  throat  on  the  26th  ultimo,  but  the  wound  is 
now  almost  healed.  It  appears  that  the  patient  was  supposed  to  be 
suicidal  on  admission,  improved  to  some,  extent,  but  was  still  de¬ 
pressed,  and  ultimately  possessed  himself  of  a  razor,. obtained  by  him 
from  an  unlocked  drawer  in  an  attendant’s  room,  and  so  attempted 
his  own  life.  Prim  a  facie  the  facts  recorded  in  the  case-book  point 
to  neglect  of  the  patient,  especially  as  it  seems  that  he  was  lost 
sight  of  for  an  hour  previous  to  his  suicidal  attempt;  the  committee 
have,  however,  dealt  with  the  attendant  already  by  a  reprimand. 

There  is  nothing  new  to  mention  regarding  amusements,  occupa-  Amusements, 
tion  of  the  patients,  or  about  the  associated  entertainments.  Dwtue  Service. 

Die  average  attendance  at  Divine  service  is  kept  up. 

The  dietary  has  not  been  changed  and  is  good.  We  were  present  Dietary, 
the  delivery  at  of  the  meat  from  the  kitchen  yesterday,  and  looked 
at  some  fine  fish  brought  here  to-day  from  Grimsby  for  the  dinner 
to-morrow.  The  meat  was  roast  beef,  of  excellent  quality,  served 
up  with  potatoes  and  pease  pudding. 

The  staff'  of  the  attendants  is,  we  think,  numerically  insufficient  Attendants, 
for  the  patients  in  each  division  committed  to  their  charge,  taking 
into  consideration  the  large  number  of  those  reported  to  us  as 
suicidal  or  epileptic,  and  the  necessarily  frequent  withdrawal .  of 
some  attendants  by  sickness  or  holidays.  We  quite  concur  with 
Dr.  Manley  in  thinking  too,  that  every  effort  should  ba  made  to 
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Appendix  (CA  0pfain  more  length  of  service  from  the  under  attendants,  and  we 

Hants  Asylum,  believe  that  this  cannot  be  expected,  until  considerably  higher 
wages  are  paid  to  both  sexes  when  engaged  for  service  ;  progressive 
advances  from  year  to  year  to  those  who  will  stay  on,  will  not,  we 
think,  alone  obviate  the  mischief  of  constant  changes  in  the  staff. 
W e  learn  that  of  the  62  now  on  duty,  28,  that  is  to  say,  nearly  half 
the  staff,  have  not  exceeded  12  months’  service,  and  the  average  stay 
of  those  mentioned  by  the  superintendent  in  his  report  to  the  com¬ 
mittee,  seems  to  have  been  four  months  on  the  male,  six  months  on 
the  female  side. 

New  buildings.  We  regret  to  find  that  the  progress  of  the  new  buildings  has  been 
considerably  delayed  in  consequence  of  the  failure  of  the  contractor 
in  October  last,  but  fresh  contracts  were  entered  into  some  time  ago, 
and  the  works  are  now  being  carried  on  satisfactorily.  The  dining- 
hall,  which  will  accommodate  about  750  patients,  is  nearly  finished, 
and  will  shortly  be  brought  into  use,  but  the  new  block  in  course  of 
construction  is  not  likely  to  be  completed  before  the  end  of  the 
year.  As  far  as  we  can  ascertain,  the  suggestions  made  by  our 
Colleagues  at  the  last  visit,  as  to  the  great  desirability  of  carrying 
out  the  whole  of  the  original  plan  of  the  new  buildings,  has  not 
been  favourably  entertained.  We  desire  again  to  press  this  matter 
upon  the  visitors’  consideration,  because  we  feel  convinced  that  the 
works  will  be  completed  at  a  much  less  cost  while  the  plant  is  on 
the  premises,  and  because  great  disturbance  and  inconvenience 
must  arise  if  the  building  operations  are  protracted. 

We  had  no  complaints  from  any  patient  of  harsh  treatment  by  the 
attendants,  and  we  are  glad  to  record  again  our  opinion  of  the 
creditable  state  of  the  asylum  under  existing  circumstances,  also  of 
the  skill  and  kindness  with  which  the  patients  are  treated.

In  the  course  of  our  official  visit  to  this  asylum,  we  have  person¬ 
ally  examined  all  the  patients  and  inspected  the  wards,  offices,  and 
workshops.  The  building  now  contains  346  patients,  of  whom  145 
men  and  182  women  are  paupers,  and  12  men  and  7  women  are  of 
the  private  class.  The  paupers  are  chargeable  as  follows  :  —

c  n^  ^ese  numbers  the  women’s  wards  are  quite  full,  indeed  too 
ull,  but  there  are  still  vacant  beds  for  15  men. 
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During  our  passage  through  the  various  wards,  the  patients  were  APPendlx  (c0 
very  orderly  and  free  from  maniacal  excitement,  and  their  conduct  Hereford 
in  the  dining-hall,  where  we  saw  about  100  of  each  sex  assembled,  Asylum, 
was  equally  satisfactory.  The  food  to-day  consisted  of  mutton  and  Dining 
beef,  with  bread  and  potatoes ;  it  was  of  good  quality,  properly  arrangements. 

cooked,  and  neatly  served.  We  had  no  reasonable  complaints 
regarding  the  deficiency  of  the  dietary,  in  which  no  alteration  has 
recently  been  made. 

In  most  respects  the  arrangement  and  management  of  the  asylum 
is  as  described  in  former  reports,  and  the  inspections  by  members  of 
the  Committee  of  Visitors  continue  to  be  very  frequent.  Divine  Divine  Service. 
Service  is  performed  as  usual,  the  chaplain  reading  morning  prayers 
on  three  days  in  the  week,  and  giving  two  full  services  on  Sunday. 

At  these  the  average  attendance  amounts  to  120  from  the  male  and 
130  from  the  female  division. 

With  reference  to  the  numbers  usefully  employed  we  have  occupations, 
obtained  a  return  giving  105  men,  and  139  women  as  regularly 
occupied;  of  the  men,  39  work  on  the  land,  11  hair-picking,  and 
31  in  the  wards,  24  in  the  shops,  &c.  Sixty-eight  women  employ 
themselves  in  needlework;  13  go  to  the  kitchen,  17  work  in  the 
laundry,  and  39  assist  in  the  wards. 

There  are,  as  usual,  associated  amusements  in  the  hall,  given  twice  Amusements, 
a  week,  the  numbers  reported  to  have  been  present  last  week  having 
been  1 13  of  the  male  and  85  of  the  female  sex. 

We  have  a  good  report  to  make  of  the  condition  of  the  wards,  clothing, 
which  were  clean  and  properly  ventilated,  the  bedding  also  was  of 
good  quality  and  well  attended  to.  The  patients’  clothing  was 
satisfactory ;  a  proportion  of  them  have  Sunday  suits,  and  it  is  in¬ 
tended  that  all  shall  be  thus  provided. 

Since  our  Colleagues  were  here  a  year  ago,  60  male  and  41  female 
patients  of  the  pauper  class  have  been  admitted,  besides  7  private 
cases,  all  men. 

The  discharges  in  the  same  interval  amount  to  32  from  the  Admissions, 
male  and  30  from  the  female  side,  of  whom  altogether  32  were  discharges, 
recovered.  and  deatl13- 

The  mortality  continues  to  be  very  low,  there  having  been  not 
more  than  15  deaths  in  the  male  and  9  in  the  female  wards.  There 
has  not  been  any  accidental  death,  but  one  woman  was  found  dead  inquest, 
in  bed  from  disease  of  the  heart,  and  this  was  the  only  case  in  which 
an  inquest  was  held. 

The  assigned  causes  of  death,  verified  in  21  cases  by  post-mortem  Post-mortem 
examination,  were  as  follows,  viz. : —  examinations.

Besides 
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Appendix  (C.)  Besides  the  fatal  case  of  enteric  fever,  another  occurred  in  the 
male  wards,  from  which  the  patient  recovered.  Dr.  Chapman  is 
of  opinion  that  leakage  from  the  soil-pipes  of  the  water-closets  in 
the  infirmary  and  in  No.  1  Ward  was  the  probable  cause  of  the 
disorder ;  and  steps  will  at  once  be  taken  to  remedy  this  defect  by 
carrying  the  soil-pipes  into  the  drains  outside  the  building. 

The  occurrence  of  an  outbreak  of  erysipelas  two  years  since, 
arising  probably  from  the  same  imperfect  sanitary  arrangements, 
points  to  the  great  importance  of  at  once  carrying  out  this  alteration 
in  all  the  wards  of  both  divisions,  and  at  the  same  time  securing  the 
effective  ventilation  of  all  the  drains  by  carrying  larger  pipes  than 
those  now  fixed  above  the  roof  of  the  building. 

We  are  glad  to  find  that  arrangements  for  the  extinction  of  fire 
are  in  progress. 

A  good  deal  has  been  accomplished  as  regards  the  planting  and 
laying  out  of  the  estate,  and  two  new  cottages  have  been  built. 

Internal  improvements  have  been  effective  by  the  painting  and 
decoration  of  the  walls,  and  curtains,  valances,  and  ornaments,  have 
been  supplied. 

There  is  still  room  for  considerable  additions  to  the  stock  of 
books,  illustrated  and  other  periodicals,  and  also  games  of  various 
kinds. 

Tell-tale  clocks  have  been  ordered  to  check  the  night  attendants, 
and  we  hope  some  means  may  yet  be  found  of  providing  a  limited 
number  of  single  rooms  in  connection  with  the  special  ward  for 
epileptics,  and  so  as  to  be  regularly  and  continuously  within  the 
observation  of  the  night  attendants. 

We  find  no  record  of  any  instance  of  mechanical  restraint  during 
the  past  year,  and  seclusion  has  been  resorted  to  in  the  cases  of  3 
females  only,  each  secluded  on  one  occasion  and  for  periods  of 
three  hours,  20  minutes,  and  5  minutes  respectively.  The  practice 
of  keeping  patients  in  bed  on  account  of  excitement  and  violent  pro¬ 
pensities,  seems,  we  are  glad  to  say,  to  be  less  frequently  resorted  to. 

The  woman,  whose  case  was  specially  alluded  to  in  the  last 
Report,  was  to-day  walking  about,  and  behaved  fairly  well.  To¬ 
day  we  found  only  4  men  and  10  women  in  bed,  and  all  on  account 
of  bodily  illness. 

Altogether  13  patients  are  entered  as  being  under  medical  treat¬ 
ment. 

The  staff1  remains  as  before,  except  that  two  attendants  have  been 
added  on  the  male  side.  There  have  been  but  few  changes,  and  we 
had  no  complaints  of  harsh  treatment  from  any  of  the  patients. 

This  absence  of  complaint  is  very  satisfactory,  and  the  low  death- 
rate  affords  the  best  proof  that  the  patients  are  under  skilful  medical 
treatmen  t.

The  number  on  the  books  has  risen  from  1,152,  on  the  1st  May  Statistics. 
1876,  to  1,197  at  the  present  date  ;  these  patients  comprise  513  men 
and  684  women.  Two  only,  both  women,  are  away  on  trial ;  every 
other  individual  has  been  pointed  out  to  us  during  our  inspection, 
and  each  has  had  full  opportunity  of  speaking  to  us ;  with  a  large 
number  we  have  exchanged  a  tew  words,  listening  to  all  complaints, 
but  we  are  glad  to  say  none  charged  the  attendants  with  misconduct 
except  a  man  whose  statements  were  such  as  could  only  have 
emanated  from  insanity,  and  were  satisfactorily  contradicted  by  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  best  sort.  There  are  now  64  patients  here  from  Maid- 
stone  borough,  and  23  chargeable  to  Rochester ;  6  private  patients 
and  3  out-county  cases.  All  the  rest  on  the  books,  except  34  on 
the  county  rate,  are  chargeable  to  unions  in  W est  Kent,  who  have 
the  paramount  right  of  admission  here.  The  weekly  charge  tor 
maintenance  to  non- contributing  boroughs  and  out-county  cases  is 
14^. ;  the  other  paupers  are  received  tor  10  s.  6d.  per  head  weekly.

One  criminal  patient  escaped,  and  has  not  been  recaptured;  he 
was  on  the  eve  of  discharge  hence  on  account  of  recovery.  The 
causes  ot  death  appear  to  have  been,  with  a  single  exception,  natural, 

29  deaths  being  attributed  to  general  paralysis,  25  to  epilepsy,  56  to 
other  forms  of  brain  disease,  57  to  lung  and  heart  disease ;  the 
balance  to  other  ordinary  maladies. 

The  post-mortem  examinations  have  been  177.  The  exceptional 
cause  of  death  referred  to  was  the  suicide  of  a  female  patient  by 
hanging  herself  during  the  night  in  a  single  room  with  her  night¬ 
dress  within  a  fortnight  of  her  admission.  Although  described  in 
the  statement  annexed  to  the  order  of  admission  as  suicidal,  she  had 
previously  shown  no  disposition  of  that  kind  in  the  asylum,  and  Dr. 

Davies  had  not  believed  that  she  was  inclined  to  injure  herself.  The 
coroner’s  jury  exculpated  the  asylum  authorities,  but  the  matter 
having  been  duly  reported  to  the  Commissioners,  some  corre¬ 
spondence  passed  upon  the  subject  between  our  office  and  the  medical 
superintendent. 

The  mortality  in  ihe  asylum  has  not  been  above  the  average — General  health, 
about  10  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  daily  number  of  patients  re¬ 
sident.  The  general  health  is  good,  but  3  male  patients  and  2 
female  attendants  are  in  the  detached  hospital  for  scarlet  fever  taken 
0.(89.  in 
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in  a  mild  form.  The  fever  seems  to  be  prevalent  about  Maidstone; 
Dr.  Davies  does  not  trace  it  to  any  local  preventive  cause.  The 
idiot  boys  usually  occupying  the  hospital  are  temporarily  accom¬ 
modated  in  No.  12  Ward  under  the  charge,  as  heretofore,  of  a  mar¬ 
ried  couple.  There  have  been  three  fractures  of  limbs,  two  in  the 
cases  of  women,  one  in  the  case  of  a  man,  all  reported  to  have  been 
purely  accidental. 

An  inquest  was  held  on  the  suicide,  and  in  two  other  instances  of 
natural  death. 

The  epileptic  females  are  84  ;  the  males  suffering  from  fits  are  62 ; 
31  men  and  6  women  are  general  paralytics  ;  12  male  and  26  female 
patients  are  last  registered  as  taking  medicine  ;  we  found  but  5  men 
and  13  women  in  bed;  few,  however,  bedridden. 

*  The  patients  about  the  wards  were  generally  clean,  and  fairly  well 
attended  to  in  the  matter  of  dress,  but  there  is  room  for  improve¬ 
ment,  we  think,  on  this  head  in  both  divisions.  No  Sunday  suits 
have  yet  been  provided  on  the  male  side,  and  the  men  have  still  but 
one  shirt  weekly,  which  they  wear  day  and  night.  The  new 
machinery  in  the  laundry  would,  we  had  hoped,  have  provided  a 
more  frequent  change  of  linen.  The  men’s  underclothing  and  the 
women’s  dresses  are  made  in  the  asylum;  the  cloth  jackets,  waistcoats, 
and  trousers  for  the  male  division  are  purchased.  In  the  shoe¬ 
maker’s  shop  here  are  made  the  women’s  shoes  and  the  men’s  slip¬ 
pers  ;  the  hobnailed  boots  of  the  men  are  bought. 

We  saw  a  large  number  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes  at  dinner 
yesterday  and  to-day ;  meat  was  provided  on  both  occasions,  with 
beer  and  vegetables.  The  only  change  in  the  dietary  since  the 
Commissioners’  last  visit  appears  to  have  been  the  substitution  of 
oatmeal  porridge  with  milk,  for  cocoa  at  breakfast,  and  of  tea  for 
beer  at  the  men’s  evening  meal. 

As  to  the  conduct  of  the  patients  under  inspection,  we  can  report 
well,  though  there  were  a  few  noisy  outbreaks  among  the  women. 

Three  ladies,  styled  assistant  matrons,  now  do  duty  in  the  female 
division,  and,  as  far  as  we  could  judge,  their  presence  will  be  very 
beneficial ;  they  seem  already  to  have  exercised  a  good  influence 
over  the  attendants,  and  to  be  also  popular  among  the  patients  whom 
they  overlook.  One  lady.  Miss  Hewett,  is  in  the  old  building;  the 
others,  Miss  Sherer  and  Miss  Fernandez,  divide  between  them  the 
new  building.  We  wish  all  success  to  this  experiment. 

The  recommendations  made  at  the  last  visit  for  the  continuous 
night  supervision  of  the  epileptics  have  received  attention.  The 
worst  of  the  male  cases,  59,  are  brought  together  at  night  in  No.  14 
dormitory  and  nine  single  rooms  contiguous.  The  women  liable  to 
fits  sleep  in  No.  11,  which  has  a  37-bedded  dormitory,  two  four- 
bedded  rooms,  and  seven  single  rooms,  one  of  which  is  padded. 
There  is  at  present  no  padded  room  for  the  male  epileptics,  which 
seems  to  be  a  defect.  An  attendant  sits  up  through  the  night  with 
the  epileptics  of  each  sex,  and  the  general  night  attendant  also  visits 
their  dormitories  hourly.  There  are  no  slits  in  the  panels  of  the 
single  rooms  occupied  by  the  epileptics  so  brought  together,  but  the 
doors  are  left  wide  open,  as  Dr.  Davies  prefers  that  course ;  these 
dormitories  and  single  rooms  are  dimly  lighted  by  gas  burners  at 

intervals 
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intervals  of  space.  The  men  suicidally  disposed,  if  bad  cases,  are  Appendix  (c.) 
placed  with  the  male  epileptics.  For  the  women  dangerous  to  them-  — - - 

selves  a  special  dormitory,  giving  14  beds,  is  set  apart  in  the  present  (Be”rmin^  ums* 
infirmary,  No.  14  in  the  new  building,  and  a  special  night  attendant  Heath.) 
sits  up  among  them. 

Diligence  on  the  part  of  the  night  attendants,  and  rapid  commu-  Electrical 
nication  between  the  residence  of  the  medical  superintendent  and  apparatus, 
the  wards  have  been  promoted  by  electric  arrangements.  At  a 
considerable  cost  Spagnoletti’s  mechanism,  already  in  use  at  Han- 
well  Asylum,  has  been  introduced  here,  and  works  admirably ; 
there  are  10  stations  in  each  division  of  the  old  building,  22  in  the 
new,  and  1 1  in  the  additional  building. 

The  wards  were  everywhere  quite  clean,  and  the  bedding  was  State  of  wards ; 
good  and  in  perfect  order.  The  dormitories  in  the  additional  build- 
ing  are  being  thrown  together  according  to  the  plans  which  passed  building,  &c. 
our  office.  The  additions  proposed  in  No.  13  Male  Ward  have  been 
abandoned,  and'  we  think  very  wisely.  Dr.  Davies  suggests,  and 
we  highly  approve,  of  the  pulling  down  of  that  block,  and  extending 
the  asylum  from  No.  5  upon  its  site  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
more  turbulent  men ;  this  extension  to  be  one-storied  only ;  the 
plans  must  of  course  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  No.  13 
detached  block  for  females  is  not  now  occupied,  and  is  not  fit  for 
occupation.  It  should  likewise  be  pulled  down,  and  its  site  should 
be  added  to  the  next  airing-court.  While  on  the  subject  of  pulling 
down  buildings,  we  would  remark  that  as  the  cottage  between  the 
hospital  and  main  building  is  also  empty,  that  too  might  properly  be 
abolished,  being  in  an  inconvenient  position  as  regards  its  pro¬ 
pinquity  to  the  hospital,  and  otherwise. 

The  great  defects  of  the  asylum  are  now  its  prison-like  windows,  Defects  in 
and  the  ill-ventilated  water-closets;  these  will,  we  hope,  be  gradually  ^ 

abolished  for  others  of  better  construction  ;  doubtless  this  work  will  andneedtf  an 
involve  a  large  expenditure,  but  the  cost  might  be  spread  over  some  infirmary  for 
time.  Another  very  desirable  work  is  the  provision  of,  at  least,  a  the  women* 
proper  female  infirmary.  It  seems  that  to  carry  out  the  recom¬ 
mendations  made  last  year  by  the  members  of  our  Board  who  then 
inspected  this  asylum,  too  great  an  outlay  would  be  necessary ; 
assuming  that  to  be  so,  then  we  urge  the  widening  of  No.  3  Female 
Ward  towards  the  south,  and  adding  to  it  a  piece  of  ground  on  the 
west  for  its  special  airing-court. 

The  suggestion  made  last  year  for  the  supply  of  water  to  ex-  Fire  extinction, 
iinguish  fire  breaking  out  in  the  new  building  has  been  responded  to 
by  providing  catch-pits,  and  bringing  water  practically  so  near  that 
an  excellent  engine  worked  by  a  few  men  could  throw  a  stream  of 

(JD  v 

water  over  the  roof;  we  understand  that  the  engine  is  frequently 
worked,  and  although  it  is  not  so  perfect  an  arrangement  as  we  could 
wish,  it  may  probably  be  sufficient  for  an  emergency. 

By  distributing  the  bathing  days  over  the  week,  the  insufficient 
supply  of  hot  water  for  bathing  purposes  is  also  met. 

Among  the  minor  improvements  we  may  notice  the  placing  of  Pther

If  the  finances  will  permit  we  would  also  advocate  some  decoration 
of  the  recreation-hall,  which  greatly  needs  enlivenment  by  colour. 
An  associated  entertainment  is  held  there  every  Tuesday  night  from 
6.30  p.m.  to  9  p.m.  for  music  and  indoor  games  of  various  kinds ; 
and  on  every  Thursday  night  a  dance  is  given  in  that  hall ;  concerts 
and  theatrical  performances  take  place  occasionally,  and  annually 
there  are  three  “  grand  ”  balls.  There  is  now  an  attendants’  brass 
band  with  14  players. 

The  day  attendants  in  the  male  division  are  (exclusive  of  the  head 
attendants)  5  7 ;  on  the  women’s  side  there  are  during  the  day  64 
ordinary  attendants,  and  at  night,  among  the  men,  4,  among  the 
women  8,  are  on  duty. 

Seventy-nine  males  work  on  the  land,  36  at  various  trades,  30  pick 
hair,  78  do  household  work,  and  altogether  employment  is  found  for 
215  men.  In  the  laundry  30  women,  and  in  other  ways  342  women 
make  themselves  useful,  or  at  least  occupy  themselves  in  a  reason¬ 
able  manner. 

The  attendance  at  chapel  on  Sundays  is  somewhat  low,  being  215 
men  and  212  women  last  Sunday;  there  is  an  average  congregation 
of  192,  or  thereabouts,  on  weekdays.  The  chaplain  may  perhaps 
find  it  possible  to  give  a  short  service  in  the  wTards  best  adapted  for 
assembling  the  infirm  of  each  sex  once  a  week. 

As  to  walking  exercise,  Dr.  Davies  tells  us  that  the  patients  not 
physically  disabled  take  walks  beyond  the  asylum  grounds  regu¬ 
larly,  and  that  there  are  none  able  to  walk  who  are  confined  to  the 
airing-courts. 

According  to  the  returns  made  to  us,  restraint  has  been  limited  to 
the  cases  of  1  man  and  3  women,  the  former  for  48  hours  for  surgical 
reasons,  the  latter  for  189,  221,  and  12  hours  respectively,  two  of 
them  for  surgical  reasons,  the  third  to  prevent  her  from  picking  her 
face.  Seclusion  has  been  chiefly  resorted  to  for  treatment  in  the 
blue  and  red  rooms;  a  few  cases  only  for  violence;  5  men  were 
secluded,  altogether  for  81  hours,  on  10  occasions;  the  number  of 
women  secluded  were  118  on  415  occasions  for  an  aggregate  of 
2,146  hours;  the  average  duration  of  seclusion  of  the  men  was 
eight  hours,  that  of  the  women  was  five  hours,  or  thereabouts. 

We  have  now  touched  upon  all  the  topics  to  which  the  attention 
of  members  of  our  Board  is  generally  given,  and  have  only  to  add 
that  there  has  been  no  other  change  in  the  medical  staff  of  the  asy¬ 
lum  beyond  that  represented  by  the  succession  of  Mr.  Edgar 
Thurston  as  junior  assistant  medical  officer,  in  the  place  of  Mr. 
Bowen  Hogg,  who  resigned,  it  seems,  on  the  ground  of  ill  health.

2  June  1877.  Statistics. 

In  the  course  of  yesterday  and  to-day  we  have  seen  all  the  patients 
whose  names  are  on  the  books.,  with  the  exception  of  one  man,  who 
is  absent  on  leave. 

They  number  514  persons,  of  whom  203  are  men  and  311  women. 

Of  these  390  are  chargeable  to  unions  and  parishes  in  Kent  and  to 
the  county  of  Kent,  122  to  non-contributing  boroughs  in  Kent,  and 
2  to  out-counties.  The  two  latter  classes  pay  14  s.  a  week.  The 
rate  for  the  former  class  has  now  been  raised  from  10  s.  6  d.  to 
12^.  6  d.  a  week.  There  are  200  beds  vacant  in  the  male  and  118 
in  the  female  division.

Twenty-three  recoveries  are  reported. 

Post-mortem  examinations  are  made  in  all  cases  where  objection  Post-mortem 
is  not  taken  to  them  by  the  relatives  or  friends,  and  1 1  have  been  examinations, 
made  in  the  above  interval. 

The  mortality  has  not  been  high,  and  but  little  over  7  per  cent, 
per  annum  on  the  average  daily  number  resident.  The  deaths,  with 
one  exception,  were  due  to  natural  and  ordinary  causes. 

The  exception  was  that  of  an  elderly  man  who  fell  accidentally  Inquest, 
down  a  flight  of  six  steps  leading  from  the  corridor  into  his  ward, 
and  sustained  injuries  from  which  he  died  on  the  following  day. 

Full  particulars  were  at  the  time  sent  to  our  Board,  and  a  coroner’s 
inquest  was  held  in  this,  but  in  no  other  case.  The  health  is  at- 
present  fairly  good.  We  only  found  4  men  and  7  women  in  bed, 
and  last  week  the  numbers  under  medical  treatment  were  11  in  the 
male  and  21  in  the  female  division. 

No  restraint  has  been  employed,  and  the  records  of  seclusion  show  Restraint  and 
that  5  men  have  been  secluded  on  nine,  and  nine  women  on  16  occa-  seclusion, 
sions,  for  a  total  number  of  57  hours  as  regards  the  men,  and  of  33 
as  regards  the  women. 

The  wards  and  the  dormitories  were  clean  and  properly  ventilated, 
and  the  bedding  seemed  to  be  throughout  carefully  attended  to. 

The  means  of  ordinary  amusements,  such  as  games,  books,  and  Amusements, 
newspapers,  are  still  deficient,  but  we  trust  that  these  will  be  sup¬ 
plied  without  much  delay,  and  we  were  glad  to  hear  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  had  granted  15  /.  for  the  purpose  last  year. 

Some  of  the  patients  in  the  Female  Ward,  No.  2,  were  not  in  a  Clothing,  &c. 
satisfactory  state  as  regards  personal  cleanliness  and  tidiness  of  dress. 

They  are,  no  doubt,  a  troublesome  and  dirty  class,  but  we  think  a 
0,89.  better 
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Appendix  (C.)  better  condition  might  be  secured  by  very  careful  attention  on  the 
part  of  the  attendants.  The  women  have  not  yet  left  off  their  winter 
dresses,  owing  to  the  coldness  of  the  weather  and  the  bleak  position 
of  the  asylum;  but  we  understand  that  there  is  a  good  stock  of 
print  dresses  in  store  for  summer.  No  alteration  has  been  made  in 
the  men’s  dress,  and  the  clothes  they  now  have  are  said  to  wear  better 
than  cord  or  other  washing  material.  We  think,  however,  that  those 
who  work  should  be  given  a  change  for  Sundays,  and  that  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  bathing  more  than  one  in  the  same  water  (as  is  now  occa¬ 
sionally  done)  should  be  altogether  discontinued. 

The  behaviour  of  the  patients  in  both  divisions  was  good,  and 
there  was  entire  order  and  quiet  during  the  dinner  in  the  hall,  at 
which  160  men  and  210  women  were  present.  The  dinner  yesterday 
was  of  boiled  fish,  with  potatoes,  bread,  and  beer ;  but  it  did  not 
seem  to  give  general  satisfaction.  This,  we  think,  may  be  partly 
accounted  for  by  its  having  been  rather  overcooked,  and  served  without 
sauce  of  any  kind.  The  dinner  to-day  was  of  soup,  with  bread, 
cheese,  and  beer,  and  appeared  to  be  of  good  quality. 

The  epileptics  are  at  present  27  males  and  38  females.  We  are 
glad  to  report  that  these  are  now  brought  together  at  night,  and 
placed  with  a  certain  number  of  suicidal  patients  in  a  dormitory  and  two 
contiguous  single  rooms  in  each  division.  They  are  under  continuous 
supervision  by  a  special  night  attendant  of  each  sex  having  no  other 
duty.  In  order  to  test  the  wakefulness  of  these  attendants,  we 
recommend  that  each  be  provided  with  a  tell-tale  clock,  to  be  used 
half-hourly  on  two  recording  stations.  There  are  besides  these, 
one  ordinary  night  attendant  on  the  male  side  and  two  on  the 
female. 

Not  including  one  head  attendant  for  each  division,  the  staff  of 
day  attendants  is  at  present  26  for  each  sex.  The  number  is  nume¬ 
rically  adequate,  and  both  classes  appeared  to  be  generally  respec¬ 
table  and  intelligent.  We  were  glad  to  observe  that  the  wives  of 
two  of  the  male  attendants  act  as  nurses  in  a  ward  occupied  by  old 
men  and  idiot  boys.  We  also  have  found  the  plan  of  employing 
married  attendants  in  male  hospital  or  infirmary  wards  to  work 
well,  and  we  recommend  it  as  a  part  of  the  ultimate  organisation  here. 

The  wages  of  the  men  commence  at  26  1.  and  advance  with  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  charge  and  length  of  service  to  40  l.  a  year,  with 
uniform.  The  women  begin  at  15  /.,  and  advance  in  like  manner  to 
21  L,  with  two  dresses  annually. 

In  Male  Ward,  No.  2,  a  man  complained  to  us  of  having  been 
struck  yesterday  morning  on  the  head  with  his  boot  by  one  of  the 
attendants.  He  had  a  wound  on  the  top  of  the  head,  and  he  ad¬ 
mitted  that  when  the  attendant  had  requested  him  to  move,  in  order 
that  the  ward  cleaning  might  be  proceeded  with,  a  scuffle  had  taken 
place,  and  that  he  had  thrown  his  boot  at  him.  The  attendant 
stated  that  he  had  put  out  his  hand  to  protect  himself,  causing  the 
boot  to  fall  back  on  the  patient’s  head,  and  so  inflicting  the  wound. 
No  other  person  seems  actually  to  have  seen  what  occurred  except 
another  attendant,  who  confirmed  his  fellow  servant’s  account.  The 
patient  himself  could  not  be  relied  on  with  safety,  but  we  made 
such  inquiry  as  we  were  able,  and  Dr.  Spencer  has  made  a  further 
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one  to»day.  We  are  not  satisfied  with  the  explanation  given,  as  we  Appendix  (C.) 
think  it  is  difficult  for  the  wound  to  have  been  caused  in  the  manner  Kent  Ag  .lumg 
stated  by  the  attendant,  and  wc  consider  that  his  conduct  should  be  (Jhartbam.)18* 
for  some  time  carefully  watched. 

The  attendance  at  Divine  Service  on  Sunday  last  was,  of  the  men  Divine  Service. 
140,  and  of  the  women  169. 

Weekly  associated  dances,  varied  by  other  entertainments,  are  given,  Entertain- 
and  at  these  the  average  attendance  is  about  140  men  and  130  women,  menu,  &c. 

Only  a  limited  number,  not  exceeding  30  men  and  60  women,  walk  country  walks 
out  beyond  the  airing  grounds.  Some  of  the  men  are  cricketers,  and  cricket, 
and  a  ground  is  being  prepared  for  them.  Till  this  is  done,  they 
are  allowed  to  practice  in  the  park  of  one  of  the  Visitors. 

The  total  number  of  men  employed  is  111.  These  include  45  men  Occupitions. 
on  the  land,  6  as  shoemakers,  3  as  tailors,  13  in  the  kitchen  and 
offices,  and  others  about  the  wards.  Of  the  women,  18  are  in  the 
laundry,  86  do  needlework,  and  80  are  ward  cleaners. 

We  are  glad  to  state  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  committee 
they  resolved  to  allow  some  of  the  quiet,  and  harmless,  and  con¬ 
valescent  patients  to  go  occasionally  to  the  seaside  for  the  day 
during  the  summer  months. 

The  further  ornamentation  of  some  of  the  wards  has  been  pro-  Wards 
ceeded  with,  and  a  pleasing  feature  is  the  introduction,  by  the  libe-  ornamented, 
rality  of  one  of  the  Visitors,  of  cases  of  stuffed  birds  and  insects. 

This  work  must,  no  doubt,  be  done  by  degrees,  but  we  feel  sure  that 
it  will  make  steady  progress. 

The  various  works  referred  to  by  our  colleagues  at  the  last  visit  New  works,  &c. 
as  in  course  of  being  executed,  are  finished.  The  remaining  airing- 
courts  have  been  laid  out  and  planted,  a  quantity  of  land  to  the 
north  has  been  enclosed  for  sheep  pasture,  and  works  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  softening  the  water  on  the  “  Porter-CIark  ”  system  are  in 
course  of  construction.  We  visited  all  the  workshops  and  offices. 

These  appear  to  be  generally  upon  a  good  scale  and  well  arranged. 

The  rooms  now  used  as  carpenters’  and  painters’  shops  are,  however, 
not  convenient  in  position,  though  they  would  be  suitable  for  the 
engineer’s  office  and  stores,  which  are  not  yet  provided.  We  have 
to-day  pointed  out  to  Dr.  Spencer  where  at  a  comparatively  mode¬ 
rate  cost  carpenter’s  and  painter’s  shops,  with  small  timber  yard, 
could  readily  be  added.  Among  matters  still  requiring  attention, 
we  may  mention  the  boxing  off*,  or  otherwise  rendering  secure 
against  accidents  to  patients,  of  the  wheels  of  the  steam  mangles  and 
washing  machines  in  the  laundry. 

There  are  hydrants  on  the  various  floors  inside  the  asylum,  but  Hydrants, 
we  learn  that  the  pressure  from  the  tank  in  the  tower  is  not  suffi¬ 
cient  to  throw  water  by  hose  from  the  external  hydrants  over  the 
roof  of  all  the  buildings.  We  recommend  for  consideration  an  ar¬ 
rangement  by  which  the  steam-pump  may  be  directly  utilised  for  the 
latter  purpose. 

We  have,  in  conclusion,  much  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  pro¬ 
gress  which  has  been  made  in  the  organisation  of  the  asylum,  and  its 
present  condition,  are  very  creditable  to  those  responsible  for  its 
management  and  supeiintenderce. 
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Lancashire  Asylums.— 1.  Lancaster  Moor. 

8  and  9  March  1877. 

During  the  two  days  which  we  have  devoted  to  the  inspection  ol 
this  asylum,  we  have  personally  examined  all  the  patients  except 
one  man,  who  is  away  on  leave. 

The  present  number  on  the  books  is  1,008,  of  whom  534  are  men, 
and  474  women,  a  reduction  since  the  last  visit  of  7  in  the  male,  and 
18  in  the  female  division. 

This  diminution  of  numbers  has  had  but  little  effect  on  the 
crowding,  to  which  allusion  was  made  in  the  preceding  Deport,  and 
in  the  women’s  wards  in  the  old  building  some  remedy  is  still 
urgently  needed. 

In  No.  3  Ward,  in  this  division,  a  former  day-room  is  now  used 
as  a  dormitory,  and  the  patients  who  previously  occupied  it  are 
principally  crowded  into  No.  11  Day-room.  There  are  also  9  single 
rooms  on  the  same  side,  in  which  two  beds  are  now  placed  instead 
of  one.  The  over  crowding,  especially  on  the  women’s  side,  is 
admitted,  and  the  question  how  best  to  provide  additional  accommo¬ 
dation  has,  we  believe,  been  under  the  consideration  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Visitors. 

The  provision  of  suitable  wards  for  suicidal  and  epileptic  cases 
has  also  engaged  their  attention.  During  our  examination  of  the 
premises  to-day,  it  has  occurred  to  us  that,  so  far  as  regards  the 
female  side,  the  necessary  accommodation  might  be  obtained  by 
adding  to  the  women’s  hospital  rooms  somewhat  similar  to  those  in 
the  male  division, but  larger,  so  as  to  receive  from  50  to  60  patients; 
and  properly  arranged  to  secure  the  continuous  supervision  of 
epileptic  and  suicidal  cases  during  the  night. 

For  the  same  class  of  men  the  best  means  of  securing  this  object 
would  probably  be  by  adapting  a  large  portion  of  the  “  new  build¬ 
ing  ”  to  this  purpose.  W7 e  offer  the  latter  suggestion  in  the  belief 
that  the  plan  decided  upon  in  1872  for  adapting  No.  12  Ward  on 
the  male  side  has  been  given  up,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  satisfac¬ 
torily  providing  the  requisite  day-room  space.  The  necessity  for 
some  early  decision  on  this  subject  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  the 
present  year  two  men  who  were  epileptics  were  suffocated  during 
the  night,  no  attendant  being  present.  One  other  casualty  has 
occurred,  viz.,  that  of  a  woman  to  whom  an  overdose  of  chloral, 
digitalis  and  antimony  was  inadvertently  administered.  In  each  of 
these  cases  inquests  were  held,  and  as  they  also  formed  the  subject 
of  correspondence  with  our  Board,  they  need  no  further  mention  on 
this  occasion. 

The  general  mortality  since  the  last  visit  has  been  very  low, 
haying  barely  exceeded  the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the 
daily  average  number  resident. 

The  following  are  the  assigned  causes  of  death,  but  post-mortem 
examinations  were  made  in  35  cases  only:- — -

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The  numbers  under  medical  treatment  last  week  were  53  men 
and  69  women. 

The  present  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum  is  satisfactory,  but  Typhoid  and 
during  the  past  year  typhoid  fever  appeared  in  the  months  of  scarlet  fever. 
August  and  September,  when  two  patients  and  three  servants  were 
attacked;  two  of  the  latter  died,  and,  on  investigation,  it  appeared 
that  the  fever  was  due  to  defective  drains  near  the  kitchen  dormi¬ 
tory.  These  have  since  been  put  in  good  order,  and  the  better  ex¬ 
ternal  ventilation  of  the  drains  generally  has  been  attended  to. 

In  the  month  of  October  a  laundry-maid  and  kitchen-maid,  and 
one  patient,  were  attacked  with  scarlet  fever;  none  of  the  cases 
were  fatal,  and  the  disease,  the  cause  of  which  could  not  be  dis¬ 
covered,  spread  no  further. 

As  regards  other  changes  among  the  patients,  we  find  that  131  statistics, 
men  and  94  women  have  been  admitted,  and  106  men  and  86 
women  have  been  discharged,  of  whom  117  in  almost  equal  propor¬ 
tions  of  the  sexes  had  recovered.  Of  the  remaining  patients  dis¬ 
charged,  60  were  chronic  cases,  and  were  removed  to  workhouses. 

Further  relief  of  this  nature  might  no  doubt  be  obtained,  were 
there  sufficient  accommodation  in  connection  with  the  various  work- 
house  infirmaries.  W e  noticed  to-day  a  considerable  number  who 
mio-ht  be  thus  dealt  with.  Dr,  Cassidy  has  furnished  us  with  the 
names  of  26  men,  ail  belonging  to  the  parish  of  Liverpool,  who,  in 
his  opinion,  are  fit  for  removal  to  workhouse  wards. 

The  present  weekly  charge  is  only  7  5.  7  d. 

The  staff'  of  attendants  for  day  remains  about  the  same,  and 
seems  to  be  sufficient  in  number,  but  for  proper  care  of  the  patients 
during*  the  night  we  think  that  three  men  and  two  women  are  not 

o  O 

enough. 

We  have  examined  the  various  books.  In  the  medical  journal  Restraint  and 
there  is  no  entry  of  any  case  of  restraint,  but  seclusion  seems  to  seclusion, 
be  largely  employed.  The  names  of  86  men  and  63  women  appear 
under  this  head;  the  former  having  been  secluded  on  311  days,  or 

O.89.  T  2  portions 
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portions  of  days,  and  the  latter  on  161  days  or  portions  of  clays; 
the  total  duration  of  seclusion  for  both  sexes  having  been  5,677 
hours.  This  includes  the  seclusion  of  one  woman  for  five  weeks 
during  an  attack  of  scarlet  fever.  The  cases  of  bruises  and  black 
eyes,  which  appear  to  be  very  carefully  recorded  in  the  medical 
journal,  are  unusually  numerous,  and  we  ourselves  noticed  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  such  injuries  during  our  visit.  It  is  impossible 
to  avoid  connecting  to  some  extent  the  existence  of  these  injuries 
with  the  want  of  day-room  space,  and  the  irritation  engendered  by 
overcrowding. 

As  on  former  occasions  the  condition  of  the  wards,  the  bedding, 
and  the  clothing  was  very  good  and  creditable  to  the  attendants, 
and  the  ventilation  satisfactory. 

The  patients  behaved  very  well,  and  in  only  two  or  three  cases 
in  the  male  division  was  there  any  excitement.  One  man  was 
secluded.  The  nnmbers  in  bed  from  all  causes  were  9  men  and 
14  women. 

The  present  numbers  of  epileptics  are  92  males  and  63  females, 
and  of  those  affected  with  general  paralysis  there  are  27  men  and 
7  women. 


Occupations. 


Exercise. 


Regarding  the  occupations  of  the  inmates,  we  have  received  a 
return,  showing  that  225  men  and  289  women  are  regularly  and 
usefully  employed.  Of  the  former,  95  work  on  the  land,  34  at 
trades,  23  as  bakers,  brewers,  &c.,  and  113  in  the  wards.  Of  the 
women  57  are  engaged  in  the  laundry,  and  16  in  the  kitchen,  whilst 
upwards  of  200  occupy  themselves  Avith  sewing,  knitting,  &c.,  and 
assisting  in  bed-making  and  cleaning  the  wards. 

Divine  Service.  There  are  two  services  in  the  chapel  on  Sunday,  and  one  on  Wed¬ 
nesday.  No  daily  prayers  are  read.  The  Sunday  congregation  is 
about  5 14,  the  sexes  being  nearly  equal. 

The  number  going  for  exercise  beyond  the  premises  is  large, 
but  there  remains  behind  a  very  considerable  proportion  who  are 
reported  to  never  go  outside  the  bounds  of  their  airing-courts,  viz., 
240  men  and  185  women.  We  hope  it  will  be  found  possible  very 
considerably  to  diminish  this  number,  and  recommend  that  a  list 
of  those  now  kept  in  the  courts  be  made  out,  and  that  opposite 
to  each  name  should  be  given  the  reason  why  extended  exercise 
cannot  be  granted  to  that  patient.  The  extension  of  the  male 
airing-court  around  the  infirmary  is  a  great  improvement,  and  a 
further  improvement  will  shortly  be  made  by  the  removal  of  the 
division  wall.  We  have  suggested  the  planting  of  trees  here, 
wherever  possible,  and  that  something  should  be  done  to  make 
these  yards  more  cheerful,  both  sides,  by  the  introduction  of  shrubs 
and  flowers,  and  creep:* tig  plants  on  the  walls. 

There  are  dances  every  fortnight,  and  some  kind  of  associated 
amusements  are  provided  in  each  intervening  week.  About  339 
patients  are  usual  I  v  present  at  the  dances. 

Making  inquiry  as  to  the  provision  of  books  and  newspapers  we 
found  that  the  supply  ay  as  hardly  sufficient,  and  recommend  that 
the  library  be  increased,  and  that  more  papers  be  distributed.

An  examination  of  the  case-books  shows  that  the  entries  as  to 
patients  long  resident  are  still  much  in  arrear,  but  the  recent 
admissions  are  fairly  entered  up.  Arrangements  will,  it  is  to  be 
hoped,  be  made  for  writing  up  all  these  records,  and  duly  copying 
the  notes  now  kept  in  the  wards  into  the  permanent  case -books. 

Since  the  last  visit  the  institution  has,  by  his  retirement  on  a  New  medical 
superannuation  allowance,  been  deprived  of  the  long  and  faithful  superintendent 
services  of  Mr.  Broadhurst,  the  late  medical  superintendent.  He 
has  been  succeeded  by  Dr.  Cassidy,  previously  deputy-superintendent 
of  the  Broadmoor  Asylum. 


Lancashire  Asylums. — 2.  Rainhill. 

14  August  1877. 

With  the  exception  of  2  women  who  are  out  on  trial,  and  1  man  Lancashire 

who  has  escaped,  we  have  seen  the  patients  now  on  the  books  of  this  Asylums.

They  are  692  in  number,  and  included  324  men  and  368  women.  Statistics. 
Three  are  out-county  patients.  There  is  only  one  vacant  bed,  and 
that  is  in  the  female  division.  The  weekly  rate  is  9  s.  11  ch  for 
patients  from  Lancashire,  and  14  s,  for  those  from  out-counties.

Fifty-one  recoveries  are  reported,  and  in  56  instances  post-  Post-mortem 
mortem  examinations  have  been  made.  A  large  number  of  deaths  examinations. 
_ 26,  resulted  from  general  paralysis,  but  there  is  only  one  in¬ 
stance  to  which  particular  allusion  need  be  made,  and  that  is  to 
the  death  of  a  woman  who  was  found  lying  on  her  face  in  bed, 
and  who  had  died  from  suffocation  during  an  epileptic  fit.  She  had 
been  seen  asleep  by  the  night  attendants  several  times  during  the 
nio'ht,  but  had  not  been  particularly  noticed  at  her  last  visit  to  her 
about  five  o’clock. 

An  inquest,  the  only  one  there  has  been,  was  held  in  this  case,  inquest, 
and  a  verdict  of  death  from  epilepsy  was  returned,  with  a  statement 
that  no  blame  was  attached  to  any  one. 
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There  is  still  no  continuous  night  supervision  of  the  epileptics. 
There  is  one  paid  attendant,  who  goes  regular  rounds,  and  another, 
who  has  been  employed  for  some  time,  but  is  not  regarded  as  per¬ 
manently  appointed.  They  have  the  assistance  of  two  female 
paupers.  In  the  male  division,  as  stated  in  the  last  report,  there  are 
still  three  paid  attendants,  one  of  whom  sits  during  the  night  in  a 
dormitory  where  nearly  all  the  epileptics  sleep.  We  are  informed 
that  similar  arrangements  for  the  night  care  of  the  females  have 
been  delayed,  owing  to  painting  and  work  that  has  been  going  on, 
but  that  when  this  is  finished  they  will  be  placed  together,  with  a 
nurse  sitting  up  in  the  room.  We  however  desire  to  repeat  the  re¬ 
commendation  made  last  year  by  our  Colleagues,  that  tell-tale  clocks 
should  be  obtained,  as  a  check  on  the  vigilance  of  the  night 
watches. 

The  additional  rooms  for  female  attendants  have  been  finished, 
and  are  being  occupied. 

The  dress  of  the  patients  was  satisfactory  on  the  whole,  and  there 
are,  no  doubt,  very  many  with  whom  it  is  most  difficult  to  secure 
habits  of  cleanliness  and  tidiness  of  appearance.  This  is  particularly 
the  case  in  the  male  Wards  3  and  5,  where  there  was  a  number  of 
very  dirty  and  untidy  patients,  and  a  few  wearing  strong  dresses. 

The  lavatories,  in  which  the  dirty  washing  has  to  be  done,  except 
in  Nos.  16  and  17,  are  very  small,  but  we  were  glad  to  observe  that 
much-needed  repairs  and  renovation  were  being  done  in  some  of 
them.  The  bedding  throughout  was  in  very  good  order,  with  the 
exception  of  one  instance  of  neglect  in  the  female  Ward  No.  9,  but 
we  were  told  that  the  charge  nurse  of  this  ward  was  temporarily 
absent  for  her  holiday.  Many  of  the  wards  are  made  bright  and 
cheerful  by  plants  and  flowers,  and  we  had  no  well-founded  com¬ 
plaints  respecting  their  treatment  from  any,  but  they  appeared  to  be, 
on  the  contrary,  contented  and  comfortable.  In  male  Ward  No.  124 
there  were  some  who  are  evidently  in  the  habit  of  finding  fault 
without  reasonable  grounds  for  doing  so,  and  we  think  it  would  be 
advisable  if  they  could  be  separated,  as  they  seem  to  excite  others  to 
do  the  same. 

The  conduct  of  the  male  patients  was  very  orderly,  and  so  was 
that  of  the  females,  with  the  exception  of  some  in  the  Wards  9  and 
12,  where  there  was  much  loud  and  excited  talking,  but  no  exhi¬ 
bition  of  actual  violence.  The  bodily  health  of  both  sexes  is  now 
generally  good.  There  has  been  no  outbreak  of  any  special  form  of 
disease,  and  we  found  not  more  than  9  men  and  8  women  in  bed. 

The  numbers  reported  as  under  medical  treatment  are  36  men  and 
34  women. 

No  restraint  has  been  employed.  With  regard  to  seclusion,  1 1 
men  and  25  women  have  been  so  treated  on  14  and  93  occasions 
respectively  ;  and  in  the  case  of  5  of  the  former  and  20  of  the  latter, 
on  account  ol  violence  or  excitement.  The  total  duration  of  hours 
was,  with  respect  to  the  men,  104,  and  2,517  in  the  cases  of  the 
women.  One  of  the  latter  was,  for  medical  reasons,  secluded 
continuously  for  14  days. 

.  employment  of  shower-baths  as  a  tonic,  and  to  calm  ex¬ 
citement,  is  not  infrequent,  and  a  careful  record  of  its  employ¬ 
ment 
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ment  is  kept,  from  which  it  would  appear  that  the  usual  time  Appendix  (C.) 
during  which  the  water  runs  is  a  quarter  of  a  minute,  sometimes  Lancashire 
half  a  minute,  and,  in  very  rare  instances,  three  quarters  to  one  Asylums, 
minute.  We  would  suggest  that  a  record  of  the  reason  for  which  (Rainhili.) 

the  shower-bath  is  ordered  should  be  kept. 

We  were  yesterday  present  at  the  dinner  in  the  hall,  and  also  at  Dining- 
some  of  those  in  the  female  wards,  and,  especially  in  No.  13,  there  auan&ement3. 
was  great  overcrowding  at  the  table.  There  was  perfect  order  in 
the  hall,  and  the  dinner  of  soup,  followed  by  rhubarb  tart,  with 
bread  and  beer,  appeared  to  give  satisfaction. 

About  200  of  the  men  are  employed  in  dilferent  ways,  of  whom  Occupations, 
between  60  and  70  work  on  the  grounds,  8  as  shoemakers,  and  6  as 
tailors,  and  8  as  joiners.  About  30  of  the  women  help  in  the 
laundry,  and  20  in  the  kitchen,  besides  those  who  assist  in  cleaning 
and  preparing  vegetables.  More  than  100  do  needlework,  and 
altogether  231  are  employed. 

The  attendance  at  chapel  on  Sunday  morning  last  was,  of  men  Divine  Service. 
104,  and  of  women  95. 

The  weekly  dances  are  not  continued  during  the  summer,  but  Amusements, 
there  are  occasional  entertainments,  such  as  concerts,  in  the  large 
hall. 

There  has  been  the  annual  picnic  at  Knowsley,  and  small  parties 
are  sent  out  now  and  then  for  the  day,  taking  their  provisions  with 
them. 

We  have,  in  conclusion,  to  report  the  following  alterations  and  Alterations 
improvements  .-—The  ironing-room  for  the  laundry  has  been  newly  and  improve- 
floored  and  lowered ;  a  new  covered  approach  to  the  recreation  ments- 
hall  from  the  male  division  and  central  building  has  been  made  ; 
the  kitchen  and  offices  have  been  painted,  and  the  same  work  done 
in  some  of  the  wards. 


Lancashire  Asylums. — 3.  Prestwich. 

23  and  24  February  1877. 

We,  the  undersigned  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  have  officially  Lancashire 
inspected  this  asylum,  and  report  as  follows  : —  Asylums. 

The  number  of  patients  at  present  on  the  books  is  1,122,  of  whom  '  restwic  ' 
507  are  men  and  615  women.  They  have  all  been  personally Numbers- 
examined  by  us,  except  one  of  the  latter,  who  is  away  on  leave. 

We  have  a  Very  good  report  to  make  of  their  condition,  and  there 
were  abundant  indications  thoughout  of  kind  and  judicious  treat¬ 
ment. 

It  may  be  said  that  nowhere  Avas  there  any  excitement  or  dis-  state  of  asylum 
orderly  conduct,  and  no  one  Avas  in  seclusion.  The  clothing  was  generally, 
very  good,  judiciously  varied  in  pattern  according  to  the  occupations 
of  the  inmates,  and  kept  very  clean.  We  have  an  equally  favour¬ 
able  account  to  give  of  the  bedding,  and  the  condition  of  the  wards 
as  regards  cleanliness  and  ventilation  was,  throughout,  satisfactory. 

The  attention  given  to  the  decoration  and  colouring  of  the  rooms 
and  galleries,  and  the  abundant  provision  of  means  for  amusement, 
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and  of  articles  calculated  to  arouse  and  interest  the  patients,  have, 
in  our  opinion,  a  very  material  effect  in  producing  the  quiet  and 
content  prevailing  here,  and  we  cannot  doubt  that  they  have,  beyond 
this,  indirectly  a  remedial  influence  on  the  patients. 

The  associated  amusements  remain  as  described  in  the  last  entry. 
Since  that  date,  seven  entertainments  have  been  given,  consisting 
of  dramatic  representations,  concerts,  &c.,  and  weekly  dances  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  held. 

Divine  Service  is  performed  as  usual,  the  numbers  attending 
being  about  the  same  as  before  reported.  The  numbers  reported 
to  be  usefully  occupied  are  308  men  and  511  women.  Of  the 
former,  70  work  on  the  farm,  142  are  employed  at  various  trades 
in  the  shops,  19  in  the  wash-house,  53  in  the  kitchen,  bakehouse, 
and  other  offices,  &c.  Needlework  occupies  as  many  as  224  of  the 
women,  35  are  employed  in  the  wash-house  and  laundry,  10  in  the 
kitchen  and  offices,  and  139  as  ward  cleaners.  All  the  shoes  and 
clothes  are  made  on  the  premises,  and  there  is  now  a  large  stock  in 
store. 

The  interval  since  the  last  visit,  on  the  29th  September  1876,  has 
been  shorter  than  usual,  and  the  admissions  have  only  been  81  in 
the  male,  and  83  in  the  female,  division.  Of  the  138  patients  dis¬ 
charged,  27  men  and  56  women  were  “  recovered.”  The  remainder, 
with  very  few  exceptions,  were  removed  to  workhouses.  Consider¬ 
ing  the  unfavourable  character  of  many  of  the  patients  received 
here,  it  is  gratifying  to  observe  the  large  per-centage  of  the  re¬ 
coveries. 

The  mortality  during  the  last  five  months  has  been  remarkably 
low,  and  but  little  over  the  rate  of  5  per  cent,  per  annum.  The 
deaths  were  all  due  to  causes  usually  met  with  among  the  insane  ; 
but  two  inquests  were  held,  one  upon  a  man  suffering  from  general 
paralysis,  where  fractured  ribs  had  been  discovered,  and  had  tended 
to  accelerate  death,  and  the  other  upon  the  body  of  an  aged  woman 
who  also  was  found  after  death  to  have  had  a  broken  rib;  but  the 
death  in  this  instance  was  not  influenced  by  the  fracture.  Reports 
of  these  occurrences  were  forwarded  to  our  Board  at  the  time,  in 
the  usual  way. 

The  present  sanitary  condition  of  the  establishment  is  satisfactory. 
Notwithstanding  tiie  large  proportion  of  feeble,  paralytic,  and 
epileptic  cases,  we  only  found  4  men  and  7  women  in  bed.  These 
were,  for  the  most  part,  in  the  excellent  infirmary  wards,  where 
they  evidently  received  the  best  attention. 

We  are  informed  that  small-pox  is  prevalent  in  the  neighbourhood, 
and  in  some  of  the  unions  from  which  patients  are  received  ;  but  the 
asylum  has,  as  yet,  been  quite  free  from  this  disorder  since  the  last 
visit.  The  wise  precaution  is,  however,  taken  of  vaccinating  all 
fresh  patients  immediately  after  admission. 

The  patients  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  last  week 
were  29  men  and  32  women. 

As  regards  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint  and  seclusion,  it  also 
appears  in  the  medical  journal  that  no  instance  of  the  former  has 
occurred,  and  that  the  employment  of  seclusion  has  been  reduced 
to  very  small  proportions ;  for,  since  the  last  visit,  onlv  2  men  and 

4  women 
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4  women  appear  to  have  been  subjected  to  it,  the  former,  in  the  Appendix  (C.) 
aggregate,  on  only  four  occasions,  for  a  total  duration  of  28  hours,  Lallc^J~e 
and  the  latter  on  24  occasions,  for  a  total  of  385  hours.  It  is  Asylums, 
material  to  state  that  one  of  the  women,  who  is  a  dangerous  epileptic,  (Prestwich.) 
and  was  formerly  a  criminal  patient,  is  usually  placed  in  her  room  Restraint  and 
during  the  time  of  dinner;  and  her  case  represents  88  of  the  94  seclu31on- 
occasions,  and  214  of  the  385  hours,  forming  the  aggregate  of  the 
seclusions. 

We  had  no  complaints  of  ill-treatment  or  rough  usage,  except 
such  as  were  of  a  manifestly  insane  character. 

The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  is  in  the  proportion  of  about  one  Attendants, 
to  13  patients.  The  wages  of  the  men  begin  at  30  /.  and  advance  to 
501.,  with  an  additional  10/.  a  year  when  placed  in  chief  charge  of 
a  ward.  The  women  commence  at  18  /.  10  5.  and  advance  to  25  /., 
with  5  I.  extra  when  in  charge  of  a  ward.  The  night  attendants, 
who  are  still  six  on  the  male  and  seven  on  the  female  side,  receive 
a  somewhat  higher  rate  of  pay.  There  are,  as  heretofore,  two  head 
clay  attendants  of  each  sex,  and  one  officer  of  the  same  rank  in  each 
division  for  the  supervision  of  the  night  attendants. 

We  were  present  in  the  dining-halls  on  both  days  of  our  visit,  and  Dining 
saw  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  food  and  the  manner  0f airangements” 
serving.  It  consisted  yesterday  of  meat- pies  and  rice,  and  to-day 
of  boiled  cod-fish  with  potatoes.  Bread  and  beer  were  given  on  both 
days.  In  the  two  halls  there  were  330  men  and  380  women,  being 
the  usual  average,  and  as  many  as  those  rooms  will  accommodate. 

Among  the  improvements  since  the  last  visit,  we  have  to  record  Improvements, 
the  completion  of  a  further  useful  addition  to  the  laundry  depart-  stl'^ctural 
ment,  and  the  commencement  ot  extensions  m  JN'  os.  4  Male  and  6 
Female  Wards. 

The  improvement  of  the  large  rooms  in  connection  with  No.  4 
Wards  on  both  sides,  and  of  the  structural  arrangements  for  render¬ 
ing  more  complete  the  night  supervision  of  epileptics,  are,  we  feel 
assured,  matters  that  will  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

The  asylum  is  now  practically  full  in  both  divisions  ;  but  some 
further  accommodation  will  be  provided  when  the  small  extensions 
now  in  progress  are  completed. 

In  the  course  of  our  visit  we  inspected  all  parts  of  the  main 
building,  the  workshops,  the  farm-house,  at  which  30  male  patients 
reside,  and  the  “  cottage,”  where  there  are  6  patients  of  the  same 
sex. 

In  all  departments  we  observed  indications  of  good  management, 
and  that  numerous  improvements  continue  from  time  to  time  to  be 
introduced,  which  tend  to  promote  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the 
patients,  and  to  maintain  the  efficiency  of  the  asylum  for  the  care 
and  treatment  of  the  patients. 
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Lancashire  Asylums.-— 4.  Whittingham.

We  have  occupied  yesterday  and  to-day  in  seeing  the  patients 
and  inspecting  the  wards,  dormitories,  offices  and  workshops.  The 
number  now  on  the  books  is  1,110,  being  an  increase  of  179  on  the 
number  here  at  the  last  visit,  on  the  24th  March  1876.  They  in¬ 
clude  486  men  and  624  women.  Four  of  the  former  and  two  of  the 
latter  are  on  leave.  There  are  16  vacant  beds  in  the  male  division, 
and  118  in  the  female. 

The  weekly  rate  is  10.9.  6  d. 

The  following  changes  amongst  the  patients  haven  taken  place 
since  the  last  visit.

One  hundred  and  eighty-eight  recoveries  are  reported.  Post¬ 
mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  120  cases. 

Two  inquests  have  been  held  :  the  one  on  a  woman  who  cut  her 
throat  with  a  piece  of  the  chamber  utensil  which  she  had  broken  ; 
and  the  other  on  a  man  who  accidentally  choked  whilst  being  fed. 
Particulars  of  both  these  cases  were  at  the  time  forwarded  to  our 
Board.  With  these  exceptions,  the  causes  of  death  require  no 
special  notice,  as  they  were  such  as  are  ordinary  in  asylums,  and 
included  32  from  general  paralysis  and  12  from  epilepsy.  The 
general  health  is  now  good,  and  not  more  than  38  patients  are 
registered  as  under  medical  treatment.  The  number  we  saw  in  bed, 
whilst  going  through  the  wards,  were  7  men  and  5  women. 

All  the  patients,  as  a  rule,  have  a  change  of  dress  for  Sunday.  The 
men  are  given  clean  socks  and  linen  twice  a  week,  and  the  women 
have  print  dresses  for  summer,  and  serge  or  other  warm  material  for 
the  winter.  There  is  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  dress  and 
personal  tidiness  of  both  sexes,  and  amongst  the  better  class  of 
patients  it  was  quite  satisfactory.  In  some  of  the  wards,  however, 
such  as  Nos.  2  and  7  on  the  male  side,  and  No.  2  on  the  female,  we 
think  that  more  neatness  and  cleanliness  might  be  ensured,  and  we 
trust  that  with  the  better  class  of  attendants  that  now  appears  to  be 
here,  and  with  the  more  settled  state  of  the  general  arrangements 
of  the  asylum,  this  may  be  done. 

The  staff  has  been  increased,  and  there  are  now  40  male  and 
9  female  attendants  for  the  men’s  division,  and  52  nurses  for  the 
women’s.  These  do  not  include  the  two  head  attendants  nor  the 
night  attendants,  of  whom  there  are  3  men  and  1  woman  for  the 
males,  and  5  nurses  for  the  females. 

The  arrangements  for  the  night  accommodation  of  the  epileptics 

are 
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are  now  identical  in  both  divisions.  The  worst  of  this  class  are  Appendix  (c.) 

placed  in  No.  3  Ward  on  each  side,  whilst  those  whose  attacks  are 

less  violent,  are  in  Wards  6  and  8  respectively.  This  latter  ward,  Asylums. 

originally  intended  for  men,  has  been  given  up  for  the  women.  In  (Whittmgham.) 

each  of  the  rooms  where  the  epileptics  sleep,  an  attendant  sits  con-  Epileptics. 

tinuously,  and  is  assisted  by  a  pauper,  and  the  same  help  is  given  10 

each  night  attendant.  The  other  arrangements  for  night  watching 

are  as  before.  The  rate  of  wages  has  been  raised,  and  the  men  now 

begin  at  35  /.,  and  the  women  at  20  /.  The  wards  and  dormitories 

were  very  clean,  and  the  ventilation  well  attended  to.  .  The  bedding 

is  in  excellent  order,  and  the  means  for  daily  washing  are  ample. 

Most  of  the  wards  are  comfortably  furnished  and  prettily  decorated  the 

with  an  abundance  of  prints  and  pictures,  and  there  remain  only  two  asyium> 

in  the  male  division  unfinished,  and  these  are  at  present  in  course 

of  being  done.  On  the  other  side,  the  corridors  of  Nos,  2  and  5,  and 

the  blocks  Nos.  3  and  4,  are  unfinished,  but  will  be  proceeded  with 

without  delay  as.  other  work  is  completed.  All  the  internal  airing- 

courts  have  been  laid  out,  but  a  bed  of  rhododendrons  and  laurels 

which  was  planted  in  the  centre  of  that  used  by  the  females  of 

Ward  3,  has  had  to  be  removed  owing  to  the  destructiveness  of  the 

patients. 

We  saw  282  women  dining  in  the  great  hall,  and  82  in  the  other;  Dining 
and  with  the  exception  of  some  who  became  rather  noisy  in  their  arrangements, 
conversation,  they  were  all  quiet ;  and  indeed  throughout  our  visit, 
except  that  one  female  patient  struck  another,  there  was  no  exhibi¬ 
tion  of  actual  violence,.  We  found,  however,  that  a  patient  in  No.  4 
Male  Ward  had  been  struck  rather  severely  on  the  head  this 
morning  by  another  patient,  known  to  be  of  a  quarrelsome  nature, 
and  who  had  attacked  him  with  one  of  the  water-cans.  The  dinners 
we  saw  served  on  the  two  days  of  our  visit  were  good,  and  the  diet 
generally  appears  to  be  on  a  liberal  scale.  The  Australian  meat  is 
now  no  longer  used. 

Restraint  by  means  of  gloves  has  been  employed  in  the  cases  of  Restraint  and 
11  men  and  5  women,  and  144  men  and  223  women  are  returned  as  9ec  uslon‘ 
having  been  secluded.  These  numbers  are,  however,  in  a  great 
measure  accounted  for  by  the  form  of  keeping  the  record  of  seclusion, 
as  alluded  to  in  previous  reports. 

We  have  examined  the  returns  as  to  employment  and  find  that  Occupations, 
altogether  280  men  work,  of  whom  150  are  on  the  land,  and  14  in 
the  laundry,  whilst  six  are  upholsterers,  the  same  number  shoe¬ 
makers,  and  five  tailors.  Of  the  women,  286  are  employed  in 
different  ways,  including  46  in  the  kitchen  and  23  in  the  laundry. 

The  attendance  at  chapel  on  Sundays  is  about  150  of  the  men  and  Divine  Service, 
200  of  the  women.  There  are  between  200  and  300  Roman  Catholic 
patients,  of  whom  most  attend  the  service  performed  every  Sunday 
by  a  priest  in  the  smaller  hall. 

"The  associated  and  other  entertainments  regularly  take  place,  and  Amusements 
are  well  attended  :  and  about  90  men  and  180  women  get  out  for  and  exerc,se* 
walks. 

In  addition  to  the  works  of  improvement  we  have  already  alluded  Improvements, 
to,  we  have  to  report  the  following : —

(Whittingham.)  2.  The  painting  and  decorating  of  the  male  wards  Nos.  1, 4,  and  7, 
Improvements,  and  of  the  female  Nos.  1,  7,  8,  and  9. 

3.  The  erection  of  a  house,  in  a  central  position,  to  hold  two  fire- 
engines. 

4.  The  drainage  of  nearly  all  the  farm  land. 

5.  Progress  is  being  made  in  laying  out  the  external  airing  and 
pleasure  grounds. 

6.  The  formation  of  a  large  enclosed  drying  ground  in  connection 
with  the  laundry. 

7.  The  repair  of  the  damage  done  by  the  two  fires,  which  has 
been  nearly  completed. 

8.  The  12  farm  cottages  are  now  all  finished  and  the  stable  cottage 
is  now  occupied.  These  together  provide  accommodation  for  70 
patients. 

We  desire  to  repeat  the  observations  made  in  the  last  Report  as 
to  the  advantages  of  buildings  of  this  character,  but  there  is  a 
serious  drawback  in  connection  with  these,  viz.,  the  necessity  of  the 
patients  occupying  them  having  to  take  all  their  meals  at  the  main 
building,  which  is  some  considerable  distance  off.  In  the  original 
scheme  for  these  cottages,  we  understand  that  arrangements  were 
to  have  been  made  by  which  this  great  inconvenience  would  have 
been  avoided,  and  we  hope  that  some  plan  may  now  be  adopted,  by 
which  every  accommodation  may  be  provided  for  the  present,  and 
at  the  same  time  for  an  increased  number  of  patients  suitable  to  be 
placed  in  such  buildings. 

New  assistant  Mr.  McCarthy,  one  of  the  assistant  medical  officers,  has  resigned, 
medical  officer*.  an(j  has  been  succeeded  by  Dr.  Seed.  Dr.  Blake  has  been  appointed 
as  a  third  assistant  medical  officer. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  favourable  report  which  we  have  been 
able  to  make  of  the  condition  of  this  asylum,  that  it  is  now  in  a  far 
more  settled  and  complete  state  than  it  was  at  the  last  visit,  and  we 
have  great  pleasure  in  thus  recording  our  opinion  of  these  proofs 
of  the  continued  energy  and  ability  of  the  medical  superintendent, 
in  promoting  the  best  interests  of  the  institution  and  the  welfare  of 
its  inmates.

The  names  of  430  patients  are  on  the  books  of  this  asylum,  of 
whom  222  are  men  and  208  women.  And  they  include  1  man 
and  2  women  from  other  counties,  and  12  men  and  21  women,  who 
are.  private  patients.  The  weekly  charge  is  for  the  county 

patients,  9 .9. ;  for  the  out-county,  14  s.;  and  for  the  private,  from 
5  s.  to  40  s. 

In  the  male  division  there  are  9,  and  in  the  female,  31  vacant 
beds. 
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Only  three  months  having  elapsed  since  this  asylum  was  last  Appendix  (C.) 
visited,  the  changes  amongst  the  patients  have  not  been  very  Leicegtershire

Six  recoveries  are  reported. 

The  causes  of  death  were,  with  one  exception,  of^  an  ordinary 
character,  and  do  not  require  any  special  mention.  The  exception 
is  that  of  a  male  epileptic,  who  died,  quite  recently,  from  suffocation 
during  an  epileptic  fit.  This  patient  was  sleeping  in  a  single  room, 
which  it  was  considered  necessary  that  he  should  do,  both  tor  his 
own  and  others’  safety.  He  was  seen  at  about  12  o’clock  by  the 
night  attendant  asleep,  lying  on  his  back,  and  an  hour  later  was 
found  by  him  on  his  face,  and  dead. 

These  particulars  have  been  forwarded  to  our  office,  but  no 
inquest  was  held,  nor  has  there  been  one  in  any  other  case. 

The  arrangements  for  the  supervision  of  epileptic  patients  at  Epileptic 
night  are  not  yet  finally  settled.  A  certain  number  of  epileptics  of  ^  8ulcldal 
each  sex  are  placed  together  m  one  room  in  their  respective  divi¬ 
sions,  and  one  of  the  night  nurses  sits  continuously  in  an  adjoining 
room,  but  this  number  is  limited,  and  it  is  intended  very  shortly  to 
bring  into  use  two  rooms  on  each  side,  each  of  which  contains  15 
beds,  and  so  accommodation  will  be  provided  for  both  suicidal  and 
epileptic  patients ;  one  attendant  in  each  division  will  sit  up  with 
them. 

These  dormitories  were  referred  to  by  our  Colleagues  in  their 
Report  last  year  ;  and  it  was  then  recommended  that  the  wall 
which  divides  them  should  be  partly  removed,  and  this  would  no 
doubt  render  the  supervision  more  thorough  than  it  otherwise  would 
be.  The  general  health  is  now,  and  has  been,  good. 

The  numbers  under  medical  treatment  are  12  men  and  10  women  ; 
and  we  only  found  7  men  and  10  women  in  bed,  who  were  there  not 
for  special  complaint,  but  owing  chiefly  to  age  and  infirmity. 

No  restraint  has  been  employed,  and  1  man  and  2  vvomen  only  Restraint  and 
have  been  secluded  :  the  former  on  four  occasions,  one  of  the  latter  seclusion, 
on  three,  and  two  others  on  one  ;  and  none  of  them  for  a  longer  con¬ 
tinuous  period  than  12  hours. 

There  was  good  order  and  conduct  amongst  the  patients  as  we 
passed  through  the  ward,  and  with  the  exception  of  requests  for 
discharge,  there  appeared  to  be  general  contentment  with  the  treat¬ 
ment  they  receive. 

The  dress  was  tidy,  and  proper  attention  seems  to  be  given  with  Clothing,  &c. 
regard  to  securing  habits  of  personal  cleanliness. 

The  bedding  is  in  a  good  state,  and  the  dormitories  and  day- 
rooms  throughout  clean,  and  well- ventilated.  Fire-guards  have  been 
provided,  as  suggested  in  the  last  Report. 

O.89.  Ninety 
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Ninety  of  the  men  are  employed,  41  of  whom  work  on  the  land, 
and  of  the  women,  35  are  in  the  laundry,  37  do  needlework,  and 
altogether  a  total  of  99  is  usefully  occupied. 

The  average  attendance  at  chapel  on  Sundays  is  from  120  to  130 
men,  and  of  rather  more  than  100  women. 

There  is  no  alteration  as  to  the  arrangements  for  recreation  by 
associated  entertainments,  and  walking  parties  still  go  out  beyond 
the  grounds. 

Some  better  ventilation  has  been  provided  for  the  water-closets  in 
certain  of  the  wards,  and  the  work  is  to  be  continued  throughout. 

The  assistant  medical  officer.  Dr.  Higgins,  has,  in  a  considerable 
number  of  instances,  written  up  the  arrears  in  the  case-books,  and  is 
continuing  to  do  so.  He  appears  to  be  very  diligent  and  attentive 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  to  be  well  acquainted  with  the 
nature  of  the  different  cases. 

The  general  order  and  contentment  amongst  the  patients,  and  the 
condition  of  the  different  parts  of  this  asylum,  enable  us  to  report 
very  favourably  of  its  continued  good  management,  and  of  the  care 
bestowed  upon  its  inmates.

To-day  and  yesterday  we  saw  all  the  patients  of  this  asylum, 
except  a  man  and  3  women,  absent  on  trial. 

The  present  number  of  those  on  the  books  is  597,  of  whom  288 
are  in  the  male,  309  in  the  female  division.  The  changes  among 
the  patients  since  the  date  of  our  Colleagues’  visit  on  the  29th

The  vacant  beds  for  men  are  19  ;  for  women,  14  ;  total,  33.  The 
weekly  rate  for  county  patients  and  Lincolnshire  unions  remains 
10  s.;  the  out-country  cases  pay  15. ^ >\  There  are  no  private  patients. 
Two  male  paupers  have  escaped.  Of  those  discharged  not  reco¬ 
vered,  16  men  went  to  workhouses,  and  10  women.  A  man  and  12 
females  were  transferred  to  the  care  of  friends. 

The  mortality  for  the  period  under  discussion  has  been  at  the 
rate  of  13  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  average  daily  number  of 
patients  resident,  which  rate  is  3  per  cent,  higher  than  that  usual 
in  English  county  asylums.  This  high  rate  appears  to  be  due  to 
the  deaths  ot  as  many  as  30  patients  above  70  years  old,  many  of 
them  recently  admitted.  The  asylum  has  been  free  from  epidemic,

The  number  of  post-mortem  examinations  has  been  35  only.  The  Post-mortem 
single  coroner’s  inquest  was  held  in  the  case  of  choking  above 
mentioned. 

There  are  in  the  asylum  a  large  proportion  of  aged  and  feeble  General  health, 
patients,  hut  the  present  health  is  otherwise  not  unfavourable.  We 
found  only  8  men  and  12  women  in  bed  for  all  causes.  No  one 
was  in  seclusion  or  under  mechanical  restraint.  According  to  the 
medical  journal  14  men  and  12  women-  are  now  under  medical 


treatment. 

No  restraint  has  been  resorted  to  since  our  Colleagues  were 
here,  hut  during  the  last  twenty  months  30  men  and  22  women  appear 
to  have  been  secluded,  the  former  on  57  occasions,  and  lor  a  total 
duration  of  1,030  hours.  Of  those  so  treated  5  of  each  sex  were 
epileptics,  kept  in  their  own  rooms  for  552  hours ;  and  8  ol  both 
sexes  were  secluded  on  medical  grounds,  whilst  taking  medicine,  and 
for  180  hours. 

About  50  females,  and  half  that  number  of  males  are  liable  to 
fits.  For  this  class  there  are  wards  with  single  rooms,  dormitories, 
and  day  accommodation,  and  such  night  supervision  as  the  structure 
of  the  asylum  allows,  but  this  supervision  is  not  by  any  means 
perfect,  though  since  this  arrangement  was  made  no  casualty  from 
preventible  sulfocation  has  happened. 

The  weather  being  unfavourable  for  out-door  exercise,  both 
sexes  were  seen  by  us  in  their  wards,  which  is  always  a  severe  test 
of  the  noisy  patients  ;  however,  great  tranquillity  prevailed. 

The  standard  of  neatness  in  dress  is  not  high,  but  we  had  no 
fault  to  find  with  want  of  cleanliness  in  any  patient,  man  or  woman,

Clothing  and 
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and  the  dietary  is  good  ;  it  includes  American  beef,  which  we  tasted? 
and  thought  well-flavoured.  This  was  the  food  given  yesterday  at 
the  mid-day  meal. 

From  the  patients  we  had  no  complaints  of  ill-treatment,  except 
such  as  were  made  to  us  by  a  woman  well  known  to  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  as  an  inmate  of  several  asylums,  and  always  intractable. 
With  her  we  had  a  long  separate  interview  which  we  hope  may 
induce  her  to  behave  better  in  future,  but  it  elicited  nothing  which 
in  the  least  inculpated  any  attendant.  She  is  a  most  trying  case 
for  those  who  have  to  manage  her,  and  we  satisfied  ourselves,  by 
inquiry,  that  all  her  grievances  were  highly  exaggerated,  when 
they  were  not  absolutely  the  result  of  her  own  violence,  or  devoid 
of  all  foundation  in  truth. 

In  the  course  of  our  inspection  we  visited  the  laundry,  the 
kitchen  and  workshops.  Independently  of  those  patients  who  are 
employed  in  the  capacity  of  ward-cleaners,  the  numbers  usefully 
occupied  are,  according  to  a  return  furnished  to  us  by  Dr.  Palmer, 
85  of  the  males  and  206  of  the  females.  Of  the  former  30  work 
regularly  and  42  occasionally  on  the  land,  9  only  as  artisans  or 
assisting  mechanics;  of  the  women,  147  are  engaged  in  needlework; 
44  in  the  laundry  department,  and  15  in  the  central  offices  and 
residences.  We  should  be  glad  to  see  a  larger  proportion  of  the 
men  regularly  employed  both  on  the  land  and  in  the  shops. 

About  70  men  and  90  women  go  daily  beyond  their  airing-courts, 
and  the  same  numbers  take  walking  exercise  weekly  beyond  the 
estate.  These  courts  are  the  limits  of  out-door  exercise  for  201 
male  and  161  female  patients  :  although  they  are  garden-grounds 
particularly  well  kept,  and  of  some  extent,  we  think  that  when 
the  boundary  walk  (in  which  some  progress  has  been  made  towards 
completion)  shall  have  been  finished,  that  walk  should  be  used 
regularly  by  large  numbers  of  the  patients  now  kept  always  in  the 
asylum,  or  its  airing-courts. 

The  weekly  dance  is  continued,  and  is  a  source  of  enjoyment  to 
many  patients.  The  average  attendance  is  160  of  both  sexes. 

Divine  Service  is  still  performed  on  Sundays  once  only  in  the 
chapel,  in  which  130  men  and  140  women  usually  join.  There  is  no 
week-day  service  there,  and  daily  morning  prayers  are  not  read 
except  by  the  attendants  in  their  respective  wards.  Complaint  was 
made  to  us  that  there  is  only  an  irregular  visitation  of  the  wards  by 
the  chaplain.  We  trust  that  this  complaint  will  be  obviated  by  other 
arrangements,  and  that  a  short  service  for  the  sick  and  those  unable 
to  go  to  the  chapel  may  be  held  in  each  division  by  the  chaplain  once 
a  week. 

Including  the  head-attendant  and  two  night  attendants  in  each 
division,  the  total  staff  consists  of  28  persons  of  each  sex  ;  they  appear 
to  be  sufficient  in  number,  qualified  for  their  duties,  and  disposed  to 
keep  their  places,  44  having  held  their  situations  above  12  months, 
and  not  a  few  having  served  many  years. 

As  to  the  general  condition  of  the  interior  of  the  asylum,  two  of 
the  female  wards  (A.  and  C.)  were  at  the  time  of  our  visit  not  free 
from  offensive  odour,  possibly  due  to  imperfect  ventilation  of  the 
water-closets,  but  in  the  other  wards  on  both  sides  the  air  was  un¬ 
tainted, 
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tainted,  and  the  rooms,  beds  and  bedding  were  clean  and  in  proper  Appendix  (C.) 
order.  The  corridors  and  day-rooms  in  the  older  parts  of  the  build-  Lincolnshire 
ing  would,  however,  we  think  be  much  improved  by  more  bright.  Asylum, 
though  simple  and  inexpensive  decoration,  also  by  the  introduction  of  General  state 
more  framed  prints  and  other  objects  of  interest ;  further,  it  would  add  of  the  asylum, 
to  convenience  and  tend  to  diminish  unpleasant  smells  in  the  wards, 
if  a  room  were  provided  near  the  laundry,  to  which  the  beds  of  wet 
patients  could  be  promptly  removed  previously  to  being  taken  to 
pieces  for  cleansing.  We  have  nothing  new  to  report  as  regards 
structural  additions,  alterations,  or  improvements. 

The  erection  of  six  detached  cottages,  so  very  desirable  as  resi-  ^P^s®d  f 
dences  for  married  attendants,  and  for  which  cottages  plans  have  cottageg  for 
received  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  is  postponed;  this  attendants 
postponement  we  cannot  but  much  regret.  .  postponed. 

The  question  of  providing  a  detached  hospital  for  infectious  cases  Detached 
is  also  in  abeyance.  Without  such  a  hospital  no  asylum  of  this  size  hosPltaL 
can,  we  think,  be  considered  complete. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing  observations,  we  desire  our  report  to  be  General 
taken  as  very  favourable  to  the  condition  of  this  asylum.  We  have  ^nditi°u  °f 
on  this  and  on  many  previous  occasions  had  abundant  evidence  to  a  ^ 
satisfy  us  as  to  the  skill  and  care  shown  by  the  medical  superinten¬ 
dent  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 


Middlesex  Asylums.— 1.  Colney  Hatch. 

28  July  1877. 

To-day,  and  during  last  three  days,  we  have  been  engaged  in  Middlesex 
seeing  the  patients  at  this  asylum,  in  examining  the  condition  of 
the  wards,  and  in  inspecting  the  departmental  offices  and  workshops.  Hatch.) 

There  are  now  the  names  of  828  men  and  1,213  women  on  the  statistics, 
books,  making  a  total  of  2,041  persons.  One  of  the  former  and  3 
of  the  latter  were  absent  on  trial,  with  the  exception  of  whom  we 
have  seen  all. 

The  vacant  beds  are  26  in  the  male  and  27  in  the  female 
division. 

There  are  82  men  and  67  women  chargeable  to  the  county  of 
Middlesex. 

For  these,  as  well  as  for  those  belonging  to  parishes  and  unions 
of  Middlesex,  the  weekly  rate  is  now  9  s.  4d.  Up  to  the  end  of  last 

year  it  had  been  9  s.  7 \d. 

For  any  out-county  patients  the  charge  is  14  s. 

The  following  returns  give  the  number  of  those  who  have,  been 
admitted  and  discharged,  and  who  have  died  since  the  last  visit  in

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The  unusually  large  number  of  admissions  and  discharges  is  ac¬ 
counted  for  by  the  opening  of  the  new  county  asylum  at  Banstead. 
Up  to  the  present  time  certain  chronic  patients  who  were  neither 
dangerous  nor  suicidal  have  been  transferred  from  this  asylum,  and 
those  who  required  more  special  care  mid  treatment  have  been  admit¬ 
ted  here  from  the  licensed  houses  in  which,  owing  to  the  former  insuf¬ 
ficiency  of  accommodation  in  the  county  asylums,  they  have  neces¬ 
sarily  been  placed.  Thus,  the  admissions  include  74  men  and  89 
women  from  licensed  houses;  and  the  discharges,  156  men  and  240 
women,  transferred  to  Banstead,  as  well  as  44  men  and  29  women 
who  have  left  with  the  view  of  their  being  placed  in  one  of  the 
metropolitan  district  asylums.  We  understand  that  the  above- 
mentioned  principle  as  to  the  selection  of  the  cases  will  continue  to 
be  acted  upon,  but  that  the  chronic  will  be  sent  direct  to  Ban¬ 
stead,  whilst  other  classes  will  be  admitted  into  one  or  other  of  the 
previously  existing  asylums. 

The  recovery  is  reported  of  135  men  and  133  women. 

The  mortality  in  the  male  division  has  been  high,  amounting  to 
16  per  cent,  upon  the  average  daily  number  resident.  On  the  female 
side  the  death-rate  has  been  lower  than  usual,  and  somewhat  less 
than  7  per  cent,  upon  the  same  average. 

It  is  material  to  state  that  when  the  admissions  into  an  asylum 
are  unusually  numerous,  the  rate  of  mortality  is,  as  a  rule,  in¬ 
creased. 

It  will  be  observed  that  a  large  proportion  are  reported  as  having 
died  of  exhaustion  after  mania  and  melancholia.

One  hundred  and  four  post-mortem  examinations  were  made.  The 
fatal  casualties  were — (1)  the  death  of  a  male  patient  from  choking 

whilst 
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whilst  taking  food  ;  (2)  and  that  of  another  from  suffocation  by  Appendix  (C.) 
turning  on  his  face  in  bed  in  a  single  room  at  night  whilst  in  an  Middlegex  • 

epileptic  fit.  i  .  Asylums. 

The  suicide  was  that  of  a  woman  at  night  by  hanging  herself  m  (Colney 
a  bedroom.  She  had  been  long  resident  in  the  asylum,  and  was  Hatch.) 
not  suspected  to  be  suicidal. 

Inquests  were  held  in  all  these  cases  ;  and  as  regards  the  two  last,  Inquests, 
a  correspondence  took  place  between  our  Board  and  the  medical 
superintend  ents. 

Inquests  were  also  held  in  the  cases  of  2  other  men  and  1  woman 
where  the  deaths  were  sudden  but  due  to  natural  causes. 

The  asylum  has  been  free  from  epidemic  disorders,  and  the  present 
health  is  fairly  good,  due  allowance  being  always  made  for  the  large 
numbers  suffering  from  chronic  brain  disease. 

The  returns  given  us  show  that  there  are  now  here  192  male  and 
112  female  epileptics,  and  88  men  and  15  women  suffering  from 
general  paralysis. 

The  patients  under  medical  treatment  are — men,  32 ;  women, 

141. 

Restraint  has  been  employed  in  the  cases  of  1  man  and  1  woman.  Restraint  and 
The  former  had  his  hands  gloved  for  24  hours  on  one  occasion,  and  seclusion. 
on  another  had  them  fastened  to  his  side  for  30  hours ;  the  reason 
being;  hi  both  instances  for  surgical  purposes.  The  woman  was  re¬ 
strained  for  a  total  of  894  hours  between  the  13th  of  December  last 
year  and  the  18th  of  February  in  this,  her  hands  being  secured  by 
means  of  the  sleeves  of  a  strong  dress  being  sewn  up.  below  them 
and  secured  either  behind  her  back  or  to  her  side.  This  was  neces¬ 
sitated  by  her  violent  and  determined  suicidal  impulse.  During 
the  greater  portion  of  the  time  she  was  under  the  care  of  a  special 
attendant. 

Altogether  13  men  and  46  women  have  been  secluded;  the 
former  on  17  occasions  for  91  hours,  and  the  latter  on  81  occasions 
for  298  hours. 

With  the  exception  of  some  of  the  bedrooms  in  both  divisions 
occupied  by  patients  of  dirty  habits,  the  state  of  the  wards  was 
generally  satisfactory,  as  regards  cleanliness,  ventilation,  and 
order. 

A  very  great  improvement  has  been  made  in  several  wards  by  the  introduction  of 
substitution  of  large  sash-windows  at  the  ends  of  the  wards  for  the  old-  ^s^^ows 
fashioned  ones  that  only  opened  to  a  small  extent  at  the  top  ;  and^dgera 
this  work  is,  we  are  glad  to  hear,  to  be  systematically  proceeded 
with  throughout  both  divisions.  We  were  assured  that  the  better 
health  both  of  patients  and  attendants  in  those  wards  already  pro¬ 
vided  with  this  improved  ventilation  was  quite  noticeable. 

The  male  wards  appeared  to  be  better  supplied  with  books  and  Means  of 
papers  than  the  female,  and  we  desire  to  suggest  the  introduction  of  amusement, 
some  source  of  amusement,  such  as  musical  boxes,  into  those  wards 
occupied  by  those  incapable  of  reading  or  employing  themselves  in 
any  way.  These  have  often  been  found  to  give  much  pleasure  and 
to  engage  and  attract  the  attention  of  such  patients.

taken  exception,  we  found  the  mattresses  stained,  and  an  offensive 
smell  perceptible.  This  is  caused  by  the  mattresses  being  only 
dried  when  merely  wetted  or  slightly  Boiled,  instead  of  being  taken 
to  pieces  and  washed.  By  taking  these  latter  precautions  only  can 
proper  cleanliness  and  freedom  from  a  disagreeable  smell  be  secured, 
and  we  are,  therefore,  glad  to  learn  that  this  matter  is  engaging 
attention,  and  that  a  room  may  possibly  be  set  apart  for  the  work, 
and  some  of  the  female  patients  induced  by  small  extra  allowances 
to  occupy  themselves  in  it. 

Linsey  dresses  are  given  in  the  winter  to  all  the  women  who  can 
properly  be  allowed  them,  and  the  clothing  and  personal  appearance 
of  the  females  generally  was  satisfactory.  The  same  cannot  be  said 
with  regard  to  some  of  the  male  patients ;  for,  making  all  allowance 
for  the  very  hopeless  and  dirty  character  of  a  great  number  of  these 
cases,  we  think  that  greater  cleanliness  and  tidiness  might  be 
secured,  and  the  use  of  strong  and  special  dresses  rendered  less  * 
necessary. 

In  no  instance  was  there  any  display  of  actual  violence  in  either 
division,  but  in  some  of  the  female  wards  there  was  much  noisy  and 
excited  talking.  The  behaviour  at  dinner,  however,  both  in  the 
three  halls  for  females  and  in  some  of  the  wards,  on  both  sides,  was 
quiet  and  orderly. 

The  dinner  of  fish  on  one  day  was  good  in  quality,  and  well  served 
with  a  sauce.  It  is  not  a  generally  popular  dinner,  but  the  chief  com¬ 
plaints  were  on  the  ground  of  quantity  (8  oz.,  cooked)  allowed,  and  if 
this  dinner  is  continued,  we  hope  it  may  be  increased.  The  dinners 
on  the  other  days  were  of  boiled  pork,  with  greens,  and  of  Australian 
meat,  with  salad.  The  dinner  which  gives  the  greatest  dissatis¬ 
faction  is  that  of  rhubarb  puddings,  which  is  provided  during  a 
part  of  the  summer  on  one  day  of  the  week,  and  we  think  that  these 
by  themselves  are  insufficient. 

Except  that  an  additional  day  attendant  has  been  engaged  for  the 
male  epileptics,  the  ward  staff  is  numerically  the  same  as  at  the  last 
visit.  It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  changes  amongst  the  female 
attendants  have  been  much  less  frequent,  and  those  now  on  duty 
appear  to  be  conversant  with  their  duties,  and  from  the  almost  entire 
absence  of  reasonable  complaint  of  either  rough  or  unkind  treat¬ 
ment,  we  infer  that  they  generally  exercise  intelligence  and  tact  in 
their  care  and  supervision. 

There  are  eight  night  nurses  for  the  females  and  one  head  atten¬ 
dant  for  general  supervision.  Four  of  the  ordinary  nurses  are 
stationary,  and  never  leave  the  infirmaries  and  epileptic  wards,  for 
which  they  are  responsible. 

On  the  other  side  the  night  service  is  not  on  so  satisfactory  a 
system.  There  are  only  four  night  attendants,  all  of  whom  have 
certain  wards  assigned  to  their  charge ;  but  the  supervision  is  not 
constant,  except  in  one  large  dormitory.  We  think  that  it  should 
be  continuous  in  the  principal  infirmary  and  the  epileptic  wards. 

The  arrangements  for  the  night  supervision  of  the  epileptics  re¬ 
main,  as  was  observed  at  the  last  visit,  imperfect  and  intermittent, 
and  we  repeat  the  remarks  made  on  the  subject  at  that  time. 
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The  attendance  at  chapel  is  still  small.  The  number  does  not  Appendix  (C.) 
appear  as  a  rule  to  be  more  than  150  of  the  men  and  about  350  of  Midd]esex 
the  women.  .  #  >  Asylums6. 

Of  the  men.  319  are  returned  as  being  employed,  including  91  on  (Coiney 
the  grounds,  22  as  upholsterers,  14  in  the  bake-house,  8  as  tailors,  Hatch)- 
and  the  same  number  as  shoemakers ;  14  in  the  kitchen,  2  as  book-  I)lvine  oervic0, 
binders,  and  the  others  as  ward  cleaners  and  assistants  in  the  laundry  Occupations, 
and  offices. 

Of  the  women,  133  work  in  the  laundry,  nearly  200  at  needle¬ 
work,  and  the  others  help  in  the  wards,  making  a  total  of  over  500 
who  are  usefully  employed. 

Two  hundred  of  the  men  and  300  of  the  women  take  daily  Exercise, 
exercise  beyond  the  airing-courts,  and  60  of  the  former  sex,  and 
between  80  and  90  of  the  latter,  go  weekly  beyond  the  grounds. 

The  restriction  on  the  visit  of  friends,  imposed  on  account  of  the  Annual  fete, 
small-pox  epidemic,  has  been  removed,  and  the  annual  fete  was  held 
on  the  24th  instant.  About  1,000  of  the  patients  were  present,  and 
a  very  large  number  of  their  friends  attended.  Many  cordially  ex¬ 
pressed  to  us  the  great  enjoyment  they  had  experienced,  and  the 
pleasure  they  had  derived  from  the  opportunity  of  seeing  and 
talking  to  their  friends  and  relatives. 

There  are  one  or  two  matters  to  which  we  desire  to  draw  special 
attention. 

We  noticed  that  in  several  of  the  wards,  more  especially  in 
the  male  division,  where  the  boards  are  almost  worn  out  by  the 
constant  traffic  and  scrubbing,  the  floors  will  ere  long  have  to  be 
renewed. 

Among  future  alterations  and  renovations,  we  recommend  the 
arrangement  of  the  hot-water  pipes  in  the  spur  of  No.  5  Male  Ward, 
so  as  to  obviate  the  objection  that  arises  from  horizontal  openings  in 
the  floors  of  the  sinofie  rooms. 

O 

We  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  committee  have  authorised  the 
gradual  introduction  of  a  number  of  low  bedsteads  for  epileptics, 
and  for  others  now  using  tub  bedsteads  and  sacking  stretchers,  as 
well  as  for  many  sleeping  on  mattresses  placed  on  the  floor.  The 
tub  bedsteads,  with  rugs  and  sacking  stretchers,  but  without 
mattresses,  at  present  in  use,  are  43  on  the  men’s  side  and  60  on  the 
women’s,  and  those  sleeping  on  mattresses  without  bedsteads  are  48 
men  and  3  women. 

We  have  much  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  many  improve-  Improvements, 
ments  observable  at  this  asylum  ;  and  among  the  number  which  have 
been  carried  out  since  the  last  visit,  or  are  now  in  progress,  we  have 
to  mention  the  construction  of  an  additional  room  and  fittings  at  the 
mortuary,  the  enlargement  of  the  Turkish  bath,  the  introduction  of 
large  windows  in  many  of  the  wards,  and  of  new  and  large  windows 
in  the  connecting  corridors,  and  the  substitution  in  these  passages  of 
Yorkshire  flags  for  asphalte  flooring.  Chairs  have  been  placed  in 
several  of  the  wards  instead  of  benches.  In  some  of  the  airing- 
courts,  more  especially  on  the  men’s  side,  flower-beds  have  been 
made  and  more  trees  planted. 

The  insufficiency  in  the  number  and  the  defective  arrangement  of 
0.89.  u  3  the 
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tlie  water-closets,  have  recently  been  under  the  special .  attention  of 
tbe  committee.  The  erection  of  a  block  of  new  closets  in  the  female 
division  has  been  commenced  as  an  experiment.  We  were  informed 
by  the  chairman,  Sir  William  Wyatt,  whom  we  met  here  to-day  on 
one  of  his  frequent  visits  of  inspection,  that  plans  for  the  entire 
scheme  will  shortly  be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  and  the  sanction  of  the  Quarter  Sessions. 


Middlesex  Asylums.—2.  Hanwell. 

11,  12,  13,  and  14  September  1877, 

"We  this  morning  completed  our  annual  inspection  of  the  Hanwell 
Asylum,  the  visitation  of  which  has  fully  occupied  the  three  pre¬ 
ceding  days.  Each  patient  has  been  seen,  the  majority  have  been 
spoken  to,  and  all  have  been  afforded  the  opportunity  of  making 
complaints.  It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  these  were  almost  en¬ 
tirely  confined  to  the  usual  allegations  of  undue  detention,  but  in 
such  cases  we  satisfied  ourselves  as  to  the  patient’s  insanity,  and  no 
reliable  or  probable  statement  was  made  to  us  as  to  harshness  or  ill- 
usage  by  the  attendants  and  nurses.  In  many  instances,  indeed, 
patients  spoke  very  favourably  of  their  treatment,  and  expressed 
gratitude  for  the  kindness  shown  to  them. 

With  the  exception  of  two  or  three  individuals,  who  became 
violent  and  noisy  when  spoken  to,  the  behaviour  of  the  general  body 
o±  patients  during  our  examination  of  them  was  most  orderly  in  both 
divisions,  presenting  a  very  marked  contrast  to  the  confusion  and 
excitement  we  have  witnessed  on  former  visits. 

No  one  was  restrained  or  secluded. 

The  records  show  that  the  use  of  seclusion  since  the  last  visit  has 
been  very  rare,  confined,  indeed,  to  the  cases  of  4  men  and  2  women, 
who  were  so  treated  on  six  and  two  instances  respectively,  and 
always  for  short  periods.  Hestraint  has  not  been  resorted  to  in  any 
case. 

During  the  interval  since  our  Colleagues  were  here,  on  the  17th 
of  March  of  last  year,  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum  has  not 
been  unsatisfactory,  and  there  has  been  no  fresh  outbreak  of  typhoid 
fever.  The  death-rate,  upon  the  average  number  daily  resident, 
has,  however,  been  18 ’6  in  the  male,  and  8*8  in  the  female  division. 
The  excess  in  the  male  side  being,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  subjoined 
Table,  to  a  great  extent  accounted  for  by  the  number  of  deaths  from 
general  paralysis.

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Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  219  cases,  128  in  the  Post-mortem 
male  and  91  in  the  female  division.  .  examinations, 

Coroners’  inquests  were  held  on  the  bodies  of  2  men  and  1  woman,  inquests, 
verdicts  of  “  natural  causes  ”  being  returned  in  each  case. 

The  patients  now  under  medical  treatment  number  65  male  and 
106  of  the  female  sex,  and  we  found  25  of  the  former  and  23  of  the 
latter  in  bed,  in  consequence  of  bodily  disease  or  the  effects  of 
epilepsy. 

A  large  number  of  the  men  were  suffering  from  general  paralysis.  General 
A  reference  to  the  above  return  will  show  how  great  a  proportion  of  Parahsis* 
the  deaths  are  attributable  to  this  cause. 

The  number  of  patients  now  in  the  asylum  who  are  labouring 
under  this  fatal  form  of  disease  amounts  to  94  on  the  male  and  30  on 
the  female  side. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  the  bodily  health  of  the  inmates,  Detached 
we  may  mention  that  the  new  detached  hospital  for  infectious  dis-  hospital, 
eases  has  been  completed  and  been  brought  into  use,  although  at 
present  it  has  fortunately  no  inmate. 

The  changes  as  regards  admissions  and  discharges  are  as  fol-  statistics  of 
lows:—  °  changes,  &c.

These,  together  with  the  241  deaths  already  noticed,  leave  in  the 
asylum  719  men  and  1,094  women,  and  there  are  besides  2  men  and 
3  women  who  are  absent  on  trial.  The  building  therefore  continues 
to  be  full,  notwithstanding  the  removal  to  Banstead  of  166  males 
and  250  females,  the  vacancies  thus  created  being  at  once  filled  by 
the  transfer  to  this  asylum  of  county  cases  from  the  various  licensed 
0.89.  U  4  houses. 
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houses.  It  is  believed  that  all  the  male  patients  have  now  been 
provided  for,  and  that  not  more  than  60  women  remain  for  transfer 
to  the  county  asylums.  When  the  whole  of  the  Middlesex  patients 
are  thus  collected,  it  seems  to  be  not  improbable  that  very  little 
vacant  accommodation  will  remain. 

It  may  be  well  here  to  mention  that  beds  for  20  additional  male 
patients  have  been  provided  in  single-rooms.  This  has  been  effected 
by  an  arrangement  recently  carried  out  of  allowing  married  male 
attendants  to  sleep  off  the  premises,  and  20  of  them  have  been  dis¬ 
posed  of  in  this  way,  and  no  inconvenience  has  resulted.  These  men 
come  on  duty  at  6  a.m.  and  go  away  at  8  p.m. 

The  staff  of  male  attendants  at  present  comprises,  including  the 
inspectors  and  tradesmen,  60  for  day  and  6  for  night  work.  Of  day 
nurses  there  are  90,  and  7  are  engaged  in  night  duty. 

The  night-watching  of  epileptics  is  careful,  and  the  visitations  are 
frequent,  but  the  system  is  not  so  complete  as  to  preclude  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  accident.  The  means  of  electric  communication,  showing 
the  time  occupied  by  the  night-nurses  and  attendants  in  their  duties, 
is  very  complete.  A  further  use  should  be  made  of  this  power  by 
making  communication  from  each  ward  to  the  quarters  of  the 
assistant  medical  officers,  so  that  instantaneous  information  might 
be  conveyed  to  them  during  the  night  as  to  any  sudden  emer¬ 
gency. 

In  the  general  management  and  routine  of  the  establishment  there 
have  not  been  many  changes,  but  the  various  improvements  noticed 
in  our  more  recent  reports  have  been  developed  and  carried  further, 
and  with  evidently  good  results  as  regards  the  improvement  and 
well-being  of  the  patients,  whose  tranquillity  and  contentment  were 
remarkable. 

We  find  that  more  patients  are  employed,  more  taken  out,  and 
more  frequently,  and  more  are  allowed  to  visit  their  friends  for  the 
day.  This  latter  privilege  might,  we  think,  be  still  further  ex¬ 
tended  with  advantage. 

The  returns  made  to  us  as  to  patients  usefully  employed  give 
totals  of  509  men  and  633  women ;  and  altogether  the  chapel  ser¬ 
vices  are  attended  by  570  of  the  former  and  687  of  the  latter. 

Associated  amusements  indoors  are  not  so  frequent  at  this  time  of 
the  year,  but  picnic  parties  are  often  given,  and  are  largely  attended. 
Considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  means  of  occupation 
and  amusement  in  the  wards,  the  stock  of  games,  books,  and  papers 
increased,  and  a  large  number  of  pianofortes  has  been  supplied, 
which  seem  to  be  much  appreciated,  and  are  constantly  in  use. 

A  great  deal  has  been  done  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the 
wards  by  colouring,  painting,  and  decoration,  and  by  the  insertion 
of  large  windows  in  some  of  the  galleries. 

Besides  the  completion  of  the  detached  hospital,  already  noticed, 
another  useful  structural  addition  has  been  made  by  the  erection 
of  an  external  stone  staircase  as  a  means  of  escape  in  case  of 
fire. 

We  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  the  patients  at  dinner  in  several 
of  the  wards  on  both  sides,  and  the  meals  we  saw  were  very  good 
and  abundant.  The  fish  dinners  are  still  given,  and  seem  to  be

Some  other  matters  recommended  to  the  consideration  of  the  Asylums. 
Visitors  have  also  received  attention ;  but  we  have  again  to  point  (Hamvell.) 
out  how  desirable  it  would  be  to  reconstruct  the  staircase  between  ^®™m^enda~ 
6,  7,  and  13  Wards,  and  we  trust  that  the  necessity  for  a  suitable  tlonSj  Ct 
chapel,  and  a  much  larger  recreation-room,  will,  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  much  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  the 
continued  improvement  which  has  taxen  place,  both  in  the  structure 
and  management  of  this  large  asylum,  and  to  the  evident  zeal  and 
ability  shown  by  the  medical  officers  in  the  performance  of  their 
important  and  responsible  duties. 


Middlesex  Asylums. — 3.  Banstead. 

20  July  1877. 

We  have  this  afternoon  concluded  a  three  days’  inspection  of  this  Middlesex 
asylum.  It  was  opened  on  the  26th  of  March  last,  is  provided  foi  ^^nstead .) 
chronic  cases,  and  is  the  third  asylum  for  the  county  of  Middlesex.  Q  .  j 
Its  site  is  at  Banstead,  14  miles  south  of  London,  and  half-a-mile  thpe  asylum. 
from  Belmont  Station,  on  the  London,  and  Brighton  South  Coast 
Kailway.  The  estate  was  purchased  in  1872  ;  the  building  has 
been  since  erected  in  blocks,  being  modelled  on  the  plan  of  the  Metro¬ 
politan  District  Asylum  at  Leavesden,  with  some  alterations.  The 
work  throughout  appears  to  have  been  well  executed.  The  posi¬ 
tion  of  the  asylum  is  a  very  elevated  plateau,  breezy,  and  com¬ 
manding  a  magnificent  view  of  the  adjacent  country  for  many  miles; 
the  subsoil  is  chalk,  with  a  loamy  surface,  the  land  comprises  100 
acres  ;  the  water  supply,  obtained  by  sinking,  is  quite  sufficient  for 
the  purposes  of  the  establishment.  The  accommodation  is  for.  1,700 
patients.  It  appears,  from  a  Report  of  the  Committee  of  V  isitors 
dated  19th  January  last,  that  the  monies  then  expended  in  provid¬ 
ing  the  asylum,  were  258,443/.  16s.,  but  the  capital  account  is  not 
yet  closed. 

Dr.  Thomas  Claye  Shaw  is  the  medical  superintendent.  He  Medical  staff, 
brings  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties  much  experience  obtained  at 
Colney  Hatch  Asylum,  and  during  his  subsequent  tenure  of  the 
superintendent’s  post  at  Leavesden  Asylum.  He  has  three  medical 
assistants,  and  under  him  there  are  also  a  matron  and  deputy 
matron. 

Including  the  officers  above  referred  to,  the  staff  consists  of  12  staff  of  atten- 
male  officers,  4  female  officers,  2  male  inspectors,  2  head  nurses,  19  dants>  &c* 
male  day-attendants,  3  night  male  attendants,  21  female  day  nurses, 

3  night  nurses,  13  female  domestics,  25  workmen  and  artizans,  and 
13  farm  labourers.  We  think  that  the  present  proportion  of  nurses 
to  female  patients  is  scarcely  sufficient.  In  each  division,  as  the 
number  of  patients  swells,  so  will,  no  doubt,  the  attendants  be 
numerically  strengthened. 

The  patients  admitted  have  been  740,  viz. :  302  in  the  male,  438  statistics, 
in  the  female  division ;  one  of  each  sex  has  been  discharged  hence, 
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the  man  on  recovery;  5  males  and  1  female  have  died,  all  from 
natural  causes,  which  it  is  unnecessary  for  us  to  specify  here.  Of 
these  admissions  357  had  been  by  transfer  from  Colney  Hatch 
Asylum,  331  from  Hanwell,  17  from  licensed  houses,  and  13  from 
workhouses.  Of  the  total  number  185  have  no  parish  settlement, 
but  are  chargeable  to  the  county  of  Middlesex. 

The  weekly  charge  for  maintenance  for  all  has  been  fixed  for  the 
present  at  the  rate  of  145.  per  head,  but  it  will  of  course  be  reduced 
as  soon  as  the  increase  in  numbers  will  justify  that  step. 

The  total  number  of  patients  on  the  books  is  now  732,  of  whom 

296  are  men,  and  436  are  women. 

We  saw,  during  our  inspection  every  patient,  and  identified  him 
or  her  with  a  person  on  our  list :  we  spoke  to  many  in  each  divi¬ 
sion. 

The  general  health  seems  to  be  good. 

According  to  the  medical  journal  one  patient  of  each  sex  has  been 
secluded  once,  each  for  six  hours  ;  and  one  woman  has  had  her  hands 
loosely  fastened,  to  prevent  self-injury  whilst  suffering  from  erysipe¬ 
las.  Two  women  were  yesterday  wearing  soft  gloves  to  control  de¬ 
structive  habits,  but  this  has  not  hitherto  been  entered  as  restraint. 

Those  last  registered  as  under  medical  and  surgical  treatment  are 
17  males  and  19  females,  and  those  in  bed,  for  all  reasons,  as  we 
passed  through  the  wards,  were  16  men  and  13  women.  The 
present  number  of  epileptics  is  54  males  and  71  females.  .  Several 
patients  appear  to  have  already  benefited  by  the  fine  air  of  the 
place. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  in  the  asylum  since  the  opening, 
but  except  under  special  circumstances  the  patients’  friends  are 
still  (from  fear  of  the  small-pox  prevalent  in  and  about  London) 
not  permitted  to  visit.  On  this  subject  many  complaints  were  made 
to  us.  We  feel,  however,  sure  that,  so  soon  as  the  veto  can  be 
safely  withdrawn,  visiting  will  be  liberally  allowed.  Making  proper 
allowance  for  the  disappointment  felt  by  some,  on  transfer  of  charge 
in  lieu  of  hoped-for  release,  we  can  report  a  fair  amount  of  content 
among  the  patients,  and  that  content  will  we  believe  increase  when^ 
time  will  have  enabled  Dr.  Shaw  to  effect  a  proper  organisation  of 
occupation,  in-door  amusement,  and  out-door  exercise. 

The  discipline  essential  to  the  happiness  of  all  must  be  main¬ 
tained,  the  conduct  and  language  of  several,  especially  women, 
during  our  inspection,  rather  points  to  relaxation  of  due  control  in 
the  larger  asylums,  whence  batches  have  been  sent  hither.  It  is 
important,  also,  that  none  but  chronic  quiet  cases  should  be  here 
received.  Such  was  the  intention  of  the  county  justices  when  the 
asylum  was  planned,  and  its  structural  arrangements  are  not  suit¬ 
able  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  any  other  class.  A  man  had  to 
be  removed  for  violence,  during  our  inspection,  to  the  only  padded 
room  on  the  male  side,  and  two  or  three  women  used  threatening 
language,  and  appeared  also  to  be  too  violent  and  troublesome  for 
detention  here.  The  demeanour  of  the  other  patients  was  free 
from  excitement. 

The  clothing  of  both  sexes  when  seen  by  us  was  in  good  condi¬ 
tion  and  of  suitable  quality.  We  were  informed  that  there  was  a

While  we  were  in  the  wards  two  accidents  happened:  an  epileptic 
girl  sitting  on  a  bench  fell  in  a  fit  on  the  floor,  and  fractured  her 
collar-bone  ;  and  a  man,  whilst  struggling  against  attendants  bathing 
him,  dislocated  his  shoulder.  The  latter  accident  would,  we  are  of 
opinion,  not  have  occurred  had  the  charge  attendant  been  more 
careful,  and  it  points  to  the  expediency  of  the  presence  of  an 
inspector  whenever  resistance  is  offered  by  a  patient  to  being 
bathed.

We  read  and  considered  the  dietary,  and  we  tasted  the  dinner  on  Dietary, 
table  in  some  of  the  wards ;  also  the  tea,  malt  liquor,  bread,  butter, 
and  cheese,  and  had  no  ground  for  finding  fault  with  anything. 

Fish  is  given  once  a  week.  The  workers  have  a  lunch  in  addition 

O 

to  other  meals.  ' 

The  means  of  amusement  are  at  present  much  limited  on  both  Amusements, 
sides,  and  no  regular  out-door  exercise  has  yet  been  arranged,  be-  exercise,  and 
yond  the  employment  of  a  few  men  on  the  farm,  but  hitherto  it  has  occupa  lons* 
been  almost  impossible  so  to  do.  In  farm  work,  in  the  offices,  and 
in  the  shops,  32  men  are  occupied,  36  in  cleaning  the  wards,  30 
females  assist  in  the  laundry ;  altogether  126  women  are  usefully 
employed.  There  is  a  very  fine  recreation-hall,  and  Dr.  Shaw 
will,  we  are  sure,  turn  it  to  a  good  purpose  as  soon  as  practicable. 

The  arrangements  for  Divine  Service  provide  for  its  performance  Divine  Service, 
in  the  chapel  twice  every  day  of  the  week.  The  average  attend¬ 
ance  there  has  been  120  patients  in  the  morning,  127  in  the  after¬ 
noon.  The  fittings  of  the  chapel  are  excellent.  We  met  the 
chaplain  in  the  wards,  and  were  glad  to  hear  from  him  that  he  was 
shortly  about  to  receive  another  grant  for  books  for  the  use  of  the 
patients. 

The  estimated  accommodation  of  1,700  beds,  comprises  615  for  Accommoda- 
men,  and  1,085  for  women,  of  which  75  on  the  male  side,  and  121  tion  and  state 
in  the  female  division,  are  in  single  rooms.  Most  of  the  blocks  are  01  ^aicis‘ 
as  yet  only  partially  occupied,  and  two  on  the  female  side  have  not  yet 
been  opened.  The  beds  are  of  horse-hair,  and,  as  well  as  the  bed¬ 
ding  throughout,  they  are  of  excellent  quality.  The  day-rooms  are 
suitably  furnished  with  tables,  chairs,  and  wooden  settees,  all  appro¬ 
priate  in  character.  As  yet,  of  course,  little  has  been  done  in  the 
way  of  ward  decoration,  the  introduction  of  objects  of  interest  and 
the  provision  of  means  of  in-door  amusement.  This  will  no  doubt 
soon  be  taken  in  hand,  and  we  hope  bagatelle-tables  will  be  pro¬ 
cured  for  the  men,  some  second-hand  pianos  for  the  women,  and 
more  illustrated  and  other  books  and  newspapers  for  both  sexes. 

We  found  all  the  wards  perfectly  clean,  and  entirely  free  from 
offensive  odour.  The  mode,  however,  in  which  the  hot-water  pipes 
have  been  covered  by  gratings  placed  over  them  horizontally  in  the 
floor,  is  open  to  objection,  and  will  have  to  be  considered  in  the 
further  furnishing,  so  as  to  obviate  annoyance  which  otherwise  must 
be  anticipated. 
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It  is  to  be  regretted  that,  owing  to  the  construction  ^of  the 
windows,  they  are  only  capable  of  being  opened  to  a  very  limited 
extent,  so  that,  when  the  wards  are  fully  occupied,  we  fear  that 
there  may  not  be  as  free  an  admission  and  circulation  of  fresh  air 
as  will  at  times  be  desirable. 

The  epileptics  are  brought  together  as  far  as  possible  in  one  of 
the  blocks  on  each  side,  and  are  placed  to  sleep  in  dormitories  and 
single  rooms  under  the  continuous  care  of  special  night  attendants. 
We  have  suggested  to  Dr.  Shaw  that,  for  facility  of  supervision,  the 
central  screens  in  the  dormitories  should  be  removed,  and  that 
means  should  be  taken  for  lighting  and  readily  seeing  into  the  single 
rooms  without  opening  the  doors.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that  the 
Committee  have  authorized  the  establishment  of  electrical  arrange¬ 
ments  for  recording  the  movements  of  the  night  attendants,  and  for 
communicating  between  the  epileptic  dormitories  and  the  medical 
officers’  quarters. 

The  plots  of  ground  marked  out  and  divided  by  low  iron  fences 
are  very  small  for  airing-courts,  and  are  not  yet  planted  or  provided 
with  seats.  The  seats  have,  we  understand,  been  ordered,  and  the 
planting  will,  we  assume,  be  undertaken  in  the  autumn.  In  the 
meantime  a  good  walk  has  been  formed  already  along  the  inner 
boundary  of  the  estate,  which  will  afford  means  for  daily  extended 
exercise  for,  we  trust,  large  numbers,  including,  as  often  as  pos¬ 
sible,  the  laundry  patients. 

The  farm-buildings  and  gas-works  appear  to  be  well-arranged, 
and  there  are  12  very  convenient  cottages  for  the  married  at¬ 
tendants, 

The  burial-ground  has  been  enclosed,  laid  out,  and  brought  into 
use,  but  the  attempt  at  planting  it  has  not  yet  been  successful. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  mortuary  chapel,  a  portion  of 
the  burial  service  is  omitted,  an  omission  which  nothing  but  actual 
necessity  would  justify.  We  trust,  therefore,  that  the  present  is 
only  a  temporary  arrangement,  and  that  a  small  mortuary  chapel 
will  be  erected,  as  is  the  case  at  most  asylums  having  private 
cemeteries. 

Another  future  requirement,  which  will  doubtless  engage  the 
attention  of  the  Committee  is  the  provision  of  a  detached  hospital 
for  contagious  diseases. 

Of  the  100  acres  comprised  in  the  asylum  estate,  22  are  occupied 
by  the  main  building,  roads,  airing- courts,  farmstead,  gas-works  and 
cemetery,  and  the  remaining  78  acres  are  available  for  cultivation  as 
garden  and  farm. 

The  whole  of  the  sewage  is  distributed  by  gravitation  over  about 
24  acres. 

Works  have  just  been  completed  by  which  the  water  is  torbe 
softened  by  what  is  called  the  “  Porter-Clark”  process. 

Hydrants  have  been  fixed  within  the  building  and  externally, 
and  the  roofs  can  for  the  most  part  be  readily  commanded  by  the 
external  hydrants,  as  we  saw  by  experiment  yesterday. 
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Monmouth,  &c.,  Joint  Counties  Asylum,  Abergavenny.  App!^^ 

20  April  1877. 

Our  inspection  of  this  asylum  has  occupied  us  two  days,  during  Monmouth,  &c. 
which  we  have  seen  every  patient,  and  visited  all  the  wards  and  ^°yium°UntieS 
out-buildings.  (Abergavenny.) 

The  total  number  of  inmates  to-day  is  525,  of  whom  278  are  Numbers, 
men  and  247  women ;  but  besides  these,  there  are  33  other  females 
belonging  to  the  counties  in  union,  who  are  boarded  in  other  asylums 
under  contract;  of  these  31  are  at  Macclesfield  at  a  weekly  charge 
of  14^.  a  week  ;  one  at  Fisherton  House  at  15  s.,  and  one  at  Star- 
cross,  for  whom  10  s,  is  paid. 

Owing  to  the  continued  pressure  for  room,  a  contract  has  just  Contract  with 
been  entered  into  with  the  justices  of  the  Hereford  Asylum  for  the  d 

reception  of  50  patients,  and  10  of  the  present  inmates  will  be  sent 
there  to-morrow ;  the  weekly  charge  will  be  the  same  as  at  Maccles¬ 
field.  Here  it  is  10  s.

The  actual  accommodation  now  available  in  this  building  is, 
males,  268,  and  females,  245  ;  total,  513  ;  so  that  the  population  is 
now  12  in  excess  of  the  proper  space.  This  will,  however,  be  re¬ 
lieved  to-morrow,  and  hitherto  no  patient  has  been  refused  admission. 

In  these  circumstances  we  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  visitors  have  Provision  of 
had  under  consideration  how  best  to  provide  for  the  wants  of  the 
counties.  The  question  being  whether  it  would  be  now  desirable  ^Ocn°#mmo  a~ 
to  enlarge  the  present  building,  or  to  effect  a  separation  of  Mon¬ 
mouthshire  from  Brecon  and  Radnor.  As  regards  the  latter  project, 
we  do  not  feel  justified  in  offering  any  opinion  at  present;  but  we 
may  say,  that  having  to-day,  on  the  spot,  considered  the  proposal  by 
which  it  is  suggested  this  asylum  might  be  enlarged,  we  are  of 
opinion  that  any  such  enlargement  would  be  very  undesirable,  and 
should  certainly  be  avoided  if  possible. 

The  additions  which  were  in  progress  when  our  Colleagues  were  Recent 
here  in  November  last  year,  have  been  completed,  and  are  found  to  additions,  &c. 
work  well.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  ere  long  the  water-closets 
throughout  will  be  improved  in  the  same  way  as  those  already  done 
in  some  of  the  male  wards,  but  we  must  point  out  that  the  law 
requires  that  the  plans  for  these  alterations  must  first  be  submitted 
to,  and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State.

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The  death-rate.,  as  will  be  seen,  has  been  low,  and  there  has  not 
been  any  fatal  accident  or  sudden  death.  In  one  case  an  inquest 
was  held  in  consequence  of  the  fracture  of  the^  sternum,  and  two 
ribs  of  a  male  patient  haying  been  discovered  during  a  post-mortem 
examination.  These  fractures  were  mere  cracks,  and  there  was  no 
displacement  or  injury  to  the  lungs  or  pleura,  and  they  do  not 
appear  to  have  been  connected  with  the  patient’s  death ;  but  the 
way  in  which  they  were  caused  was  not  ascei  tamed. 

The  following  were  the  assigned  causes  of  death,  which  in  20  out 
of  21  cases  were  discovered  by  post-mortem  examination: —

The  general  health  is  satisfactory,  but  there  is  a  very  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  helpless,  paralysed,  and  aged  patients  here,  and  we  found 
in  bed  8  males  and  13  females,  whilst  18  males  and  25  females  are 
registered  as  under  medical  treatment. 

Of  the  personal  condition  of  the  patients  of  all  classes  we  have  a 
very  favourable  report  to  make,  and  their  behaviour  was  most 
orderly. 

No  one  was  in  seclusion  or  under  restraint,  and  turning  to  the 
records  on  these  matters,  we  find  that  no  restraint  has  been  em¬ 
ployed,  but  seclusion  has  been  resorted  to  in  the  cases  of  4  men  and 
14  women,  altogether  on  20  occasions,  and  generally  for  short 
periods. 

The  beds  were  very  clean  and  good,  but  some  of  the  under 
blankets  supplied  are  too  small,  especially  for  use  over  mackintosh 
sheeting,  and  others  should  be  furnished. 

The  condition  of  the  wards  was  very  good,  and  they  were  well 
supplied  with  books,  papers,  and  other  means  of  in-door  amusement. 
The  associated  entertainments  are  continued  as  usual  and  are  given 
weekly,  but  all  efforts  in  this  direction  are  hindered  by  the  want  of 
a  proper  recreation-hall.  Whatever  decision  may  be  arrived  at  in 
providing  the  requisite  accommodation  for  the  pauper  lunatics  of  the 
counties,  we  desire  strongly  to  press  upon  the  visitors  the  advan¬ 
tages  which  would  result  from  the  erection  of  a  large  and  suitable 
hall,  and  the  equal  necessity  there  is  for  a  larger  and  better 
chapel. 

There  is  another  structural  matter  which  we  consider  to  be  of  the 
utmost  importance,  viz. :  the  provision  of  efficient  means  for  the 
extinction  of  fire.  At  present  the  asylum  is  in  a  dangerous  position, 
should  an  outbreak  of  fire  occur. 

Divine  Service  is  performed  as  usual ;  about  100  of  each  sex 
attend  on  Sunday,  and  40  of  each  sex  on  week-days. 

The  occupations  have  before  been  described;  it  is  sufficient  there¬ 
fore  to  state,  that  139  men  and  157  women  are  regularly  and  usefully 
employed. 


During 
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During  our  visit.  Dr.  McCullough  brought  under  our  notice  the  Appendix  (C.) 
case  of  a  male  patient,  named  F.  M.,  who  had  been  assaulted  by  Monmonth,  &c„ 
an  attendant  called  Thomas  Prosser;  the  blows  were  seen  to  be  Joint  Counties 
given  by  Dr.  Glendinning,  who  happened  to  be  looking  out  of  a  f^1e^raa'venn  n 
window  facing  the  airing-court,  when  the  assault  took  place.  We  AssaultT111^'"' 
had  the  patient  before  us  and  examined  his  person,  upon  which  only  a^dantf  ^ 
one  small  bruise  was  discovered,  nor  could  any  fracture  of  the  ribs  be 
detected  ;  but  the  patient  evinced  considerable  pain  when  this  spot 
was  pressed  upon.  This  man  is  subject  to  recurrent  fits  of  mania, 
accompanied  with  aggressive  violence,  and  it  appears  that  it  was  in 
one  of  these  that  he  assaulted  several  patients  in  the  yard.  Prosser, 
the  attendant,  then  interfered,  and  with  the  patient  fell  to  the 
ground.  It  was  then  that  the  blows  were  struck,  and  they  were 
seen  by  a  patient  named  W.  L.,  as  well  as  by  Dr.  Glendinning. 

Although  no  very  severe  injuries  were  inflicted,  it  is  so  very  im¬ 
portant  that  occurrences  of  this  sort  should  be  checked,  that  we 
think  neither  the  justice  of  the  case  nor  the  necessary  warning  to 
other  attendants  would  be  met  by  the  mere  dismissal  of  the  attend¬ 
ant,  and  as  abundant  proof  seems  to  be  obtainable,  we  would 
suggest  that  he  be  brought  before  a  justice  to  answer  for  the 
assault. 

The  result  of  our  visit  enables  us  again  to  speak  m  high  terms  of 
the  management  of  this  asylum,  and  of  the  skill  with  which  the 
patients  are  treated. 


Norfolk  Asylum. 


15  February  1877. 

We  have  seen  to-day  all  the  patients  whose  names  are  now  on  Norfolk, 
the  register  of  this  asylum,  except  2  women  at  present  out  on  trial,  Asylum, 
and  1  man  who  escaped  yesterday. 

They  comprise  205  men  and  325  women,  making  the  total  of  530  statistics, 
persons.  There  are  four  vacant  beds  on  the  men’s  side,  and  7  on 
the  women’s.  The  weekly  rate  is  10  s.  6  d.

Of  those  discharged,  23  are  reported  as  having  recovered. 

No  suicide  has  been  committed,  nor  has  there  been  any  fatal  or 
serious  accident.  No  inquest  has  been  held,  and  the  causes  of  death 
have  all  been  such  as  are  ordinary  in  asylums. 

Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  only  six  cases,  but  Post-modem 
this,  we  are  informed,  is  owing  to  the  strong  objections  entertained  examinations.

Appendix  (C.)  to  Thirty-second  Report 

by  the  relatives  of  patients.  Very  many  of  the  inmates  are  old 
feeble,  demented  persons,  whose  cases  are  of  a  hopeless  character ; 
but  we  did  not  find  more  than  5  of  the  men  and  8  O-f  the  women  in 
bed,  and  the  last  returns  as  to  medical  treatment  give  11  men  and 
30  women  as  being  under  it. 

No  restraint  has  been  employed,  and  seclusion  has  been  used  m 
the  cases  of  3  women  only,  each  on  one  occasion. . 

There  were  120  patients  of  both  sexes  dining  together  in  the 
dining* hall  to-day.  The  dinner  was  of  baked  beef,  with  vegetables 
and  beer.  Several  of  whom  we  made  inquiries  expressed  their 
entire  satisfaction,  and  from  none  did  we  receive  any  reasonable 
complaints.  The  conduct,  both  here  and  throughout  the  wards*  was 
quiet  and  orderly. 

Keturns  have  been  furnished  to  us  with  respect  to  the  employ¬ 
ments,  from  which  it  appears  that  88  men  and  213  women  are 
engaged  in  different  occupations.  Of  the  men,  about  30  work  out 
of  doors,  15  at  trades,  and  the  others  in  the  wards  and  kitchen  ;  of 
the  women,  29  are  in  the  laundry  (where  not  more  than  three  paid 
laundry-maids  are  employed),  7  in  the  kitchen,  and  more  than  100 
do  needlework  and  knitting. 

The  associated  entertainments  are  given  once  a  fortnight;  walk¬ 
ing  exercise  beyond  the  grounds  is  taken  regularly,  and  there  are 
still  boating  parties  in  the  summer  months. 

The  attendance  at  the  service  in  the  chapel  on  Sunday  is  good, 
viz.,  159  men  and  230  women.  The  asylum  is  visited  by  the  chap¬ 
lain  every  other  day,  or  oftener  if  necessary. 

We  can,  as  heretofore,  report  most  favourably  of  the  state  of  the 
wards,  which  were  clean,  well  ventilated,  and  cheerful.  The  bed¬ 
ding,  likewise,  was  in  excellent  order,  and  is  of  good  quality,  whilst 
the  means  for  daily  washing  are  well  provided  for,  and  the  supply 
of  combs  and  brushes  is  good.  The  personal  condition  of  both  sexes 
was  satisfactory.  The  women  have  warm  dresses  for  winter,  and 
the  men  have  a  change  of  suits  for  Sunday. 

Several  internal  alterations  and  improvements  have  been  made 
since  the  last  visit.  The  stone  floor  of  the  day-room  of  Male  Ward, 
No.  1,  has  been  removed,  and  a  wooden  one  substituted.  A  new 
fire-place  and  chimney-piece  have  been  put  up,  and  the  room  is  to 
be  generally  renovated.  The  same  work  is  now  in  progress  in  the 
corresponding  ward  on  the  other  side.  When  this  is  finished,  there 
will  be  no  day-rooms  with  stone  floors. 

An  addition  has  been  made  to  the  epileptic  dormitory  for  the 
men,  and  also  to  the  day-room  below  it.  It  is  intended  that  these 
rooms  should  be  papered.  The  number  of  epileptics  now  here  are 
44  men  and  27  women ;  and  this  extension  of  the  dormitory,  where 
suicidal  as  well  as  epileptic  cases  sleep,  now  provides  for  47  beds. 
The  two  rooms  similarly  appropriated  for  the  females  contain  33 
beds.  Of  these  classes,  only  1  man  and  2  women  require  to  be 
placed  in  single  rooms.  Since  the  establishment  of  these  dormi¬ 
tories,  now  four  years,  there  has  not  been  any  accident  during  the 
night  with  these  patients,  and  further  experience  of  the  working  of 
this  system  confirms  Dr.  Hills  in  his  opinion  of  its  great  utility.

The  dormitory  attached  to  No.  2  Male  Ward  is  to  be  used  as  an  Appendix  (C.) 
infirmary  ;  a  bay  window  has  been  thrown  out  on  one  side,  and  two 
windows  have  been  opened  at  one  end;  a  water-closet  and  scullery,  Asylum 
where  hot  and  cold  water  is  laid  on,  and  with  cross  ventilation  Dorm;tory  to 
between  them  and  the  dormitory,  have  been  put  up.  This  alteration  be  used  as  an 
will  provide  good  accommodation  for  the  sick.  infirmary, 

The  present  infirmary  will  be  used  as  a  dormitory,  and  will  be  be^disused 
enlarged  by  having  a  room,  now  occupied  by  an  attendant,  thrown 
in. 

A  vacant  space  adjoining  Male  Ward,  No.  3,  has  been  enclosed, 
and  will  afford  additional  day-room  for  that  ward. 

These  alterations  are  great  improvements,  and  will  conduce  ma¬ 
terially  to  the  good  management  and  comfort  of  the  patients.  The 
general  air  of  contentment,  and  absence  of  complaints,  enable 
us  to  again  have  the  pleasure  of  recording  our  opinion  of  the  good 
management  of  this  asylum,  and  of  the  kind  treatment  of  its  in¬ 
mates. 

The  case-books  continue  to  be  carefully  kept  by  Mr.  Seymour, 
the  assistant  medical  officer. 

At  the  recpaest  of  Dr.  Hills,  we  have  looked  at  some  sites  that  Extension  of 
may  be  available  for  the  proposed  extension  of  the  asylum  accom-  fQ^hronic^10 
modation,  by  building  for  250  chronic  patients ;  so  that  when  the  cages# 
Committee  have  arrived  at  a  definite  conclusion  on  this  matter,  we 
shall  be  able  to  report  respecting  them. 


Northamptonshire  Asylum. 

23  February  1877. 

We  yesterday  visited  this  asylum,  went  over  every  part  of  the  Northampton- 
building,  and  saw  all  the  patients  now  resident,  286  in  number.  shire  Asylum. 

The  asylum  was  opened  on  the  30th  June  1876,  and  on  that  day,  Dateofopen- 
and  during  the  following  week,  61  males  and  54  females  were  trans-ing. 
ferred  here  from  the  Northampton  General  Lunatic  Hospital. 

The  removal  of  these  patients  on  a  specified  day,  when  only  the 
offices  and  a  portion  of  the  male  division  were  approaching  com¬ 
pletion,  called  for  much  energy  and  judgment  on  the  part  of  the 
medical  superintendent,  Dr.  Millson,  but  he  was  able  to  make  satis¬ 
factory  arrangements. 

The  asylum  is  situate  at  Berry  Wood,  about  2|  miles  from 
Northampton.  The  site,  consisting  of  200  acres,  is  elevated,  with 
cheerful  and  extensive  views,  and  the  land  is  admirably  adapted  for 
sewage  irrigation. 

The  building  is  arranged  for  the  reception  of  270  patients  of  each  structural 
sex,  with  offices  of  a  sufficient  size  for  a  still  larger  number,  and  the  arrangements, 
general  arrangements  appear  to  have  been  carefully  studied  by  the 
architect.  It  is  of  red  and  white  brick,  and  the  work  seems  to  have 
been  well  and  substantially  executed.  The  interior  is  plastered 
throughout,  the  wood-work  is  excellent,  all  the  floors  are  of  pitch- 
pine  and  well  laid,  and  the  lighting  of  the  day-rooms,  corridors,  and 
dormitories,  is  good.  The  superintendent’s  house  is  at  the  north- 
0.89.  X  east 
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east  angle,  communicating  by  a  short  corridor  with  the  male 
division.  In  the  centre  are  the  committee-room,  clerk’s  and  super¬ 
intendent’s  offices,  the  kitchen,  servants’  hall,  and  the  other  usual 
departmental  offices.  The  dining  and  recreation  hall  is  in  the 
centre,  to  the  south.  The  blocks  for  patients  are  the  same  on  either 
side,  and  consist  of  six  wards  in  each  division.  Those  for  males  are 
completed,  but  only  two  wards  and  a  dormitory  are  at  present 
occupied  on  the  female  side.  Temporarily,  a  certain  number  of 
women  are  in  some  of  the  wards  in  the  male  division.  Thus  a  few 
occupy  the  wards  8  and  9  by  day,  whilst  the  dormitory,  No.  12,  is 
specially  set  apart  for  the  night  use  of  the  female  suicidal  and  epi¬ 
leptic  patients. 

The  first  and  second  floors,  however,  in  the  further  female  block 
are  nearly  completed,  and  may  shortly  be  occupied.  Besides  the 
county  and  borough  patients  who  may  thus  be  accommodated, 
there  will  remain  a  considerable  amount  of  space,  which  may  be  avail¬ 
able  for  out-county  patients.  * 

The  chapel  is  in  a  very  unfinished  state,  and  little  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  levelling  and  formation  of  the  airing-courts.  The 
want  of  them  is  said  to  be  not  much  felt,  as  the  patients  are  sent, 
out  for  walks  beyond  the  grounds ;  at  the  same  time  we  think  no 
time  should  be  lost  in  turfing  and  planting  them,  and  getting  them 
generally  into  proper  order. 

The  roads  and  approaches  to  the  asylum  are  also  in  a  very  rough 
and  unfinished  state. 

The  building  operations  have  been  prolonged  much  beyond  the 
time  specified  in  the  contract,  and  the  estimate  has  been  considerably 
exceeded. 

There  are  now  106  workmen  employed  about  the  place,  and  there 
does  not  appear  to  be  any  prospect  of  the  original  buildings, 
together  with  the  farm-buildings  and  cottages,  the  plans  of  which 
were  sanctioned  some  time  since,  being  completed  in  less  than  a 
year. 

Internal  hydrants  and  mains  outside  the  building  are  now  being 
provided  for  use  in  case  of  fire,  but  the  adequacy  of  the  water 
supply  in  such  an  event  appears  to  be  very  doubtful,  and  we  think 
this  is  a  matter  as  to  which  the  committee  should  consult  their 
engineer,  and  act  as  he  may  suggest. 

Much  progress  has  been  made  in  furnishing,  and  we  are  glad  to 
find  that  chairs  and  small  tables,  and  other  articles  of  domestic  fur¬ 
niture,  are  liberally  supplied. 

The  beds  are  all  of  hair  on  straw  mattresses,  and  the  bedding  is 
ample  and  of  excellent  quality.  By  the  liberality  of  a  lady  living 
in  the  neighbourhood,  who  presented  30  I.  to  the  institution,  a  num¬ 
ber  of  framed  engravings  have  been  purchased  and  hung  on  the 
walls.  The  present  supply  of  books,  papers,  &c.,  is  limited,  but  will, 
no  doubt,  be  soon  increased. 

Of  the  286  patients  now  here,  125  are  men  and  161  are  women. 
Two  of  the  former  and  4  of  the  latter  are  private  patients,  payino' 
from  15  s.  to  42  s.  per  week.

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Of  those  admitted  118  were  transferred  from  the  Northampton 
Hospital,  and  114  from  the  Parkside  Asylum  at  Macclesfield.  Ten 
recoveries  are  reported  amongst  those  discharged.  The  causes  of 
death  have  been  of  an  ordinary  character,  with  the  exception  of  one 

woman,  who  died  from  suffocation  in  a  fit. 

Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  every  instance.  Post-mortem 

The  epileptic  patient  above  referred  to  was  in  the  dormitory  appro-  examina  lons’ 
priated  to  this  class,  and  her  death  took  place  after  the  special  night 
attendant  had  left  the  ward  to  call  the  other  attendants  in  the 
morning.  Other  arrangements  have,  however,  been  made,  and  the 
night  attendant  now  remains  in  the  ward  until  the  others  come  on 
duty.  Dent’s,  or  some  similar  clocks,  are  about  to  be  introduced 
throughout  the  asylum. 

Although  there  have  been  many  difficulties  to  contend  with,  and 
the  patients  have  been  placed  under  somewhat  unfavourable  circum¬ 
stances,  owing  to  the  unfinished  state  of  the  building,  and  all  the 
inconveniences  attending  the  opening  of  a  new  asylum,  there  has 
been  no  accident  to  any,  and  their  health  has  been  good. 

There  is  now  here  an  unusually  large  proportion  of  chronic,  de-  Chronic  cases, 
mented  patients,  more  fit  for  care  either  with  their  own  relatives  or 
in  any  well-organised  workhouse,  than  in  such  a  costly  establish¬ 
ment  as  this,  and  we  think  that,  as  far  as  possible,  the.  removal  of 
such  cases  should  be  promoted*  We  only  found  one  patient  of  each 
sex  in  bed,  and  those  now  registered  as  under  medical  treatment 
are  6  men  and  13  women. 

No  restraint  has  been  employed,  but  5  men  and  11  women  have  Restraint  and 
been  secluded ;  the  former  on  14,  and  the  latter  on  41  occasions. 

At  dinner,  in  the  hall,  we  saw  88  men  and  127  women,  and  about  Dietary, 
this  number  have  all  their  meals  here  together.  The  conduct  of  all 
was  orderly,  and  the  dinner,  consisting  of  boiled  pork,  bread,  and 
potatoes,  with  beer,  seemed,  generally,  to  be  liked.  The  dietary 
is  similar  to  that  adopted  in  the  Middlesex  and  Metropolitan  Asy¬ 
lums,  consisting  of  tea,  or  cocoa,  and  bread  and  butter  for  breakfast ; 
bread  and  cheese  and  beer,  or  bread  and  butter  and  tea  for  supper, 
for  the  men,  and  bread  and  butter  and  tea  for  the  women.  Solid 
meat  for  dinner,  with  vegetables  and  bread,  is  given  on  four  days 
in  the  week,  and  meat  pie  on  one.  Fish,  or  Irish  stew,  or  soup,  with 
vegetables  or  rice,  on  one  day,  and  Irish  stew,  with  bread,  on  one 
day.  Beer  is  allowed  daily. 

The  arrangements  with  regard  to  the  attendants  are  somewhat  Attendants, 
exceptional.  It  is  the  rule  that  the  male  wards  should  be  cleared  of 
all  whom  it  is  possible  to  send  out  of  doors  at  a  quarter  to  seven  in 
the  morning,  and  that  the  wards  should  not  be  re-occupied  till  half- 
0.8y.  X  2  Past 
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past  six  in  the  evening.  The  men  so  going  out  are  employed  on 
the  land,  or  at  different  trades  and  occupations,  under  the  supervision 
of  labourers  and  artizans,  who,  however,  have  received  a  certain 
amount  of  training  as  attendants  of  the  insane.  Those  who  remain 
in  the  wards  are  looked  after  by  women,  who  receive  a  gratuity  of 
2  l.  a  year  in  addition  to  their  ordinary  wages. 

The  staff  consists,  on  the  male  side,  of  a  male  inspector,  head 
female  attendant,  two  first-class  female  attendants,  three  second- 
class  females,  and  16  farm-labourers.  On  the  female  side,  of  a  head 
female  attendant,  five  first-class,  and  nine  second-class  attendants. 
The  head  female  attendant  is  over  both  divisions. 

There  are  also  two  night  attendants  for  the  men,  and  three  for 
the  women.  One  in  each  division  remains  continuously  in  the 
rooms  respectively  devoted  to  the  care  of  epileptic  and  suicidal 
patients,  whilst  the  others  make  their  rounds  once  every  hour.

The  night  attendants  are  in  the  position  of  lst-class  attendants. 
Board,  of  course,  is  also  given  in  all  cases,  as  well  as  a  uniform. 

Prayers  are  read  every  morning  and  evening  by  the  chaplain  in 
the  hall,  when  80  men  and  100  women  are  present,  and  the  same 
numbers  attend  Divine  Service  twice  on  Sunday. 

Twice  a  week  the  working  patients  are  allowed  a  half  holiday, 
and  occasionally  from  40  to  50  of  each  sex  are  taken  out  for  walks. 
A  weekly  dance  is  given,  which  is  attended  by  a  considerable  num¬ 
ber  ;  sometimes  as  many  as  140  to  150  of  both  sexes. 

The  clothing  was,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory,  but  in  some 
instances  that  of  the  working  men  was  less  clean  and  neat  than  is 
desirable,  and  a  proper  lavatory  for  their  use,  before  going  into 
dinner,  is  about  to  be  provided.  About  50  of  the  men  have  special 
suits  for  Sunday,  and  we  hope  that  all  will  soon  be  so  supplied.  The 
men’s  linen  is  changed  twice  a  week,  and  each  of  those  who  work 
has  two  pairs  of  boots,  which  admits  of  their  being  changed  and 
cleaned  daily. 

We  saw  7  men  at  work  in  the  tailor’s,  and  10  in  the  shoemaker’s 
shop,  and  the  returns  give  102  as  the  total  number  employed,  of 
whom  36  work  in  the  garden.  Of  the  women,  124  are  employed, 
11  of  them  helping  in  the  laundry,  and  36  doing  needlework. 

We  found  the  wards  well  ventilated  and  scrupulously  clean,  and 
the  furniture,  as  before  remarked,  good  and  plentiful,  and  of  a  com¬ 
fortable  character.  Some  of  the  female  dormitories  contained  more 
beds  than  they  can  properly  hold,  and  we  trust  this  may  soon  be 
remedied. 

The  patients  themselves  were  quiet  and  orderly,  except  that  in 
one  room  intended  for  a  dormitory,  but  now  temporarily  occupied 
by  22  female  patients  as  a  day-room,  there  was  a  certain  amount  of 
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excited  talking.  These  women  are  some  of  the  most  unfavourable  Appendix  (C.) 
cases  in  the  house,  and  it  is  very  essential  that  they  should  be  placed,  NortJ^^ton. 
as  soon  as  possible,  in  a  more  suitable  room,  and  be  afforded  the  shire  Asylum, 
means  of  getting  out  into  an  airing-court. 

The  weekly  rate  is  11  s.  for  the  county  patients,  145.  to  15  s.  for 
the  out-county,  and  135.  for  those  from  the  borough  of  Northamp¬ 
ton. 

No  report  has  been  made  respecting  this  asylum  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  62nd  section  of  the  16  &  17  Viet.  c.  97,  as  the  com¬ 
mittee  appointed  for  the  erecting  and  providing  of  the  asylum  do  not 
consider  themselves  to  be  the  Committee  of  Visitors.  This,  however, 
is  not  the  case,  as  provided  by  the  21st  section  of  the  above  men¬ 
tioned  Act. 

We  have  been  much  gratified  with  our  visit,  and  with  the  progress 
which  has  been  made  in  so  short  a  period,  and  under  many  diffi¬ 
culties,  in  opening  and  organising  this  asylum. 


Northumberland  Asylum. 

25  January  1877. 

This  asylum  having  been  so  recently  visited  by  our  Colleagues,  Northumber- 
viz.,  on  the  21st  July  1876,  there  is  not  so  much  matter  for  report land  Asylum> 
as  usual. 

The  patients  have  increased  in  number  from  386  to  393,  all  of  Statistics, 
whom  we  have  seen,  none  being  away  on  leave.  The  men  are  217, 
the  women  176.  Forty  are  out-county  cases,  of  these  25  are  males. 

The  private  class  consists  of  6  persons  of  each  sex.  The  weekly 
maintenance  is  reduced  to  11  5.  8  d.  weekly  for  paupers  chargeable 
to  unions  in  the  county,  the  out-county  have  to  pay  14  5.  ;  the 
private  class  vary  from  15  5.  to  21  5.  The  admissions  have  been  20 
on  each  side  of  the  building,  three  of  whom  had  been  cases  pre¬ 
viously  in  the  asylum.  Twenty  of  both  sexes  have  been  discharged, 
in  the  proportion  of  7  men  to  13  women,  and  of  the  20  as  many  as 
16  are  reported  to  have  been  recovered. 

Thirteen  persons,  that  is  to  say  4  males  and  9  females,  have  died  Post-mortem 
since  last  visit,  10  were  the  subject  of  post-mortem  examinations,  examinations. 

No  individual  died  from  other  than  a  natural  cause,  and  there 
has  been  no  inquest.  Phthisis  killed  4  ;  exhaustion  after  epileptic 
attacks  carried  off  2  ;  pneumonia  2,  and  exhaustion  from  continued 
excitement  2. 

The  general  health  has  been  and  is  satisfactory  for  such  an  esta-  General  health, 
blishment,  which  has  on  its  books  at  present  34  persons  liable  to  fits 
more  or  less  frequent.  No  grave  casualty  has  occurred;  the 
suicidal  patients  are  73  (a  large  number),  and  of  general  paralytics 
there  are  4  men  and  2  women. 

Not  an  instance  appears  of  seclusion,  and  only  one  patient,  a  seclusion  and 
female,  has  been  restrained ;  this  was  by  gloves  at  night  to  prevent  restraint, 
her  constant  attempts  at  self  injury. 

Beyond  a  little  loud  talking  in  the  women’s  wards,  there  was  no  Beh aviom*  of 
excitement  during  our  inspection,  and  the  behaviour  of  the  patients  patients. 
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generally  was  creditable  to  them,  and  those  having  personal  charge 
of  them. 

Dr.  M‘Dowall  assures  us  that  he  has  added  largely  to  his  stock 
of  clothing,  and  the  extension  of  the  laundry  has  now  rendered  it 
more  easy  to  supply  the  necessary  changes  of  body  linen  and  clean 
sheets.  On  the  whole  we  have  no  occasion  to  find  fault  with  the 
appearance  of  the  patients  of  either  sex,  but  efforts  should  be  main¬ 
tained  to  reach  a  higher  standard  of  cleanliness.  Only  50  men 
have  at  present  Sunday  suits,  but  others  have  a  change  of  trousers 
on  Saturdays. 

The  staff  of  attendants  consists  of  21  males  and  24  females  on  duty 
in  the  day-time ;  two  of  each  sex  are  the  regular  night-watch. 
Two  men  have  been  dismissed,  one  for  absenting  himself  without 
leave,  the  other  for  using  unnecessary  violence  in  getting  a  patient 
out  of  bed. 

A  woman  is  still  employed  in  the  male  infirmary.  There  we  saw 
3  patients  in  bed  ;  in  the  infirmary  on  the  women’s  side  7  were  in 
bed ;  a  few  in  both  divisions  suffering  from  phthisis  ;  the  other 
lying  down  only  on  account  of  feebleness,  and  not  by  reason  of 
serious  ailments. 

In  one  quarter  we  noticed  an  offensive  smell,  which  the  super¬ 
intendent  attributed  to  an  escape  of  gas ;  elsewhere  the  air  in  the 
wards  was  wholesome  and  free  from  objection. 

Much  painting  has  occupied  the  patients  during  the  last  six 
months,  and  many  of  the  corridors  and  rooms  are  equally  improved 
thereby.  The  work  recommended  in  the  lavatories  has  been  com¬ 
menced,  and  that  in  Wards  No.  2  and  Son  the  male  side  is  completed. 
We  have  suggested  that  the  floors  of  the  closets  should  be  in  some 
way  secured  against  saturation  by  urine;  the  urinal  provision  is 
scanty,  we  must  also  remark.  It  seems  desirable  that  the  wall 
between  the  day-rooms  in  No.  3,  and  the  corridor  on  each  side 
should  be  removed,  and  so  more  light  will  be  admitted  into  the 
corridors,  and  at  least  an  appearance  of  more  space.  Crowding 
and  too  strict  classification  were  matters  noticeable  in  No.  3  in  the 


women’s  department,  and  room  is  also  wanted  in  wet  weather  for 
the  men  brought  together  from  work  to  dinner  and  detained  indoors 
while  their  dining-room  is  being  made  ready  for  occupation  after  the 
meal.  In  fact,  a  proper  hall,  where  the  males  and  females  could  be 
associated  for  meals,  and  in  considerable  numbers,  is  very  much 
wanted  in  this  asylum.  The  Committee  will  we  trust  not  allow  the 
defect  to  be  too  long  overlooked. 

Amusements.  The  recreation-hall,  where  100  patients  continue  to  dance  fre¬ 
quently,  is  still  used  for  work  by  the  upholsterers  in  the  forenoon. 
Dramatic  performances  in  the  theatre  have,  we  are  glad  to  hear, 
been  also  frequent,  and  concerts  are  given  to  amuse  the  lunatics. 

Occupations.  In  various  ways  146  men  are  employed ;  the  laundry  and  other 
suitable  work  engaged  a  fair  proportion  of  women.  Seventeen  male 
patients  assist  in  trade,  38  are  useful  on  the  land. 

Divine  Service.  The  average  attendance  at  chapel  on  Sundays  is  100  of  each  sex, 
and  half  as  many  on  week-days. 

Structural  Besides  the  erection  of  the  additions  to  the  laundry  (the  fittings 

improvements,  of  which  are  now  in  progress),  we  may  mention  another  structural 
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work  done,  viz.,  the  conversion  of  the  stables  into  an  upholsteiei  s  PP — ^ 
shop.  The  airing-courts  are  well  kept,  but  the  asphalte  paths  m  Northumber- 
every  direction  require  attention  so  soon  as  the  weather  will  peimit  land  Asylum, 
their  repair.  The  kitchen  and  scullery  seem  to  be  laige  enoug  i  structural 
for  the  wants  of  the  asylum,  but  something  in  the  shape  of  a  covered  arrangements, 
building  appears  to  be  greatly  needed  tor  the  preparation  of  t  e 
vegetables  for  cooking.  It  is  very  satisfactory  to  hear  that  a  dupli¬ 
cate  pumping  engine  has  been  ordered,  for  its  presence  is  veiy  im¬ 
portant  in  an  asylum  of  this  size.  _ 

During  our  inspection  we  had  the  assistance  of  Dr.  j\I  Do  wall, 
and  his  perfect  knowledge  of  the  details  of  the  management  was 
most  satisfactory. 


Notts  Asylum. 


13  and  14  November  1877. 

In  this  asylum  last  visited  by  our  Colleagues  on  the  21st  July  Notts 
1876,  we  find  395  patients;  of  these  189  are  in  the  male,  206  are  SJ  um- 
in  the  female  division.  Between  the  dates  of  the  inspection,  the  Statistics, 
subject  of  this  report,  and  that  of  1876,  70  men  and  56  women 
appear  to  have  been  received  for  care  and  treatment  on  account  ot 
their  insanity ;  of  the  former  18,  of  the  latter  9,  had  previously  been 
in  Dr.  Phillimore’s  charge.  During  the  same  interval  the  totaj  dis¬ 
charges  have  been  66,  comprising  32  cases  on  the  men’s  side,  34  on 
the  women’s.  These  include  50  patients  recovered;  37  males  and 
21  females  have  died.  No  patient  is  absent  now  on  leave.  The 

vacant  beds  are  five  only  in  both  divisions. 

Fifty-one  applications  for  admission  have  been  refused  from  want  want  of  room, 
of  room  since  our  Colleagues  were  here,  and  we  are  infoimed  by  the 
medical  superintendent,  that  from  40  to  50  patients  belonging  to  the 
county  or  borough  of  Nottingham,  are- now  in  asylums  elsewhere. 

We  learn  that  the  limits  of  the  borough  have,  by  a  recent  Act  of 
Parliament,  been  extended  so  as  to  include  many  populous  sub¬ 
urban  districts  and  portions  of  unions  previously  comprised  in  the 
county ;  the  effect  has  been,  as  regards  the  present  inmates  of  the 
asylum,  to  change  the  chargeability  of  70  patients,  transferring  it 
from  county  unions  and  parishes,  to  places  within  the  new  and 


extended  borough. 

Two  hundred  and  one  patients  now  on  the  books  of  this  asylum, 
are  chargeable  to  parishes  and  unions  in  the  extended  boiough; 
190  belong  to  the  county  and  to  Nottinghamshire  unions  and  parishes  , 
there  are  besides,  four  patients  chargeable  to  the  non- contributing 
borough  of  Newark.  The  present  maintenance  charge  is  10  5. 
weekly  for  county  union  cases  and  patients  chargeable  to  places 
recently  included  in  the  borough  ;  11  s.  for  the  old  borough  patients, 
and  14  s.  for  the  Newark  cases.  The  excess  of  1  s.  requited  from 
the  less-favoured  borough  patients,  is  explained  to  us  as  going  to¬ 
wards  rent ;  the  borough  which  contributed  to  this  building  m 
respect  of  those  persons  having  been  bought  out  lately. 
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From  the  returns  of  deaths  already  referred  to,  it  appears  that 
the  mortality  has  been  at  the  rate  of  11  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the 
average  daily  number  resident,  that  is  to  say  1  per  cent,  higher  than 
the  usual  rate  in  English  county  and  borough  asylums.

We  regret  that  in  not  one  instance  has  a  post-mortem  examina¬ 
tion  been  made.  Dr.  Phillimore  informs  us  that  in.  the  case  of  every 
death  since  last  August,  permission  to  make  such  examination  was 
asked  irom  the  friends  of  the  deceased,  but  always  without  success. 
As  post-mortem  examinations  of  patients  dying  in  public  asylums 
are  now  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception,  and  as  this  is  the  only 
public  asylum  in  England  where  an  insuperable  difficulty  has 
arisen  in  obtaining  the  requisite  permission,  we  recommend  Dr. 
Phillimore  to  put  himself  in  communication  with  some  of  his  brother 
superintendents  on  the  subject,  in  order  that  he  may  be  assisted  by 
their  experience  in  overcoming  the  difficulties  now  said  to  be  felt 
here.  In  many  cases,  especially  among  the  insane,  the  true  cause 
of  death  can  only  be  really  ascertained  by  post-mortem  examination, 
and  it  is.  of  the  utmost  importance  that  this  mode  of  acquiring 
information,  valuable  as  it  is  in  so  many  ways,  should  not  be 
neglected. 

In  one  of  the  deaths  attributed  to  epilepsy,  the  patient,  a  young 
man  (J.  W.),  was  found  dead  by  the  night  watch,  no  attendant 
having  been  with  him  at  the  time  of  his  death.  The  circumstances 
were  reported  to  our  office  in  due  course,  and  as  they  formed  the 
subject  of  a  communication  to  Dr.  Phillimore  from  our  Board,  it  is 
not  necessary  here  to  detail  them.  There  has  been  no  other  fatal 
casuality,  nor  any  suicide,  and  no  coroner’s  inquest  has  been  held. 
Very  fortunately  there  has  been  no  outbreak  of  epidemic  or  in¬ 
fectious  disorder. 
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No  satisfactory  isolation  of  infectious  cases  would  now  be  possible  Appendix  (C.; 
in  this  asylum,  but  arrangements  for  that  purpose  will,  we  trust,  Nottg  Asylum> 
be  made  on  the  removal  hence  of  the  borough  patients.  No  provision 

The  present  health  of  the  patients  is  fully  up  to  the  usual  for  isolating 
average.  Those  in  bed  from  all  causes  were  10  men  and  4  infectious  cases, 
women.  Of  the  former,  one  had  a  self-inflicted  throat  wound,  with  Gencrai  health, 
which  he  was  admitted  a  few  days  ago.  Of  the  latter,  one 
woman  bad  a  fracture  of  the  leg,  sustained  accidentally,  we  are 
informed,  in  the  airing-court  through  a  fall;  another  woman  had  a 
fracture  of  the  elbow,  admitted  by  the  patient  herself  to  us  to  be 
self-inflicted.  The  patients  registered  as  under  medical  treatment 
are  17  of  the  male,  19  of  the  female  sex. 

Of  the  demeanour  of  the  occupants  of  both  divisions  during  Behaviour, 
our  inspection,  we  can  report  favourably,  though  recently  an 
attempt  was  made  by  a  male  lunatic  to  stab  one  of  the  attendants 
with  a  piece  of  thick  wire  sharpened  at  one  end,  for  the  purpose, 
as  far  as  we  could  ascertain.  This  patient,  during  some  conversa¬ 
tion  we  had  with  him,  satisfied  us  that  he  is  a  very  dangerous 
case,  and  he  will  (we  are  assured  by  the  medical  superintendent) 
be  most  closely  watched.  He  was  almost  the  only  patient  who 
showed  much  excitement  during  our  visit. 

The  men  were  at  least  as  orderly  and  well  clothed  as  the  Clothing,  &c. 
women,  and  complaints  were  few.  No  one  was  under  mechanical 
restraint  or  in  seclusion.  In  the  laundry  and  also  in  some  of  the 
day-rooms  the  patients  are  too  crowded,  but  this  evil  will  erelong 
of  course  be  remedied  by  the  removal  of  the  borough  patients  to 
the  asylum  now  building  for  them. 

We  saw  the  dinner  on  table  in  some  male  wards;  it  consisted  Dining 
of  apple  pudding,  about  which  there  was  some  grumbling,  but  we  arrangements, 
did  not  observe  that  any  men  refused  to  eat  it.  It  was  good  in 
quality  and  ample  in  quantity.  Beer  was  given  to  all  at  the 
meal. 

The  day  attendants  are  13  of  each  sex,  besides  the  head  female  Attendants, 
attendant/  but  there  is  no  chief  in  the  male  division,  which  wTe 
very  much  regret.  There  is  also  only  one  night  attendant  on  each 
side. 

The  epileptic  and  suicidal  cases  remain  without  continuous  Epileptic  and 
night  supervision,  and  Dr.  Phillimore  can  only  see  his  way  to  a  suicidal 
better  state  of  things  in  that  respect,  wThen  the  contemplated  de-  pa  ien  s* 
parture  of  the  borough  patients  shall  have  made  the  task  easier. 

In  the  women’s  division  we  strongly  recommend  the  immediate 
introduction  of  tell-tale  clocks  to  test  "the  wakefulness  of  the  night- 
watch.  This  check  has  been  resorted  to  in  the  male  portion  of  the 
asylum.  Means  of  communication,  by  bell,  between  the  asylum  and 
the  detached  residence  of  the  medical  superintendent,  seems  to  us 
to  be  also  very  necessary,  especially  in  emergencies  and  during 
the  occasional  absence  of  the  assistant  medical  officer. 

The  attendants  in  this  asylum,  we  are  glad  to  report,  do  not  Attendants, 
object  to  stay  for  a  reasonable  period  ;  five  men  have  been  here  over 
three  years,  three  over  two  years,  two  over  one  year.  Six  female 
nurses  over  three  years,  and  five  over  one  year.  Some  ofboth  sexes 
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have  been  many  years  in  the  asylum  service.  The  other  paid  sub¬ 
ordinate  employes  of  the  institution  are  four  tradesmen,  three 
gardeners,  and  two  men,  working  m-doors,  besides  the  gate-keeper, 
four  women  servants,  and  three  laundry  maids. 

The  total  number  of  patients  doing  work  in  the  shops  and  at 
trades,  is  16.  Other  18  give  assistance  on  the  land,  and  for  four, 
employment  is  found  in  the  kitchen.  .As  many  as  102  men  are  re¬ 
ported  to  us  as  unable  to  work.  Of  the  women,  22  use  their  needles, 

10  help  in  the  kitchen,  30,  or  thereabouts,  in  the  laundry. 

For  the  last  six  Sundays  the  attendance  at  chapel  has  been,  we 
are  told,  98  men  and  74  women,  and  about  114  of  both  sexes  are 
reported  to  us  as  the  average  congregation  on  W ednesdays. 

As  to  in-door  associated  entertainment,  the  monthly  conversion 
of  the  ironing-room  of  the  laundry  into  a  hall  for  dancing  and  re¬ 
creation,  is  an  expedient  which  we  trust  will  not  long  survive  the 
removal  of  the  borough  patients.  Amusements  given  frequently, 
often  varied,  and  admitting  a  large  proportion  of  the  patients  to 
participate  therein,  are  an  essential  element  in  the  proper  treatment 
of  the  insane,  and  no  asylum  can  now  be  considered  complete  with¬ 
out  proper  provision  in  that  behalf. 

Partly  by  reason  of  the  position  of  this  asylum  in  the  midst  of  a 
thick  population,  exercise  for  the  patients  beyond  their  airing- courts  # 
is  limited  to  a  few  comparatively  of  the  whole  number  of  inmates, 
and  although  some  adjoining  land  (in  Walker-street)  has  recently 
been  enclosed  by  a  wall  and  so  added  to  the  asylum  grounds,  the 
enclosure  only  serves  to  keep  off  objectionable  buildings,  and  it  has 
not  hitherto  been  converted  into  space  for  the  patients5  out-door 
exercise  or  occupation. 

In  going  over  the  asylum,  we  inspected  every  ward  and  saw 
every  patient  either  there  or  in  the  offices  or  airing-courts.  The 
interior  of  the  buildings  does  not  contrast  favourably  with  the 
accommodation  provided  by  other  counties  for  their  insane  poor,  but 
so  soon  as  the  borough  lunatics  shall  have  been  withdrawn,  an 
opportunity  will  offer  for  many  improvements,  which  the  committee 
will,  we  trust,  then  carry  out  in  a  liberal  spirit.  Nothing  has  been 
done  in  that  direction  during  the  past  year,  beyond  some  further 
progress  in  the  substitution  of  wooden  flooring  for  stone  in  several 
single  rooms,  and  beyond  deciding  upon  the  conversion  of  an  old 
store  into  a  female  mortuary  and  post-mortem  examination  room  for 
women.  We  suggested  to  Dr.  Phillimore,  during  our  inspection, 
a  way  in  which  the  proposed  mortuary  could  be  properly  ventilated. 
No  offensive  smell  was  perceptible  in  any  of  the  wards  whilst  we 
were  in  them  ;  the  bedding  is  good,  clean,  and  sufficient  in  quantity; 
the  supply  on  each  bed  was  liberal,  but  of  the  furniture  and  general 
aspect  of  the  wards  (dormitories,  day-rooms,  and  single  rooms)  we 
cannot  speak  highly  ;  they  more  or  less  lack  comfort  and  cheerful¬ 
ness,  though  they  were  all  fairly  clean.  The  bath-rooms  are  without 
exception  unsatisfactory  in  regard  to  space  and  fittings,  and  they 
are  not  kept  by  the  attendants  as  tidy  as  they  might  be.  We  should 
also  mention  that  some  of  the  water-closets  require  better  lighting 
by  gas. 
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As  usual  we  have  looked  at  all  the  statutory  records  of  the  Appendix  (C.) 
asylum  and  signed  them.  We  see  that  restraint  has  not  been  re-  Nottg  Asylum< 
sorted  to  in  a  single  instance,  but  the  seclusion  of  13  men  and  22  Restraint  and 
women  is  registered;  the  former  for  278|  hours,  covering  30  secluSi0n. 
occasions;  the  latter,  for  5944  hours  on  a  total  of  90  occasions. 

Two  men  were  thus  treated,  each  five  times,  each  for  60  hours  alto¬ 
gether  ;  one  woman  was  so  dealt  with  26  times,  for  an  aggregate  of 
289  hours,  and  another  woman  13  times  for  103  hours  in  all. 


Oxford  Asylum. 


7  and  8  December  1877. 

We  have  officially  inspected  this  asylum,  visiting  the  whole  °f 
the  wards  and  offices,  and  personally  examining  all  the  patients,  of  y 
wdiom  there  are  509  now  resident,  viz.,  214  men  and  295  women  ;  Numbers, 
all  these  patients  are  chargeable  to  unions  and  parishes  in  the 
counties  and  boroughs  in  union,  and  there  are  no  out-county  or  pri¬ 
vate  patients.  The  weekly  charge  is  10 s.  3d,,  excepting  for  13 
patients  belonging  to  the  borough  of  Windsor,  in  excess  of  the  num¬ 
ber  of  beds  to  which  the  borough  is  entitled,  and  for  these  a  weekly 
charge  of  13  s.  9  d.  is  made.  Of  the  83  beds  to  which  the  county  of 
Berks  is  still  entitled,  81  are  at  present  occupied,  and  these  patients 
will  not  be  removable  until  June  1879. 

The  number  for  which  proper  accommodation  can  be  provided  in 
this  asylum  is  estimated  at  480  patients,  so  that  there  are  now  29 
too  many,  principally  in  the  female  division.  In  addition  to  the 
509  patients  who  are  here,  there  are  40  others  who  are  chargeable  to 
the  county,  30  being  at  the  Aylesbury  Asylum  and  10  at  Warwick. 

These  last  will  be  returned  on  the  25th  March  next,  and  will  then 
be  also  transferred  to  Aylesbury. 

In  these  circumstances  the  question  of  how  best  to  provide  for  Necessity  for 
the  future  wants  of  the  county  is  one  that  presses  for  very  early  con-  a^eu^eac_ 

sideration.  .  ...  .  commodation. 

The  amount  of  land  attached  to  this  asylum  is  so  limited  as,  in 
our  opinion,  to  be  a  bar  to  any  addition  to  the  building  without  an 
extension  of  the  estate.  Of  the  possibility  of  making  such  addition 
we  can,  of  course,  form  no  judgment;  but  there  is  another  matter 
which,  in  case  of  any  increase  in  the  numbers  here,  will  have  to  be 
carefully  considered,  namely,  whether,  when  the  operations  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Oxford  sewage  farm  are  completed,  the  water 
supply  will  prove  sufficient.  W e  understand  that  although  the  head 
spring  of  the  water  now  in  use  will  be  stored  in  a  large  tank,  another 
important  spring  lower  down,  and  at  present  available,  will  then  be 
lost  to  the  asylum. 

The  following  changes  have  taken  place  amongst  the  patients  Admissions, 

since  our  last  visit,  on  the  12th  May  1876: —  discharges,

The  mortality  since  the  last  visit  has  been  remarkably  low,  and 
has  scarcely  exceeded  the  rate  of  7  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the 
average  number  resident,  or  3  per  cent,  below  the  usual  rate  in 
county  asylums.  There  has  been  no  suicide,  and  no  coroner’s  in¬ 
quest  has  been  held.  The  deaths  have  all  been  due  to  causes  ordi¬ 
narily  met  with  amongst  the  insane.  One  patient  of  each  sex  who 
died,  the  one  from  epilepsy  and  the  other  from  senile  decay,  had 
sustained  accidental  fractures  of  the  neck  of  the  thigh-bone  ;  but  the 
deaths  were  not  deemed  to  have  been  accelerated  thereby  ;  and 
there  has  been  no  fatal  casualty. 

Post-mortem  Post-mortem  examinations  were  held  in  40  of  the  55  deaths, 
examinations.  There  are  amongst  the  present  inmates  many  aged  and  infirm 
patients,  53  men  and  82  women  ;  total,  135 ;  being  over  60  years  of 
age. 

Those  affected  with  general  paralysis  are  comparatively  few  at 
present,  being  not  more  than  five  of  each  sex;  but  those  deemed  to 
be  suicidal  are  64  in  number,  27  of  the  male  and  37  of  the  female 
sex,  and  there  are  as  many  as  95  epileptics,  of  whom  51  are  men  and 
Epileptics  and  44  women.  Of  the  latter  class,  37  males  and  33  females,  together 
suicidal  cases,  with  the  most  decidedly  suicidal  of  each  sex,  are  placed  to  sleep  in 
a  large  associated  dormitory  in  either  division,  under  the  care  of 
special  attendants,  who  are  expected  never  to  leave  the  dormitories 
during  the  night. 

In  order  to  test  and  secure  the  watchfulness  of  these  night  at¬ 
tendants,  we  recommend  the  employment  of  Dent’s,  or  some  maker’s 
tell-tale  clocks,  which  should  be  used  every  half-hour.  We  are  glad 
to  report  the  engagement  of  an  additional  night  attendant  for  each 
division,  making  the  number  now  three  on  each  side. 

Attendants:  The  day  attendants  are  sufficient  in  number,  but  some  of  the  men 

appeared  to  be  rather  young  for  such  duties;  there  was  not  so  much 
personal  neatness  among  them  as  is  desirable  in  a  public  institution, 
when  the  attendants  should,  in  such  respects,  be  an  example  to  the 
patients.  It  would,  we  think,  be  a  great  improvement  if  uniforms, 
as  now  usually  given  in  county  asylums,  were  here  allowed  to  the 
attendants  of  both  sexes.  It  is  right  to  say  that  we  had  no  com¬ 
plaints  from  patients  of  harshness  on  the  part  of  either  nurses  or 
attendants. 

Clothing,  &c.  The  state  of  the  patients  as  we  passed  through  the  wards  was 
generally  very  satisfactory,  and  there  was  little  or  no  excitement 
anywhere.  The  crowding,  to  which  we  have  alluded  above,  is  not 
marked  as  regards  the  day  accommodation,  but  affects  the  comfort 
of  the  patients  principally  during  the  night  when  the  beds  have  to 
be  made  up  on  the  floors  of  the  galleries.  The  dress  of  both  sexes 
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was  good  and  clean;  the  women  are  largely  supplied  with  warm  Appendix  (C.) 
winsey  gowns,  and  more  are  being  made.  Scarcely  any  special  or  Oxf0rd 
strong  dresses  are  in  use.  Asylum. 

Considering  the  large  proportion  of  aged  and  epileptic  patients,  clothing,  &c. 
the  number  in  bed  yesterday  was  small,  amounting  to  only  5  men 
and  11  women.  The  patients  under  medical  treatment  are  14  of  the 
male  and  15  of  the  female  sex. 

No  one  was  restrained  or  secluded,  and  the  former  mode  of  treat-  Restraint  and 
ment  has  not  been  employed  at  all  since  our  last  visit,  but  there  is  seclusion, 
record  of  6  men  and  13  women  having  been  secluded,  the  former  on 
61  occasions,  for  a  total  duration  of  483  hours,  and  the  latter  on  16 
occasions  for  altogether  33  hours.  It  is  material  to  add  that  one 
epileptic  male  patient,  who  is  very  violent  at  the  period  of  his  fits, 
represents  48  of  the  occasions  and  429  of  the  hours  of  seclusion  re¬ 
corded  among  the  men. 

The  arrangements  for  Divine  Service  continue  as  before,  and  Divine  Service, 
nothing  has  been  done  to  provide  a  suitable  chapel. 

The  numbers  are,  of  course,  limited  by  the  small  size  of  the  room 
used  for  the  purpose,  and  only  amounted  to  182  altogether  last 
Sunday. 

At  the  associated  entertainment,  133  are  usually  present,  and  Amusements, 
these  are  given  once  a  week.  As  a  rule  no  patients  go  beyond  the  exercise,  and 
estate  for  exercise,  but  60  men,  not  including  those  working  on  the  occuPa1lons* 
farm,  and  220  women,  are  said  to  walk  daily  on  the  land  beyond 
their  airing-courts.  About  128  men  and  186  women  are  usefully 
employed ;  of  the  men,  45  work  on  the  land,  8  at  trades,  7  in  the 
kitchen,  and  the  rest  as  ward  cleaners,  &c. 

There  are  38  women  daily  at  work  in  the  laundry,  4  in  the  kitchen, 

102  at  needlework,  and  the  remainder  in  the  wards. 

The  least  satisfactory  of  the  arrangements  in  this  asylum  is  the  Accommoda- 
provision  made  for  the  sick,  many  of  whom  occupy  beds  in  a  cheer-  tionforthe 
less  corridor  of  communication  on  each  side,  and  we  repeat  the  re-  Slt 
commendation  made  on  this  subject  in  the  last  entry. 

The  wards  were  all  very  clean,  and  "the  bedding  good  and  well 
attended  to. 

In  the  day -room  of  Male  Ward  14,  there  was  an  offensive  odour,  Ventilation, 
and  the  same  thing  was  perceptible  in  one  of  the  dormitories  on  the 
female  side,  where  there  are  fixed  basins,  and  also  in  a  bath-room  ; 
these  evils  need  an  early  remedy.  External  ventilation  of  several 
drains  has  been  effected  since  we  were  last  here,  but  others  remain 
as  before,  and  among  them  those  connected  with  the  wards  above 
alluded  to. 

A  fire  brigade  has  been  organised  among  the  male  attendants.  Fire  extinction. 
There  is  a  monthly  drill  by  the  engineer,  and  electric  bells  have 
been  fixed  for  communication  between  the  wards  and  the  super¬ 
intendent’s  house,  the  head  attendant’s  and  the  engineer’s  quarters. 

We  recommend  that  printed  rules  be  hung  up  in  the  wards  for  the 
guidance  of  the  attendants  and  nurses  in  case  of  fire. 

We  have  suggested  that  in  Wards  8  and  12  on  the  male  side  con¬ 
taining  epileptic  patients,  higher  fenders  or  light  fire-guards  should 
be  provided. 

Subject  to  the  observations  already  made  in  this  Report,  we  are

17  March  1877. 

There  are  now  the  names  of  522  patients  on  the  books  of  this 
asylum,  of  whom  239  are  men  and  283  women.  There  are  also  69 
patients  (27  men  and  42  women)  at  the  Parkside  Asylum,  at 
Macclesfield. 

The  patients  are  sent  from  the  different  districts  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  proportions: — Salop  and  Wenlock,  356;  Montgomery,  119; 
Shrewsbury,  80;  Oswestry,  13;  Bridgnorth,  12;  Ludlow,  11. 

Five  patients  (3  men  and  2  women)  are  on  trial,  and  the  remainder 
we  have  seen.  Since  the  last  visit,  which  was  on  the  29th  May 
1876,  there  have  been —

Amongst  the  discharges  are  included  3  men  who  escaped,  1 
woman  who  was  found  not  to  be  insane,  and  45  of  both  sexes  who 
had  recovered. 

The  deaths  include  one  of  a  woman  from  suffocation  during  an 
epileptic  fit.  She  was  not  sleeping  in  the  dormitory  appropriated 
to  the  epileptic  and  suicidal  cases,  but  in  a  single-room  in  another 
ward,  owing  to  the  fact  of  her  suffering  from  erysipelas.  It  is  most 
probable  that  she  died  in  the  interval  between  the  night  nurse  going 
off  duty,  and  the  time  at  which  her  breakfast  was  taken  to  her,  as 
she  was  then  found  to  be  dead.  An  inquest  was  held,  the  only  one 
there  has  been,  and  all  particulars  have  been  communicated  to  our 
office.  No  epidemic  has  prevailed,  and  the  deaths  generally  have 
resulted  from  causes  ordinary  in  asylums. 

Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  23  cases. 

The  overcrowding  of  the  asylum  still  continues,  and  it  has  been 
found  necessary  to  enter  into  another  contract  with  the  authorities 
of  the  asylum  at  Macclesfield  for  the  reception,  for  one  year,  of  25 
additional  patients,  making  the  total  of  75  that  can  now  be  provided 
for  there.  The  charge  for  these  latter  is  14  s.  a  week  ;  for  those 
under  the  former  contract,  12  s.  The  weekly  rate  here  is  9  s.  11c?. 
As  before  mentioned,  69  patients  are  now  there,  and  it  is  proposed 
very  shortly  to  send  the  remaining  6  to  complete  the  number  allowed 
by  the  contract.  It  is,  therefore,  evident  that  a  most  pressing  ne¬ 
cessity  exists  for  providing  further  accommodation  with  as  little 
delay  as  possible. 


The 
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The  wards  were  in  very  good  order,  and  several,  viz..  No.  1  on  Appendix  (C.) 
the  male  side,  and  Nos.  1,  3,  and  6  on  the  female,  have  been  recently  Salop  and 
painted.  The  bedding  was  clean  and  is  well  attended  to,  especial  Montgomery 
care  being  apparently  paid  in  having  the  stuffing  of  the  mattresses  Asylum, 
frequently  re-picked,  so  that  hardly  any  are  sunk  in  the  middle.  Wards,  water- 
The  water-closet  arrangements  are  not  so  good  as  they  might  be,  c  s  ' 
and  in  those  in  the  Female  Ward,  No.  1,  the  ventilation  is  only 
obtained  through  three  small  squares  of  open  ironwork,  and  is  quite 
insufficient  ;  and  it  would  be  well  that  the  windows  themselves 
should  be  made  to  open. 

W e  can  report  favourably  of  the  state  of  the  dress,  and  the  general  Clothing, 
personal  condition  of  the  patients,  who  were  quiet  in  their  behaviour, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  men  who  showed  some  excitement, 
though  in  no  way  attempting  any  actual  violence.  Nor  did  we 
have  any  complaint  that  seemed  to  us  at  all  well-founded  respecting 
their  treatment  by  the  attendants,  or  in  respect  of  their  diet,  and 
the  arrangements  generally  for  their  care. 

The  staff  of  ordinary  attendants  now  consists  of  1 8  men  and  19  Attendants  and 

women.  These  receive  some  assistance  from  artisans,  and  others  auicidalCcases 
employed  in  domestic  affairs.  There  are  also  two  night  attendants 
in  each  division,  one  of  whom  is,  as  before,  constantly  in  each  of  the 
dormitories  where  the  epileptics  and  the  suicidal  sleep. 

The  numbers  under  medical  treatment  are  14  men  and  30  women, 
and  vve  found  18  of  the  former  sex,  and  26  of  the  latter,  in  bed; 
none  on  account  of  serious  disease,  but  owing  to  excitement  or 
feebleness.  The  returns  given  us  show  that  there  are  40  male  and 
32  female  epileptics,  and  12  male  and  26  female  suicidal  cases  here. 

One  man  was  to-day  under  restraint,  having  his  hands  fastened  Restraint  and 
to  the  sides  of  the  bed  by  cotton  bands,  owing  to  his  suicidal  pro-  seclusion- 
pensities,  and  the  same  patient  has  been  restrained  on  13  other 
occasions  for  the  same  reason.  One  woman  has  been  restrained  for 
surgical  reasons,  from  the  10th  to  the  16th  of  this  month.  A  woman 
was  in  bed  with  a  fractured  arm,  which  .seems  to  have  been  caused 
by  her  violent  resistance  wThen  required  to  take  medicine.  We 
inquired  into  the  circumstance,  and  do  not  attribute  blame  to  the 
attendants.  Seclusion  has  been  employed  in  the  cases  of  11  men 
on  43  occasions  for  a  total  period  of  374  hours,  and  with  12  women 
on  28  occasions  for  a  total  of  96  hours.  The  largest  continuous 
period  of  seclusion  has  been  12  hours. 

We  saw  the  dinner  of  meat  pie,  with  potatoes,  bread,  and  beer, 
in  one  of  the  female  wards,  and  found  it  to  be  good  and  sufficient. 

Those  employed  are  130  men  and  190  women,  about  50  of  the  Occupations, 
former  being  workers  on  the  land,  whilst  30  of  the  women  are  in 
the  laundry,  10  in  the  kitchen,  and  nearly  100  were  employed  in 
sewing  and  knitting. 

Between  130  and  140  of  each  sex  attend  chapel  on  Sundays.  The  Divine  Service, 
numbers  walking  beyond  the  grounds  are  small,  there  being  only  exercise,  and 
26  men  and  19  women  returned  as  doing  so  ;  about  80  men  and  100  amusements- 
women  are  present  at  the  entertainments. 

Certain  improvements  have  been  made  since  our  last  visit,  in-  Recent 
eluding  better  drainage  in  connection  with  the  female  infirmary,  the  improvements, 
lowering  of  a  high  bank  at  the  north  end  of  this  ward,  and  the 
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sowing  of  fresh  grass  seed  on  some  of  the  plots ;  the  Male  Ward, 
No.  1,  has  been  underpinned  ;  the  yard  outside  the  steward's  store¬ 
room  has  been  levelled  ;  the  area  in  front  has  been  made  wider,  and 
the  approach  to  it  much  improved. 

We  were  glad  to  hear  that  attention  is  about  to  be  paid  to  giving 
extra  facilities  for  escape  in  the  event  of  fire,  and  to  providing 
further  means  for  extinguishing  it.  We  understand  it  is  proposed 
to  construct  an  external  staircase  from  Dormitory,  No.  1,  in  each 
division ;  to  place  internal  hydrants  throughout,  and  to  connect  the 
main  with  the  steam  apparatus,  so  that  water  may  be  thrown  over 
any  part  of  the  building.  The  present  overcrowding  is  a  great 
defect ;  but  in  other  respects  it  will  be  seen  that  we  are  able  to 
report  favourably  of  the  general  condition  and  management  of  this 
asylum. 


Somerset  and  Bath  Asylum. 

2  May  1877. 

Our  inspection  of  this  asylum,  which  we  begun  yesterday,  has 
this  afternoon  been  concluded.  Members  of  our  Board  were  here 
on  the  9th  and  10th  June  last. 

The  patients  whose  names  appear  on  the  books  are  646,  consisting 
of  292  males  and  354  females  ;  5  of  each  sex  are  absent  on  triaL 
We  should  here  observe  that  some  of  them  are  away  by  permission 
of  Dr.  Medlicott,  authorised  in  that  behalf  verbally.  Until  the 
temporary  absence  of  a  patient  has  been  authorised  by  the  regu¬ 
lations  of  the  committee  (which  is  much  to  be  desired)  the  superin¬ 
tendent  may  not,  himself,  permit  any  person  under  his  care  to  be  at 
large  ;  so  permitting,  he  is  liable  to  a  penalty  under  Section  124  of 
the  Lunatic  Asylums  Act,  1853.  The  chargeability  of  the  paupers 
in  this  asylum  seems  to  be  as  follows,  viz. :  545  to  Somersetshire 
and  unions,  and  the  county,  71  to  Bath  borough;  one  case  only  is 
chargeable  to  another  county. 

The  private  patients  are  eight  persons. 

The  weekly  rate  of  maintenance  for  the  out-county  paupers  is 
16  5.  4  d. ;  9  s.  11  d.  is  charged  for  each  of  those  for  whom  the 
asylum  is  provided ;  the  payments  for  the  private  class  range  from 
125.  1QJ.  to  21.9.  per  week.  It  is  computed  that  there  are  vacancies 
for  14  male  and  25  female  patients,  but  we  noticed  overcrowding  in 
the  attic  over  the  male  infirmary,  also  in  the  male  day-room  of  the 
south  wing.

The  case  of  drowning  was  that  of  an  epileptic  male  patient,  who 
is  supposed  to  have  had  a  fit  whilst  bathing  in  a  river  near  his 
home. 

In  the  case  of  suicide  the  patient  had  drunk  some  disinfecting 
fluid,  and  cut  his  throat  before  admission,  and  died  of  the  injuries 
three  days  after  his  reception.  Besides  the  above,  inquests  were  inquests, 
held  on  two  other  men  who  died  suddenly,  but  their  deaths  were  due 
to  natural  causes.  Full  particulars  were  in  all  these  cases  trans¬ 
mitted  to  our  Board  at  the  time. 

The  only  other  casualty  which  demands  notice  on  our  part  is  a  Suicidal 
suicidal  attempt  made  by  a  man  who  was  admitted  here  as  a  the 

“  pauper  ”  and  a  e<  wandering  lunatic  on  the  21st  ultimo.  He  was  patient, 
not  before  that  attempt  supposed  to  be  suicidally  inclined.  Being 
placed  in  the  infirmary  here,  he,  through  the  apparent  negligence  of 
one  of  the  attendants,  got  possession  of  a  razor,  and  with  it  cut  his 
throat.  The  razor  had  been  placed  in  a  drawer  of  the  infirmary 
pantry  by  the  attendant,  and  the  lock  of  that  drawer  was  then  out 
of  order.  The  self-inflicted  injuries  of  the  patient  will  not,  it  is 
believed,  prevent  his  removal  hence  to-morrow  upon  a  fresh  order 
and  two  medical  certificates  to  a  private  asylum,  which  course  is 
about  to  be  adopted.  We  are  informed  by  the  patient’s  wife  that 
he  is  not  a  pauper  but  a  retired  tradesman,  in  good  pecuniary  cir¬ 
cumstances,  and  that  he  was  not  “  wandering  at  large  at  the  date 
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of  the  justices  order  which  brought  him  here.  Further  inquiry  into 
this  matter,  viz.  :  the  alleged  irregularity  of  the  magisterial  proceed¬ 
ing,  will  at  once  doubtless  be  made  by  our  Board.  We  feel  sure 
that  the  Committee  will  itself  deal  with  the  apparent  negligence  of 
the  attendant. 

Only  24  post-mortem  examinations  have  been  held  since  the 
Commissioners’  last  visit. 

During  our  inspection  yesterday  and  to-day,  we  have  seen  every 
patient  in  residence ;  one  only,  a  woman,  was  violently  excited,  the 
rest  were  orderly  and  quiet,  and  showed  much  contentment.  Some 
of  the  patients  we  saw  in  the  wards ;  others  in  the  airing-courts, 
several  in  the  workshops,  and  80  men  and  98  women  associated  at 
their  mid-day  meal. 

The  personal  appearance  of  males  and  females  in  regard  to  dress 
and  cleanliness  was,  on  the  whole,  very  satisfactory.  It  appears 
that  the  men,  most  of  them,  have  Sunday  suits,  and  plaid  wroollen 
gowns  are  liberally  supplied  to  the  women. 

We  are  rather  inclined  to  think  that  a  larger  number  of  both 
sexes  might  be  brought  together  at  meal  times  in  the  dining-hall. 
Australian  meat,  with  rice  and  potatoes,  was  the  fare  put  before 
those  in  the  hall  yesterday,  the  general  beverage  was  good  cider. 
In  the  female  infirmary  we  tasted  a  savoury  dish  of  stew  supplied  to 
the  sick.  Fish,  obtained  from  Grimsby,  is  occasionally  given  in  lieu 
of  meat. 

Exclusive  of  a  head  attendant  on  each  side,  there  are  25  men  and 
42  women  taking  charge  of  the  insane  inmates.  We  regret  to  add, 
that  of  these  25  men,  4  are  now  leaving,  to  better  themselves,  and 
8  have  not  completed  a  year’s  service  in  the  asylum  ;  also  that  out 
of  the  42  women,  as  many  as  24  have  been  less  than  12  months 
here.  The  female  nurses,  wre  are  told,  enter  service  at  12  l.  per 
annum,  the  male  attendants  at  20  /.,  and  the  wages  of  neither  rise 
very  rapidly.  Probably  some  improvement  in  pay  might  induce  a 
longer  service  in  the  asylum.  Some  appear  too  young  for  the 
responsibility  of  their  duties.  Especially  in  the  women’s  division, 
the  number  of  attendants  appear  to  us  to  be  too  low  for  giving 
sufficient  out-door  exercise  beyond  the  airing-courts  to  a  proper 
proportion  of  the  patients. 

The  night  supervision  too,  of  the  suicidal  cases,  is  not  to  us  quite 
satisfactory,  inasmuch  as  we  think  that  an  attendant  should  not 
occupy  a  bed  in  their  dormitory,  but  sit  up  amongst  them,  to  vratch 
the  proceedings  of  such  patients.  To  check,  as  far  as  possible, 
negligence  on  the  part  of  night  attendants  in  each  division,  we 
again  recommend  the  use  of  such  tell-tale  clocks  as  cannot  be  tam¬ 
pered  with.  To  identify  patients,  we  also  suggest  that  the  matron 
should  be  furnished  from  the  clerk’s  office  with  an  authentic  list  of 
them  all,  giving  the  dates  of  their  several  admissions. 

e  found  no  men,  but  5  women,  in  seclusion  ;  we  saw  no  person 
in  restraint,  except  the  man  whose  throat  has  been  cut,  as  already 
stated;  he  was  gloved  to  prevent  him  from  carrying  out  persistent 
efforts  to  tear  open  the  sutures  of  the  wound.  The  records  mention 
no  other  restraint,  save  of  him  for  48  hours ;  they  set  forth  that 
2  men  and  3  women  only  have  been  secluded,  each  of  the  former 
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twice,  each  of  the  latter  thrice,  the  men  for  seven  hours,  the  women  Appendix  (C.) 
for  13.  It  is,  however,  necessary  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  Somerset  and 
seclusion  is  not  properly  recorded  here  ;  no  entry  being  customary  Bath  Asylum, 
unless  the  violence  of  a  patient  locked  up  renders  it  necessary  that  seclusion  and 
the  shutters  of  his  or  her  single  room  should  be  closed.  In  all  in-  restraint, 
stances  where  the  door  is  fastened  against  a  patient  alone  in  the  day¬ 
time,  this  should  be  recorded  as  “  seclusion/’  its  reason  being 
explained  in  the  medical  journal  at  same  time.  Besides  the  5  women 
secluded  at  the  time  of  our  inspection,  as  many  as  10  other  women 
and  19  men  were  in  bed. 

According  to  the  return  of  employment  laid  before  us,  225  males  Occupations, 
and  187  females  are  usefully  employed;  of  the  former,  30  work  at 
trades,  41  assist  in  the  upholsterers’  shop,  and  54  labour  on  the  farm, 
in  the  garden,  at  the  quarry,  or  on  the  roadways.  The  women 
occupied  include  44  in  the  laundry  and  wash-house,  and  15  in  the 
kitchen. 

Last  Sunday,  the  chapel  congregation  numbered  319  of  both  Divine  Service, 
sexes  from  the  wards.  About  200  attend  daily  morning  prayers.. 

Dr.  Medlicott  informs  us,  that  a  considerable  number  have  daily  Exercise, 
exercise  beyond  the  airing-courts,  weather  permitting,  and  many 
more  are  taken  every  week  further  away  from  the  asylum;  124  of 
both  sexes,  in  nearly  equal  proportions,  do  not  go  beyond  the 
courts;  the  epileptics  are  109,  and  the  general  paralytics,  16  ;  these 
swell  the  numbers  of  those  who  cannot  take  extended  out-door 
exercise. 

Inspecting  the  wards,  we  found  them  cheerful  and  exceedingly  state  of  wards, 
clean  ;  their  proper  ventilation  has  been  aided  by  the  recent  erection 
of  air- tubes  carried  through  the  roof  from  the  soil-pipes. 

The  bedding  was  in  proper  order  everywhere,  but  more  bedsteads 
are  required,  and  especially  low  bedsteads  for  the  epileptics.  In  Epileptics, 
the  female  dormitory,  for  that  class  of  patients,  we  think  that  it 
would  be  well  to  remove  the  wooden  partition  which  divides  that 
room;  thereby  better  supervision  would  be  attained.  We  also 
repeat  the  recommendation  twice  previously  made  by  Commissioners, 
for  facilitating  the  observation  of  epileptics  sleeping  in  the  adjacent 
single-rooms. 

Bathing  rules  and  thermometers  should  be  more  liberally  supplied  Suggestions 
in  several  wards,  and  the  leakage  of  the  hot  water  from  the  baths  for  various 
should  also  be  stopped.  Painters  were  busy  in  No.  2  Male  Ward  ;  imPlovemen  s* 
re-colouring  would  be  desirable  in  some  other  directions,  especially 
in  No.  4,  on  the  female  side.  A  fireplace  seems  to  us  a  necessity  in 
the  visiting  rooms,  and  we  hope  that  the  Committee  will  agree  with 
ns  on  this  point.  The  single  rooms  in  each  division  will  be  far  safer 
when  the  work  of  substituting  proper  shutters,  now  in  hand,  is 
accomplished. 

Among  other  out-buildings  we  visited  the  mortuary.  Its  interior  Mortuary, 
is  open  to  improvement,  particularly  by  the  introduction  of  a  sky¬ 
light.  The  present  mode  of  ventilation,  by  an  opening  so  near  to 
the  windows  of  No.  4  Male  Ward,  is  decidedly  objectionable. 

The  last-built  addition  on  the  female  side,  comprising  the  new  m-  Additional 
firmary  of  two  floors  and  the  one-storied  east  wing,  are  now  occu-  thefemdeTide 
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pied.  The  ground  floor  of  the  infirmary  is  however  not  appropri¬ 
ated,  as  was  intended,  for  the  sick  and  infirm,  but  for  patients  of 
another  class ;  and  only  one  of  the  three  baths  in  these  buildings 
has  yet  been  brought  into  use.  It  would  no  doubt  be  a  convenience, 
if  a  bath  were  provided  on  the  first  floor,  and  an  external  iron  stair¬ 
case  at  the  south  eastern  end  would  be  useful  as  an  additional  means 
of  exit  in  the  case  of  an  outbreak  of  fire.  The  painting,  papering, 
and  suitable  decoration  of  these  additions  to  the  asylum,  will,  we 
hope,  be  soon  carried  out.  Store-closets,  wardrobes,  coal-boxes,  and 
scullery  crockery-racks  are  much  needed  here,  and  should  be  supplied 
without  delay. 

The  additional  male  workshops  for  upholsterers  have  been  com¬ 
pleted.  The  new  male  wing  for  44  beds  is  in  course  of  construction, 
but  has  not  advanced  beyond  the  first  floor  level,  and  further  over¬ 
crowding  of  the  male  division  must,  we  feel,  occur  before  its  com¬ 
pletion,  unless  temporary  accommodation  elsewhere  can  be  obtained 
for  male  patients.  Probably  some  overcrowding  might  be  obviated 
if  out-door  relief  on  a  liberal  scale  could  be  made  a  matter  of 
arrangement  between  the  visitors  and  guardians  for  cases  specially 
selected  by  the  superintendent,  for  discharge  to  care  of  friends,  after 
probationary  leave  of  the  patients  to  such  friends’  charge  with  an 
allowance. 

The  condition  of  the  burial  ground  remains  nearly  the  same  as  at 
last  visit.  Men  are  now  engaged  in  making  a  proper  gate  and  in 
draining  the  land,  but  nothing  has  been  done  towards  providing  the 
mortuary  chapel,  so  that  the  full  burial  service  is  still  not  per¬ 
formed. 

The  question  of  the  much-needed  enlargement  or  re-construction 
of  the  laundry  department  has  been  under  the  consideration  of  the 
visitors,  and  the  preliminary  sketch-plans  for  a  new  detached 
laundry  and  wash-house,  together  with  a  new  residence  for  60 
female  patients,  are  now  before  our  Board. 

We  have  to-day  and  yesterday  inspected  the  premises  in  several 
directions,  with  the  view  of  forming  an  opinion  as  to  the  best 
situation  for  the  proposed  new  buildings,  and  to  enable  us  the  better 
to  deal  with  the  plans  on  our  return  to  London. 

The  contract  for  the  detached  hospital  for  female  patients  (the 
plans  for  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Home  Secretary)  has 
not  yet  been  let,  and  the  proper  inclosure  of  the  gasworks  and 
holders  and  the  fixing  of  gates  in  the  eastern  boundary,  next  to  the 
public  road,  are  matters  still  urgently  requiring  attention. 

The  gentleman  acting  here  temporarily  as  assistant  medical  officer 
has  been  only  a  few  weeks  at  work.  Dr.  Medlicott’s  post  has  now 
become  so  arduous  that  we  feel  he  should  be  ably  seconded  in  the 
medical  duties,  and  the  time  cannot  be  far  distant  when  the  services 
of  a  second  assistant  will  become  absolutely  necessary  for  the  proper 
care  and  treatment  of  the  patients.

Only  about  three  months  have  elapsed  since  the  last  visit  to  this  Staffordshire 
asylum  by  our  Colleagues,  and  during  that  interval  the  admissions,  ^

Nine  men  and  14  women  are  reported  as  having  recovered. 

No  fatal  accident  has  occurred,  nor  has  there  been  any  suicide; 
but  the  number  of  deaths  from  general  paralysis  is  still  excep¬ 
tionally  large,  12  out  of  the  25  having  resulted  from  this  cause. 

One  inquest  has  been  held  on  a  male  patient  who  died  very  shortly  inquest, 
after  admission,  when  a  verdict  of  (S  death  from  pneumonia,  due  to  a 
fractured  rib,”  was  returned.  The  rib,  however,  had  been  broken 
before  the  patient  came  here  from  a  workhouse,  and  the  jury  did  not 
attribute  blame  to  any  one.  The  particulars  were  communicated  to 
our  Board. 

Only  seven  post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made,  and  we  Post-mortem 
desire  again  to  call  attention  to  the  very  imperfect  and  unsuitable  examinations, 
arrangements  that  exist  for  a  mortuary,  and  for  a  room  in  which  these 
examinations  may  be  made. 

Two  patients  of  each  sex  are  absent  on  trial,  and  the  remainder 
we  have  seen.  They  number  altogether  543— viz.,  273  men  and 
270  women.  There  are  also  30  men  at  the  Worcester  County 
Asylum.  There  are  6  vacant  beds  in  each  division.  The  weekly 
rate  is  9  s.  4  d. 

There  were  190  men  at  dinner  in  the  dining  -hall,  and  their  conduct  Dining 
was  in  all  respects  perfectly  quiet  and  orderly,  except  that  one  man  arranSements* 
suddenly  dashed  some  of  the  plates  on  the  floor.  He  had  previously 
had  a  conversation  with  one  of  us,  which  may  have  caused  some 
mental  excitement,  as  he  is  said  never  to  have  done  anything  of 
the  kind  before.  The  dinner  was  served  quickly,  and  consisted  of 
meat  pie,  with  potatoes,  bread,  and  beer,  and  no  one  complained  of 
either  the  quality  or  quantity. 

The  numbers  under  medical  treatment  are  6  men  and  12  women; 
and  to-day  we  saw  9  of  the  former  and  4  of  the  latter  sex  in  bed ; 
none,  however,  suffering  from  other  than  ordinary  causes,  and  the 
general  bodily  health  of  the  patients  is  good.  None  were  violently 
excited,  though  in  one  or  two  of  the  female  wards  there  was  a  good 
deal  of  noisy  talking.  We  did  not,  however,  receive  complaints  of 
unkind  treatment  on  the  part  of  the  attendants,  nor  of  any  want  of 
care  and  comfort  generally. 

The  patients  of  both  sexes  were  remarkably  clean  and  tidy  in  clothing, 
dress  and  personal  appearance,  but  we  hope  that  a  larger  supply  of

warm  dresses  for  winter  may  be  obtained  for  the  women,  for  though 
a  certain  number  now  have  them  the  majority  wear  prints. 

The  returns  as  to  employment  show  that  89  men  work  on  the 
grounds,  32  at  trades,  and  89  in  the  wards.  Of  the  176  women  who 
work,  38  are  in  the  laundry,  10  in  the  kitchen,  and  128  engaged  in 
needlework.  A  somewhat  older  woman  than  was  previously  at  the 
head  of  the  laundry  has  been  engaged,  and  the  change  has  been 
found  to  be  a  beneficial  one.  We  may  here  mention  that  the  wash¬ 
house  for  foul  linen  adjoining  the  Female  Ward,  No.  1,  and  which, 
caused  offensive  smells  in  the  building,  has  been  done  away  with,  and 
is  being  converted  into  a  general  bath-room  for  the  women,  con¬ 
taining  five  baths,  with  a  small  dressing-room  attached.  Each  bath 
will  be  screened  off  by  a  curtain  or  partition  of  some  kind..  We 
were  pleased  to  hear  that  the  same  alteration  is  to  be  made  in  the 
other  division. 

With  regard  to  amusements,  there  is  a  ball  once  a  fortnight,  and 
other  entertainments,  such  as  concerts  and  theatricals,  are  given. 

Twenty-six  men  and  27  women  receive  instruction  in  a  school 
which  is  open  on  three  nights  in  the  week.  The  attendance  at  chapel 
on  Sunday  is  of  the  men  134,  and  of  the  women  130. 

No  restraint  has  been  used,  and  those  who  have  been  secluded  are 
3  men  and  8  women  altogether  on  18  occasions;  the  longest  con¬ 
tinuous  period  in  any  one  instance  being  84  hours,  and  this  was  in 
the  case  of  a  man  suffering  from  violent  epileptic  excitement. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is  numerically  the  same,  and.  with  respect 
to  the  night-watching  by  the  two  attendants  on  each  side,  it  is  the 
rule  that  each  patient  should  be  seen  once  every  two  hours,  and  the 
epileptics  more  frequently  if  possible. 

We  are  informed  that  there  are  39  male  and  49  female  epileptics, 
and  53  men  and  58  women  who  are  suicidal.  Unfortunately  there 
still  exists  no  system  of  special  night  supervision  for  these,  and  it 
seems  doubtful  whether  any  really  effective  one  can  be  arranged  unless 
wards  are  built  for  the  purpose. 

We  can  report  very  satisfactorily  of  the  condition  of  the  wards 
and  dormitories  as  regards  cleanliness,  comfort,  and  the  state  of  the 
bedding.  Painting  and  papering  have  been  done  in  two  galleries  on 
the  men’s  side,  and  the  same  work  is  in  progress  in  a  third.  A  grant 
of  60  L  for  laying  linoleum  down  over  the  polished  gallery  floors  has 
been  made. 

We  cannot  omit  to  bring  the  subject  of  the  great  importance  of 
providing  against  the  occurrence  of  fire  under  the  notice  of  the 
committee.  Four  fire  extincteurs  have  been  obtained,  but  these 
would  prove  of  little  service  were  there  a  real  outbreak  of  fire.  The 
present  engine  will  not  throw  water  higher  than  the  top  of  the  second 
storey,  and  the  roof  of  the  building  is,  therefore,  quite  unprotected. 
Recent  events  at  other  asylums  have  shown  the  great  need  that 
exists  for  taking  every  possible  precaution,  and  we,  therefore,  hope 
that  this  matter  may  receive  the  serious  attention  of  the  com¬ 
mittee. 

The  building  of  the  detached  hospital  is  going  on,  and  the  flooring 
of  the  first  storey  is  being  done.  The  progress,  however,  is  slow,  and 
the  work  will  probably  not  be  finished  during  the  course  of  the 
present  year.

Eleven  recoveries  are  reported. 

No  fatal  accident  has  happened  and  no  inquest  has  been  held. 

The  causes  of  death  have  been  such  as  are  ordinary  in  asylums, 
and  present  no  feature  for  special  comment.  There  are  now  here 
76  male  and  54  female  epileptic  patients,  and  a  large  number  of 
chronic  and  infirm  cases  ;  but  allowing  for  these  the  general  bodily 
health  is  good.  We  found  none  of  the  men  in  bed,  and  only  seven  of 
the  women  ,  11  men  and  10  women  are  returned  as  under  medical 
treatment.  One  woman  recently  broke  her  arm  by  falling  in  a 
fit. 

Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  seven  instances.  Post-mortem 

The  numbers  now  on  the  books  are  269  men  and  239  women,  examinations, 
making  the  total  of  508  persons  ;  of  these  1  is  a  private  and  4  are 
out-county  patients.  Both  of  the  latter  classes  pay  14  5.  a  week  ; 
the  weekly  rate  for  the  county  patients  is  9  s.  4  d.}  the  same  as 
last  year. 

Thirty- seven  beds  are  vacant  in  the  .female,  but  none  m  the 
male  division ;  but  these  vacancies  include  the  accommodation 
afforded  by  WArd  7.  This  ward  is  temporarily  unoccupied.  The 
window  at  the  further  end  has  been  enlarged,  and  the  whole  of  the 
ward  is  about  to  be  done  up.  dhe  patients  formerly  here,  aie  now 
placed  by  day  in  the  Dormitory  No.  3;  and  by  night  sleep  in  a 
bed-room  which  was  not  in  use.  This  room  very  much  needs 
re-papering.  There  are  33  of  these  patients  under  the  charge 
of  only  two  attendants,  and  we  do  not  think  that  this  number  is 
sufficient  for  the  necessary  care  and  supervision  of  so  troublesome 


a  class. 

No  change,  as  suggested  in  the  last  report,  has  been  made  in  the  Dietary, 
dietary,  but  we  did  not  to-day  receive  complaints  repecting  it. 

The  dinner,  which  we  saw  and  tasted,  was  of  soup  and  suet  pudding 
served  with  a  sauce  of  treacle,  with  beer  and  bread  \  the  quantity 
allowed  of  the  latter  being  unrestricted. 

We  found  the  patients  of  both  sexes  very  tidy  and  cleanly  in  Clothing, 
dress  and  personal  appearance.  Most  of  the  women  have  still  only 
0.8o.  Y  4  P^nt 
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print  dresses.  The  men,  as  a  rule,  have  Sunday  suits,  and,  as 
recommended  in  the  last  Keport,  a  change  of  linen  twice  a  week, 
though  the  supply  of  under  flannel  waistcoats  doe3  not  seem  to  have 
been  increased. 

No  exhibition  of  violence  was  made,  nor  of  excitement,  except 
of  one  woman  in  Ward  3,  and  that  was  limited  to  gesticula¬ 
tions  and  loud  talking.  In  the  wards,  all  of  which  were  clean 
and  well  ventilated,  some  additional  wicker  chairs  have  been  placed, 
but  we  desire  to  repeat  the  suggestion  for  the  supply  of  benches 
with  backs,  and  some  of  the  easy  chairs  with  canvas  seats,  now 
commonly  seen  in  asylums,  would  be  of  much  comfort  to  the  old  and 
infirm. 

The  following  are  the  returns  with  regard  to  the  employments,, 
the  numbers  joining  in  associated  entertainments,  and  those  attend¬ 
ing  chapel  on  Sunday : — 

Men  employed :  on  the  grounds,  44  ;  in  the  farm-yard,  7  ;  as 
tailors,  5  ;  joiners,  1 ;  upholsterers,  from  12  to  14  ;  painters,  3  ;  in 
kitchen,  1  ;  and  laundry,  3 ;  and  otherwise  about  the  offices  and 
galleries,  between  70  and  80. 

Women  employed:  in  the  laundry,  18,  and  kitchen,  10;  at  needle¬ 
work,  26  ;  and  in  other  ways,  cleaning  the  wards,  &c.,  between  30 
and  40. 

About  100  of  the  men  and  90  of  the  women  are  present  at  the 
associated  entertainments,  and  the  attendance  at  the  chapel  on 
Sunday  last  was,  men,  132,  and  women,  83. 

Nearly  70  of  the  men  walk  out  in  the  country  on  Sundays,  and 
sometimes  a  few  of  the  women  do  the  same  on  week-days,  and  we 
think  it  would  be  well  if  this  form  of  exercise  were  taken  more 
frequently. 

Neither  seclusion  nor  restraint  has  been  employed. 

The  bedding  was  clean  and  the  mattresses  in  good  condition. 
The  greatly  needed  repairs  to  the  water-closets,  bath-rooms,  and 
lavatories,  as  well  as  the  painting  and  papering  of  some  of  the 
wards  and  dormitories,  have  been  finished  in  some  instances,  and 
are  still  in  progress  in  others. 

The  Ward  No.  1  for  men  is  being  generally  renovated.  In  three 
of  the  wards  on  the  female  side  the  water-closets,  bath-rooms,  and 
lavatories  have  been  put  into  good  order,  and  in  three  others  the 
same  work  is  being  done,  and  will  be  proceeded  with  till  all  neces¬ 
sary  repairs  are  completed.  It  seems,  however,  that  it  is  not 
intended  to  ventilate  the  soil-pipes  from  the  closets  by  external 
pipes  running  up  above  the  building,  but  we  strongly  recommend 
that  this  further  means  of  ventilation  should  be  provided.

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Suffolk  Asylum. 

20  and  21  November  1877. 

Our  periodical  inspection  of  this  asylum  revives  the  subject  of  Suffolk  Asylum, 
further  accommodation  for  the  insane  poor  of  Suffolk.  In  the  entry  Necessity  for 
made  by  members  of  our  Board  when  they  visited  the  asylum  in  increased  ac- 
February  1876,  they  remarked  that  the  matter  then  required  imme-  commodation. 
diate  consideration  by  the  justices,  and  we  cannot  learn  that  the 
justices  have  since  arrived  at  any  conclusion  in  that  direction.  The 
pressure  for  accommodation  has  been  temporarily  stemmed  by  the 
removal  of  41  patients  from  this  asylum  to  workhouses,  and  7  others 
to  friends,  but  the  return  of  many  of  these  is,  according  to  past  expe¬ 
rience,  more  than  probable,  and  the  Government  subsidy  for  main¬ 
tenance  of  patients  in  asylums  is  a  discouragement  to  the  reception 
and  proper  treatment  of  even  chronic  cases  in  workhouses.  There 
are  now  nominally  here  13  vacant  beds  for  both  sexes,  but  the  day- 
space  is  crowded  with  the  present  numbers,  and  six  cases  are  away 
at  Ipswich  Borough  Asylum.  The  small  quantity  of  land  attached 
to  this  asylum,  and  the  alleged  impossibility  of  acquiring  more  land 
in  the  neighbourhood,  are  together,  we  think,  insuperable  obstacles 
to  any  scheme  for  the  extension  of  accommodation  on  this  spot;  the 
question  is  therefore  narrowed  to  providing  accommodation  else- 
wdiere,  and  we  shall  be  glad  soon  to  hear  of  some  satisfactory  solu¬ 
tion  of  the  difficulty  by  the  magistracy. 

The  patients  on  the  books  here  are  415,  all  of  whom  we  have  Statistics, 
seen  :  to  every  individual  we  have  given  opportunity  of  speaking 
to  us,  and  to  many  of  them  we  have  spoken.  The  males  are  177, 
the  females  238.

The  admissions  include  28  cases  which  had  previously  been  under 
treatment  in  this  asylum,  but  only  15  had  been  here  within  12 
months  of  their  re-admission.  The  patients  are  all  chargeable  to 
Suffolk,  or  unions  or  parishes  in  the  county.  The  weekly  mainten¬ 
ance  charge  is  9  s.  Of  the  patients  discharged  123  were,  according 
to  the  statutory  records,  recovered. 

The  mortality  during  the  last  21  months  has  been  a  fraction  above 
10  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  average  daily  number  resident ;  this 
is  about  the  usual  rate  in  county  asylums. 

There  has  been  no  suicide  nor  fatal  casualty,  and  no  coroner’s 
inquest  has  been  held. 
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The  causes  of  death  appear  from  the  records  to  have  been  as  speci¬

Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  28  cases  only.  The 
small  proportion  of  these  very  necessary  examinations  to  the  aggre¬ 
gate  number  of  deaths  has  been,  we  are  told  by  the  medical  super¬ 
intendent,  due  to  the  want  of  a  convenient  place  for  conducting  such 
inquiries.  A  room  has  lately,  however,  been  provided,  but  its 
fittings  are  not  yet  complete. 

Aged  and  feeble  cases  in  this  asylum  are  very  numerous;  how¬ 
ever,  at  the  present  moment,  the  actual  sick  and  those  under  medical 
treatment  are  few;  a  considerable  number  require  and  receive  extra 
or  sick  diet.  We  found  4  men  and  2  women  only  in  bed  on  the  first 
day  of  our  visit. 

No  one  was  under  mechanical  restraint  or  in  seclusion  while  we 
were  in  the  wards.  According  to  the  medical  journal  the  former 
mode  of  treatment  is  never  used,  and  seclusion  is  very  rarely  em¬ 
ployed  ;  only  2  men  and  5  women  having  been  secluded  during 
the  interval  between  our  colleagues  and  our  own  visit ;  the  men 
each  once,  and  for  an  aggregate  of  16  hours;  the  women  on  18 
occasions,  and  for  135  hours. 

The  patients  of  both  sexes  generally  satisfied  our  expectations  in 
regard  to  conduct,  and  we  can  report  favourably  of  their  personal 
cleanliness  and  of  the  quality  and  condition  of  their  clothing,  but 
there  was  much  turbulence  in  the  female  infirmary,  where  the  asso¬ 
ciation  of  noisy  with  sick  cases  produced  much  confusion ;  far  too 
many  of  a  mixed  class  of  patients,  76,  are  here  brought  together, 
and  this  cannot  but  be  injurious  to  the  sick. 

The  complaints  made  to  us  by  the  men  were  chiefly  on  the  subject 
of  detention,  none  of  ill-treatment  on  the  part  of  the  attendants  by 
any  patient  of  either  sex,  on  whose  statement  any  reliance  could  be 
placed.  We  should  not  omit  to  notice  that  several  men  complained, 
though  we  trust  that  their  complaint  is  groundless,  that  they  have 
not  frequent  opportunities  of  personally  addressing  the  members  of 
the  Committee  when  they  visit  the  wards,  and  some  others  asked 
whether  the  guardians  of  their  unions  should  not  come  sometimes 
to  see  them.  We  understand  from  Dr.  Eager  that  the  guardians  of 
Samford  Union  onlv  have  visited  since  he  took  office  in  June  1876. 

The 
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The  staff  of  attendants  seems  now  to  be  adequate  in  number  during  Appendix  (C.) 
the  day,  but  the  epileptic  and  suicidal  cases  have  no  continuous 
night  supervision.  We  are  informed  that  there  are  now  17  male  u  °  sy  um* 
and  20  female  epileptics  in  the  asylum;  and  15  men  and  20  women  ^Septic  and*1 
suicidally  disposed.  A  man  and  a  woman  nearly  succeeded  in  com-  suicidal  cases, 
mitting  suicide,  one  by  strangulation,  the  other  by  suspension,  during 
the  night,  both  in  associated  dormitories,  not  long  ago. 

The  men  employed  on  the  land  are  44  ;  3  others  work  as  tailors,  Occupations, 
and  as  many  as  shoemakers,  but  there  is  no  artizan  to  direct  them 
or  to  teach  others  either  of  those  trades ;  2  assist  in  the  carpenters’ 
department,  and  6  help  at  trades  of  various  kinds,  5  in  the  central 
offices,  4  in  the  wash-house  ;  the  total  of  male  workers  is  returned 
to  us  as  122.  The  women  usefully  occupied  are  162,  and  comprise 
14  who  give  their  aid  in  the  laundrj,  5  in  the  kitchen,  and  83  at 
needlework. 

We  regret  that  there  is  only  one  service  on  Sundays  in  the  Divine  Service, 
chapel,  and  that  the  number  of  patients  who  attend  Divine  Service 
there  is  limited  to  160  of  both  sexes.  We  think  that  an  effort 
should  be  made  to  procure  at  least  two  regular  visits  weekly  by  the 
chaplain  to  the  wards,  and  a  special  service  once  a  week  by  that 
gentleman  in  the  infirmary,  or  some  other  convenient  place,  for  the 
sick  and  infirm,  who  cannot  get  to  the  chapel. 

The  dietary  has  been  improved  by  the  substitution  of  coffee  for  Dietary, 
gruel  on  the  women’s  side,  and  of  dumpling  or  meat  pie  for  the  rice 
dinner,  given  formerly  once  a  week  ;  these  alterations  were  spoken 
of  gratefully  by  several  patients  when  we  attended  the  dinner  on 
the  first  day  of  our  visit.  The  fare  put  before  them  in  our  presence 
was  very  good, — boiled  beef,  pork,  bread  and  beer. 

The  wards,  though  many  of  them  were  bare  of  comforts  in  the  state  of  the 
way  of  suitable  furniture,  gave  evidence  of  proper  attention  on  the  wards,  &c. 
part  of  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  them  clean,  and  the  bedding 
was  everywhere  well  kept,  and  of  sufficient  amount,  also  good  in 
quality ..  Whilst  the  Commissioners  have,  always  recognised  in  some 
parts  of  this  asylum  the  accommodation  as  being  of  a  very  homely 
character,  many  defective  structural  and  general  arrangements 
demanding  alteration  and  improvement,  have  often  been  the  subject 
of  comment  in  entries  by  members  of  our  Board.  Since  Dr. 

Eager’s  appointment  a  commencement  has  been  made  in  effecting 
valuable  changes,  which  we  hope  will  be  steadily  continued  until 
the  asylum  shall  have  been  provided  with  the  chief  modern  appli¬ 
ances  and  arrangements  which  experience  has  shown  to  be  efficacious 
in  the  treatment  and  cure  of  the  insane. 

Besides  ordinary  repairs,  we  have  to  mention  among  the  improve  structural 
ments  already  effected,  the  much-needed  extension  of  the  laundry  additions,  & c. 
by  the  construction  of  new  ironing  and  mangling-rooms,  and  of  addi¬ 
tional  drying-horses.  Some  important  additions  and  re-arrange¬ 
ments  are  also  noticeable  in  the  kitchen  and  in  the  steward’s  store¬ 
rooms,  and  the  organization  of  a  system  of  night- watching  by  the 
employment  of  an  attendant  during  the  night  in  each  division. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  matters  which  next  urgently  improvements 
demand  attention  : —  needed. 

1.  The  engagement  of  a  second  special  night- attendant  in  each 
0.89.  division 
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division  for  the  exclusive  and  continuous  supervision  of  the  epileptic 
and  suicidal  patients,  and  the  provision  of  tell-tale  clocks  to  test 
wakefulness  on  the  part  of  the  special  and  general  night  at¬ 
tendants. 

2.  Improved  accommodation  for  the  sick,  apart  from  the  other 
patients,  comprising  a  few  single  rooms,  capable  of  being  artificially 
heated,  and  with  a  supply  of  couches  or  easy  chairs,  and  a  conve¬ 
niently  placed  bath-room. 

3.  The  engagement  of  a  tailor  and  shoemaker  as  attendants,  and  the 
fitting  up  better  shops,  so  that  patients  should  be  instructed  in 
those  trades,  and  so  that  the  clothes  and  shoes  may  be  made  as  well 
as  repaired  in  the  asylum,  and  occupation  be  found  for  some  men 
who  might  otherwise  do  nothing  in  the  shape  of  work. 

4.  The  gradual  improvement  of  the  wards  by  increasing  the 
number  of  water-closets  where  deficient,  and  by  better  ventilating 
those  in  existence,  by  the  substitution  of  wooden  for  stone  and  tile 
floors  ;  by  the  renewal  of  fittings  and  introduction  of  fire-places 
into  the  bath-rooms,  by  fresh  painting  and  re-papering,  by  the 
supply  of  more  suitable  furniture  and  objects  of  interest,  and  more 
books,  newspapers,  and  games  into  the  wards. 

5.  The  establishment  of  regular  and  varied  weekly  associated 
entertainments,  at  which  both  sexes  shall  meet.  For  this  purpose, 
as  well  as  for  obviating  at  meal  times  some  of  the  crowding  in  the 
day-rooms,  the  erection  of  a  general  dining  and  recreation  hall  is 
much  needed. 

6.  The  lighting  of  the  asylum  by  gas  for  the  better  avoidance  of 
accidents  through  fire. 

We  are  informed  that  complaints  having  been  made  that  the 
sewage  of  the  asylum,  after  flowing  away  beyond  the  estate,  creates 
a  nuisance  to  the  public,  the  Visitors  have  under  consideration  a 
scheme  by  which  this  may  be  obviated.  We  have  no  doubt  that 
utilization  of  the  sewage  by  irrigating  the  asylum  estate  will,  if 
practicable,  not  be  overlooked.  It  is  necessary  that  plans  and  esti¬ 
mates  for  any  such  scheme  shall,  in  order  to  become  a  valid  charge 
upon  the  rates,  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  approval. 
We  cannot  learn  that  the  plans  for  the  extension  of  the  laundry 
were  so  submitted. 

The  resignation  of  Dr.  Kirkman,  which  was  referred  to  by  the 
last  Visiting  Commissioners,  took  place  in  June  1876,  when  he  was 
succeeded  by  Dr.  Wilson  Eager,  previously  assistant  medical  officer 
at  the  Prestwich  Asylum,  who  has  already  shown  much  ability  in 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  important  office  here. 


Surrey  Asylums. —  1.  Wandsworth. 

14  June  1877. 

SurreyAspums.  Our  inspection  of  this  asylum  has  occupied  us  three  successive 
(Wandsworth.)  days.  The  patients  are  1,052  :  they  consist  of  427  males,  and  625 
Statistics.  females.  Of  the  latter,  3  are  away  on  leave.  All  those  in  resi¬ 
dence  have  been  seen  by  us.  The  statutory  records  show  the  fol¬ 
lowing  changes: — viz.,  admitted  since  our  Colleagues’  visit  in  Sep¬ 
tember 
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ternber  last*  111  males,  116  females;  discharged  and  removed,  of  Appendix  (c.) 
both  sexes  in  almost  equal  proportion,  121 ;  died,  38  men  and  39  Surrey  Asylum, 
women.  The  present  weekly  maintenance  charge  is  10  s.  6  d.  (Wandsworth.) 


Medical  staff. 


The  medical  staff  consists  of  the  superintendent  and  two  assistant 
medical  officers.  The  appointment  of  a  dispenser  is  very  desir-  ueedeff 
able,  in  the  interest  of  the  patients,  for  employment  in  the  surgery, 
and  post-mortem  room,  and  copying  of  notes  for  case-books.  &c. 
Without  assistance  of  that  sort  it  has  become  doubtful,  we  think, 
whether  full  and  sufficient  medical  supervision  can  be  given  to  indi¬ 
vidual  cases  by  the  present  staff.  In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Biggs  we 
were  accompanied  over  the  building  by  Mr.  Ward  and  Mr.  Hosking, 
the  assistant  medical  officers.

One  other  ordinary  cause  on  the  female  side,  1  case  of  typhoid  in 
the  men’s  division,  1  in  the  women’s,  and  4  fatal  casualties  to 
men. 

The  drainage  of  the  asylum  is  not  what  it  should  be,  and  a  large  Typhoid  fever 
number  of  workmen  are  now  engaged  in  remedying  defects  in  it.  aud  diarrhoea* 
The  specification  of  the  works  in  progress  has  been  laid  before  us, 
and  they  appear  to  be  very  proper,  for  prevention  of  the  entry  of 
sewer-gas  within  the  building.  There  have  been  3  cases  of  typhoid 
fever;  one  is  recovering;  there  was,  besides,  a  doubtful  case;  the 
general  symptoms  were  those  of  this  fever,  though  upon  post-mortem 
examination,  no  ulceration  of  the  intestines  appeared.  Diarrhoea 
has  frequently  shown  itself  in  the  epileptic  wards  in  each  division. 

Mr.  Ward  attributes  its  occurrence  to  the  use  there  of  minced 
Australian  meat  specially  liable  to  fermentation.  We  would 
suggest  the  substitution  of  fresh  meat  in  those  wards  by  way  of 
experiment. 

The  fatal  casualties  were  : — 1.  I  he  death  of  a  man  from  drinking  Fatal  casualties, 
boiling  water  previous  to  his  admission  here,  and  whilst  an  inmate 
of  [Richmond  Union  Workhouse.  2.  The  suffocation  of  a  male 
patient  during  the  night  in  an  epileptic  fit*  3.  The  death  on  the 
9th  instant  of  a  man  named  M.  from  fracture  of  ten  ribs:  this 
fracture  took  place,  it  seems,  during  the  previous  night  in  an  asso- 

0.8g.  ciated 
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dated  dormitory.  An  inquest  is  being  held,  but  we  have  also 
inquired  into  the  matter  as  far  as  possible  of  three  of  the  least 
irrational  of  the  patients  who  slept  in  the  dormitory,  and  who  were 
awake  at  the  time.  M.,  it  appears,  was  very  feeble  and  rest¬ 
less,  frequently  getting  out  of  bed,  wandering  about  the  room, 
throwing  the  contents  of  his  chamber  utensil  in  several  directions, 
falling  against  bedsteads  and  about  the  room,  and  striking  other 
patients.  Two  of  the  three  patients  examined  by  us  assert  that 
they  saw  the  night- attendant,  after  putting  M.  back  into  bed, 
kick  him  on  the  side,  and  Mr.  Hosking,  upon  examining  M. 
next  morning,  found  him  much  bruised  on  both  sides  of  the  chest, 
shoulders  and  ears,  and  detected  a  fracture  of  ribs  on  the  left  side. 
One  of  the  witnesses  last  referred  to  as  giving  evidence  of  kicks 
by  the  night-attendant,  was  mistaken,  however,  as  to  the  identity 
of  M.  with  the  deceased,  and  the  testimony  of  the  other  was 
supported  by  him  only.  The  Committee  have  commenced  an  in¬ 
vestigation  of  the  affair,  and  we  are  informed  that  it  is  only  sus¬ 
pended  by  the  proceedings  of  the  coroner.  This  casualty  occurred 
in  the  infirmary  ;  we  think  that  M.  should  have  been  placed  in 
a  single  room,  and  that  a  padded  room,  and  that  the  occupants  of 
the  infirmary  in  each  division  should  have  the  care  and  protection 
of  a  special  attendant  sitting  up  among  them  through  the  night. 
4.  The  death  of  a  male  patient  admitted  on  the  9th,  from  the 
Lambeth  Workhouse;  he  died  on  the  12th  from  several  fractures  of 
ribs.  It  appears  that  many  bruises  on  his  sides  were  detected  by 
Mr.  Hosking,  who  examined  him  on  admission,  and  that  he  was 
then  free  from  excitement,  exhibited  no  indications  of  insanity, 
complained  of  much  pain,  and  declared  that  he  had  been  tied  down 
and  roughly  treated  at  the  Lambeth  Union  Workhouse.  No 
fracture  of  his  ribs  wras,  however,  discovered  till  the  post-mortem 
examination  of  his  body,  though  such  had  been  suspected  on  his 
admission,  and  for  such  he  had  been  accordingly  treated.  This 
man  had  been  in  .prison  till  the  4th  inst.,  he  had  then  gone  home, 
but  shortly  afterwards  was  received  into  the  workhouse  above- 
mentioned.  Notice  of  this  patient’s  death  has  been  given  to  the 
coroner. 

We  cannot  report  favourably  of  the  patients’  demeanour  during 
our  visit.  Considerable  discontent  was  evinced  by  many  with  the 
arrangements  of  the  asylum,  and  especially  in  the  female  division. 
Their  complaints  were  not  limited  to  detention,  and  many  women 
were  noisy  ;  the  men  were  more  morose  than  the  females,  but  almost 
as  dissatisfied.  Doubtless  the  medical  precautions  against  small-pox, 
so  prevalent  in  the  county,  are  felt  by  the  patients  as  a  grievance. 
The  crowded  state  of  the  day-rooms  and  the  association  of  large 
numbers  of  excitable  patients,  also  aggravate  the  troubles  of  life 
in  an  asylum. 

The  clothing  generally  is  good,  but  there  is  much  room  for  im¬ 
provement  in  regard  to  tidiness  of  attire  ;  and  the  hair  of  the  women 
should  be  far  better  cared  for  as  to  neatness  of  appearance. 

The  general  paralytics  are  21  men  and  7  women;  the  epileptics  are 
82  males  and  90  females;  54  men  and  70  women  are  reported  to 
be  suicidal.

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No  one  in  either  division  was  in  seclusion  during  our  visit  to  the  Appendix  (C.) 

wards ;  but  a  man  in  bed  was  gloved  to  check  his  destructive  habits.  - - 

Yesterday  23  males  and  24  females  were  in  bed,  and  the  latest  f^n^woribh1) 
registry  of  those  under  medical  treatment  speaks  of  4J  men  and  patients  ia  bed 
54  women  as  so  dealt  with.  One  of  the  women  in  bed  was  in  a  0r  under 
very  emaciated  state  from  refusal  of  food.  special  treat- 

As  usual  we  inspected  every  part  of  the  asylum.  The  new  ment’ 
wards  recently  finished  are  very  cheerful,  and  we  strongly  approve  Sfcate  of  wards, 
of  efforts  to  bring  the  condition  of  the  older  portion  of  the  building  ^ th^old3 
to  the  standard  of  those  wards.  Much  is  required  in  that  quarter  building, 
in  the  way  of  renovation  and  improvement.  Ventilation  is  there 
very  defective ;  some  of  the  single  rooms  were  quite  offensive  when 
we  inspected  them  ;  the  small  extent  to  which  the  windows  open  is 
a  great  evil.  In  the  dormitories  we  suggest  that  good-sized  open¬ 
ings  should  be  made  under  the  ceilings  on  the  walls  separating 
those  rooms  from  the  corridors,  and  the  enlargement  of  the  windows 
in  the  single-rooms  (the  windows  to  open  freely),  would  be  a 
material  improvement.  In  the  wards  occupied  by  patients  of 
faulty  habits  the  air  was  very  far  from  pure,  particularly  in  the 
cross  gallery  near  No.  7  on  the  women’s  side ;  elsewhere  also,  in 
both  divisions,  the  floors  of  single  rooms  require  either  relaying 
with  wood  of  a  non-absorbent  nature,  or  covering  with  some  water¬ 
proof  material. 

The  staff  of  assistants  now  consists  by  day,  in  the  male  division,  of  Attendants. 

40  men,  and  two  head  attendants,  and  at  night,  of  six  men  and  one 
head  attendant  to  overlook  them.  On  the  female  side  there  are  45 
day  and  four  night  attendants,  exclusive  of  eight  laundry  maids,  and 
one  head  night  attendant.  Of  this  staff  22  men  and  26  women,  or 
nearly  one-half,  have  been  in  service  here  under  12  months.  The 
causes  of  these  frequent  changes,  so  very  prejudicial  to  the  patients, 
are  subjects  which  no  doubt  engage  the  attention  of  the  Committee. 

We  wrnuld  suggest  for  their  consideration  whether  the  annual  leave 
of  absence  might  not  be  extended,  and  something  be  allowed  the 
attendants  for  board  during  their  holiday.  We  also  think  that  by 
the  provision  of  suitable  rooms  where  the  attendants  could  meet  in 
an  evening,  and  be  supplied  with  means  of  amusement,  many  might 
be  induced  to  remain  upon  the  premises,  and  thus  much  mischief 
might  be  avoided ;  mess-rooms  for  the  attendants  are  also  re¬ 
quired. 

As  to  the  employment  and  amusement  of  the  patients  we  find  Employments 
nothing  new  to  notice.  aud  amuse- 

The  chapel  is  described  to  us  as  very  offensive  in  smell  when  Sfvine  Service, 
crowded,  as  it  must  be,  and  used  for  three  services  each  Sunday  ;  A  new  chapel 
we  trust  that  the  Visitors  will  soon  be  able  to  provide  another  of wanted* 
better  construction,  and  sufficient  in  size  for  the  number  of  patients 
now  brought  to  this  asylum.  If,  as  we  are  informed,  from  one-tenth 
to  one-eighth  of  those  under  care  and  treatment  here  be  Roman 
Catholics,  we  think  that  they  also  should  have  better  provision  for 
Divine  Service  than  there  exists  at  present,  the  monthly  visits  of  a 
priest,  and  these  somewhat  irregular,  being  far  from  sufficient  pro¬ 
vision. 

O.89. 
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There  has  been  no  change  in  the  dietary.  The  fish  which  we 
saw  on  table  in  the  wards  at  dinner  time  was  good,  and  the  asylum 
beer,  which  we  tasted,  was  suitable  for  the  patients. 

The  records  of  seclusion  and  restraint  inform  us  that  6  males  and 
13  females  have  been  subjected  to  the  latter  mode  of  treatment; 
they  either  wore  gloves  or  restraint  dresses ;  seven  of  them  for 
surgical  reasons,  6  on  account  of  suicidal,  and  6  for  destructive  pro¬ 
pensities  ;  twelve  were  restrained  for  a  total  of  948  nights,  and  5 
for  167  days  and  nights.  Two  men  were  also  restrained  for  11  and 
five  hours ;  only  1  man  and  2  females  are  recorded  as  having  been 
placed  in  seclusion,  the  man  for  ten  minutes ;  one  of  the  women 
only  for  nine  hours,  the  other  thrice,  for  20  j  hours  altogether. 

Adverting  to  the  works  completed  or  in  progress,  we  have  to 
report  that  the  enlargement  of  the  laundry  and  the  gasfitter’s  shop 
have  been  completed  since  the  last  visit.  Some  improvement  has 
been  made  in  the  ventilation  of  the  water-closets  and  sinks  in  Nos. 
1,  5,  and  6  Male  and  No.  1  Female  Wards,  but  more  is  required  in 
this  direction.  The  ventilation  of  the  single  rooms  in  No.  8  Male 
Ward  has  also  been  improved,  and  the  walls  have  been  cemented. 
We  hope  that  this  work  will  be  carried  out  more  generally.  The 
basements  in  both  divisions  have  been  painted,  and  the  decoration 
of  the  new  wards  has  been  finished.  The  most  important  work  now 
in  progress  is  an  improved  system  of  drainage,  by  substituting 
glazed  pipes  for  the  old  brick  drains  throughout  the  asylum,  and 
providing  for  the  proper  ventilation  both  of  these  and  of  the  soil 
pipes  of  the  closets.  In  addition  to  the  suggestions  previously 
made  in  this  entry,  we,  for  brevity  sake,  summarise  the  following 
requirements  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee,  believing 
compliance  therewith  to  be  inevitable,  if  the  Visitors  wish  to  see 
this  asylum,  as  doubtless  they  do  wish  to  see  it,  contrasting  favour¬ 
ably  with  other  county  asylums. 

1.  The  erection  of  a  detached  church  seems  to  be  absolutely 
required. 

2.  The  provision  of  proper  visiting  rooms,  also  suitable  rooms 
for  the  reception  and  personal  examination  of  patients  in  each 
division. 

3.  Dormitories  for  the  continuous  night  supervision  of  epileptic 
and  suicidal  patients  are  also  required. 

4.  The  construction  of  a  general  bath-room  on  each  side  of  the 
asylum. 

5.  The  improvement  of  the  laundry  mess-room,  and  also  of  the 
work-room,  by  better  ventilation  through  louvres  in  the  roof,  is 
likewise  necessary. 

6.  The  gradual  substitution  of  ordinary  bedsteads  for  the  old  box 
bedsteads  now  in  use,  and  of  low  bedsteads  for  the  epileptics,  and 
the  provision  of  Dent’s  tell-tale  clocks  throughout  the  asylum. 

7.  The  enlargement  and  better  arrangement  of  the  present  dead- 
house,  and  the  room  for  post-mortem  examinations. 
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27  and  28  November  1877. 

We  have  just  concluded  our  inspection  of  this  asylum,  occupying  SurreyAsylums. 
two  days.  Its  insane  population  has  again  risen,  and  practically  (Brookwood.) 
there  are  few  vacant  beds  in  either  division,  the  last  additions  to  the  Statistics, 
asylum  being  occupied.  On  the  books  are  1,020  patients  ;  at  the 
Commissioners’  visit  in  1875,  they  were  647  ;  in  1876,  they  were  881. 

The  males  are  399  ;  the  females  are  621.  Of  the  former,  2,  of  the 
latter,  3,  are  away  on  leave  ;  913  individuals  are  chargeable  to 
unions  in  Surrey;  103  to  the  county  of  Surrey,  and  4  belong  to 
out-county  unions.  The  weekly  maintenance  charge  is  10  s.  6  d. 

In  regard  to  the  medical  staff,  we  notice  that  Mr.  Moody  has  been  Medical  staff, 
appointed  junior  medical  assistant  officer,  in  the  place  of  Dr. 

Thomson,  resigned,  and  that  a  dispenser  has  been  added  to  the 
establishment,  an  addition,  in  our  opinion,  very  proper  in  the 
interest  of  the  patients. 

Amongst  the  most  prominent  alterations  and  improvements  in  Structural 
the  buildings  and  on  the  estate,  we  observe  that  better  and  more  ad<Jitions3  &c* 
complete  gasworks  have  been  erected  on  the  site  recommended  by 
our  Colleagues,  and  further  from  the  asylum  than  the  old  works. 

To  them  are  attached  cottages  for  the  gas  engineer  and  a  bricklayer, 
with  whom  will  lodge  4  patients  of  the  male  sex.  We  also  have 
had  our  attention  drawn  to  new  rooms,  built  and  furnished  in  the 
main  building  for  the  asylum  housekeeper,  her  former  apartments 
being  given  to  the  disjyenser.  The  extension  of  the  farm-buildings 
is  also  in  progress ;  a  new  road  from  the  site  of  the  old  gasworks 
to  the  west  lodge  has  been  constructed ;  and  in  the  airing-courts  and 
grounds  about  the  new  female  block  and  elsewhere,  a  large  amount 
of  laying  out  and  planting  has  been  done  in  excellent  taste. 

The  acreage  of  land  acquired  for  the  asylum  has  also  been  in-  Additional 
creased  by  the  purchase  of  Paddocks  Farm,  about  8  acres,  situate  lar,d* 
to  the  south  of  the  hospital. 

Adverting  to  the  recommendations  made  at  the  Commissioners’  Attendants  and 
visit  on  the  21st  April  1876,  we  report  that  there  are  uoav  four  ePilePtic  cases, 
night  attendants  in  the  female,  and  three  in  the  male  division,  and 
that  the  safety  of  epileptics  in  their  day-room  is  now  better  secured 
by  suitable  fenders. 

The  provisions  against  an  outbreak  of  fire  cannot  yet  be  regarded  Fire  extinction 
by  us  as  satisfactory.  The  fears,  often  previously  expressed  on  the  and  !vater' 
Commissioners’  part,  of  contamination  of  the  water  supply  by  an"  P1>  '* 
admixture  of  sewage,  have  been  shown  not  to  have  been  groundless 
by  an  epidemic  fever,  which,  since  last  visit,  has  caused  the  death  of 
3  patients,  and  attacked  11  persons.  Into  the  origin  of  this  lever, 
we  learn  that  Dr.  Brushfield,  assisted  by  the  county  surveyor  and 
eminent  analysts,  have  made  an  exhaustive  inquiry  ;  and  having  had 
the  advantage  of  seeing  his  report,  and  having  ourselves  made  some 
local  investigation,  we  repeat  our  recommendation  that  a  proper 
supply  of  water  be  sought  by  the  sinking  of  a  deep  well.  The 
evidence  before  us  points  to  the  fact  of  contamination  by  sewage 
of  the  reservoir  near  the  canal,  and  of  increasing  impurity  in  the 
0.89.  Z  canal 
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canal  water;  these  are  at  present  the  sources  of  supply  to  the 
asylum ;  they  are  in  the  immediate  proximity  of  land  great  part 
of  which  has  been  brought  into  cultivation  since  the  opening  of  the 
asylum.  When  the  reservoir  water  was  cut  off,  there  were  no 
further  cases  of  fever,  and  the  county  analyst  has  reported  that  the 
canal  water  is  not  fit  for  drinking  purposes.  To  make  the  foul 
water  innocuous  by  boiling  is  not  practicable,  and  an  extract  from 
the  sixth  Report  of  the  Rivers  Pollution  Commission,  which  we 
believe  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee,  ought,  we 
think,  to  satisfy  them  of  the  absolute  necessity  for  immediately  sink¬ 
ing  a  deep  well  to  obviate  the  recurrence  of  the  fever.  W e  wish 
to  be  understood  as  advocating  that  course  in  the  strongest  possible 
terms. 

Of  the  present  general  health  of  the  patients  we  can  report  well ; 
only  3  men  and  1  woman  were  in  bed  when  we  visited  the  wards. 

The  epileptics  are  100  of  the  male,  77  of  the  female  sex;  40  of 
the  epileptics  are  associated  in  a  dormitory,  12  in  neighbouring 
single  rooms ;  68*  of  the  epileptic  women  are  brought  together  at 
night  in  four  dormitories,  opening  into  each  other  through  a  corridor. 
The  supervision  of  the  former  is  continuous,  that  of  the  latter  is  not 
so;  but  by  a  slight  alteration  of  the  structural  arrangements,  it  can 
and  will,  we  understand,  be  soon  made  almost  continuous.  In  all 
these  rooms  there  are  stations  to  test  the  wakefulness  of  the  at¬ 
tendants,  and  the  proper  discharge  by  them  of  their  duties. 

The  suicidal  cases  are  still  scattered  at  night,  under  no  special 
night  supervision,  except  that  if  any  patient  be  unusually  active  in 
his  suicidal  tendencies,  he  is  then  placed  in  a  single  room,  with  an 
attendant  to  watch  him  or  her  through  the  night.  We  are  informed 
that  563  patients  are  more  or  less  suicidal. 

The  general  paralytics  are  50  in  the  male,  and  half  that  number 
in  the  female  division.  Of  recent  years,  Dr.  Brushfield  has  observed 
an  increase  of  this  form  of  insanity  among  females. 

Seventy  patients,  at  least,  are  above  65  years  of  age.  There  are 
a  few  idiot  children.  One  hundred  and  ninety-four  of  both  sexes 
are  confined  to  the  airing-courts ;  these  are  largely  recruited  from 
the  inferior  and  demented  class;  92  males  and  430  females  walk 
beyond  the  estate. 

While  we  were  in  the  asylum  we  scarcely  heard  an  angry  word. 
We  spoke  to  several  patients  in  each  ward,  and  must  testify  to  the 
general  contentment  of  those  under  care  and  treatment. 

No  one  was  to-day  or  yesterday,  nor  has  anyone  been  in  the 
interval  between  this  date  and  the  Commissioners’  last  visit,  under 
restraint  or  in  seclusion. 

As  to  dress  and  cleanliness,  the  patients,  male  and  female,  were 
also  in  a  creditable  state. 

The  dinner  yesterday  was  a  well-flavoured,  substantial  meat  soup  ; 
to-day,  fish  with  potatoes  was  provided  ;  all  have  beer  at  that  meal. 
We  tasted  both  the  soup  and  fish.  There  are  always  some  patients 
in  an  asylum  who  will  find  fault  with  the  food,  as  with  everything 
else  in  the  building;  but  on  the  subject  of  diet,  accommodation,  and 
general  treatment,  there  is  really  no  ground  for  complaint  here. 

We  inspected,  as  is  our  custom,  every  ward,  and  then  visited  the 
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offices,,  mortuary,  and  other  outbuildings.  About  10  patients  are  Appendix  (C.) 

reported  as  now  on  the  eve  of  discharge.  _  (  SurreyATyiums.

As  regards  Divine  Service,  the  returns  tell  us  that  168  men  and  Divine  Service 
260  women  were  at  chapel  last  Sunday.  The  last  Roman  Catholic 
service  had  a  congregation  of  34  patients. 

The  attendants’  wages  have  been  raised  since  the  1st  July  of  this  Wards  and 
year.  The  men  commence,  1st  class  at  32  /.,  increase  1  /.  yearly,  attendants, 
and  go  up  to  40  /. ;  2nd  class  begins  at  28  /.,  with  same  increase, 
and  goes  up  to  32  /.  The  women  enter  1st  class  at  20  /.,  and  go  up 
to  26  l, ;  2nd  class  at  16/.,  and  advance  to  20/.;  botli  have  1/. 
yearly  increase.  Uniforms  are  given  to  all  the  attendants.  We 
earnestly  wish  that  by  some  means  the  attendants  could  be  induced 
to  remain  longer.  Eight  males  and  9  females  have  been  here  above 
one  year,  but  less  than  two  years  ;  and  12  men  and  twice  as  many 
women  have  been  in  the  asylum  service  less  than  one  year.  They 
should,  however,  participate  in  the  praise  which  we  can  accord  to 
the  arrangements  under  which  the  interior  of  the  building,  its 
numerous  wards  and  offices,  are  maintained  in  excellent  order. 

Many  of  the  sitting-rooms  were  most  comfortable,  and  nowhere  had 
we  any  reason  to  find  fault  with  the  ventilation  of  the  asylum,  its 
furniture  or  bedding,  though  where  so  many  patients  are  brought 
together,  it  is  not  easy  to  keep  everything  in  an  unobjectionable 
condition.  During  the  year  1876  it  was  found  necessary  by  the 
Committee  to  give  Dr.  Brushfield  leave  of  absence  for  three  months, 
that  he  might  recover  from  the  effects  of  the  blow  alluded  to  in  the 
Commissioners’  last  Report.  During  that  absence,  the  asylum  was 
conducted  by  Dr.  Barton,  we  learn,  in  a  very  efficient  manner  ;  and 
we  are  glad  to  report  that  the  medical  superintendent  seems  now

During  the  course  of  yesterday  and  to-day  wo  have  seen  all  the 
patients  now  on  the  books  of  this  asylum,  with  the  exception  of 
1  man  absent  on  trial,  and  who  will  shortly  be  discharged,  Two 

boys 
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boy3  are  also  on  trial,  but  as  they  are  living  with  married  attendants  Appendix  (C.) 

of  the  asylum  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood,  they  were  brought  Sussex  Asylum, 
here. 

The  total  number  is  777,  and  includes  358  men  and  419  women.  Statistics, 

Of  these,  21  patients  are  from  Middlesex,  20  from  Hampshire,  4 
from  other  counties  and  unions,  and  29  are  private  patients.  These 
returns  show  an  increase  in  the  number  from  the  unions  and  county 
of  Sussex,  there  being  703  now,  as  against  693  at  our  last  visit. 

The  vacant  beds  are  20  on  the  male  and  21  on  the  female 
side. 

The  weekly  rates  are,  for  private  patients,  16.?.,  for  out-county, 

14.?.,  and  for  those  from  the  unions  and  county  of  Sussex,  9.?.  6 <7. 

The  last  visit  was  paid  seven  months  ago,  and  since  that  time  the

Twenty-three  of  those  discharged  were  cases  from  Peterborough, 
who  have  been  removed  to  the  new  asylum  for  the  county  of  North¬ 
ampton,  and  4  of  each  sex  were  chronic  and  harmless  cases,  whose 
friends  or  relatives  had  undertaken  to  take  proper  care  of  them.  The 
mortality  has  been  at  the  rate  of  13  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  average 
daily  number  resident.  This  death-rate  is  high,  but  the  seven 
months  to  which  it  refers  includes  the  whole  of  the  winter,  and  the 
part  of  the  year  most  fatal  to  invalids.

The  suicide  was  that  of  a  man  who  hung  himself  in  one  of  the 
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Appendix  (C.)  shrubberies  in  the  airing-court.  He  had  not  been  reported  as 
suicidal  on  admission,  nor  had  since  been  regarded  as  such.  The 

Sussex  Asylum,  cagua]ty  Was  the  death  of  a  man  from  pleurisy  following  broken  ribs. 

The  injury  occurred  in  a  struggle  with  an  attendant  whom  the 
patient  had  suddenly  attacked. 

Inquests.  Coroners’  inquests  were  held  in  these  two  cases.  Full  particulars 

were  also  at  the  time  forwarded  to  our  Commission,  and  as  to  the 
latter,  a  communication  was  made  from  our  Board  to  the  super¬ 
intendent,  who  had  in  the  meantime  called  upon  the  attendant  to 
resign  his  situation. 

The  asylum  has  been  free  from  epidemic  disorders,  and  the  general 
health  is  now  fairly  good.  We  found  6  men  and  11  women  in  bed, 
and  1  man  in  seclusion.  The  numbers  under  medical  treatment  are 
5  men  and  10  women. 

Seclusion  and  According  to  the  medical  journal,  2  men  and  14  women  have  been 

restraint.  secluded  during  the  last  seven  months,  the  former  each  on  one  occa- 
sion  only,  and  for  a  total  duration  of  but  seven  hours  ;  and  the  latter 
on  28  occasions,  and  for  the  aggregate  period  of  110  hours.  The 
names  of  2  men  and  8  women,  who  have  been  treated  by  packing  in 
wet  sheets,  are  duly  entered  in  the  medical  journal  under  the  head 
of  restraint. 

The  wards  are  in  the  most  excellent  condition  as  regards  clean- 
liness  and  comfort,  and  are  bright  and  cheerful,  owing  to  a  profusion 
of  beautiful  flowers  placed  about  them,  and  not  excepting  those 
rooms  which  the  most  refractory  class  of  patients  occupy.  The 
supply  of  books  and  other  ordinary  indoor  amusements  is  liberal  and 
sufficient.  Forty-four  London  and  local  newspapers  are  taken  in, 
and  49  periodicals  of  different  descriptions.  Well-filled  bookshelves 
are  in  the  wards,  to  which  the  patients  have  access  at  all  times. 

The  state  of  the  bedding  shows  that  the  attendants  are  careful  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties  in  these  respects,  and  from  the  absence 
of  reasonable  complaint  we  think  they  are  kind  in  their  conduct  to 
the  patients.  They  appear  to  be  a  respectable  and  intelligent  body 
of  servants,  and  are,  in  Dr.  Williams’  opinion,  sufficient  in  number.

Attendants,  There  are  4  night  attendants  for  each  side,  of  whom  two  never  leave 
the  respective  dormitories  where  the  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients 
sleep ;  and  the  other  two  in  each  division  go  periodical  rounds  (in¬ 
cluding  the  epileptic  dormitories),  the  regularity  of  which  is  checked 
by  tell-tale  clocks.  The  rate  of  wages  was  raised  last  year,  and  is 
on  a  liberal  scale.

The  night  attendants  receive  the  wages  they  formerly  did,  and  the  Attpndants 
arrangements  as  to  uniforms  are  unchanged. 

The  personal  condition  of  the  patients  in  both  divisions  was  very 
satisfactory  ;  they  receive  two  changes  of  linen,  and.are  bathed  twice 
in  the  week.  Their  behaviour  was  quite  orderly  and  quiet,  both  in 
their  wards  and  in  the  dining-halls,  in  which  we  saw  320  men  and 
370  women,  respectively,  assembled. 

Careful  reports  are  made  by  the  night  attendants,  and  from  the  Occupations, 
returns  furnished  by  those  kept  by  the  head  attendant  of  each  divi¬ 
sion,  it  appears  that  a  total  of  177  men  are  employed,  of  whom  65 
work  at  the  farm  or  in  the  garden,  14  as  tailors,  10  as  shoemakers, 

48  in  the  household  work  in  the  wards,  and  the  others  in  different 
trades  (including  mat- making),  and  in  the  departmental  offices  of  the 
asylum  ;  that  of  the  women,  288  altogether,  are  employed,  including 
44  in  the  laundry,  7  in  the  kitchen,  48  in  household  work,  and  169 
in  needlework.  " 

Daily  morning  prayers  are  read  in  the  respective  dining-halls  by  Divine  Service, 
the  chaplain,  and  the  three  services  given  in  the  chapel  on  Sundays  &c* 
in  some  degree  meet  the  difficulty  which  its  limited  space  presents 
to  the  attendance  at  Divine  Service  of  as  many  as  are  capable  of 
being  present  at  it. 

The  recreation  of  the  patients  is  well  studied  by  associated  enter  -  Amusements, 
tainments,  in  their  excellent  hall,  during  the  winter  months.  In  the 
summer  their  amusements  are  chiefly  of  an  out-door  character,  such 
as  picnics,  cricket  matches,  and  croquet. 

The  new  detached  hospital  or  sanatorium,  in  course  of  erection  at  New  detached 
the  last  visit,  is  now  so  far  completed  as  to  be  ready  for  the  furniture,  ll0h,Pitai- 
which  is  being  made  on  the  premises,  and  it  will  be  fit  for  use  very 
shortly.  It  is  very  cheerful  in  position  and  arrangement,  and,  when 
not  required  for  its  special  purpose,  it  is  intended  that  it  should  be 
occupied  by  men  engaged  on  the  garden  and  farm,  accommodation 
being  always  reserved  in  the  main  building  for  bringing  in  patients 
whenever  necessary. 

Amongst  the  other  important  improvements  effected  since  our  Improvements 
Colleagues  were  here,  we  have  to  notice  the  painting  and  decorating,  ^^ly 
in  excellent  taste,  of  the  two  large  dining-halls,  the  male  infirmary, 
the  male  two-storey  building,  and  the  two  epileptic  dormitories. 

Additional  new  scenery  has  been  procured  for  the  theatre  ;  a  more 
powerful  steam-engine  has  been  put  up  to  keep  pace  with  the  in¬ 
creased  requirements  of  the  laundry  ;  afire-proof  room  has  been  built 
for  the  safe  custody  of  documents  and  registers ;  and  two  acres  and 
a  half  of  land  opposite  the  front  gates  have  been  bought  to  prevent 
the  erection  of  buildings  thereon  injurious  to  the  asylum.  An  Necessity  for  a 
addition,  which  we  think  would  be  desirable,  is  a  small  dead-house  dead-house  and 
and  post-mortem  room  for  female  patients  placed  conveniently  ofP°*^™°rrtem 
access  from  the  women’s  side.  females. 

We  have  examined  and  signed  the  various  registers,  and  the  well- 
kept  case-books.  In  conclusion,  we  have  much  pleasure  in  bearing 
testimony  to  the  many  improvements  that  have  been  made  of  late 
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years,  and  in  reporting  that  the  condition  of  the  asylum,  and  the 
manner  in  which  the  patients  appear  to  be  treated,  reflect  great 
credit  on  the  Committee  of  Visitors  and  the  medical  superintendent.

2  October  1877, 

Again  we  have  to  report  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  in 
this  asylum  inspected  by  us  yesterday. 

Its  population  of  insane  is  now  644.  The  paupers  are  now  622. 
The  private  patients  represent  the  difference  between  those  figures 
and  the  total.  We  are  informed  that  no  new  admissions  into  the 
private  class  are  contemplated.  The  out-county  pauper  cases  are 
12,  the  bulk  from  Oxford  under  a  contract. 

The  asylum  is  more  than  full.  The  wards  are  overcrowded  ; 
especially  is  there  a  lack  of  day-room  space,  and  to  this  fact  we 
attribute  the  state  of  excitement  which  very  many  of  the  patients  of 
each  sex  displayed  during  our  visit.  We  would  earnestly  call  the 
immediate  attention  of  the  committee  to  the  necessity  of  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  day-room  space.  How  this  can  be  best  effected  is  a  matter 
for  much  consideration. 

Another  pressing  necessity  is  some  better  arrangement  for  the 
night  supervision  of  the  epileptic  class  of  each  sex,  now  very  numerous 
in  the  main  building.  This  class  has  special  attention  from  a  person 
sitting  up  in  each  division ;  but  protection  from  suffocation,  which  is 
essentially  proper  in  regard  to  epileptics,  is  at  present  very  imperfect 
through  the  structural  obstacles  to  constant  supervision.  As  a  tem¬ 
porary  expedient,  we  have  suggested  to  Dr.  Parsey  the  removal  of 
panels  in  the  doors  of  the  single  rooms  occupied  by  a  few  epileptics, 
but  the  provision  of  a  large  dormitory  on  each  side  for  the  rest  is  a 
matter  which  admits  of  no  delay.  It  might,  we  think,  be  obtained 
by  extensions  from  the  corridors  in  the  present  epileptic  wards ;  but 
having  regard  to  the  other  patients,  now  so  overcrowded,  the  erec¬ 
tion  of  separate  blocks  for  the  epileptics  of  each  sex  might  be  the 
better  course. 

The  admissions  since  the  Commissioners’  last  visit  on  20th  May 
1876,  have  been  106  in  the  male,  and  104  in  the  female  division  ;  a 
total  of  210,  all  paupers,  save  2.  There  have  been  70  discharges; 
of  these  2  were  of  male  private  and  5  female  private  patients.  The 
deaths  were  all  in  the  pauper  class,  and  83  in  number. 

One  inquest  only  has  been  held  ;  the  verdict  was  natural  death; 
the  subject  wras  a  demented  old  man  who  died  from  syncope.  There 
has  been  no  death,  except  from  natural  causes,  and  these  were  not 
such  as  to  require  any  comment  upon  them  in  this  report. 

The  general  health  is  good,  taking  into  consideration  the  advanced 
years  of  so  many  of  the  patients. 

Whether  some  less  costly  machinery  for  the  care  of  aged  dements 
than  that  of  this  asylum  could  not  be  devised,  is  a  subject  which  the 
authorities  best  acquainted  with  the  locality  should  deeply  consider. 
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In  the  first  ward  which  we  entered  on  the  female  side,  we  were  in¬ 
formed  by  the  medical  superintendent,  in  reply  to  observations  on 
the  patients’  appearance,  that  the  average  age  of  the  patients  in  that 
ward  was  over  75  years. 

We  found  not  many  in  bed  in  either  division  ;  8  men  and  5 
women. 

One  of  the  former  had  fractured  his  leg  by  twisting  it  in  an 
epileptic  seizure. 

The  wards  were  in  every  direction  in  the  main  building,  and  at 
the  detached  block,  most  cheerful,  and  in  excellent  order;  but  the 
patients’  clothing  and  personal  appearance  were  not  quite  up  to  the 
mark  in  regard  to  tidiness  and  cleanliness,  dins  want  of  care  on 
the  part  of  the  attendants  was  chiefly  noticeable  in  the  male 
division. 

We  do  not  overlook  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  the  men  are 
occupied  ;  a  better  appearance,  however,  is  quite  compatible  with 
labour. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-five  men  and  228  women  were  returned 
to  us  as  employed  ;  30  of  the  former  in  trades,  7  in  the  kitchen  and 
offices,  54  on  the  land,  75  in  the  wards,  and  29  picking  hair.  As 
many  as  127  women  sew  and  knit,  37  assist  in  the  laundry,  14  in  the 
kitchen,  39  are  ward  helpers,  and  10  pick  hair. 

School  attendance  is  given  by  25  males  and  20  females.  Three 
hundred  and  eight  of  both  sexes  go  to  chapel  on  Sundays. 

About  220  are  taken  beyond  the  grounds  for  walking  exercise  ; 
parties  from  the  female  side  every  day,  patients  from  the  male  division 
once  a  week. 

We  found  no  individual  in  seclusion  or  under  restraint,  but,  as 
we  have  already  mentioned,  many  patients  in  each  division  were 
noisy,  and  some  few  threatening.  Too  many  of  the  turbulent  class 
are,  we  think,  brought  together  in  a  ward,  and  they  have  also  too 
small  day  space  ;  disorder  is  the  certain  result. 

The  recreation  room  has  not  been  used  during  the  summer,  since 
its  enlargement ;  but  it  will  shortly  be  resorted  to  for  theatricals 
and  dances.  The  supply  of  indoor  amusements  and  books  in  the 
wards  did  not  strike  us  as  being  inadequate. 

The  dinner  which  we  saw  was  good  and  substantial. 

The  wages  of  the  ordinary  female  attendants  have  been  raised  from 
12/.  to  14/.  at  entry  into  service;  but  we  regret  that  a  higher 
standard,  say  16  /.,  was  not  adopted;  for  attendants  should  be  selected 
and  can  only  be  attracted  to  asylums  by  wages  higher  than  those 
required  by  applicants  for  subordinate  situations  in  local  domestic 
service,  and  the  well-being  of  the  patients  must  largely  depend  on 
the  efficiency  and  kindness  of  those  in  direct  personal  charge  of 
them. 

According  to  the  records,  there  has  been  little  resort  to  restraint, 
only  in  the  cases  of  4  male  patients,  and  all  for  surgical  reasons. 
Twenty-one  males  and  14  females  have  been  secluded  during  the 
16  months  which  have  passed  since  the  Commissioners’  last  visit ; 
the  males  on  82,  the  females  on  37  occasions. 

Many  of  the  secluded  were  thus  dealt  with  only  once  or  twice, 
and  the  seclusion  was  used  chiefly  in  cases  of  epileptic  excitement. 
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Except  an  improvement  of  the  mortuary  by  the  addition  of  a  room 
thereto,  we  have  no  new  work  of  a  structural  character  to  notice. 

Beyond  what  we  have  alluded  to,  no  additions  are  at  present  re¬ 
quired.  The  want  of  sufficient  day  space  in  the  main  building 
must,  especially  in  wet  weather,  aggravate  the  difficulties  of 
managing  the  patients  there;  but  we  see  no  trace  whatever  of 
diminished  anxiety  on  the  part  of  the  committee  or  superintendent 
to  do  all  in  their  or  his  power  for  the  patients  brought  to  this  asylum 
for  treatment. 


Wilts  Asylum. 


11  April  1877. 

Five  months  have  elapsed  since  this  asylum  was  visited  by 
members  of  our  Board.  The  patients  have  in  the  interval  been 
reduced  in  number  from  496  to  482.  They  now  consist  of  208 
males  and  274  females.  No  individual  of  either  sex  is  away  on 
leave;  we  have,  therefore,  in  the  course  of  our  inspection  yesterday 
and  to-day,  seen  every  person  whose  name  is  on  the  books. 

The  20  male  pauper  lunatics  of  the  county  who  were  referred  to 
in  the  last  entry  of  our  Colleagues  as  being  then  in  Hereford 
Asylum,  are  still  there,  but  will  be  accommodated  here  so  soon  as 
the  extensions  of  this  asylum  now  in  progress  are  completed,  which 
work  is  expected  to  be  accomplished  in  June  of  this  year.  That 
extension  provides  50  additional  beds  for  men. 

The  overcrowding  of  the  female  division  has  not  yet,  it  seems, 
been  dealt  with  by  the  Committee.  This,  and  provision  for  the 
future  increase  of  the  female  pauper  lunatics  of  the  county,  are 
matters  which  should  not  be  overlooked. 

At  the  present  moment,  the  day-space  in  this  building  is  generally 
sufficient  for  the  inmates  of  each  sex,  but  the  dormitory  accommo¬ 
dation  is  scant ;  a  few  more  beds  might,  we  think,  be  got  by  the 
abolition  of  some  single  rooms,  the  space  so  gained  to  be  added  to 
the  adjoining  corridor  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  large  dormitory; 
this,  we  think,  would  give  temporary  relief,  and  ought  to  be  done 
without  delay.  We  pointed  out  to  Dr.  Burman  how  easily  this 
work  could  be  carried  out  in  Wards  No.  6  on  each  side. 

To  promote  the  removal  of  fit  cases  to  the  charge  of  relatives 
might  to  some  extent  make  room  for  new  patients;  we  would 
recommend  the  Committee  to  ascertain  from  the  guardians  of  the 
unions  in  the  county  whether  they  would  be  willing  to  facilitate 
such  a  proceeding  by  allowing,  say,  5  s.  weekly  to  relatives  approved 
of  by  the  guardians,  and  willing  with  that  allowance  to  assume  the 
charge. 

The  admissions  since  our  Colleagues’  visit  on  the  22nd  November 
1876,  have  been  50;  comprising  24  of  males,  26  of  females  ;  25  of 
both  sexes  have  been  discharged  ;  9  men,  and  as  many  women,  on 
recovery ;  the  deaths  have  been  39  ;  of  these  the  majority,  25, 
occurred  in  the  female  division. 

Of  the  482  patients  on  the  books,  3  only  do  not  belong  to  the 
county  or  unions  in  the  county.

The  maintenance  rate  for  other  than  out-county  cases  is  now  Appendix  (c.)

The  mortality  has  been  very  large,  especially  in  the  women 
division;  that  for  both  sexes  has  been  somewhat  above  the  rate  ot 
16  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  average  daily  number  resident.

The  body  of  each  patient  who  died  was  the  subject  of  a  post-  Post-mortem 
mortem  examination.  <  <  examinations. 

Coroners’  inquests  were  held  in  3  cases,  viz.,  (1.)  on  a  woman  inquests, 
who  died  suddenly  of  rupture  of  the  heart;  (2.)  on  a  man  who  died 
during  the  night,  somewhat  unexpectedly,  of  consumption,  no  atten¬ 
dant  being  present  at  the  death;  (3.)  on  a  woman,  who  was  not 
epileptic  or  suicidal,  and  who  died  of  suffocation  at  night,  no  atten¬ 
dant  being  present.  Particulars  of  the  above  cases  were  duly  for¬ 
warded  to  our  Board. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  asylum  is  still  unsatisfactory.  Erysipelas, 
Erysipelas,  which  proved  fatal  in  7  cases  last  year,  made  its  re-  typhoi^fever, 
appearance  in  February,  since  which  period  there  have  been  5  cases  an  meas  es' 
in  the  male  division,  and  6  on  the  female  side.  Of  these  2  of 
each  sex,  as  already  stated,  died  ;  1  of  each  sex  has  recovered,  and 
2  men  and  3  women  are  still  under  treatment  for  the  malady.  There 
have  also  been  1  case  of  typhoid  fever  and  1  of  measles,  both  on 
the  women’s  side,  and  both  ended  fatally.  There  being  no  detached 
hospital  these  cases  could  not  be  isolated,  and  had  unfortunately  to 
be  treated  in  wards  occupied  by  other  patients.  Although  no 
recent  analysis  of  the  water  has  taken  place,  the  defective  state  of 
the  drains,  and  want  of  external  ventilation  of  these,  as  well  as  of 
the  water-closet  soil-pipes,  would  seem  to  be  sufficient  to  account 
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for  the  outbreaks  of  erysipelas.  Remedy  of  these  defects  has  been 
commenced,  but  we  think  more  men  should  be  employed  so  as  to 
finish  the  work  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  thus  more  speedily 
protect  the  patients  from  the  danger  which  now  threatens  them. 
The  total  number  of  patients  registered  last  week  as  taking  medi- 
cine  was  40,  comprising  13  males  and  27  females. 

The  behaviour  of  the  patients  in  our  presence  was  good ;  the 
only  person  who  displayed  violent  excitement  was  a  man  in  a  single 
room,  there  secluded,  whose  removal  to  another  asylum  was  sug¬ 
gested  at  the  Commissioners’  last  visit.  He  was  naked,  seated  on 
the  floor,  and  working  his  legs  in  a  rapid  insane  manner,  but  as  soon 
as  he  was  spoken  to  by  one  of  us,  he  desisted,  rose  up,  and  spoke 
quietly  and  rationally.  We  are  strongly  of  opinion  that  he  could 
be  induced  to  behave  better. 

As  to  the  patients’  dress :  Sunday  suits  for  the  men  are  still  a 
want,  and  woollen  dresses  are  supplied  but  to  few  of  the  women. 
We  understand  that  the  Committee  have  an  admitted  deficiency  in 
the  stock  of  clothing  under  consideration.  One  shirt  only  each 
week  seems  to  be  the  rule  in  the  male  division.  We  had  no  fault 
to  find  with  the  personal  cleanliness  of  either  s-sx. 

Whilst  we  were  conversing  with  the  patients  disposed  to  speak, 
some  of  course  complained  of  improper  detention,  but  we  believe 
that  those  fit  for  discharge  receive  due  consideration,  and  no  one 
all eged  ill-treatm  en t . 

Besides  the  chiefs  in  each  division,  there  are  for  every  day  14 
ordinary  male  attendants,  and  18  female  nurses  on  duty  in  the 
wards,  and  at  night  there  are  two  attendants  of  each  sex  sitting  up 
and  visiting  the  wards  hourly. 

The  epileptic  and  suicidal  patients  are  still  without  continuous 
night  supervision.  In  two  wards  on  each  side  the  patients  specially 
selected  as  quiet  have  but  one  attendant  ;  if  this  practice  be  adhered 
to,  each  of  those  attendants  should,  at  least,  have  ready  means  of 
calling  others  to  his  assistance  in  an  emergency. 

The  dietary  has  been  somewhat  improved  since  our  Colleagues’ 
remarks  upon  it,  by  the  substitution  of  a  meat  and  potato  pie  for 
the  rice  dinner  formerly  given  once  weekly.  It  contains  2  oz.  of 
meat  for  each  person.  The  dinner  on  the  first  day  of  our  inspec¬ 
tion  we  did  not  see;  it  consisted  on  the  second  of  suet  pudding 
with  a  little  sugar,  rather  too  dry  ;  and  for  beverage  the  patients 
had  beer,  still  very  inferior  to  that  generally  given  in  asylums.  In 
lieu  of  this  beer  supplied  now  to  the  women  at  their  evening  meal, 
we  would  suggest  that  they  should  have  the  choice  of  tea.  We 
tasted  the  tea,  bread,  butter  and  cheese  found  for  the  patients  ; 
the  butter  was  below  the  average  standard  of  that  article  in 
asylums. 

Going  over  the  wards  we  were  quite  satisfied  with  their  perfect 
cleanliness  and  order,  and  with  their  ventilation,  except  as  regards 
the  water-closets.  Painting  and  decoration  are  in  progress.  Much 
of  this  work  has  been  done  in  some  directions,  but  a  great  deal  more 
is  required  to  make  this  asylum  as  cheerful  and  comfortable  as  it 
should  be. 

The  bedding  was  fairly  clean ;  too  many  box-bedsteads  are  still  in 
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use,  and  under-blankets,  •which  we  consider  necessary,  are  not  yet  Appendix  (Cj 
supplied.  One  clean  sheet  is,  however,  now  given  to  each  patient  — - 

weekly.  Some  sackings  still  need  re-stitching;  the  mattresses exa-  Asylum, 
mined  by  us  were  in  proper  condition. 

Very  few  of  the  gas  pendants  appear  to  have  been  removed  from 
the  dormitories,  but  the  superintendent  assures  us  that  a  safer  mode 
ot  lighting  will  gradually  be  adopted. 

Cupboards  and  stores  for  the  clothes  in  use  are  too  few.  These 
should  be  provided  in  the  corridors,  if  space  elsewhere  cannot 
be  obtained.  All  clothing,  brooms,  &c.,  should  be  removed  from 
the  bath-rooms. 


Divine  Service  draws  together  205  patients  on  Sundays;  and  154  Divine  Service, 

meet  on  Fridays  tor  a  dance;  141  walk  each  week  beyond  the  amusements, 

asylum  estate,  but  as  many  as  339  are  confined  to  the  airing-courts,  occupation? 
We  trust  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  last-mentioned  will 
have  the  benefit  of  daily  exercise  beyond  the  courts  when  the 
boundary  walk,  which  Dr.  Burman  is  very  wisely  forming,  has  been 
made. 

The  returns  show  that  100  men  and  110  women  upon  an  average 
are  usefully  employed.  Of  the  former  25  work  on  the  land,  22 
at  various  trades  and  assisting  artizans,  12  in  the  laundry  and 

offices,  and  42  as  ward  cleaners.  Of  the  women,  31  are  engaged 

in  needlework,  37  in  the  laundry,  12  in  the  kitchen  and  offices, 
and  30  as  ward  cleaners.  Considering  the  proportion  of  agricultural 
labourers  among  the  patients  here,  the  number  of  men  employed 
on  the  land  seems  very  small. 

Three  men  and  5  women  were  in  bed  when  we  inspected  the  Restraint  and 
wards,  and  1  man  was  in  seclusion.  According  to  the  medical  seclusion, 
journal,  since  our  Colleagues'  visit  in  1876,  1  man  and  2  women 
have  been  mechanically  restrained,  the  man  by  means  of  a  towel 
tor  24  hours,  and  the  women  by  sleeves;  one  for  eight,  the  other  for 
16  days;  all  three  patients  for  surgical  reasons.  Six  men  and  7  women 
have  within  the  same  period  been  secluded;  the  former  in  the  aggre¬ 
gate  for  934  hours,  and  on  161  occasions;'  the  latter  on  23  occasions, 
and  for  181  hours.  It  is  material  to  state  that  one  man,  the  same  whom 
we  found  in  the  single  room  locked  up  to-day,  and  who  was  specially 
referred  to  at  the  Commissioners’  last  visit,  has,  owing  to  violent  and 
destructive  propensities,  been  secluded  during  a  considerable  portion 
of  each  day  ol  the  above-named  period,  and  that  his  case  alone 
represents  147  of  the  181  “  occasions,”  and  840  of  the  934  “hours” 
of  seclusion  in  the  male  division.  It  appears  that  when  last  brought 
into  association  (a  few  days  ago),  he  was  fairly  well  conducted,  and 
we  hope  and  believe  that  it  may  be  found  practicable  gradually  to 
dispense  with  this  very  unusual  amount  of  seclusion;  otherwise  the 
removal  for  a  time  of  the  patient  to  Fisherton  House,  or  some  other 
asylum,  would  be  a  very  desirable  course. 

With  regard  to  the  suggestions  made  at  the  last  visit  ol‘  our  Col-  other 
leagues,  and  not  already  referred  to  in  this  entry,  we  have  to  report  improvements, 
that  the  airing-court  for  the  new  ward  now  being  erected  is,  as 
recommended,  in  course  of  extension,  and  Wards  No.  1  in  each  divi¬ 
sion  are  now  used  as  infirmaries.  Among  the  more  recent  im- 
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Appendix  (C.)  provements  are  to  be  noticed  some  good  additional  chairs  for  the 

women’s  wards,  and  the  alteration,  with  a  view  to  their  increased 
lit s  Asylum.  efficiency?  0f  f0lll-  baths. 

Need  for  a  de-  We  are  informed  by  Dr.  Burman  that  the  improvements  and 
taehed  hospital,  passing  questions  of  providing  a  detached  hospital,  and  improving 
the  washing  arrangements,  have  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  will  be  under  their  special  consideration  next  week. 
Since  our  Colleagues  were  here  the  visits  of  two  members  of  the 
Committee  to  the  Wards  have  been  fully  lip  to  the  statutory  re¬ 
quirements  in  regard  to  frequency.

Worcester  During  these  two  days  we  have  seen  all  the  patients  now  here,

women.  Three  of  the  former  and  seven  of  the  latter  are  absent  on 
trial.  Thirty-three  are  out-county,  and  36  private  patients.  The 
weekly  rate  for  the  two  classes  is,  14*-.  for  the  first,  and  from 
8  6f/.  to  15  6’.  tor  the  second.  For  those  from  the  county  and 

unions  o(  Worcestershire,  it  is  8  s.  6  d .  None  of  the  beds  are  vacant 
in  the  female  division,  but  20  in  the  male  are  unoccupied.  The 
following  are  the  changes  amongst  the  patients,  since  the  visit  in 
April  1878.

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  post-mortem  examinations  were  post-mortem 
made  in  all  but  five  instances,  the  results  of  which  are  still  recorded  examinations. 

with  great  care. 

As  the  cases  of  suffocation  during  epilepsy,  and  the  suicide,  were 
fully  reported  to  our  Board  at  the  time,  it  is  not  necessary  further 
to  refer  to  them  here. 

Inquests  were  held  in  nine  instances,  namely,  in  that  ot  the  suicide  inquests,  and 
and  in  one  of  the  cases  of  epileptic  suffocation,  and  in  six  ^  other  cases  ofjrac- 
cases  where  the  deaths  were  ascribed  to  ordinary  diseases  and  their  con-  tuiet  ones‘ 
sequences.  In  the  other  case,  the  death  of  an  aged  man  ( J.C.),  on  the 
9th  of  last  month,  from  natural  causes,  was  accelerated  by  fractured 
ribs.  The  manner  in  which  these  fractures  were  sustained  has  not 
as  yet  been  satisfactorily  explained,  though  an  inquest  has  been 
held,  and  we  have  to-day  made  such  inquiry  as  was  possible.  The 
man  had  a  series  of  epileptic  convulsions  on  the  night  ol  the 
5th  September  last,  and  was  very  restless  on  the  following  night. 

He  was  then  removed  from  the  dormitory,  where  he  had  previously 
slept,  to  a  single  room.  There  he  was  visited,  on  account  of  his 
restlessness,  a  great  many  times  during  the  night  by  the  night 
attendant.  The  fractures  were  discovered  on  the  morning  of  the 
8th.  As  the  committee  have  decided  to  hold  an  inquiry,  we  abstain 
from  any  further  remarks  at  present. 

We  have  to-day  also  inquired  into  the  case  of  a  male  patient,  S.G., 
who  had  a  recent  fracture  of  one  of  the  bones  of  the  forearm.  He 
charged  an  attendant  with  having  done  it  on  this  day  week  ;  but  his 
state  of  mind  is  such  that,  being  uncorroborated,  entire  reliance 
cannot  be  placed  on  his  statement,  which  is  denied  by  the  attendant. 

With  reference  to  the  deaths  at  night  from  epilepsy,  we  have  to  Epileptics, 
report  that  since  the  last  of  these  occurred,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendation  of  our  Colleagues  last  year,  special  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  for  the  continuous  night  supervision  of  this 
class  of  patients,  by  placing  a  large  proportion  of  them  to  sleep  in  con¬ 
tiguous  dormitories  and  single  rooms,  under  the  care  of  attendants 
having  no  other  duty.  The  arrangement,  though  a  great  improve¬ 
ment  upon  that  previously  existing,  is,  however,  still  imperfect,  but 
0.89.  may 
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may  be  rendered  more  efficient  by  the  removal  of  walls  separating 
the  dormitories  from  each  other,  and  substituting .  iron  girders,  pro¬ 
viding  also  means  of  lighting  and  seeing  into  the  single  rooms.  We 
explained  our  views  to  Dr.  Sherlock,  and  commend,  the  matter  to 
the  consideration  of  the  committee. 

There  is  in  this  asylum  a  very  large  proportion  of  feeble,  epileptic, 
and  paralytic  patients,  and  84  men  and  92  women  are  registered  as 
under  medical  treatment  last  week,  but  all  for  diseases  and  disorders 
usually  met  with  in  asylums.  We  found  20  men  and  12  women  in 
bed,  besides  one  of  each  sex  in  seclusion.  No  restraint  has  been  used 
since  the  last  visit,  but  during  the  interval,  which  comprises  18 
months,  16  men  and  18  women  are  recorded  as  having  been  secluded, 
the  former  on  56  and  the  latter  on  122  occasions. 

The  patients  in  both  divisions  were  very  quiet  and  orderly,  with 
the  exception  of  one  man,  who,  after  talking  to  us  for  a  short  time, 
became  suddenly  violently  excited. 

Their  dress  was  good  and  tidy,  and  the  wards  are  bright  and 
cheerful,  with  llowers,  decorations,  and  different  objects  of  interest 
and  amusement.  A  harmonium  has  been  purchased  for  the  chapel, 
and  a  new  and  very  good  piano  for  the  recreation  hall.  The  piano 
formerly  there  is  now  placed  in  one  of  the  wards.  The  bedding  is 
excellent,  both  in  quality  and  condition,  and  the  mattresses  are  kept 
in  an  exceptionally  good  state.  Some  new  low  bedsteads  have  been 
provided  for  epileptics,  but  we  would  advise  that  in  future  the  sides 
of  the  beds  furnished  for  such  cases  should  be  padded.  The  ventila¬ 
tion  of  the  dormitory  over  the  bakehouse  is  very  imperfect,  and  the 
dormitory  is  somewhat  overcrowded.  These  are  matters  which  we 
think  deserve  early  attention. 

The  dinner  given  yesterday  was  of  pork,  with  vegetables  and  a 
savoury  sauce,  and  beer  and  bread.  It  was  good  in  taste  and 
seemed  generally  to  be  liked  ;  indeed,  neither  in  regard  to  diet  nor 
as  to  their  treatment  in  other  respects,  did  we  receive  complaints 
from  the  patients  to  which  we  could  reasonably  attach  importance. 
We  must  observe,  however,  on  the  overcrowding  at  meal  time,  of 
the  female  ward  No.  9  dining  room. 

The  staff  of  attendants  appears  sufficient,  and  their  wages  have 
been  raised.  The  junior  male  attendants  commence  at  from  24  l.  to 
30  /.,  and  rise  by  2  /.  a  year  to  the  limit,  33  /.  The  females,  begin¬ 
ning  at  14/.  a  year,  rise  to  18  /.,  and  the  charge  attendants  to  22  /. 
a  year. 

Returns  of  the  numbers  employed  have  been  given  to  us.  All 
the  clothes  and  shoes  required  here  are  made  by  the  patients  and 
attendants.  A  total  of  246  men  are  employed,  of  whom  97  work  on 
the  farm  and  garden,  13  as  tailors,  and  11  as  shoemakers,  whilst  the 
various  other  forms  of  occupation  arc  pursued  by  about  the  same 
number  as  reported  last  year.  Two  hundred  and  fifty-seven 
women  are  usefully  occupied,  including  65  in  the  laundry,  16  in  the 
kitchen,  aud  130  in  needlework.  More  than  300  of  the  patients,  of 
whom  248  are  women,  get  walking  exercise  beyond  the  grounds 
each  week,  and  109  men  and  251  women  attend  the  weekly  enter¬ 
tainments. 

The  chapel  is  not  large  enough  to  hold  more  than  320  persons, 

and 
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and  it  is  therefore  found  necessary  to  limit  the  attendance,  so  that  Appendix  (C.) 
some  who  might  be  desirous  of  being  present  at  both  services,  are  w  ~~ 
unable  to  do  so.  _  _  Asylum 

The  total  number  returned  as  attending  the  two  services  on  Divine  Service. 
Sunday  last,  was  500. 

The  arrangements  for  the  accommodation  of  the  male  sick  are  less  Accommoda- 
convenient  and  satisfactory  than  they  are  for  similar  cases  of  the  tion  for  s.ick 
other  sex.  Now  that  a  number  of  the  epileptics  are  placed  together  male  patients, 
at  night  under  special  supervision,  in  dormitories  contiguous  to  the 
sick  ward,  we  think  it  very  desirable  that  the  hospital  cases  should 
be  removed  and  accommodation  provided  for  them  on  the  ground 
floor.  By  this  arrangement,  more  of  the  epileptics  might  be  enabled 
to  share  the  benefit  of  strict  night  supervision,  and  similar  provision 
for  their  care  be  obtained  to  that  afforded  to  the  females. 

With  regard  to  the  suggestions  made  in  the  report  last  year,  and  A  detached 
which  have  not  been  alluded  to  already,  we  have  to  state  that  the  hospital 
Committee  have  decided  that  in  their  opinion  there  is  no  necessity  needed* 
for  the  erection  of  a  hospital  for  infectious  cases.  We  greatly 
regret  this,  for  although  no  epidemic  may  in  the  past  have  prevailed 
here  with  any  very  grave  consequences,  the  desirability  of  having 
such  a  hospital  (which  in  the  absence  of  any  epidemic  might  be 
otherwise  used  for  occupation)  cannot  we  think  be  doubtful, 
especially  for  an  asylum  of  this  size. 

The  subject  of  an  improvement  of  the  mortuary  has  been  under  Mortuary, 
the  consideration  of  the  committee,  and  we  understand  from  Dr. 

Sherlock  that  they  intend  to  make.an  alteration  in  it,  but  that,  owing 
to  some  accidental  circumstances,  the  work  has  hitherto  been 
deferred. 


We  have  formed  a  very  favourable  opinion  of  the  present  con¬ 
dition  of  this  asylum,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  the  patients  are 
treated  by  the  medical  superintendent  and  his  officers. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  mention  the  following  “  additions.  Additions  &c. 
alterations,  and  improvements,5’  which  have  taken  place  since  the 
last  visit,  besides  those  already  referred  to. 

1.  An  improved  system  for  the  filtration  of  the  water  supplied 
from  Carey’s  Brook  has  been  carried  out,  though  it  is  probable  that 
some  further  attention  to  these  works  may  be  required. 

2.  Four  earth-closets  for  the  use  of  the  patients  at  the  farm 
buildings  have  been  put  up. 

3.  Fifteen  more  acres  of  land  have  been  rented. 

4.  A  legacy  of  500  /.  has  been  left  to  the  asylum  by  Mrs.  Straw- 
son,  of  Stourbridge.  The  interest  arising  from  this  sum  is  to  be 
applied  for  the  benefit  of  necessitous  patients  on  their  discharge.

W  E  made  our  annual  inspection  to-day  of  this  asylum.  The  Yorkshire 
numbers  on  the  books  have  risen  since  the  Commissioners’  visit  in  (^orth  Riding) 
February  1876,  from  475  to  497*  Asylum* 

0.89.  A  A  The  Statistics’ 
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The  inale  patients  and  female  patients  are  in  equal  number  from 
the  comity. 

There  are  79  out-county  paupers*  viz.,  41  on  the  male,  38  on 
the  female  side.  The  private  class  consists  of  19  men  and  17 
women.  Five  are  absent  from  the  asylum,  of  the  private  and 
pauper  cases,  4  being  on  trial,  and  1  escaped.  The  statistics 
recorded  also  show  that  these  changes  have  occurred : —

These  figures  make  an  aggregate  of  130  admissions,  74  discharges, 
and  34  deaths. 

The  recoveries  have  been  63.  We  are  informed  that  there  are 
only  three  vacant  beds,  and  these  are  on  the  female  side. 

By  the  conversion  of  the  room  used  as  a  theatre  when  the  dining- 
hall,  now  advancing  to  completion,  is  finished,  it  may  be  possible, 
though  not  easy,  to  obtain  additional  beds ;  but  the  time  for  con¬ 
sidering  what  is  to  be  done  towards  making  further  provision  for 
accommodation  has,  we  think,  arrived.  The  number  of  the  private 
patients  should,  at  least,  be  reduced. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  maintenance  charges  for  paupers  ; 
it  is  still  9^,  11  d.  for  North  Riding  paupers,  155.  9  d.  for  out-county 
cases. 

The  dietary  is  the  same  as  it  was  at  last  visit,  and  appears  to  be 
sufficiently  good,  though  the  beer  is  rather  poor  in  quality.  The 
clothing  remains  fairly  satisfactory,  the  women  maintaining  their 
superiority  to  the  men  in  regard  to  cleanliness  of  dress  and  person. 

Neither  sex  was  noisy,  quite  the  reverse,  during  our  stay  in  the 
wards,  and  we  found  no  individual  under  restraint  or  in  seclusion. 
We  spoke  to  a  large  number  of  the  patients,  and  the  only  com¬ 
plaints  (and  these,  too,  were  few)  arose  from  a  feeling  of  improper 
detention,  which  we  did  not  think  to  be  well  founded. 

We  saw  large  parties  of  them  at  dinner  in  several  wards.  The  fare 
at  that  meal  to-day  was  suet  pudding  and  rice,  with  soup ;  in  the 
infirmaries,  mutton.  The  new  hall  will,  we  consider,  be  a  great  im¬ 
provement  in  many  ways,  and  must  prove  exceedingly  useful. 

The  general  health  of  the  asylum  we  can  describe  as  satisfactory 

for 
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for  such  an  establishment.  There  has  been  no  epidemic  since  mem-  Appendix  (C.) 
bers  of  our  Board  were  last  here.  The  average  of  deaths  on  the  .  TT” 
number  resident  during  the  year  1876  was  5’56  per  cent.  (North  Riding) 

The  causes  of  death  are  stated  to  have  been  natural,  with  a  single  Asylum, 
exception.  In  that  case  the  suicide,  however,  was  found  by  the 
jury  to  have  resulted  from  the  woman  cutting  her  throat  at  her 
own  home  prior  to  admission  here. 

Of  the  deceased  patients,  one-half  were  the  subjects  of  post-  Post-mortem 
mortem  examination.  We  may  also  note  that  7  died  when  more  examinations< 
than  60  years  old. 

Dr.  Kingston  informs  us  that  21  of  those  under  his  care  at  present 
are  general  paralytics,  and  16  men  and  23  women  are  epileptics. 

For  those  suffering  from  fits  the  night  supervision  is  still  far  Epileptics, 
from  what  we  should  wish,  and  what  their  condition  requires.  We 
again  call  the  attention  of  the  committee  to  this  point,  and  beg  to 
remind  them  that  the  system  of  continuous  night  supervision  of  the 
epileptic  class  is  now  very  generally  adopted  in  county  asylums.  If 
the  structural  difficulties  of  the  building  be  insuperable  (which  we 
rather  doubt),  the  committee  will,  we  hope,  consider  the  matter  in 
any  additions  to  the  asylum. 

Exclusive  of  ward  cleaners,  the  male  patients  employed  are  133,  Occupations 
of  whom  68  work  on  the  land.  In  needlework,  knitting,  the  laundry,  of  patients, 
and  offices,  about  150  females  are  occupied. 

Divine  Service  at  the  chapel  was  yesterday  attended  by  120  Divine  Service, 
patients  from  the  women’s  side  in  the  morning,  124  in  the  afternoon; 
and  from  the  men’s,  137  in  the  forenoon,  and  141  at  the  later  per¬ 
formance. 

About  150  of  both  sexes  are,  as  a  rule,  not  allowed  to  go  beyond  Exercise, 
the  airing-courts  at  this  time  of  the  year. 

In  going  ever  the  building  we  were  perfectly  satisfied  with  its  Wards,  &c. 
order,  cleanliness,  and  ventilation.  The  infirmaries  are  comfortable, 
but  the  use  of  one  room  for  scullery  purposes  and  bathing  is  very 
decidedly  objectionable,  and  we  strongly  reeommend  that  one  of  the 
single  rooms  in  that  quarter  should  be  taken  for  scullery. 

The  bedding  is  very  good,  and  all  the  beds  which  we  examined  Bedding, 
were  scrupulously  clean.  Twenty-four  box  beds  have,  we  are  glad 
to  report,  been  got  rid  of,  and  other  beds  of  superior  construction 
have  been  substituted. 

As  to  the  staff  of  attendants,  the  medical  superintendent  informs  Attendants, 
us  that  the  committee  have  now  most  properly  extended  his  discre¬ 
tionary  powers  in  regard  to  the  pay  of  the  nurses.  We  had  no  com¬ 
plaint  made  to  us  by  any  patient  against  the  attendants,  and  they  seem 
to  be  of  a  respectable  class. 

One  very  important  deficiency  in  this  asylum  has  not  yet  been  Fire  extinction, 
met  by  the  committee,  but  we  trust  that  the  point  will  soon  re¬ 
ceive  attention,  viz.,  the  providing  sufficient  means  of  extinguishing 
any  outbreak  of  fire. 

On  the  whole  the  patients  here  are  very  well  cared  for.  Me-  Restraint  and 
chanical  restraint  has  only  been  once  used,  and  then  with  a  man, seclusion* 
for  surgical  reasons  only.  Eighteen  men  have  been  secluded,  and 
but  6  women,  chiefly  for  violence;  the  former  for  567,  the  latter  for 
345  hours  in  the  aggregate. 
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Yorkshire  (  West  Riding)  Asylums.— 1.  Wakefield. 

23,  24,  and  25  July  1877. 

During  our  visits  to  this  asylum  on  the  above-named  days,  we 
have  had  opportunities  of  seeing  each  of  the  patients,  and  of  in¬ 
specting  all  the  wards  and  ofliecs.  The  patients  resident  are  1,4  lo 
in  number,  viz  :  708  of  the  male,  and  707  of  the  female  sex,  being 
four  less  than  when  our  colleagues  were  here  about  a  year  ago. 
The  admissions  since  the  13th  of  July  have  been  251  men  and  230 
women,  so  that  the  total  number  under  treatment  has  been  1,900. 
There  have  been  322  discharges,  150  from  the  male  and  172  from 
the  female  division,  and  89  men  and  74  women  have  died.  Of  the 
patients  discharged,  242  were  reported  to  have  recovered,  and 
as  many  as  one  man  and  three  women  were  set  at  liberty  as  ee  not 
insane.”

There  were  post-mortem  examinations  in  all  but  one  case. 
Coroner’s  inquests  were  held  on  the  bodies  of  eight  patients,  two 
of  whom  were  women.  The  following  were  the  verdicts  in  each 
case  : — 


R.  M. — Burning  herself  on  a  gas-stove  in  the  kitchen  of  ward 
No.  25,  she  being  then  labouring  under  suicidal  mania. 

R.  M.- — Epilepsy;  having  been  found  dead  in  bed,  on  his  face, 
with  his  mouth  and  nose  on  the  edge  of  an  epileptic  pillow. 

N.  P. —  General  paralysis  of  the  insane  and  uraemia. 

G.  C. — Falling  in  a  fit,  and  producing  concussion  of  the  internal 
organs,  collapse  and  peritonitis. 

R.  J* — Sanguineous  apoplexy  ;  found  dead  in  bed. 

J*  H* — Natural  causes  (heart  disease),  having  been  found  dead  in 
bed.

The  particulars  of  these  cases  were  all  d 
at  the  time. 

Although  there  are  fewer  fever  patients  than  at  the  date  of  the  Pressure  for 
last  Report,  the  building  is  practically  full,  and  to  our  inquiry  re~100m‘ 
garding  the  number  of  vacant  beds,  we  have  received  a  return  of 
“  Nil.” 

The  number  of  patients  who  have  been  refused  admission  since 
our  Colleagues  were  here  is  30,  viz. :  4  males  and  26  females. 

Thirteen  applications  for  admission  have  been  deferred,  and  there 
have  been  several  verbal  refusals. 

The  overcrowding  in  the  day-rooms  remains  as  before,  except 
that  some  relief  has  been  obtained  in  No.  25  Female  Ward  by 
adopting  a  suggestion  made  by  our  Colleagues,  and  converting  one 
of  the  sleeping-rooms  into  a  sitting-room.  Some  day  space  has  also 
been  obtained  by  adding  a  conservatory  to  No.  18,  on  the  male 
side.  This  is  so  great  an  improvement  that  it  is  to  be  hoped  similar 
additions  will  be  made  wherever  possible.  These  additions,  how¬ 
ever,  afford  but  a  partial  and  very  small  relief  to  the  general 
pressure  for  increased  day  space,  which  becomes  strikingly  apparent 
when,  as  has  been  the  case  at  this  visit,  the  patients  are  all  collected 
in  their  respective  wards.  There  are,  we  think,  means  by  which 
enlargement  might  be  obtained  at  no  very  large  cost,  and  we  re¬ 
commend  the  subject  for  early  consideration.  We  have  suggested 
as  a  temporary  measure,  the  occupation  of  the  hospital  by  selected 
patients  from  the  various  wards,  not  as  a  mode  of  providing  for  more 
patients,  but  solely  to  diminish  the  crowding.  The  accommodation 
is  of  the  best  description,  and  should  an  epidemic  unfortunately 
break  out,  the  patients  could  at  once  be  sent  back  to  their  old 
wards. 

Various  structural  improvements  have  been  carried  out;  among  structural 
the  more  important  are  the  following  :  Altering  three  dormitories  changes, 
in  No.  23  Female  Ward,  so  as  to  form  a  special  dormitory  for  Epileptic  cases, 
epileptics.  The  total  number  of  women  thus  provided  for  is  now  49 
out  of  103. 

A  special  dormitory  has  also  been  formed  from  the  large  sleeping- 
room  in  Male  Ward  35,  with  a  new  bath-room,  &c.  By  this 
addition,  84  male  epileptics  out  of  106,  are  now  subject  to  special 
night  supervision,  and  tell-tale  clocks  have  now  been  fixed  in  all  the 
dormitories. 

The  lighting  of  the  day-room  in  No.  18  Male  Ward  has  been 
increased  by  the  substitution  of  a  larger  window,  and  this  improve¬ 
ment  will  be  carried  out  in  other  similar  rooms. 

A  house  for  the  fire-engine  has  been  provided ;  fire  extincteurs 
are  supplied,  and  a  fire  brigade  has  been  organised. 

About  800  yards  of  good  road  has  been  made  in  addition  to  the 
path  formerly  existing,  so  that  a  walk  of  nearly  two  miles  can  be 
taken  by  patients  without  going  beyond  the  asylum  grounds. 

The  new  drying-ground,  which  has  just  been  laid  out  and 
fenced,  completes  the  arrangements  of  the  laundry,  except  that 
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some  kind  of  fence  is  still  wanting  in  the  wash-house  to  separate 
the  females  from  the  men  who  wash  there. 

Much  papering  and  painting  have  been  done  in  various  parts  of 
the  building,  and  the  wards  now  present  a  very  comfortable  and 
cheerful  appearance.  The  furniture  is  abundant,  and  the  bedding 
good  and  well-attended  to. 

We  have  a  very  good  report  to  make  of  the  patients  in  both 
divisions.  They  were  clean  in  their  persons,  and  evidently  well- 
cared  for.  With  very  few  exceptions,  indeed,  their  conduct  was 
most  orderly,  and  no  complaints  of  a  rational  kind  were  made  to  us. 
We  had  the  usual  appeals  for  liberation  and  statements  as  to  illegal 
detention,  but  except  a  few  who  will  be  recommended  for  discharge 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  to-morrow,  there  were  not  any  fit, 
to  leave. 

Here,  however,  as  in  most  asylums,  a  gradual  accumulation  is 
taking  place  of  harmless,  demented  patients,  requiring  a  certain 
amount  of  care  and  attendance,  no  doubt,  but  more  fitted  for  well- 
regulated  workhouse  wards,  than  needing  the  careful  and  expensive 
arrangements  of  a  county  asylum.  Efforts  have  been  made  by  Dr. 
Major  to  obtain  the  removal  of  some  of  these  patients  to  work- 
houses,  where  there  are  special  and  well-arranged  wards  for  this 
class,  but  the  workhouse  authorities  have  refused  to  receive  them ; 
the  reason  probably  being  that  owing  to  the  capitation  grant  of  4  s . 
upon  each  patient,  their  cost  in  the  asylum  is  not  increased,  and 
the  guardians  are  relieved  of  much  trouble  and  responsibility. 

Dr.  Major  is  about  to  institute  some  inquiry  as  to  the  possibility 
of  making  arrangements  with  the  friends  and  relatives  of  patients 
of  this  description,  with  a  view  of  boarding  them  out  of  the 
asylum.  This  system  has  been  successfully  adopted  in  Sussex  as  a 
means  of  reducing  the  asylum  accommodation,  and  we  think  the 
experiment  well  worth  trying.  Much  care  will  be  necessary  in  the 
selection  of  the  persons  with  whom  the  patients  are  boarded,  and 
some  system  of  visitation  must  of  course  be  organised. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is  large:  the  men  being  in  the  proportion 
of  1  to  12  patients,  and  the  nurses  about  1  to  11,  inclusive  of  5 
night- attendants  in  each  division.  We  were  favourably  impressed 
with  the  appearance  of  the  attendants  and  nurses,  and  the  changes 
among  them,  especially  the  former,  are  said  to  be  infrequent.  This 
we  are  inclined  to  attribute  to  the  liberal  wages  given,  the  men 
beginning  at  30  l.  a-year,  and  rising  by  2  /.  a-year  to  50  Z. ;  and  the 
women  commencing  at  16  /.,  and  advancing  by  1  l.  a-year  to  22  /., 
and  in  a  few  instances  to  26  /.  and  30  /.  Both  sexes  have 
uniforms. 

There  is  no  record  of  the  employment  of  either  restraint  or  seclu¬ 
sion  among  the  women.  One  man  is  entered  as  having  been  once 
secluded  for  half  an  hour,  and  the  only  other  case  was  that  of  a 
man  with  exceptionally  violent  homicidal  and  suicidal  tendencies. 
With  him  both  restraint  and  seclusion  have  been  used  on  several 
occasions  since  the  18th  of  June  last,  when  lie  made  a  most  despe¬ 
rate  attempt  to  kill  himself  by  beating  his  head  against  the 
wall. 

The  number  of  feeble  and  paralysed  cases  is  very  large,  but  the 
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general  health  is  satisfactory,  and  the  numbers  confined  to  bed  in  Appendix  (c.) 
proportion  to  the  population  very  small.  Forty-eight  men  and  73  Yorkshire 
women  are  under  medical  treatment.  (West  Riding) 

We  were  present  in  the  hall  during  dinner,  where  352  men  were  Asylums, 
assembled,  and  all  behaved  in  the  most  orderly  manner.  The  grace  (Wakefield.) 
was  very  well  sung.  We  should  be  glad  if  similar  arrangements  Dining 
COuld  be  made  for  the  women.  .  arrangements. 

With  regard  to  the  occupations  of  the  patients  we  have  nothing  Occupations, 
new  to  report.  A  vast  quantity  of  useful  work  is  carried  on,  and 
from  the  returns  we  have  received  it  appears  that,  on  an  average, 
that  not  more  than  157  men  and  188  women  are  unemployed.  Up¬ 
wards  of  23,000  yards  of  linen  and  other  stuffs  were  woven  by  the 
patients  last  year. 

The  church  services  are  attended  by  265  men,  and  320  women  Divine  Service, 
in  the  morning,  and  262  men  and  289  women  in  the  evening.  As-  Amusements 
sociated  amusements  are  well  kept  up,  and  consist  of  weekly  dances,  and  visits  of 
theatrical  performances,  and  concerts,  &.C.,  &c.,  and  all  are  largely  friends* 
attended,  between  700  and  800  being  sometimes  present.  We  are 
very  glad  to  find  that  the  visits  of  friends  are  permitted  every  day, 
and  not  restricted  to  special  times,  as  is  too  often  the  case  in  county 
asylums. 

At  present  there  are  not  any  clinical  assistants  here,  and  the  Medical  staff, 
medical  staff  consists  of  the  superintendent  and  three  assistant 
medical  officers,  one  of  whom  acts  as  a  pathologist.  There  is  also 
a  dispenser. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  much  pleasure  in  recording  our  opinion 
that  this  important  asylum  continues  to  maintain  its  high  position, 
and  that  it  is  managed  with  great  efficiency  and  ability. 


Yorkshire  (West  Riding)  Asylums— 2.  Wadsley. 

16  January  1877. 

To-day  we  have  visited  this  asylum,  and  inspected  the  buildings  Yorkshire 
and  patients.  Those  on  the  books  number  793  ;  they  include  3  ^tm^ding) 
women  absent  on  leave,  and  consist  of  343  men  and  450  women.  (Wadsley.) 

There  is  only  1  out-county  case,  and  there  are  but  4  private  Statistics> 
patients,  2  of  each  sex. 

The  weekly  rates  of  maintenance  are  the  same  as  at  the  last  visit 
of  the  Commissioners  on  the  9th  February  1876. 

The  admissions  have  been  321 ;  of  these,  151  were  of  males  ;  170 
of  females;  194  persons  have  been  discharged,  viz.:  92  men  and 
102  women  ;  and  92  deaths  have  occurred,  44  on  the  male  and  48  on 
the  female  side.  The  chief  causes  of  death  were,  general  paralysis, 
chronic  atrophy  of  the  brain,  epilepsy,  and  lung  disease. 

Two  deaths  only  were  the  subjects  of  inquests.  In  one  Case  the  Inquests, 
man  died  by  drowning,  having  fallen  with  his  head  into  a  small  pool 
of  water,  while  in  a  fit  of  epilepsy  ;  in  the  other,  the  patient,  also  a 
man,  while  labouring  under  an  epileptic  attack,  fell  downstairs, 
fracturing  his  skull.  Both  casualties  were  reported  at  the  times  of 
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their  occurrence  to  our  Board  ;  blame  was  not  attributable  to  any 
person. 

Seventy-six  post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made.  We 
visited  the  mortuary,  and  found  all  the  arrangements  there  satis¬ 
factory  ;  10  of  the  deceased  patients  were  above  70  years  of  age,  and 
12  were  more  than  60  years  old. 

The  asylum  now  contains  a  large  proportion  of  feeble  and  de¬ 
mented  individuals ;  the  general  paralytics  are  numerous,  i.  e.,  42 
males  and  25  females;  the  epileptics  are  66  in  the  men’s,  84  in  the 
women’s  department ;  the  cases  suicidal  on  admission  since  last  visit 
have  been  45  males  and  54  females. 

Dr.  Mitchell  has  been  able  to  send  away  some  patients  to  work¬ 
houses  and  some  to  the  charge  of  their  friends. 

The  recovered  have  been  142  of  both  sexes. 

The  only  epidemic  which  has  affected  the  asylum  was  that  which 
was  noticed  in  the  Commissioners’  last  entry  as  having  then  shown 
itself,  viz.,  diarrhoea.  Dr.  Mitchell  traces  it  to  foul  air,  particularly 
in  the  female  infirmary,  where  the  closets  require  some  improvement 
without  delay  ;  the  means  of  ventilation  there  appear  to  be  im¬ 
perfect;  the  best  remedy  would  probably  be  found  in  projecting 
the  closets  and  affording  cross-ventilation  between  them  and  the 
ward. 

In  bed  to-day  were  20  men  and  30  women.  Taking  into  con¬ 
sideration  the  ages  and  chronic  infirmities  of  many  of  the  patients, 
the  general  health  is  now  fairly  satisfactory;  41  of  the  admitted 
cases,  since  members  of  our  Board  were  last  here,  were  received 
when  above  the  age  of  60. 

In  the  wards  there  was  no  noisy  excitement,  and  the  behaviour  of 
the  patients  was  on  the  whole  very  good ;  their  dress  too  was  satis¬ 
factory  ;  we  would  only  suggest  a  few  more  shawls  among  the 
elder  women.  All  the  men  have  now  two  shirts  at  least  every 
week. 

No  person  was  in  seclusion  or  under  restraint  while  wre  were  in 
the  wards,  and  it  does  not  appear  that  since  last  visit,  resort  to  either 
mode  of  treatment  has  been  otherwise  than  infrequent,  and  there  has 
been  no  other  form  of  restraint  than  packing  in  wTet  sheets. 

The  patients  in  the  laundry  block  were  seen  by  us  at  their  dinner  ; 
beef,  bacon,  and  greens  were  on  the  table,  with  bread  and  beer  ;  the 
same  dinner  was  given  all  over  the  asylum  to-day;  220  men  did  not 
fill  the  large  dining-hall.  From  no  one  of  either  sex  did  w7e  have 
any  complaint  against  the  staff. 

The  attendants  have  been  increased  in  number ;  they  now  con¬ 
sist  of  34  male  and  38  females ;  the  former  include  28  in  the  wards, 
3  having  night  duty  only,  and  3  artisans ;  the  latter  consist  of 
31  ward  nurses,  3  for  night  duty,  and  3  laundry  maids ;  also  a 
woman  employed  in  the  hall.  The  wages  of  the  female  attendants 
are  raised  for  the  future  to  18  /.  yearly  upon  entry  of  service.  This 
rise  and  efforts  made  by  Dr.  Mitchell  to  add  to  the  attendants’ 
personal  comforts,  by  providing  a  better  sitting-room  for  them  in 
the  evenings,  will  we  hope  conduce  to  their  longer  stay  in  the 
asylum.  At  present  there  are  16  nurses  on  duty  who  have  not  been 
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female  officer  has  been  not  long  appointed.  Yorkshire 

Of  the  wards  and  dormitories  we  can  report  very  favourably,  py^est  Riding) 
Dent’s  clocks  have  been  supplied  ;  there  are  six.  Stations  on  each  Asylums, 
side,  and  cupboards  for  brooms,  &c.,  which  were  much  wanted,  are  (Wadsley.) 
in  course  of  construction.  We  agree  with  Dr.  Mitchell  in  the  pro-  Wards, 
prietv  of  converting  No.  21  in  the  female  department  into  two  wards, 
and  in  utilising  a  dormitory  in  the  laundry  for  a  supplementary  sick 
room. 

If  the  basement  ward  (now  empty)  in  the  male  wing  should  Epileptics, 
appear,  on  full  consideration,  to  be  capable  of  accommodating  as 
many  as  60  to  70  epileptic  cases,  its  conversion  to  that  purpose 
would  be  preferable  to  keeping  the  men  thus  afflicted  in  their  present 
up-stairs  dormitory. 

Water-closets  are,  we  think,  too  few  in  No.  23,  No.  16,  and  No.  2.  Closets  and 
The  lavatory  for  the  men  near  No.  4  is  so  small  that  great  incon-  lavatory* 
venience  arises  from  that  fact,  and  we  are  glad  to  hear  that  places 
have  been  prepared  for  a  better  lavatory. 

The  beds  examined  by  us  were  all  in  a  proper  state  ;  there  is  no  Beds  and 
longer  any  deficiency  of  blankets ;  and  for  the  epileptics  some  low  beddin&* 
bedsteads  have  been,  and  more  will  be  speedily  obtained;  the 
screens  between  the  beds  in  the  epileptic  dormitory  have  been  re¬ 
moved,  and  the  openings  suggested  at  last  visit  in  the  doors  of  the 
single  rooms  have  been  made. 

The  extensive  additions  to  the  asylum  are  in  progress,  but  the  structural 
female  wing  is  not  so  far  forward  as  that  for  the  men’s  accommoda-  additions, 
tion,  which  latter  has  already  almost  reached  the  first  floor. 

As  to  patients’  employment,  we  learn  that  59  men  now  are  work-  Occupation 
ing  out  of  doors;  6  assist  the  tailor;  7  work  with  the  shoemaker;  of  patients. 

5  are  painters ;  2  are  useful  in  the  engine-house  ;  and  4  do  duty  in 
the  baker's  department ;  8  are  employed  in  the  kitchen  and  laundry  ; 

22  follow  other  occupations,  besides  55  ward-helpers.  Of  the 
women,  32  assist  in  the  laundry,  23  in  the  kitchen  ;  127  sew,  28  knit, 
and  74  are  useful  in  the  ward  cleaning  ;*  altogether  158  men  and 
284  women  are  now  usefully  employed. 

A  total  of  332  patients  attend  the  chapel  on  Sundays,  in  the  pro-  Divine  Service 
portion  of  135  males  to  197  females. 

By  selecting  Thursdays  in  each  week,  87  male  patients  are  walked  Exercise, 
out  free  from  molestation  by  rabble  from  Sheffield,  and  on  Saturdays 
71  women  are  given  walking  exercise  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
asylum  estate.  We  regret  to  say  that  the  boundary  path  recom¬ 
mended  by  our  Colleagues  has  not  yet  been  made.  The  airing-  Airing-courts, 
courts  are  in  a  very  creditable  condition  ;  they  however  greatly 
need  sunshades,  and  we  hope  that  they  will  soon  be  provided  there¬ 
with. 

Taking  a  general  view  of  the  asylum,  we  are  able  to  say,  that 
much  has  been  done  since  the  establishment  was  last  visited  in 
February  1876,  for  the  welfare  of  the  Yorkshire  patients  here 
received.

Witpi  the  exception  of  one  of  the  men,  who  is  away  on  trial,  we 
have  this  day  personally  examined  every  patient  belonging  to  this 
asylum,  viz.,  124  men  and  132  women,  of  whom  3  of  the  former 
and  4  of  the  latter  are  of  the  private  class.

The  case  of  suicide  by  hanging  mentioned  above  formed  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  a  somewhat  long  correspondence  with  our  Board,  and  needs 
no  further  notice  on  this  occasion.  The  general  health  is,  and  has 
been,  fairly  good ;  and  although  there  are  many  old  demented  cases, 
we  found  but  4  men  and  3  women  in  bed  suffering  from  bodily 
illness.  Altogether,  10  men  and  7  women  are  under  medical  treat¬ 
ment. 

With  the  exception  of  one  woman  in  the  wash-house,  who  suddenly 

became 
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became  excited,  there  was  great  quiet  and  order  throughout  the 
asylum. 

A  large  proportion  of  women  were  in  the  airing-court  when  seen, 
and  most  of  the  men  were  collected  in  the  dining-hall,  where,  with 
the  exception  of  13  men  and  10  women,  all  the  patients  were 
assembled  for  dinner,  and  where  the  meal  was  neatly  and  properly 
served,  and  gave  general  satisfaction. 

There  was  one  man,  who  is  a  criminal  patient,  in  a  single  room, 
not  locked  in,  but  watched  by  two  attendants.  In  consequence  of 
his  strongly  suicidal  and  homicidal  propensities,  it  has  been  found 
necessary  that  this  man  should  be  thus  watched  both  night  and  day, 
and  the  inconvenience  thus  occasioned  was  so  great  that  application 
wa§  made  to  the  Home  Office  for  sanction  to  the  patient’s  removal 
to  Broadmoor.  This,  however,  was  refused,  but  permission  has 
been  granted  for  his  transfer  to  Fisherton  House,  and  he  will 
shortly  be  taken  there. 

Mechanical  restraint  has,  since  the  last  visit,  been  employed  with 
one  patient  of  each  sex.  The  male  was  an  idiot  boy,  alluded  to  in 
the  last  Report,  and  who  wore  the  waistcoat  for  47  weeks,  to  prevent 
him  from  putting  his  fingers  down  his  throat  to  cause  vomiting. 
This  restraint  has  been  discontinued  by  Dr.  Greene.  The  female 
was  restrained  for  upwards  of  eight  weeks,  in  consequence  of  having 
fractured  her  thigh  in  a  fall.  Two  other  females  have  been  packed, 
each  on  two  occasions.  As  regards  seclusion,  it  appears  that  4 
patients  of  each  sex  have  been  so  treated,  4  of  them  on  one  occasion 
only,  and  1  of  the  men  but  twice.  The  fourth  man,  however,  was 
secluded  for  a  total  period  of  42  days  for  violent  excitement,  and  2 
of  the  women  on  two  and  five  occasions  respectively  for  short  periods. 
There  was  no  restraint  or  seclusion  to-day,  and  the  use  of  both  has 
been  rare  of  late. 

We  had  no  complaints  of  harsh  treatment  by  nurses  or  attendants 
to-day,  and  we  are  glad  to  report  that  the  wages  of  both  men  and 
women  have  recently  been  raised,  and  the  difficulty  which  formerly 
existed  in  obtaining  the  services  of  suitable  persons  has  now 
ceased. 

The  useful  employment  of  the  inmates  appears  to  be  encouraged, 
the  returns  giving  an  average  of  90  men  and  110  women  as  regu¬ 
larly  occupied. 

The  numbers  going  to  chapel  are  smaller.  > 

There  are  dances  about  once  a  fortnight  at  this  season,  held  on 
the  green,  but  regularly  organised  associated  amusements  have  not 
yet  been  arranged. 

We  have  again  to  recommend  that  the  airing-courts  be  properly 
planted  with  trees,  which  will  ultimately  give  shade,  and  that  mean¬ 
while  a  sunshade  be  erected  in  the  women’s  yard. 

The  various  wards  were  very  clean,  and  they  have  recently  been 
very  much  improved  by  fresh  painting  and  colouring,  in  bright, 
cheerful  tints.  Linoleum  has  also  been  laid  down  in  the  dormitories 
and  single  rooms  of  the  infirmaries. 

A  dormitory  on  each  side  has  been  arranged  for  the  use  of  suicidal 
and  epileptic  cases,  and  a  door  opened  out  from  the  adjoining

attendants’  room.  There  will  be  no  continuous  supervision  here, 
but  the  night  attendants  are  required  to  visit  every  half-hour,  and 
their  vigilance  is  tested  by  means  of  one  of  Dent’s  tell-tale  clocks. 
There  would  be  greater  security  if  the  glass  panels  of  the  attend' 
ants’  room  were  removed  altogether. 

An  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  infirmaries  on  both  sides 
by  converting  a  small  dormitory  into  a  sitting-room.  We  are  glad 
to  see  in  the  wards  pots  with  flowering  plants,  and  are  not  at  all 
surprised  to  find  that  no  injury  has  been  done  to  any  of  them.  The 
new  greenhouse  which  has  been  constructed  adjoining  the  dining- 
hall  will  afford  the  means  of  largely  increasing  the  supply  of  flowers. 
Many  of  the  day-rooms,  especially  the  large  one  for  laundry  women, 
are  still  very  bare,  and  more  tables  and  chairs  are  much  needed. 
It  would  be  a  great  improvement  if  washstands  were  placed  for  use 
in  the  dormitories. 

We  are  aware  that  there  have  been  negotiations  for  a  union 
between  the  Committee  of  Visitors  of  this  asylum  and  the  justices 
of  the  borough  of1  Hull ;  and  we  regret  to  learn  that  no  arrange¬ 
ment  with  this  view  has  been  concluded,  because  we  entertain  no 
doubt  that  such  a  union  would  have  proved  most  advantageous  to 
both  bodies. 

The  asylum  has  been  deprived,  through  death,  of  the  services  of 
Dr.  Mercer.  He  has  been  succeeded  by  Dr.  Greene,  who  for  several 
years  acted  as  assistant  medical  officer  at  the  Sussex  Asylum.  He 
has  had  much  experience,  and  the  present  condition  of  the  asylum 
shows  that  he  is  fully  competent  for  his  present  duties. 

Certain  structural  alterations  connected  with  the  boilers  are  pro¬ 
posed,  a  plan  and  estimate  of  which  should,  we  think,  be  submitted 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  approval. 

We  hope  that  steps  will  shortly  be  taken  to  provide  efficient 
means  for  the  extinction  of  fire.

Birmingham  This  asylum  occupied  our  attention  yesterday  and  this  morning, 
Asylum.  and  we  now  report  the  result  of  our  inspection.  Including  a  male 

Statistics.  patient  on  leave,  the  paupers  on  the  books  are  624,  consisting  of  308 

men  and  boys,  and  316  women  and  girls ;  the  private  class  comprises 
22  males  and  13  females,  so  that  the  total  number  of  lunatics  under 
care  and  treatment  is  659,  an  increase  of  8  since  the  Commissioners’ 
last  visit  in  1876.

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The  weekly  rale  of  maintenance  for  paupers  is  still  9  s. 

The  general  health,  making  allowance  for  the  many  feeble  cases  General  health, 
under  Mr.  Green’s  supervision,  is  good.  We  found  26  patients 
under  medical  treatment,  according  to  the  statutory  meaning  of  that 
phrase,  and  12  in  bed,  in  nearly  equal  proportions  in  each  division. 

One  of  the  men  in  bed  had  a  broken  arm  and  the  mark  of  a  blow  Male  patient 
on  his  head.  How  these  injuries  were  inflicted  no  one  could  tell  us;  ^roken 
we  in  vain  examined  several  patients  and  attendants  orally  to  elicit  aim' c  c’ 
the  truth ;  the  man  himself  was  too  incoherent  to  give  us  any  ex¬ 
planation.  It  apparently  occurred  a  fortnight  ago  when  he  was  an 
inmate  of  No.  3  Ward,  and  it  was  reported  by  the  charge-attendant 
to  Mr.  Green.  The  patient  is  now  receiving  every  attention.

There  has  been  no  Post-mortem 
epidemic.  Six  inquests  have  been  held ;  the  juries  found  death  examinations 
from  natural  causes  in  three  cases ;  in  the  remaining  cases  the  ver-  and  influest3- 
diets  were  twice  “  suffocation  by  food.”

located  their  arms  or  legs  since  the  24th  May  1876,  when  the  Com¬ 
missioners  last  inspected  the  asylum.  These  casualties  point,  in  our 
opinion,  to  inadequacy  in  number,  or  much  inefficiency  on  the  part 
of  the  male  and  female  staff,  and  we  would  call  the  early  attention 
of  the  Committee  to  this  matter.  We  consider  it  most  important 
that  head  attendants  should  be  appointed,  and  that  without  further 
delay.  There  has  been  an  increase  of  4  ordinary  attendants,  2  of 
each  sex,  and  a  small  addition  has  been  made  to  the  pay  of  those 
who  had  been  in  service  more  than  12  months,  but  the  frequent 
changes  in  the  staff  cannot  be  overlooked.  Exclusive  of  a  night 
attendant  on  each  side,  the  attendants  are  21  in  the  male  division, 
19  in  the  female  department,  and  since  the  Commissioners’  last  visit 
there  have  been  26  changes,  14  of  men,  12  of  women;  and  of  the 
entire  staff  20  have  been  here  less  than  12  months.  Whether  these 
changes  arise  from  insufficient  pay,  overwork,  or  discomfort,  the 
Committee  should  well  consider,  and  the  evil  should  be  met  by 
prompt  action.  We  observe  the  want  of  a  sitting-room  in  each  divi¬ 
sion  for  the  attendants  off  duty,  and  we  notice  that  in  ~No.  8  on  the 
female  side  there  are  but  two  nurses  to  look  after  42  patients,  of 
whom  a  considerable  number  are  epileptic. 

There  was  great  freedom  from  excitement  during  our  visit 
among  the  patients,  and  their  general  demeanour  was  quiet  and 
orderly.  We  had  no  complaints  made  to  us  beyond  those  of  de¬ 
tention. 

As  many  as  90  males  and  69  females  are  epileptics,  and  we  learn 
that  there  are  60  paralytic  of  both  sexes.  The  arrangements  for 
the  care  of  the  epileptics  during  the  night  are  most  defective,  but  as 
most  of  them  will  ultimately  be  removed  to  the  asylum  at  Rubery, 
we  refrain  from  suggesting  any  structural  alteration  here  for  that 
class.  It  is,  however,  in  our  opinion,  most  essential  both  for  them 
and  for  the  inmates  generally,  that  an  additional  night  attendant 
should  at  once  be  appointed  in  each  division. 

The  number  of  demented,  aged,  and  harmless  chronic  cases  here 
is  very  large,  and  many  might,  we  think,  be  removed  either  to  work- 
houses,  or  the  charge  of  their  relatives  under  proper  arrangements 
as  to  diet,  &c.  Several  appealed  to  us  to  be  removed,  and  we  sug¬ 
gest  that  the  medical  superintendent  should  make  out  a  list  of  such 
as  might  be  discharged  upon  trial,  and  that  the  Visitors  should  then 
cause  inquiry  to  be  made  with  the  view  of  relieving  the  asylum  of 
such  cases. 

With  the  exception  of  some  of  the  private  patients,  whose  friends 
should  be  required  to  provide  them  with  a  better  supply  of  clothes 
(new  and  stout),  the  personal  appearance  of  the  patients  of  both 
sexes  was,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory.  A  more  general  use  of 
woollen  plaid  for  the  women’s  dress  is  desirable,  and  we  recommend 
that  all  the  men  should  have  a  change  of  shirts  at  least  twice  a  week. 

Throughout  the  asylum  the  beds  and  bedding  were,  as  far  as  ex¬ 
amined  by  us,  in  excellent  order,  and  the  day-rooms  and  corridors 
appeared  to  us  to  be  very  clean  and  cheerful.  In  many  of  the  gal¬ 
leries,  however,  the  carpets  are  worn,  and  we  think  that  all  the 
floors  there  should  be  covered  either  with  wide  carpeting  or  linoleum, 
or  some  similar  material.

The  chapel  attendance  register  informs  us  that  370  patients  attend  Divine  Service, 
on  Sundays,  360  on  week-days.  There  are  as  many  as  56  Roman 
Catholic  patients ;  we  regret  that  they  have  no  regular  Divine  Ser¬ 
vice  performed  by  a  priest  of  their  own  faith. 

On  the  subject  of  recreation  and  exercise  there  is  nothing  new  to  Recreation  and 
report.  No  patient  was  during  our  visit  in  seclusion,  nor  was  any  exercise, 
under  restraint. 

As  the  result  of  our  inspection,  we  here  sum  up  our  principal  Suggested 
suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  this  asylum  : —  improvements. 

1.  A  second  assistant  medical  officer  should  be  appointed;  also  a 
head  attendant  in  each  division. 

2.  Provision  should  be  made  for  the  isolation  of  infectious  or  con¬ 
tagious  disorders  by  the  erection  of  one  or  more  cottages. 

3.  The  flushing  of  the  water-closets  throughout  the  asylum  should 
be  improved,  and  the  soil-pipes  should  be  effectually  ventilated. 

At  present,  in  some  closets,  the  flushing  power  is  insufficient;  in 
others,  the  only  mode  of  flushing  is  by  throwing  water  down  them. 

4.  Systematic  teaching  of  patients  in  shoemaking,  tailoring,  and 
mat-making  should  be  adopted  and  pursued,  and  more  attention 
should  be  given  to  training  and  educating  the  idiot  children. 

5.  The  flagged  airing-courts  should  be  made  more  cheerful  by 
forming  beds  therein  for  flowers  and  evergreen  shrubs. 

6.  A  more  commodious  mortuary,  with  a  room  for  post-mortem 
examinations,  and  another  for  the  accommodation  of  friends  coming 
to  view  the  corpses  of  deceased  patients  should  be  erected,  and  fitted 
up  suitably  in  some  position  less  exposed  to  the  observation  of  the 
patients  in  the  asylum  than  that  at  present  in  use. 

From  the  medical  journal  we  ascertain  that  one  male  patient  has  Restraint  and 
been  restrained  since  the  Commissioners’  last  visit  to  prevent  his  seclusion, 
self-mutilation,  but  for  8  hours  only;  and  seclusion  has  been  re¬ 
sorted  to  with  10  males  and  3  females  for  an  aggregate  of  88  hours, 
and  on  19  occasions,  on  account  of  their  violence,  many  being 
epileptic. 

At  present  there  are  50  Birmingham  patients  in  Macclesfield  Asy-  patients  in 
lum,  and  a  contract  has  been  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  other  asylums.

Bristol  Asylum. 

20  October  1877. 

Bristol  Asylum.  There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  now  here  as 
compared  with  that  at  the  time  of  the  visit  last  year  on  the  3rd  of 
Statistics.  April.  The  present  number  is  322,  as  against  277  then.  There 
are  151  men  and  171  women,  all  of  whom  we  have  seen.  One 
man  became  somewhat  excited,  and  owing  to  his  very  loud  talking 
was  led  from  the  ward,  but  otherwise  there  was  great  quiet  and 
good  behaviour.

Of  those  discharged,  62  are  returned  as  recovered,  and  18  as 
relieved;  and  of  the  latter,  10  have  been  removed  to  other  asylums, 
1  of  each  sex  to  workhouses,  and  1  woman  to  the  care  of 
relatives. 

The  mortality  during  the  last  eighteen  months  has  been  rather 
below  the  average  in  English  county  and  borough  asylums.  The

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The  suicide  was  the  first  that  has  occurred  in  this  asylum.  A  Appendix  (C.) 
coroner’s  inquest  was  held,  and  as  the  case  also  formed  the  subject  .  ~ — 
of  correspondence  at  the  time  between  our  Board  and  the  medical  1,sto  um* 
superintendent,  it  is  not  necessary  to  refer  further  to  it  here.  One  inquests, 
other  inquest  was  held ;  namely,  upon  an  epileptic  male  patient 
who  was  found  at  night  dead,  lying  upon  his  face  in  bed ;  no  one 
being  present  at  the  time  of  the  death. 

There  has  been  no  reappearance  since  the  last  visit  of  the  typhoid  Typhoid  fever 
fever.  The  water  supply  from  the  source  suspected  to  be  impure  and  aew  water 
has  not  during  this  interval  been  used  at  all,  and  since  the  spring  of supp 
the  present  year  the  asylum  has  been  entirely  supplied  from  the 
reservoir  of  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company. 

The  present  health,  making  allowance  for  ordinary  chronic  disease  General  health, 
always  met  with  in  asylums,  is  good.  Only  2  men  and  4  women 
were  in  bed  to-day,  and  the  patients  last  registered  as  under 
medical  treatment  for  all  causes  are  16  males  and  21  females. 

No  one  was  to-day  under  restraint  nor  in  seclusion.  According  Restraint  and 
to  the  medical  journal,  since  the  last  visit  there  has  been  one  instance  seclusion, 
of  restraint — namely,  that  of  a  boy,  who  at  his  own  request  has 
during  repeated  short  attacks  of  impulsive  violence  had  his  hands 
tied  together  with  a  pocket-handkerchief  for  a  total  duration  of  280 
hours.  During  the  same  interval  27  men  and  23  women  have  been 
secluded,  the  former  on  83  occasions,  and  for  a  total  duration  of 
557 J  hours,  and  the  latter  on  88,  for  an  aggregate  of  536 \  hours. 

1  he  condition  of  the  patients  in  both  divisions,  as  regards  per-  clothing,  &c. 
sonal  cleanliness  and  tidiness  of  dress  and  general  appearance,  is 
good.  Some  blue  serge  dresses  for  winter  have  been  provided  for 
the  women,  and  the  men — such  as  can  be  trusted  not  to  destroy 
them — are  given  good  Sunday  suits.  Their  linen  and  socks  are  not 
changed  more  than  once  a  week. 

W  e  saw  60  men  and  the  same  number  of  women  together  at  dinner  Dining- 
in  the  hall.  Their  conduct  was  perfectly  orderly,  and  though  there  arrangements, 
were,  as  usual,  some  objections,  the  dinner  generally  gave  satis¬ 
faction,  and  was  a  good  stew,  with  potatoes,  and  beer,  and  bread. 

The  Friday  dinner  of  soup  seems  to  be  very  unpopular,  and  we 
desire  to  recommend  the  substitution  of  some  more  solid  food  for 
dinner  on  that  day. 

the  service  on  Sunday  last  was  attended  by  166  patients  in  about  Divine  Service, 
an  equal  proportion  of  sexes.  exercise, 

Fifty-nine  of  the  men  and  44  of  the  women  get  walking  exercise  amasements> 
beyond  the  grounds  once  a  week.  pations. 

Between  70  and  80  men  and  nearly  60  women  are  present  at  the 
weekly  entertainments  in  the  hall. 

A  total  of  76  men  and  of  104  women  is  returned  as  being  the 
number  usefully  employed.  Of  the  former,  33  work  on  the °f arm 
and  in  the  garden,  4  as  shoemakers,  2  as  tailors,  1  as  a  painter,  and 
the  remainder  in  assisting  in  the  wards  and  other  departmental 
offices  of  the  asylum.  Of  the  latter,  28  are  engaged  in  the  laundry, 

2  in  the  kitchen,  50  in  needlework,  and  20  in  helping  in  the  wards. 

Much  has  been  done  towards  making  the  wards  cheerful  and  Wards  and 
comfortable  by  repainting,  and  papering,  and  other  decoration ;  but  dormitories, 
the  supply  of  books  and  papers  appears  to  be  very  small.  The 
0.89.  B  B  dormitories 
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dormitories  are  clean,  well  ventilated,  and  the  sheeting  and  mat¬ 
tresses  clean  and  kept  in  good  order.  The  shutters  in  the  old  portion 
of  the  house  are  still  secured  by  a  bar  fastened  by  bolts,  screwed  in 
nightly  by  the  attendants  ;  but  we  understand  that  it  is  intended  that 
this  arrangement,  which  has  been  proved  to  be  unsafe,  should  be 
abandoned,  and  one  providing  better  security  be  substituted. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is  not  numerically  strong,  particularly  in 
the  female  division.  They  seem,  however,  to  be  of  a  respectable 
class ;  but  we  understand  that  the  changes  are  frequent,  and  some, 
especially  amongst  the  females,  are  very  young,  and  can  hardly  have 
acquired  that  knowledge  of  their  duties  which  it  is  desirable  they 
should  possess.  The  wages  are  lower  than  is  usual  now  in  most 
county  and  borough  asylums.  The  men  commence  at  24  L  a  year, 
and  after  12  months’  service  are  raised  to  28  /.  A  suit  of  clothes, 
with  boots  and  a  hat,  is  also  given.  The  women,  beginning  with 
14  L  a  year,  rise  by  2  L  a  year  to  20  /.,  and  after  three  months’  service 
are  allowed  two  dresses  a  year. 

There  is  still  only  one  night  attendant  in  each  division. 

The  new  buildings,  with  accommodation  for  60  patients  of  each 
sex,  have  been  finished,  and  are  supplied  with  the  principal  articles 
of  furniture,  but  are  not  yet  occupied,  except  that  a  certain  number 
of  patients  from  the  old  wards  sleep  there.  The  new  work  appears 
to  have  been  well  executed,  and  the  furniture  provided  is  good  and 
suitable.  When  the  wards  are  fully  furnished,  and  painted,  and 
papered,  they  will  be  very  cheerful  as  well  as  convenient  for  ad¬ 
ministration. 

They  include,  besides  day  rooms,  single  rooms,  and  offices,  a  large 
dormitory,  containing  48  beds  in  each  division,  so  arranged  that  epi¬ 
leptic  and  suicidal  patients  may  be  brought  together  at  night  and 
placed  under  the  continuous  supervision  of  attendants  having  no 
other  duty.  The  establishment  of  this  hitherto  much-needed  ar¬ 
rangement  will  be  a  great  security  against  casualties  and  suicide  at 
night. 

No  other  structural  addition  or  alteration  of  importance  has  been 
carried  out.  Among  the  minor  improvements  of  this  kind  to  be 
undertaken,  we  would  suggest  the  better  lighting  of  the  inner  water- 
closets  in  Wards  1,  2,  7,  8,  and  elsewhere,  where  the  same  defect 
exists  ;  the  fixing  of  hand-rails  in  the  staircases  of  the  new  wards, 
the  construction  of  closets  for  dirty  clothes  in  convenient  situations, 
possibly  out  of  doors,  for  the  temporary  reception  of  soiled  articles 
now  kept  in  the  bath-rooms. 

The  vacant  accommodation  is  for  90  patients  of  both  sexes. 

As  the  present  chapel  and.  dining  hall  are  even  now  insufficient 
in  size,  and  will  be  still  more  inadequate  when  the  asylum  is  full, 
we  trust  that  the  question  of  building  a  new  detached  chapel  and  of 
enlarging  the  hall  will  not  be  lost  sight  of  by  the  Visitors. 

from  the  foregoing  report  it  will  be  seen  that  this  asylum  con- 
tinues  io  be  maintained  in  very  creditable  condition. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  Mr.  Thompson  was  absent  on  a  short 
holiday.  We  were  accompanied  by  Dr.  Levinge,  who  has  suc¬ 
ceeded  Mr.  De  Denne  as  assistant  medical  superintendent,  and  from 
whom  we  received  all  necessary  information  and  attention. 
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Hull  Asylum. 

18  July  1877. 

During  our  official  visit  this  day  we  have  inspected  all  parts  of  Hull  Asylum, 
this  asylum,  and  seen  every  patient,  of  whom  there  are  85  of  the 
male,  and  49  of  the  female  sex.  One  woman,  who  wore  a  strong 
dress,  was  excited, .  but  generally  there  was  great  quiet  and  good 
order,  no  one  being  secluded  or  restrained. 

The  use  of  restraint  since  our  last  visit,  a  year  and  a-half  ago,  Restraint, 
has  been  restricted  to  one  case  of  a  man  who  was  restrained  by 
means  of  a  camisole  for  four  days,  solely  for  surgical  reasons. 

As  regards  seclusion,  only  three  cases  are  recorded,  both  on  the  Seclusion, 
female  side.  One  woman  was  secluded  once  for  9  hours,  and  the 
other  twice,  for  5  hours,  and  1^-  hours. 

The  general  health  is  fairly  satisfactory  at  present,  but  there  are 
14  men  and  12  females  under  medical  treatment;  and  we  found  4 
of  the  former  and  3  of  the  latter  in  bed. 

The  mortality  has  again  been  very  high,  amounting  to  nearly  20  per  High  death- 
cent.  upon  the  daily  average  numbers  resident  during  the  past  year,  1>atc* 
and  being  above  20  per  cent,  for  the  seven  months  of  the  present 
year.  Generally  the  assigned  causes  of  death  were  of  an  ordinary 
description,  and  no  fatal  accident  has  occurred.  There  was  a  sudden 
death  in  the  case  of  an  epileptic  female,  the  true  cause  of  which 
was  not  quite  apparent,  but  the  coroner  refused  to  hold  an  inquest, 
although  thought  desirable  by  Dr.  Wallis;  nor  was  any  sum 
granted  to  defray  the  expense  of  a  post-mortem  examination  by 
some  medical  man  not  connected  with  the  asylum. 

Endemic  diarrhoea  prevailed  for  many  months,  and  three  deaths  Diarrhoea, 
were  attributed  to  that  cause.  In  the  belief  that  the  condition  of 
some  portions  of  the  women’s  ward,  in  respect  of  drainage  and  venti¬ 
lation,  was  such  as  to  perpetuate  the  disorder,  it  was  resolved  to 
reduce  the  numbers  on  this  side,  and  15  female  patients  were  re¬ 
moved  to  the  Beverley  Asylum  on  the  12th  of  last  April, 
where  they  were  received  at  the  rate  of  15  .s',  a  week.  The  charge 
for  borough  patients  here  is  now  13  6'.  a  week,  but  we  learn,  on  in¬ 
quiry,  that  their  actual  cost  is  about  15  $.,  so  that,  of  course,  a  debt 
is  gradually  accumulating  on  the  asylum. 

We  are  of  course  aware  of  the  failure  of  the  negotiation  com-  Necessity  for 
menced  between  the  borough  justices  and  the  Visitors  of  the  East 
York  Asylum,  for  the  reception  therein  of  all  borough  patients,  and  accommodation 
a  union  between  the  two  bodies.  We  now  learn  that  the  borough  for  the 
authorities  some  time  since  advertised  for  land,  and  received  the  boi’ough- 
offer  of  a  very  suitable  estate  at  Cottingham.  Pending  the  nego¬ 
tiations,  however,  some  other  purchaser  hearing  the  estate  was  in 
the  market,  bid  lor  and  obtained  it.  The  original  price  was  200  1. 
an  acre.  Whether  the  land  or  a  portion  of  it  is  still  for  sale  at  a 
higher  price  is  not  certain,  but  we  must  very  strongly  urge  upon 
the  Committee  the  necessity  which  exists  for  some  prompt  action  in 
this  matter.  Each  visit  we  pay  to  this  asylum  impresses  us  more 
strongly  with  its  fatal  and  incurable  structural  defects,  and  of  the 

O.89.  B  B  2  unsuitableness 
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unsuitableness  of  its  site.  In  a  sanitary  point  of  view  also  it  seems 
to  be  eminently  unsatisfactory. 

Entertaining  this  opinion,  and  in  the  hope  that  better  provision 
will  ere  long  be  made  for  the  pauper  lunatics  of  the  borough,  we 
refrain,  on  this  occasion,  from  making  any  recommendations  for 
structural  improvement. 

To-day  we  found  the  wards  clean,  and  the  bedding  properly  at¬ 
tended  to,  except  that  on  the  women’s  side  there  were  no  under- 
blankets,  as  there  should  be.  The  clothing  was  good.  The  dor¬ 
mitory  over  the  laundry  is  no  longer  used  for  a  bed-room,  and  has 
been  converted  into  a  drying-room.  The  small  yard  formerly  in 
use  for  that  purpose  being  now  used  as  an  airing-court  for  women. 
The  laundry  and  wash-house  greatly  need  cleansing  and  white¬ 
washing,  but  the  walls  of  the  building  generally  are  in  fair  order, 
except  where,  from  the  damp  saturated  nature  of  the  soil,  the 
moisture  rises  from  the  floors,  and  destroys  the  paint. 

In  reply  to  the  usual  statutory  inquiries  we  find  that  no  altera¬ 
tions  have  been  made  as  respects  useful  occupations,  associated 
recreations,  or  attendance  at  .Divine  Worship  ;  the  numbers  in  each 
case  being  about  the  same  on  the  male  side,  but  fewer  as  regards 
females,  owing  to  the  removal  ojf  15  of  the  best  patients  to 
Beverley. 

Since  the  rise  made  in  the  attendants  and  nurses’  wages,  a  better 
class  of  persons  has  been  obtained  for  the  service,  and  the  changes 
have  been  much  fewer  than  formerly.  The  men  begin  at  30  l.  and 
rise  to  40  and  the  women  rise  from  16  /.  to  23  /.  There  is  now  a 
night  nurse  for  each  division,  but  there  are  no  means  of  assuring  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  and  we  think  Dent’s  tell-tale  clocks 
should  be  procured.

It  has  been  our  duty  to  point  to  the  many  defects  of  construc¬ 
tion  in  this  asylum,  but  so  far  as  its  management  is  concerned,  we 
think  its  condition  very  creditable  to  Dr.  Wallis. 


Ipswich  Asylum. 


19  November  1877. 

This  asylum,  to-day  inspected  by  us,  accommodates  at  present  237 
patients,  viz. :  102  men  and  135  women  ;  the  former  consists  of 
100  paupers  and  2  private  patients;  the  latter,  128  paupers,  and  7  of 
the  private  class.  All  whose  names  are  on  the  books,  are  actually 

resident ; 
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resident ;  every  one  under  care  and  treatment  here  has  therefore 
been  seen  by  us  during  our  inspection. 

The  weekly  maintenance  charge  made  for  the  Ipswich  Borough 
cases  is  12  s.  ;  that  for  the  other  paupers,  ranges  from  15  s,  2d.  to 
I65.  The  private  patients  pay  from  20  s.  to  42  s. 

Ihe  chargeability  is  as  follows:  to  Ipswich  Borough,  83  cases ; 
to  \  armoutli,  30  ;  to  King’s  Lynn,  29  ;  to  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  23  ; 
to  borough  and  union  of  Norwich,  14  ;  to  Suffolk,  6  ;  to  Essex,  6  ; 
to  other  places,  28. 

Mr.  Sarjant,  previously  assistant  medical  officer  for  three  years 
at  Coton  Hill  Institution,  is,  and  has  been  for  nearly  12  months, 
acting  as  the  medical  superintendent  of  this  asylum  during  the 
illness  of  Mr.  Long,  who  resigned  a  fortnight  ago.  In  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  the  permanent  chief  officer,  the  Committee  will  doubtless 
select  some  gentleman  having  had  medical  experience  in  a  public 
asylum,  and  willing  to  devote  himself,  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
of  this  establishment,  exclusively  to  his  very  responsible  duties  here. 
M  e  are  very  sorry  to  learn  that  the  post  of  assistant  medical  officer 
has  been  allowed  by  the  Committee  to  remain  vacant  for  several 
months.  ISo  further  delay  should  take  place  in  filling  up  that 
vacancy  ;  it  is  practically  impossible  for  the  medical  superintendent 
to  oe  always  on  the  premises,  and  in  his  temporary  absence,  even  for 
an  hour,  there  should  be  medical  provision  for  the  emergencies  which 
frequently  arise  in  an  asylum.

The  vacant  beds  are  now  reported  to  be  only  five,  and  these  are 
in  the  male  division.  The  mortality  has  again  been  high,  especially 
among  the  men.  The  rate  for  both  sexes  has  been  above  13  per 
cent,  per  annum  on  the  daily  number  in  residence.  No  epidemic 
or  exceptional  disorder  has  occurred.  The  higher  mortality  among 
the  males  appears  to  have  been  chiefly  due  to  the  much  greater 
prevalence  among  them,  than  on  the  women’s  side,  of  those  fatal 
diseases,  general  paralysis  and  pulmonary  consumption.  The

Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  held  in  17  cases  only. 
There  has  been  no  suicide  nor  fatal  casualty  ;  but  coroners’  inquests 
have  been  held  upon  three  patients,  viz.,  upon  a  man  whose  death 
was  ascribed  to  apoplexy,  upon  a  woman  where  the  death  was  sudden, 
and  due  to  heart  disease  ;  upon  another  woman,  who  died  shortly 
after  admission,  of  exhaustion  from  melancholia. 

Among  the  present  patients  is  a  large  proportion  of  persons  suffer™ 
ing  from  paralysis  and  epilepsy,  but  the  general  health  is  otherwise 
fairly  good.  We  found  3  men  and  2  women  only  in  bed.  Those 
registered  last  week  as  under  medical  treatment  were  1 1  males  and 

9  females. 

To-day,  no  one  was  either  mechanically  restrained  or  secluded. 
According  to  the  medical  journal,  seclusion  appears  to  be  very 
sparingly  employed,  3  men  and  8  women  only  having  been  so 
treated  during  the  past  21  months,  the  former  for  a  total  duration  of 

10  2  hours,  the  latter  for  an  aggregate  of  20  hours.  Mechanical 
restraint  in  the  form  of  dry-packing  (which  is  of  course  recorded) 
has  been  resorted  to  for  controlling  maniacal  excitement  in  the  cases 
of  5  men  for  a  total  period  of  63  hours,  and  in  those  of  8  women  for 
altogether  68  §  hours.  One  of  the  male  patients  has  also  been  packed 
in  wet  sheets  for  four  hours  for  like  reasons.  The  longest  duration 
o(  dry-packing  on  a  single  occasion  was  nine  hours  ;  there  were  two 
other  instances,  each  for  seven  hours  ;  but  as  a  rule  the  packings 
were  for  six  hours  and  less. 

The  patients’  behaviour  while  we  were  in  the  wards  was  orderly. 
The  dress  of  neither  sex  is  quite  up  to  our  standard  of  what  its  con¬ 
dition  should  be ;  but  the  gowns  worn  by  some  of  the  women 
through  the  summer  have  not  yet  been  replaced  by  new  winter 
dresses ;  these  are  in  course  of  making.  Three  men  had  strong 
dresses  of  special  character,  but  none  such  are  found  necessary  in  the 
female  division. 

Seventy-six  men  and  about  97  women  took  their  dinner  together 
in  the  hall  in  our  presence.  No  complaints  were  made  to  us  by 
any  on  the  subject  of  the  dietary;  the  meat  and  potato  pie,  with 

greens., 
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greens,  to-day  on  the  table,  was  well  seasoned,  and  tlic  beer  served  Appendix  [Cj. 

out  was  sound  and  sufficiently  strong. 

The  shops  are  as  they  were  at  the  last  visit,  and  few  indeed  are  D8™ 
there  occupied ;  the  patients  now  assisting  at  trades  are  o  men  only, 
a  carpenter,  a  shoemaker,  and  a  helper  in  the  upholstery  work  ;  13  Occupations, 
act  as  labourers  on  the  land,  and  2  are  employed  in  the  kitchen. 

Of  the  women,  40  sew,  4  only  assist  in  the  laundry,  and  5  in  the 
domestic  and  central  offices  ;  24  men  and  30  women  are  returned  to 
us  as  ward  cleaners. 

On  the  subject  of  recreation,  so  conducive  to  the  proper  treatment  Amusements, 
of  insanity  ,  we  cannot  make  a  favourable  report  in  regard  to  this 
asylum.  ‘  We  would  urge  strongly  that  there  should  be  regular 
weekly  entertainments  which,  in  "the  proximity  of  such  a  place  as 
Ipswich,  might  be  given  at  no  great  cost, and  ot  a  varied  character  ;  as 
many  as  possible  ol  the  patients  should  be  brought  to  the  associated 
entertainments. 

The  attendance  at  Divine  Service  in  the  chapel  yesterday  morning  Divine  Service 
included,  we  are  told,  60  men  and  90  women ;  the  average  congre¬ 
gation  on  Thursdays  for  morning  prayer  is  stated  to  be  about  120 
patients,  in  nearly  equal  numbers,  from  each  division. 

About  30  males  and  60  females  are  taken  weekly  beyond  the  Exercise, 
asylum  estate  for  a  walk,  and  about  40  patients,  besides  the  farm 
labourers,  take  exercise  almost  daily  beyond  the  airing-courts. 

In  the  dormitories  there  is  less  crowding  than  was  noticed  at  last  state  of  ac- 
visit ;  we  may  indeed  go  further  and  say  that  there  is  now  no  crowd- 
ing  ;  the  day-rooms  looked  cheerful,  and  throughout  the  interior  condition  of 
of  the  building  there  is  evidence  of  much  attention  to  cleanliness  interior  of 
and  comfort.  Great  care  ought  to  be  taken  however  in  the  selection  asylum, 
of  the  patients  for  occupation  of  the  small  central  dormitories,  on 
account  of  the  exceptional  steepness  of  the  staircase,  which  was  not 
in  the  original  plans  intended  for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  detached  hospital  for  infectious  Detached 
disorders  has  been  completed,  but  it  has  not  yet  been  furnished  nor  hosPitaL 
enclosed,  as  is  desirable,  by  some  kind  of  fence. 

Among  the  improvements  effected  since  our  Colleagues  were  here,  Recent 
we  have  to  mention  the  construction  of  a  wooden  screen  along  the  jmprovements, 
covered  way  leading  to  the  laundry,  the  introduction  of  steam 
machinery  into  the  wash-house,  and  of  some  additional  drying 
apparatus,  the  enlargement  of  the  boiler-house,  the  supply  ol  more 
hydrants  into  the  wards :  steps  are  also,  we  are^  told,  about  to  be 
taken  for  rendering  the  hydrants  more  available  in  case  of  fire  ;  the 
attendants  of  both  sexes  should  be  taught,  and  periodically  tested,  in 
their  use;  the  pressure  on  the  external  hydrants  is  not  sufficient,  ive 
satisfied  ourselves  to-day,  to  throw  water  from  the  ground  over  the 
highest  roof  of  the  asylum,  and  some  additional  force  is  necessary, 
by  provision  of  a  fire-engine  or  by  adaptation  of  the  existing  steam- 
engine,  to  that  object.  We  are,  however,  informed  of  a  still  graver 
defect,  viz.,  that  for  about  four  or  six  hours  once  a  fortnight  the 
water  from  the  public  main  is  shut  oft  for  cleansing  and  lepaus  in 
Ipswich,  and  the  water  storage  here  is  very  limited. 

We  have  this  day  made  the  following  additional  recommendations. 


viz.  :■ 
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1st.  The  removal  of  the  ladder  shed  from  the  laundry  drying- 
ground  to  the  male  workshop  yard. 

2nd.  The  enlargement  of  that  drying-ground  by  the  removal  of 
the  wall  further  south,  so  as  to  enclose  a  corner  of  the  airing-court, 
used  by  the  infirmary  patients,  but  not  required  by  them  ;  also  the 
substitution  in  that  drying-ground  of  galvanised  iron  wire  for 
ropes. 

3rd.  The  placing  of  a  female  master-lock  on  the  door  between  the 
drying-ground  and  the  engineers’  yard. 

4th.  The  covering  in  with  a  ventilated  glass  roof  of  the  present 
steeping  place  for  foul  linen. 

5th.  The  boxing  off  of  the  steam  machinery  in  the  laundry. 

6th.  The  fixing  doors  to  shut  off  the  engineers’  yard  from  the 
general  grounds. 

7th.  The  introduction  of  light  wire  fireguards  in  all  wards  still 
unprovided  with  them,  where  there  are  epileptic  patients. 

8th.  The  establishment  of  a  continuous  night-supervision  of 
epileptic  and  suicidal  cases  in  the  male  division,  and  the  use  of  a 
larger  dormitory  for  such  cases,  on  the  female  side. 

9th.  The  asphalting,  or  paving  with  wood  or  tiles,  of  the  terraces 
under  verandahs,  in  front  of  the  wards  No.  1,  in  each  division. 


Leicester  Borough  Asylum. 

28  March  1877. 

We  have  to-day  seen  all  the  patients  now  on  the  books  of  this 
asylum,  and  have  found  them  generally  in  good  bodily  health,  quiet, 
and  well  behaved,  and  apparently  contented  with  their  treatment. 
The  numbers  are,  153  men  and  170  women,  making  the  total  of  323 
persons.  They  include  85  persons  from  Derby,  and  3  from  Not¬ 
tingham. 

The  weekly  rate  is: —For  the  Leicester  Borough  patients, 
11  s‘  8c/.;  for  those  from  Derby,  1 5 s.  2d.;  aud  from  Nottingham, 
14  s.  8  s. 

Twenty-eight  beds  are  vacant  in  the  male,  and  4  in  the  female 
division  ;  and  this  does  not  include  the  accommodation  which  would 
be  afforded  by  the  cottage  recently  obtained  and  referred  to  in  the 
last  Report,  in  which  about  18  men  could  be  placed.

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Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  every  instance,  but  Appendix  (c.) 
none  of  the  deaths  have  resulted  from  any  special  or  peculiar  cause, 
and  no  inquest  has  been  held.  (Borough) 

No  serious  accident  of  any  kind  has  happened.  Asylum. 

The  numbers  at  present  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  post-mortem 
are  5  of  each  sex,  and  as  we  went  through  the  wards  we  saw  7  men  examinations, 
and  5  women  in  bed  ;  but  with  the  exception  of  one  of  the  latter, 
who  is  suffering  from  carbuncle,  all  were  there  on  account  of  age 
and  weakness. 

No  seclusion  or  restraint  has  been  employed.  Seclusion  and 

The  wards  throughout  were  in  an  excellent  state  of  cleanliness  restraint, 
and  comfort,  and  the  condition  of  the  bedding,  which  was  clean  and 
otherwise  well  attended  to,  as  well  as  the  condition  of  the  patients 
as  regards  tidiness  in  dress  and  personal  appearance,  is  evidence  of 
the  careful  discharge  of  their  duties  in  these  respects  by  the 
attendants. 


The  dinner  to-clay  was  of  Australian  meat,  cold,  with  vegetables,  Dietary, 
red  cabbage  pickle,  bread,  and  beer,  and  we  had  no  complaints  re¬ 
specting  it. 

We  have  examined  the  returns  as  to  the  numbers  employed,  and  Occupations, 
find  29  men  work  on  the  farm  and  in  the  garden,  15  at  trades,  11  in 
the  kitchen  and  domestic  offices,  and  14  in  cleaning  the  wards. 
Twenty-three  women  assist  in  the  laundry,  1 1  in  the  kitchen  and 
about  the  house,  17  do  needlework,  and  22  are  ward  cleaners. 

Dr.  Finch  says  there  appears  to  be  an  indifference  amongst  the  Entertain- 
patientsas  to  joining  in  associated  entertainments,  which,  however,  are  ments- 
regularly  given,  though  only  attended  by  about  30  patients  of  each 
sex. 


Eighty  of  each  sex  appears  to  be  the  average  number  who  are  at  Divine  Service, 
chapel  on  Sunday. 

There  are  now  here  32  male  and  38  female  epileptics,  and  the  Epileptics, 
arrangements  for  their  supervision  at  night  are  the  same  as  those 
reported  last  year  ;  but  we  were  glad  to  hear  that  the  alterations  for 
the  improvement  of  the  female  dormitory  then  referred  to  are  under 
the  consideration  of  the  committee. 

A  tell-tale  clock  ha\s  been  put  in  the  women’s  division,  and  one  is 
about  to  be  obtained  for  the  men’s. 

Instructions  have  been  given  to  the  borough  surveyor  to  report  as  Sculleries, 
to  the  plans  proposed  for  the  improvement  of  the  sculleries,  lava-  lavatories,  and 
tories,  and  water-closets.  water-closets. 

The  building  of  the  hospital  for  infectious  diseases  began  about  New  hospital 
three  weeks  ago,  and  is  expected  to  be  finished  in  four  months. 

The  alteration  of,  and  additions  to  the  laundry  will  then  be  com-  Laundry  and 
menced,  and  Dr.  Finch  is  desirous  that  the  extension  of  the  wash-  washhouse, 
house  should  be  of  two  storeys  instead  of  one,  whereby  a  sitting 
room  for  the  laundry  workers  would  be  obtained. 

We  think  this  is  a  matter  well  worth  the  consideration  of  the 
committee. 

We  desire  to  express  our  opinion  that  Dr.  Finch  continues  to 
show  great  zeal  in  the  superintendence  of  this  asylum,  by  which  no 
doubt,  its  present  satisfactory  condition,  and  the  state  of  order  in 
which  we  found  the  patients  are  secured.

City  of  London  We  have  devoted  to*day  to  an  inspection  of  this  asylum.  Dr. 

Asylum.  Jepson  was  absent  in  attendance,  we  were  told,  on  the  Committee 
in  London ;  but  Mr.  Perkins,  who  has  been  his  medical  assistant 
here  for  four  years  or  thereabouts,  answered  all  inquiries  which  we 
made  of  him  in  respect  to  .the  institution. 

Numbers.  There  are  now  on  the  books  the  names  of  151  men  and  201 

women.  We  have  seen  all  these  patients,  and  spoken  to  many  of

them. 

Most  were  seen  by  us  in  their  wards,  a  few  in  the  workshops 
and  offices,  and  83  men  and  76  women  associated  at  dinner  in  the 
hall.  Their  behaviour  at  the  meal  was  orderly,  but  in  the  male 
division  the  patients  were,  a  considerable  number  ol  them,  disposed 
to  be  noisy,  and  insanely  discontented.  No  one  ol  either  sex  was, 
however,  secluded  or  restrained,  and  we  must  admit  that  the  men 
were  seen  by  us  under  unfavourable  circumstances,  as  they  were 
kept  back  from  their  exercise  in  the  grounds  lor  our  inspection. 

The  male  and  female  patients’  dress  was,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory ; 
the  slippers  of  some  looked  worn  out,  and  snould  be  replaced  by 
others. 

The  epileptics  are  13  in  the  male,  21  in  the  female  department. 
The  accommodation  by  night  of  the  latter  is  that  described  in  our 
colleagues’ report  of  2nd  May  1876,  but  since  then  a  night  nurse 
has  been  employed  to  sit  up  among  them.  The  worst  cases  of  the 
former  have  also  been  associated  in  a  10-bedded  dormitory  ;  1  patient, 
not  epileptic,  and  a  useful  man,  sleep  with  9  epileptics  there,  ihere 
is  no  special  night  attendant  for  these,  but  between  his  eight  visits 
nightly  to  the  other  male  wards,  the  ordinary  night  attendant  sits 
it  this  dormitory.  We  think  that  the  supervision  of  the  epileptics 
of  both  sexes  should  be  improved,  at  least  by  tell-tale  clocks,  and 
slits  in  the  single  rooms  adjoining  these  dormitories  occupied  by 
them.  The  position  of  the  epileptic  female  beds  in  the  single  rooms 
should  also  be  reversed,  as  at  present  their  heads  are  in  the  corners 
of  the  rooms  least  visible  by  a  passer-by  outside. 

The  present  health  of  the  asylum  inmates  is  good,  taking  into 
consideration  the  advanced  years  of  so  many  of  them.  Six  women 
and  3  men  were  the  only  persons  in  bed  to-day;  18  patients  are 
registered  as  taking  medicine. 

Fish  is  now  added  to  the  dietary.  It  forms  the  h  riday  dinner,  and 
is  given  with  melted  butter,  and  parsnips,  bread,  and  beer.  I  he 
fish  to-day  on  table  was  good. 

We  are  informed  that  53  men  and  64  women  attended  chapel  last 
Sunday;  and  since  the  Commissioners  were  last  here,  we  are  glad 
to  report  the  Sunday  performance  by  the  chaplain  of  a  short  service 
in.  the  female  infirmary.  He  also  visits  all  the  wards  twice  a  week. 
The  Sunday  suits  for  the  men  have  been  increased  in  number.

Occupations. 


There  has  been  no  general  advance  of  wages  to  the  attendants.  Attendants. 
In  the  male  division  there  are  13,  including  the  head  attendant  for 
day-work  ;  on  the  female  side  there  are  17,  besides  the  chief  nurse. 

There  is  one  male  and  there  are  two  night  attendants ;  two  ordinary 
attendants  of  each  sex  have  served  less  than  two  years  ;  one  man 
and  seven  women  have  been  on  duty  less  than  a  year.  The  short 
service  of  half  the  staff  shows  that  something  should  be  attempted 
to  meet  this  evil.  The  head  female  attendants’  pay  is  certainly 
very  low,  if  it  be,  as  we  learn,  30  /.  per  annum  only. 

The  wards  and  bedding  were  everywhere  in  excellent  order,  and  General  con- 
we  noticed  no  bad  smells.  By  constant  pumping,  the  noxious  gases  ditionofthe 
from  the  sewage,  observed  at  our  Colleagues’  visit  in  1876,  have  bauiino-  &m 
been  obviated.  The  urinals  in  the  male  division  have  been  much  arrangements, 
improved  by  re-arrangement ;  the  bathing  is,  however,  not  satis¬ 
factory.  It  was  admitted  by  attendants  that  a  clean  bath  was  not 
the  invariable  rule  for  every  patient,  and  where  rules  have  been 
hung  up,  these  do  not  provide  against  bathing  two  individuals  in  the 
same  water.  We  recommend  that  sponges,  flannels,  and  other 
materials  for  the  bath  should  be  kept  in  every  bath-room,  in  a 
cupboard,  or  on  a  shelf  or  rack,  for  ready  inspection,  and  that  foul 
linen,  and  other  things  which  are  now  out  of  place,  these  should  be 
put  away  elsewhere. 

The  weekly  associated  dances,  &c.,  are  maintained  ;  the  average  Amusements 
attendance  of  patients  at  them  appears  to  be  135  in  nearly  equal  an<l  exercise- 
proportions  of  each  sex.  A  few  men,  and  from  20  to  30  women, 
walk  beyond  the  estate  on  week-days  ;  a  large  party  of  males  on 
Sundays.  The  laundry  women  go  out  twice  a  week. 

According  to  the  medical  records,  one  man  has  been  secluded  ^J^int  and 
twice  altogether  for  21  hours;  another  six  times,  for  an  aggregate 
of  75  hours.  Two  women  have  been  so  treated,  1  for  seven,  the 
other  for  eight  hours.  To  prevent  self-mutilation,  a  man  has  been 
restrained  through  the  night  on  four  occasions,  and  a  woman  for 
surgical  reasons  has  been  so  dealt  with  five  times,  for  a  total  period 
of  60  hours. 

One  hundred  patients  have  been  admitted  since  the  Commissioners’  Admissions, 
last  visit ;  that  is  to  say,  42  men  and  58  women.  Eighty-five  patients  a^K^deaS 
have  been  discharged,  23  males  and  62  females.  A  man  has  also 
escaped,  and  avoided  recapture  within  the  statutory  14  days  for 
0.89.  that 
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that  proceeding.  Eighteen  deaths  have  taken  place  in  the  male. 
9  in  the  female  division.  Of  these,  24  arose  from  natural  causes 
usual  in  asylums.  Three  other  deaths  were  attributed,  two  to 
suffocation  during  the  night  by  lying  on  the  face  in  an  epileptic 
attack  (which  strongly  illustrate  the  prudence  of  continuous  night 
supervision),  the  third  to  a  fall  from  the  asylum  roof.  This  man 
had  escaped  from  the  ward,  being  suicidally  disposed,  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  attendant  in  charge  of  him,  and  for  this  negligence 
on  his  part  the  attendant  was  dismissed. 

The  particulars  of  these  three  deaths  were  communicated  at  the 
time  to  our  Board,  and  formed  the  spbject  of  correspondence. 

An  inquest  was  held  in  the  case  only  of  the  man  who  fell  from 
the  roof,  and  in  one  other  case.  Among  the  detached  buildings  of 
this  asylum  we  visited  the  mortuary.  We  suggest  that  suitable 
fittings,  a  shelf  with  curtains,  should  be  provided  in  the  room  where 
the  corpses  are  placed  for  view  by  the  friends  of  the  deceased.  In 
compliance  with  our  colleagues’  recommendations,  the  last  offices 
to  the  female  dead  are  now  entrusted  to  attendants  from  the  women’s 
division. 

There  have  been  24  post-mortem  examinations. 


Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Asylum. 

26  January  1877. 

The  committee  and  medical  superintendent  of  this  asylum  have 
now  223  patients  in  their  charge.  None  are  absent  on  trial,  and  all 
therefore  have  been  seen  by  us.  The  out-borough  cases  and 
private  patients  are  respectively  16  and  11  ;  the  former  pay  14  s.  a 
week,  the  latter  vary  from  16  s.  to  21  s.  The  maintenance  charge 
for  paupers  chargeable  to  Newcastle- on-Tyne  is  now  11  s.  Of d. 
weekly  ;  these  consist  of  98  men  and  125  women.  The  following 
figures  show  the  changes  since  our  colleagues’  visit  in  duly  last.

Every  patient  who  died  was  the  subject  of  a  post-mortem  exam- 
ination,  and  one  man  of  an  inquest.  The  verdict  of  the  jury  was, 
“  Died  from  general  paralysis  and  bronchitis,  accelerated  by  broken 
ribs,  but  how  and  in  what  manner  his  ribs  were  broken  no  sufficient 
evidence  appears.”  We  have  felt  it  to  be  our  duty  to  make  some 
inquiry  into  this  death,  although  the  particulars  have  been  the 
subject  of  letters  by  the  superintendent  to  our  Board.  As  far  as 
we  can  ascertain,  the  deceased,  E,  B.,  was  admitted  here  on  the 

4th 
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4th  January  last,  and  lie  appears  to  have  been  a  restless  general  Appendix  (C.) 
paralytic,  a  strong  built  man,  but  feeble  on  his  legs.  According  to  N  tle_ 
the  evidence  before  us,  he  was  a  patient  in  the  male  infirmary,  upon_Tyne 
where  the  charge  attendant  is  only  22  years  of  age,  assisted  by  a  Asylum, 
man  who  acts  also  as  gardener,  and  where  the  cases  are  twenty  or  inquiry  into  a 
thereabouts,  but  for  special  charge  of  E.  14.  another  attendant  had  case  ot  broken 
been  employed  :  he,  however,  had  been  in  the  asylum  service  only  two  11  !5’ 
months,  and  his  age  appears  to  be  26  years  only.  While  E,  14.  was 
in  this  special  charge  three  occurrences  are  alleged  any  of  which  might 
have  been  disastrous  to  him,  but  we  do  not  think  that  the  first  was 
that  on  which  he  sustained  the  injuries  which  accelerated  his  death. 

The  only  person  who  can  give  testimony  to  the  later  occurrences,  is 
the  attendant  Gf.,  who  was  then  in  special  charge  of  E.  R.  According 
to  his  account  the  patient  threw  a  spittoon  at  him,  and  then  charged 
him  with  an  uplifted  chair  in  the  forenoon  of  the  16th  of  January; 
that  in  a  short  struggle  to  wrest  the  chair  from  him  by  G.,  the  patient 
fell  back  heavily  on  his  left  side;  that  the  chair  cut  his  eyebrow  ;  that 
he  G.,  immediately  reported  the  affair  to  the  charge  attendant,  who 
ran  in  from  another  part  of  the  ward  on  hearing  the  noise ;  that  on  the 
same  day,  in  the  afternoon,  another  demented  patient  pushed  E.  14., 
when  he  fell  backwards  in  his  chair  on  to  the  floor,  which  fall  G. 
did  not,  however,  report.  The  charge  attendant,  when  examined  by 
us,  admitted  the  report  of  the  affair,  including  the  first  fall,  as  stated 
by  G.,  and  it  seems  that  he,  on  the  same  day,  told  Dr.  Brown,  the 
assistant  medical  officer,  but  whether  he  mentioned  that  fall  is 
doubtful.  Dr.  Brown  denies  that  he  did,  and  Dr.  Brown  insists 
that  if  he  had  heard  of  the  fall,  he  should  have  certainly  then  ex¬ 
amined  the  body  of  E.  14,,  which  he  did  not  do.  On  the  18th  of 
January,  in  consequence  of  complaint  by  E.R.  that  the  attendant  had 
stuck  pins  into  him.  Dr.  Brown  examined  his  body  and  then  discovered 
fractured  ribs  on  both  sides ;  thereafter  the  patient  appears  to  have 
received  the  surgical  treatment  which  his  case  demanded.  From 
the  appearance  of  the  body  of  E.  14.  on  post-mortem  examination, 

Dr.  Wickham  and  Dr.  Brown  consider  that  the  fractures  could  not 
have  taken  place  so  far  back  as  the  date  of  an  alleged  fall  a  week 
prior  to  the  16th  of  January,  when  moreover  he  was  examined  by  Dr. 

Brown,  and  no  fracture  could  be  detected.  We  in  vain  examined 
several  patients  to  obtain  further  information.  The  charge  of  the 
infirmary  should  not,  we  think,  be  left  to  a  young  man  aged  22  ; 
reports  of  assaults,  &c.,  should  be  given  in  writing  by  attendants, 
and  G.  was  too  inexperienced  to  have  special  charge  of  the  deceased. 

We  cannot  fix  him  or  any  other  person  with  ill-usage  of  E.  14.,  but 
he  admits  that  he  did  not  report  the  second  fall  of  the  patient  on  the 
16th  instant,  and  he  did  not  comply  with  the  26th  clause  in  the  rules  as 
to  duties  of  attendants  in  this  asylum,  which  declares  that,  “  when¬ 
ever  a  patient  becomes  violent,  the  attendant  should  at  once  call  for 
the  assistance  of  other  attendants.’’  We  strongly  recommend  that 
G,  should  not  be  for  a  considerable  period  employed,  if  ever,  in 
any  but  a  position  of  little  responsibility. 

We  found  the  patients  on  the  whole  quiet,  both  in  the  wards  and  Patients' 
airing-courts,  but  the  worst  conducted  of  the  women  are  still  much  behaviour,  and 
disposed  to  turbulence  and  noise.  It  would  be  very  desirable  to amusements' 
0.89.  lessen 
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lessen  the  number  in  No.  2  on  the  female  side,  and  to  mix  them  with 
the  others.  There  are  now  21  in  that  ward  with  three  nurses. 
The  men  also  of  the  least  favourable  class  for  management,  require, 
we  think,  more  means  of  in-door  amusement.  We  could  only  see 
these  in  the  shape  of  games,  a  set  of  draughts,  and  one  incomplete 
pack  of  cards. 

The  behaviour  of  the  patients  at  dinner  in  the  hall  was  very  good  ; 
about  70  women  and  60  men  ;  several  men  complained  of  an  insuffi¬ 
cient  quantity  of  food,  butNthe  dietary  is  not  open  to  objection,  and 
the  fare  to-day,  fish  with  potatoes  and  beer,  we  tasted,  found  good, 
and  the  portions  liberal. 

No  one  was  in  restraint  or  seclusion;  two  men  and  4  women 
have  been  secluded  for  35  hours  altogether,  all  for  violence  ;  two 
epileptics  and  3  men  and  2  women  have  been  restrained  for  817 
hours  altogether,  3  to  prevent  self-injury,  2  for  surgical  reasons. 

As  we  passed  through  the  wards,  4  males  and  2  females  were  in 
bed ;  the  general  health  is  good ;  there  has  been  no  epidemic. 

Throughout  the  interior  of  the  building  the  bedding  is  in  ex¬ 
cellent  order,  and  the  wards  were  everywhere  in  a  state  of  neatness 
and  free  from  offensive  smell  during  our  inspection.  Dent’s  clocks 
have  been  ordered,  and  there  will  be  a  sufficient  number  of  stations 
on  each  side. 

About  100  patients  attend  the  chapel  on  Sundays;  20  per  cent., 
or  thereabouts,  are  Roman  Catholics;  these  have  no  regular 
ministrations  from  a  priest,  but  a  very  few  occasionally  attend  mass 
outside. 

The  amusements  and  out-door  exercise  are,  as  heretofore  reported, 
given  liberally. 

No  improvements  of  a  structural  nature  have  been  made  since  the 
last  visit,  but  there  is  a  contract  shortly  to  be  executed  for  pre¬ 
venting  the  waste  steam  passing  into  the  drains,  which  is  an  incon¬ 
venience,  and  the  work  of  re-papering  some  of  the  wards  is  about 
to  be  taken  in  hand. 


Norwich  Infirmary  Asylum.

We  have  seen  all  the  patients  whose  names  are  on  the  books, 
with  the  exception  of  one  woman,  who  is  spending  the  day  with  her 
friends,  and  one  man  who  is  absent  on  leave.  They  are  106  in 
number,  50  men  and  56  women.  The  following  have  been  the  ad¬ 
missions,  discharges  and  deaths  since  our  last  visit : —

Three 
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Three  recoveries  are  reported.  The  causes  of  death  were  Appendix  (C.) 
exhaustion,  combined  with  paralysis,  mania,  epilepsy  and  old  Norwich 
age.  Infirmary 

One  inquest  has  been  held  on  a  man  who  was  admitted  in  a  state  Asylums, 
of  great  exhaustion,  and  died  on  the  following  day.  inquest. 

Four  post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made,  and  Dr.  Post-mortem 
Harris  states  that  he  finds  the  relatives  generally  object  to  them.  examinations. 

The  numbers  last  registered  as  under  medical  treatment  are 
5  males  and  6  females ;  the  bodily  health  of  the  patients  is  good, 
and  no  disease  of  an  epidemic  character  has  shown  itself,  nor  has 
any  accident  of  a  serious  nature  occurred. 

Under  the  head  of  restraint  two  patients  of  each  sex  are  re- Restraint  and 
corded  as  having  been  packed  in  wet  sheets,  three  of  them,  each  on  seclusion, 
one  occasion,  for  periods  of  from  4  to  6  hours,  and  one  on  two 
occasions. 

Three  men  have  been  secluded,  each  on  one  occasion,  for  6  and 
4  hours,  and  40  minutes  respectively. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  of  the  women,  all  of  both  sexes  Dining 
were  dining  together  in  the  hall,  and  their  conduct  was  in  all  re-  arrangements, 
spects  good  and  orderly.  The  dinner  was  of  soup,  with  vegetables, 
and  some  Australian  meat  in  it,  and  seemed  to  give  general  satis¬ 
faction.  On  no  matter,  in  fact,  did  we  receive  complaints,  except 
the  usual  one  of  detention  here  at  all,  and  we  regret  to  have  to 
state  that  there  seem  to  be  but  few  whose  recovery  may  be  hoped 
for. 

The  dress  and  personal  condition  of  the  patients  is  very  satisfac-  clothing, 
tory.  The  men  have  Sunday  suits,  but  the  linen  is  not  changed 
more  than  once  a  week,  the  laundry  arrangements  not  admitting  of 
a  more  frequent  change. 

The  staff  of  attendants  is  numerically  the  same.  The  wages  Attendants, 
continue  to  be  paid  weekly,  and  are  at  the  same  rate  to  begin  with, 
but  a  rise  of  6  cl  a  week  is  given  after  a  six  months’  service. 

We  have  inquired  with  regard  to  the  employment,  the  associated  Amusements 
forms  of  entertainment,  and  the  chapel  attendance  on  Sundays,  and  and  Divine 
find  nothing  fresh  to  report  in  respect  of  them.  The  dressing-  eivice* 
room  attached  to  the  male  bath-room  has  had  open  zinc  plates  put 
in  the  doors  for  its  better  ventilation. 

There  are  now  two  baths  in  the  women’s  bath-room,  and  it  is  in-  Bathing 
tended  to  put  up  a  copper  adjoining  this  room  for  the  supply  of  hot  arrangements, 
water.  It  would  no  doubt  be  of  much  advantage,  and  greatly 
facilitate  the  proper  bathing  of  the  patients  if  the  water  from  this 
copper  were  laid  on  to  the  baths  by  pipes.  The  pumps  in  the  yard, 
referred  to  in  the  last  Eeport,  are  chained  up,  and  the  water  is  only 
used  for  bathing  purposes. 

Two  closets  at  the  end  of  the  female  airing-court  have  been  made,  New  water- 
and  the  entrance  of  them  screened  off  by  a  high  wooden  screen,  closets. 

Four  openings  have  been  made  in  the  wall  between  this  court  and 
a  small  one  (hitherto  unused)  adjoining,  and  this  will  make  an 
acceptable  addition  to  the  airing-court  space.  Internally  a  con-  internal 
siderable  amount  of  painting  and  general  decoration  has  been  done,  PaintinS>  &c. 
which  has  much  enlivened  the  wards.

Throughout 
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Throughout  we  found  the  rooms  clean,  the  bedding  good  and  well 
attended  to,  and  the  supply  of  combs  and  brushes  more  than  usually 
abundant.  The  above  works  and  improvements,  together  with  the 
generally  in  which  we  have  found  this  institution,  show  that  the 
desire  to  increase  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  its  inmates,  previously 
referred  to,  continues.

Note.  (Earls wood  Asylum,  p.  318.) 

We  have  been  requested  to  insert  the  following  Note  : — (t  It  is  important, 
in  instituting  a  comparison  between  this  Asylum  and  Hospitals  for  the  Insane, 
to  observe  that  its  purposes  and  machinery  are  greatly  different  to  them — a 
difference  which  necessarily  entails  increased  cost.  The  inmates  are  for  the 
most  part  children  who  require  a  large  proportion  of  attendants  on  account  of 
their  age  and  frequent  helplessness,  and  who  are  unable  to  render  the  service 
which  is  obtained  from  adult  lunatics.  The  arrangements  include  a  large  staff 
of  teachers  for  the  educational  part,  and  artizans  to  instruct  in  various  trades. 
Moreover,  there  is  superadded  to  the  Charity,  accommodation  for  patients 
of  the  higher  classes,  who  require  the  increased  attention  which  their  pay- 
merit  justifies.  The  total  expenses  are  necessarily  increased  by  the  de¬ 
pendence  of  the  Asylum  on  charitable  contributions,  for  the  collection  of 
which  a  special  organisation  is  required.”

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Besides  the  above  there  are  6  boarders  of  each  sex,  1  of  whom  is 
temporarily  absent. 

As  regards  “  School’s  Hill,”  the  two  cottages  in  use  are  not,  as  in 
the  case&of  Apple  Tree  Farm,  only  separated  by  a  road  from  the 
Hospital  Estate,  but  by  ground  belonging  to  other  proprietors.  In 
these  circumstances  the  patients  placed  there  should  have  leave  of 
absence  from  the  committee. 

Except  the  patients  on  leave,  whose  names  have  been  entered  in 
the  patients’  book,  we  have  seen  and  spoken  to  eacli  individual, 
and  made  all  statutory  inquiries  regarding  the  regularities  of  their 
admission,  and  the  accommodation  and  treatment.  We  are  glad  to 
report  that  no  complaints  were  made  to  us  by  patients  of  either  sex 
with  regard  to  harshness  or  rough  usage  by  attendants.  .  On  the 
contrary,  many  spoke  gratefully  of  the  kindness  and  attention  they 
received. 

There  was  little  or  no  excitement ;  and  except  a  lady  who  was 
locked  in  her  own  room,  and  who  is  occasionally  separated  in  this 
manner  from  the  others,  to  prevent  annoyance,  no  one  was  secluded 
or  restrained. 

Personally  the  patients  were  well  attended  to,  and  their  clothing 
in  both  divisions  was  good.  There  is  an  excellent  practice  here  of 
providing  clothing  for  any  patients  whose  friends  neglect  to  furnish 
them  with  a  sufficient  supply,  and  charging  it  to  their  account. 

The  beds  and  bedding  are  good,  and  the  wards  generally  in  very 
excellent  order.  The  furniture  is  comfortable,  and  the  means  of 
recreation  and  occupation  ample. 

All  the  galleries  were  well  warmed,  but  No.  3  back  galleries  on 
both  sides,  where  the  least  favourable  cases  are  placed,  are  de¬ 
cidedly  overcrowded  as  regards  day  space.  Some  relief  to  this 
will  be  obtained  ere  long  on  the  male  side,  as  a  new  gallery  is 
in  course  of  erection,  in  which  there  will  be  accommodation  for 
16  patients;  but  when  the  present  overcrowded  wards  are  re¬ 
duced  to  their  proper  complements,  there  will  in  all  probability 
not  be  more  than  space  for  8  or  9  additional  inmates.  When  the 
new  gallery  is  opened,  the  basement  will  be  disused,  except  as 
offices  and  rooms  for  some  of  the  attendants.  A  similar  enlarge¬ 
ment  is  contemplated  on  the  ladies’  side.  A  good  billiard-room  will 
be  provided  in  the  male  gallery,  and  for  the  ladies  a  large  music  and 
recreation-room  is  to  be  built. 

Notwithstanding  the  above  very  desirable  additions,  we  think 
that  the  day  space,  especially  in  No.  3  Wards,  on  both  sides,  will 
still  be  too  limited ;  and  we  suggest,  for  consideration,  whether  it 
would  not  be  advisable  to  construct  large  rooms  at  the  extremities 
of  those  galleries. 

The  existing  bath-rooms  arc  small,  and  not  so  good  or  comfortable 
as  they  should  be  considering  the  class  of  patients  received,  and  we 
are  glad  to  learn  that  it  is  proposed  to  provide  four  additional 
bath-rooms  of  improved  construction,  with  fire  -places  in  each 
division. 

The  old  chapel  is  still  used  as  a  dining-room,  and  we  saw  14 
gentlemen  and  10  ladies  at  dinner  there  yesterday,  who  were  served 
with  an  excellent  meal,  and  provided  with  every  comfort. 

Prayers 
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Prayers  are  read,  as  before,  in  the  temporary  chapel  on  Sundays,  APPend^  (u.) 
and  on  week  days  in  the  dining-hall,  the  daily  congregations  being  Manchester 
rather  larger  than  on  Sunday.  Hospital. 

Associated  entertainments  are  frequent,  and  appear  to  be  popular.  Divine  Service. 
Pour  carriages  and  six  horses  are  kept  for  the  use  of  the  patients.  Amusements 
and  are  in  constant  request.  and  exercise. 

On  examination  of  the  medical  journal,  it  appears  that  mechanical  Restraint  and 
restraint  has  not  been  employed  since  the  last  visit.  Seclusion  has  seclusion, 
been  had  recourse  to  in  the  case  of  only  two  gentlemen  for  an  aggre¬ 
gate  period  of  live  days. 

In  some  instances  this  mode  of  treatment  was,  however,  largely 
employed  on  the  female  side,  the  total  duration  having  been  120 
days  and  applicable  to  6  ladies,  of  whom  one  was  kept  in  her  room 
48  days,  a  second  33  days,  a  third  22  days,  a  fourth  14  days,  a  fifth 
2  days,  and  a  sixth  1  day. 

As  to  medical  treatment,  the  medical  record  for  last  week  gives 
the  names  of  only  4  gentlemen  and  2  ladies. 

The  arrangements  for  suicidal  patients  are  the  same  as  before  Suicidal  cases, 
stated.  They  are  assembled  in  one  dormitory  at  night,  and  are  in 
charge  of  a  special  attendant,  who  sits  up  all  night. 

We  agree  with  our  Colleagues,  that  in  order  to  test  the  vigilance 
of  these"  and  other  officers,  tell-tale  clocks  should  be  provided. 

We  are  pleased  to  learn  that  the  finances  of  the  hospital  are  in 
a  flourishing  state.

The  recorded  causes  of  death  are  of  an  ordinary  description,  ex¬ 
cept  in  three  cases,  two  of  which  were  the  subject  of  coroner  s  in¬ 
quests,  and  as  to  all  of  which  full  particulars  were  furnished  to  our 
Board,  and  correspondence  ensued.  It  is,  therefore,  needless  to  refer 
to  these  cases  on  this  occasion,  except  as  regards  the  death  of  a  lady 
from  epilepsy  when  no  nurse  was  present.  The  result  has  been  that 
the  visitation  of  the  patients  during  the  night  has  been  made  more 
continuous,  and  the  recurrence  of  such  an  event  rendered  less  pos¬ 
sible.  #  e  . 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  night  watching,  we  may  here 
mention  that  new  arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  the  female 
night  attendant  comes  on  duty  an  hour  sooner  than  formerly,  and 
thus  the  patients  are  never  left  without  supervision,  as  was  once  the 
case  for  one  hour  in  the  female  division. 

The  patients  are  now  91  in  number  ;  46  of  the  male,  and  45  of 
the  female  sex.  They  have  all  been  seen  and  spoken  to  by  us  to¬ 
day,  and  we  have  gone  into  all  the  rooms  they  occupy.  There  was 
a  little  excitement  in  one  or  two  cases  in  the  lower  female  wards  ; 
but,  as  a  rule,  the  patients  were  remarkably  quiet  and  well  behaved, 
and  except  one  or  two  old  and  well-known  grumblers,  all  spoke 
favourably  of  their  treatment,  and  expressed  themselves  grateful 
for  the  kindness  they  had  experieuced. 

There  were  many  regrets- at  the  approaching  retirement  of 
Hr.  Lyle,  who,  we  learn,  has  recently  given  in  his  resignation  with 
a  view  to  private  practice  in  Exeter. 

The  personal  condition  of  the  inmates  of  both  divisions  was 
creditable  to  the  attendants  and  nurses,  of  whom  there  are  at 
present  17  of  the  former  and  12  of  the  latter,  besides  the  night- 
watch  ;  but  the  17  attendants  include  seven  who  are  specially  en¬ 
gaged  as  private  servants  to  individual  patients.  Besides  the 
attendants,  housemaids  are  employed  for  bedmaking  and  general 
household  work. 

As  regards  the  routine  of  management  there  is  nothing  new  to 
report ;  all  attention  appears  to  be  given  to  the  encouragement  of 
occupations  and  amusements,  and  exercise  both  within  and  beyond 

the 
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the  boundaries  of  the  grounds  is  promoted  as  much  as  possible ;  Appendix  (H.) 
about  12  of  each  sex  drive  or  walk  out  in  the  neighbourhood.  - 

Among  the  structural  additions  and  improvements  carried  out 
since  the  last  visit,  is  the  completion  of  the  chapel,  in  which  there 
are  now  given  two  full  services  every  Sunday,  and  the  morning:  Structural 

^  •  v  j  j  o  ormirinriq  flnrl 

prayer  service  is  read  every  day.  The  chapel  is  handsomely  fur-  alterations, 
nished  and  fitted  up,  and  has  a  good  organ. 

A  further  important  addition  is  the  construction  of  a  new  and 
spacious  kitchen  fitted  with  a  complete  cooking  apparatus.  The 
completion  of  these  buildings  has  enabled  steps  to  be  taken  to  lay 
out  the  inner  gardens,  which  are  now  in  excellent  order.  In  going 
round  the  building  we  noticed  various  additions  to  the  furniture  and 
supply  of  pictures,  and  observed  that  three  of  the  male  galleries  and 
one  on  the  female  side  had  been  newly  coloured  and  painted. 

W e  have  made  an  entry  in  the  patients’  book  as  to  cases  which 
have  more  especially  engaged  our  attention.  There  are  some  pa¬ 
tients  here  who  have  evidently  improved  since  admission,  but  no 
one  is  at  this  time  fit  for  discharge,  and  the  proportion  of  chronic 
cases  is  large. 

The  payments  range  from  300  L  a  year  (in  one  case  only),  to  155.  Payments, 
a  week,  and  three  patients  are  received  gratuitously. 

All  the  books  and  registers  have  been  signed,  and  we  have  ex¬ 
amined  the  certificates. 

A  vast  mass  of  letters  written  by  patients  has  also  been  submitted  Patients’ 
to  us.  They  are  principally  written  by  two  or  three  of  the  patients, letfcers* 
and  many  are  addressed  to  persons  of  high  position.  All  exhibit  un¬ 
doubted  signs  of  insanity.  Among  those  addressed  to  relatives,  we 
are  informed,  by  Dr.  Lyle,  that  they  have  been  retained  at  their  re¬ 
quest,  the  reception  of  them  being  very  painful. 

As  regards  letters  of  this  kind,  however,  great  care  is  necessary, 
so  that  none  may  be  kept  back  which  contain  complaints  regarding 
treatment,  or  requests  that  the  patients  may  be  visited.  All  letters 
kept  back  are  laid  before  the  committee,  and  the  majority  of  those 
shown  to  us  to-day  have  been  seen  by  them.  * 

We  are  informed  that  the  present  lady  superintendent  has  A  ladies’ 
resigned,  and  that  in  future  there  will  be  a  ladies’  companion  to  be  companion 
always  in  the  female  ward,  and  a  housekeeper,  whose  duties  will  be  aPPointed" 
confined  to  domestic  organization  and  arrangement. 

In  conclusion,  we  are  glad  to  be  again  able  to  report  much  im¬ 
provement  in  various  ways,  and  we  consider  that  Dr.  Lyle  will  leave 
the  hospital  in  a  state  very  creditable  to  him. 


Barn  wood  House,  Gloucester. 

15  October  1877. 

We  have  seen  all  the  patients  whose  names  are  on  the  books  of  Barnwood 
this  hospital,  with  the  exception  of  one  gentleman  who  is  absent  on  House, 
trial.  They  include  53  gentlemen  and  50  ladies.  There  is  only  statistics, 
further  accommodation  for  2  patients  of  each  sex. 

The  following  changes  among  the  patients  have  occurred  since 
our  Colleagues  visited  on  the  22nd  November,  1876: —

All  the  deaths  were  of  persons  over  the  age  of  60,  and  resulted 
from  causes  ordinary  in  asylums.  The  general  bodily  health  of 
both  sexes  is  good.  None  were  to-day  in  bed,  and  not  more 
than  3  gentlemen  and  2  ladies  are  registered  as  under  medical  treat¬ 
ment. 

Restraint  has  not  been  employed,  and  seclusion  only  in  the  case 
of  4  ladies,  altogether  on  seven  occasions,  and  for  a  total  dura¬ 
tion  of  50  hours.  The  patients  were  all  free  from  excitement  of 
any  kind,  and  great  good  order  and  comfort  seems  to  prevail  in 
both  divisions.  We  conversed  with  all  who  desired  to  do  so,  and 
with  a  few  had  rather  lengthy  interviews.  Any  observations  that 
we  think  necessary  will  be  found  in  the  patients’  book. 

Regular  exercise  both  by  driving  and  walking  is  continued,  and 
during  the  summer  10  gentlemen  and  7  ladies  were  at  Scar¬ 
borough  for  three  weeks. 

The  entertainments,  which  are  of  a  varied  character,  are  given 
generally  once  a  week,  and  are  well  attended.  There  are,  in  addi¬ 
tion,  cricket  matches  and  picnics,  and  the  annual  school  treat  is 
held  in  these  grounds,  which  is  said  to  afford  much  pleasure  to  the 
patients. 

The  day-rooms  are  comfortable,  cheerful,  and  well  supplied  with 
newspapers,  books,  and  other  means  for  indoor  amusements,  and 
the  bed-rooms  are  in  a  very  good  state,  and  the  bedding  well 
attended  to. 

The  charge  at  which  patients  are  received  is  as  follows  :  30  at  not 
more  than  2 5  s.,  including  some  at  a  very  much  lower  rate ;  19 
at  25  s.  to  35  s. ;  16  at  from  35  s.  to  42  s.;  15  at  from  42  s.  to  52  s.  6  d.\ 
5  at  63  5. ;  6  at  from  63  s.  to  84  s.  ;  and  2  at  126  s.  per  week. 

On  each  side  there  is  a  night  attendant,  the  regularity  of  whose 
visits  is  checked  by  Dent’s  clocks,  and  the  general  staff  appears  to 
be  sufficient.  The  wages  of  the  men  are  from  24  l.  to  40  /.  a  year, 
and  those  of  the  women  from  16  /.  to  24  /. 

Since  the  last  visit  the  Committee  have  purchased  122  acres  of 
land,  only  separated  from  the  hospital  by  the  high  road.  Several 
improvements  have  also  been  carried  out : — 

1.  The  purchase  of  a  considerable  amount  of  new  furniture  and 
carpeting. 

2.  The  furnishing  and  occupation  of  the  new  building,  No.  4, 
for  ladies.  The  airing- court  in  this  ward  is  being  enlarged. 

3.  The  better  ventilation  of  the  drains. 

4.  The  provision  of  lightning  conductors,  and  of  an  additional 
hydrant. 

5.  The 
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5.  The  erection  of  a  spacious  and  well-arranged  greenhouse,  Appendix  (H.) 

with  the  necessary  garden  buildings.  .  Barnwood 

We  have  much  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  the  many  im- Ha0runs^ooc 
provements  that  have  been  effected  in  this  hospital  during  the  last  Additional 
three  years.  Its  present  condition  is  highly  creditable  to  Dr.  and  iand,  and 
Mrs.  Needham,  whose  kindness  and  considerate  attention  were  improvements, 
repeatedly  commented  upon  to  us  to-day  by  patients  in  both  divi- 
tions. 


Liverpool  Lunatic  Hospital. 


15  August  1877. 

Twelve  gentlemen  and  17  ladies  are  now  here  as  patients,  and  Liverpool 
we  found  them  all  at  home.  We  had,  as  usual,  applications  from  Hospital, 
several  for  their  discharge,  but  in  no  instance  could  it  have  been 
properly  granted.

Seven  recoveries  are  reported.  The  deaths  resulted  from  ordi¬ 
nary  causes,  and  the  general  health  is  now  good.  Only  one  patient, 
an  elderly  gentlemen,  was  to-day  in  bed,  and  3  of  each  sex  are 
under  medical  treatment.  Most  of  the  gentlemen  were  walking 
about  in  the  airing-court,  and  they,  as  well  as  the  ladies,  were  free 
from  excitement. 

The  majority  of  the  patients  were  tidy  in  their  dress,  but  we  Clothing,  &c, 
understand  that  there  is  great  difficulty  in  many  instances  in  obtain¬ 
ing  a  proper  supply  from  their  friends. 

The  diet  given  appears  to  be  a  liberal  one  ;  meat  is  given  daily.  Dietary, 
with  the  addition  on  different  days  of  the  week  of  fish  or  soup,  and 
pudding  or  tart.  Three  gentlemen  and  5  ladies  dine  with  Dr. 

Gill.  Some  get  out  occasionally  beyond  the  grounds,  and  it  would 
be  no  doubt  a  great  boon  to  them  if  they  could  be  taken  out  for 
drives  from  time  to  time. 

There  has  been  no  restraint  employed,  but  3  of  the  males  and  Restraint  and 
4  of  the  females  have  been  secluded ;  but  with  the  exception  of  one  seclusion. 
of  each  sex  who  were  so  treated  for  two  days  and  three  days 
respectively,  the  duration  of  the  seclusion  was  short. 

The  state  of  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  ladies  was  satisfactory  ;  Renovations 
but  with  regard  to  those  in  the  other  division,  we  can  only  report needed- 
that  new  carpets,  fresh  painting  and  papering,  and  general  renova¬ 
tion  are  much  needed. 

The  bedding  was  in  proper  order,  but  we  found  that  2  male 
o.8c).  F  F  3  patients 
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patients  have,  for  a  long  time,  been  sleeping  alone  in  the  same  room. 
We  informed  Dr.  Gill  that  this  was  a  practice  that  should  never  be 
allowed,  and  he  has  assured  us  that  it  shall  be  discontinued. 

The  services  on  Sunday  and  during  the  week  are  performed  as 
heretofore  by  the  chaplain.  The  certificates  of  those  recently  ad¬ 
mitted  have  been  laid  before  us.  No  letters  have  been  detained 
except  those  of  one  gentleman,  who  daily  presents  Dr.  Gill  with  one, 
addressed  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  other  American 
officials,  of  a  perfectly  irrational  character. 

Dr.  Gill  has  induced  a  few  of  the  patients  to  play  cricket,  and  if 
the  means  were  provided,  some  of  the  ladies  would  doubtless  enjoy 
croquet. 


Royal  Albert  Asylum,  Lancaster. 

12  March  1877. 

The  changes  which  have  taken  place  since  our  visit  a  year  ago, 
comprise  the  admission  of  38  males  and  26  females,  the  discharge  of 
4  males  and  5  females,  and  the  deaths  of  5  patients  of  each  sex, 
leaving  on  the  books  the  names  of  203  males  and  96  females ;  total, 
299  ;  being  an  increase  of  45  upon  the  numbers  seen  last  year. 

The  whole  of  the  patients  have  been  seen  by  us  to-day,  and  we 
have  made  the  usual  inquiries  regarding  the  treatment  and  the  ar¬ 
rangements  made  for  the  education,  training,  and  comfort  of  the 
inmates. 

We  can  again  report  very  favourably  of  the  personal  condition  of 
the  patients,  and  their  wards  were  clean  and  well-ventilated.  The 
bedding  continues  to  be  well  attended  to,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to 
find  that  nearly  all  the  bed-making  is  done  by  the  girls,  who  com¬ 
mence  their  day’s  work  in  this  manner,  and  afterwards  attend  the 
schools. 

The  training  in  school  is  carried  on  for  about  an  hour  at  a  time. 
As  regards  useful  occupations,  99  of  the  boys  and  43  girls  are  re¬ 
turned  as  being  employed  in  various  ways,  and  of  the  girls  12  others 
are  under  industrial  training  in  the  schools.  We  have  been  given  a 
return  of  the  trades  and  occupations  which  are  followed  and  taught 
here,  from  which  it  appears  that  of  the  boys,  11  work  as  tailors,  10 
as  shoemakers,  15  as  shoeblacks,  7  as  farm  boys,  14  in  the  joiners’ 
shop,  8  in  the  garden,  10  in  the  shops,  5  in  the  laundry,  and  18  as 
hairpickers,  &c. 

The  girls  employed  comprise  16  bed-makers,  18  laundry  workers, 
6  in  the  kitchen,  and  3  in  the  crockery  room. 

Associated  recreations  are  not  forgotten,  and  the  weekly  amuse¬ 
ments  consist  of  concerts,  magic-lantern  exhibitions,  readings,  and 
dances.  Occasionally  there  are  in  the  summer  time  visits  to  the  sea¬ 
side  for  picnics,  about  150  of  the  patients  being  taken,  and  recently 
200  went  to  see  a  pantomime  in  Lancaster.  Nearly  100  children 
went  home  for  summer  holidays  last  year. 

The  numbers  who  meet  in  the  hall  at  dinner-time  usually  average 
130  boys  and  70  girls;  about  that  number  being  present  to-day,  and 
appearing  very  happy  and  well  disposed  for  their  food,  which  con¬ 
sisted 
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sisted  of  beef,  with  potatoes  and  carrots,  followed  by  rice  pudding.  Appendix  (H) 

Everything  was  of  good  quality  and  neatly  served.  Royal  Albert 

The  health  of  the  children  is  satisfactory,  and  tneie  was  only  1  Asylum, 
little  boy  in  bed  to-day,  suffering  from  phthisis.  The  ten  deaths 
which  have  occurred  in  the  interval  since  our  last  visit  were  all  from 
ordinary  causes. 

Five  post-mortem  examinations  were  held,  but  no  inquest.  Post-mortem 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  number  of  cases  received  gra-  examinations, 
tuitously  has  continued  to  increase,  the  patients  of  this  class,  not  in-  ^t^toas 
eluding  presentations,  being  now  189  in  number.  There  has  also  been  payments# 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  pauper  cases  from  28  to  37.  The  pay¬ 
ments  for  these  continues  to  be  charged  at  the  same  rate  as  is  paid 
for  lunatics  in  the  county  asylum  for  their  districts,  with  three 
guineas  a  year  extra  for  clothing.  The  committee  have  determined 
to  devote  one-tenth  of  the  accommodation  for  patients  of  this  descrip¬ 
tion,  so  that  60  can  now  be  received.  This  privilege  is,  however, 
restricted  to  the  six  northern  counties  and  Cheshire,  and  epileptics 
and  cases  not  likely  to  benefit  by  training  are  not  admissible. 

The  majority  of  the  paying  patients  are  received  at  rates  not 
exceeding  25  guineas,  who  all  belong  to  the  seven  counties.  Patients 
from  other  districts  are  not  received  under  50  guineas,  and  there  are 
15  who  pay  larger  sums. 

The  arrangements  in  regard  to  Divine  Service  are  unaltered.  Divine  Service. 

The  extension  recently  made  at  the  farm  buildings,  and  the  erec-  structural 
tion  of  a  row  of  eight  cottages,  will  prove  valuable  additions  to  the  additions, 
institution,  the  latter  being  intended  for  the  accommodation  of 
artizans  and  others. 

The  staff  of  officers,  attendants,  and  servants  now  comprises  63  Staff, 
persons,  and  appears  to  be  generally  sufficient,  except,  perhaps,  that 
it  would  be  desirable  to  appoint  a  second  night  nurse  for  the  girls’ 
side,  in  which  there  are  a  good  many  young  children  of  the  male 
sex  requiring  great  care  and  attention  during  the  night. 

The  whole  of  the  offices  and  workshops  were  visited.  The 
system  of  instruction  pursued  seemed  to  be  -very  judicious  and  suc¬ 
cessful. 

We  have  again  the  pleasure  of  congratulating  the  committee  on 
the  excellent  condition  and  management  of  this  valuable  institution, 
in  which  we  continue  to  notice  progressive  organisation  and  important 
improvements. 


Lincoln  Lunatic  Hospital. 

10  November  1877. 

We  to-day  inspected  this  hospital.  Since  our  Colleagues  were  Lincoln 
here,  Dr.  Philip  has  come  into  office  as  medical  superintendent.  Hospital. 

He  appears  to  have  been  very  active  in  his  post,  and  in  both  divisions  New  medical 
much  has  been  done  to  improve  the  accommodation.  For  the  pay-  superintendent, 
ments  asked  (they  are  very  moderate)  the  patients  are  well  treated, 
and  the  site  of  the  hospital  and  its  excellent  pleasure-grounds  cannot 
be  too  highly  commended. 

O.89.  F  F  4  We 
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We  hope  that  some  special  effort  will  now  be  made  to  obtain  sub¬ 
scriptions  on  an  extended  scale  from  the  county  and  the  public 
for  the  support  of  an  establishment  much  needed  by  the  middle 
class. 

At  present  the  financial  condition  of  the  hospital  is  not  so  satis¬ 
factory  as  it  should  be,  and  yet  there  is  a  lack  of  proper  accommo¬ 
dation  for  that  section  of  the  community  who  can  only  pay  small 
sums  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane  members  of  their 
family. 

Since  the  Commissioners’  visit  last  year,  the  following  changes 
have  occurred  among  the  patients  : —

Of  those  discharged,  recovery  is  reported  in  11  cases.  The 
present  number  on  the  books  is  62,  consisting  of  29  gentlemen,  33 
ladies.  With  more  assistance  from  the  public,  the  hospital  could 
receive  18  more  patients.  The  lowest  payment  which  the  governors 
could  accept  from  any  patient  would  be  21  s.  weekly,  but  for  many 
suffering  from  insanity  still  lower  payments  should  be  made 
possible. 

The  only  deaths  which  call  for  our  special  notice  were  a  suicide, 
and  the  fatal  fall  of  an  epileptic  whilst  on  leave  at  the  sea-side.  In 
both  these  cases  inquests  were  held,  and  the  full  particulars  were  at 
the  time  communicated  to  our  Board,  so  that  it  is  unnecessary  to 
repeat  them. 

The  absence  of  mechanical  restraint,  for  which  this  institution  has 
so  long  been  celebrated,  is  still  a  characteristic,  and  only  1  patient 
has  been  secluded,  this  patient  for  5^  hours  on  a  single  occasion. 
Six  patients  are  registered  as  at  present  taking  medicine,  2  of  the 
male,  4  of  the  female  sex.  During  our  visit  we  saw  all  the 
gentlemen  and  ladies,  some  of  the  former  in  the  garden,  the  rest  in¬ 
doors. 

The  means  of  amusement  are  very  liberally  provided  ;  and  very 
recently  Dr.  Philip  got  up  a  special  entertainment,  reading  and 
singing.  Thrice  during  last  winter  a  dramatic  performance  was 
given  by  the  superintendent  and  his  friends. 

The  contentment  of  the  patients  is  very  general.  Six  gentlemen 
and  11  ladies  attended  Divine  Service  in  Lincoln  last  Sunday,  and 
prayers  were  read  to  28  of  both  sexes  by  the  chaplain,  in  the 
hospital. 

The  improvements  effected  in  the  way  of  furniture  and  simple 
decoration  have  been  many,  and  the  result  is  an  increase  of  cheerful¬ 
ness,  especially  in  the  male  division.  They  comprise  painting  and 
colouring  of  three  galleries,  painting  and  papering  of  four  sitting-rooms 
and  several  bed-rooms,  the  introduction  of  a  large  number  of  framed 
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prints  and  other  objects  of  interest;  laying  down  of  linoleum,  and  Appendix  (h.) 
renewal  of  carpets  in  two  corridors,  two  dining-rooms,  and  one  “ 
sitting-room  ;  an  improved  arrangement  of  water-closets,  additional  Hospital, 
ventilation  of  the  same  by  the  introduction  of  Tobin’s  tubes,  also  impr0Vemants 
placed  in  all  the  single  rooms  of  the  north  galleries  of  both  and  additions, 
divisions. 


The  staff  of  attendants  during  the  day  is  6  on  the  male  side,  7  on  Attendants, 
the  female.  At  night  there  is  another  attendant  sitting  up  in  each 
division.  The  wife  of  the  head  attendant  is  now  employed,  with 
good  results,  among  the  gentlemen  in  the  day-time. 

A  proper  visiting-room  is  much  wanted  for  the  patients’  friends,  A  visiting- 
and  tell-tale  clocks  should  be  supplied  to  test  the  wakefulness  of  the  ro°m  andteil- 
night  attendants.  wanted. 

Dr.  Philip  showed  us  a  plan  by  which  the  visiting-room  could  be 
provided,  and  at  the  same  time  a  new  entrance  into  the  asylum. 

The  present  entrance-hall  would  in  this  plan  be  converted  into  a 
board-room. 


St.  Luke’s  Hospital. 

14  December  1877. 

We  have  given  up  this  day  to  inspection  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital.  St.  Lute's 
The  inmates  are  now  197 ;  4  of  each  sex  are  on  leave.  The  sexes  HosPital* 
are  in  the  proportion  of  64  men  to  133  women.  The  free  cases  Statistics, 
are  31.  Eighteen  patients  are  cared  for  at  7  s.  weekly ;  49  at  14  s. ; 

86  at  21  5.  ;  and  12  at  30  s.  There  is  also  a  male  patient  on  the 
Whitbread  fund.  The  admissions  recorded  are  41  in  the  male,  65 
in  the  female  division.  The  discharges  have  amounted  to  101,  of 
which  38  were  of  men  and  63  of  women.  The  recoveries  claimed 
have  been  13  in  the  male,  32  in  the  female  department. 

Thirteen  patients  have  died  ;  in  the  case  of  a  sudden  death  there  inquest, 
was  an  inquest,  but  the  verdict  was  that  the  event  was  attributable 
to  effusion  of  blood  into  the  pericardium  from  rupture  of  a  diffused 
aneurism  of  the  aorta. 

In  this  and  seven  other  cases  a  post-mortem  examination  was  Post-mortem 
made.  examinations. 

From  information  given  to  us  by  Dr.  Mickley  we  learn  that  upon  Patient  trans- 
tlie  arrival  of  a  male  patient  at  Hoxton  House  yesterday,  on  transfer  ferred  from  the 
from  this  hospital,  the  fracture  of  one  of  his  ribs  was  discovered  by  |100SbPate1a0Und 
the  medical  officer  of  that  establishment.  It  may  or  may  not  be  a  broken  rib. 
recent  fracture,  but  there  were  no  bruises  on  the  person  of  the 
patient,  and  he  is  too  demented,  it  seems,  to  offer  any  explanation.  He 
was  removed  hence  by  his  friends  in  a  cab.  Dr.  Mickley  had  no 
previous  knowledge  of  the  fracture ;  it  is  not  his  practice  to  examine 
patients  in  transfer.  We  have  advised  him  to  adopt  that  precaution 
in  future. 

Only  one  patient  was  in  bed  to-day,  and  she  is  an  old  lady  said 
to  be  98  years  of  age. 

No  patient  was  during  our  visit  restrained  or  secluded.  Neither 
was  violent  or  noisy  conduct  shown  by  any. 

0.89.  The 
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The  clothing  of  both  sexes  was  fairly  good,  and  we  were  assured 
that  a  sufficient  supply  of  linen  and  other  articles  of  dress  is  insisted 
on  by  the  Committee. 

The  total  number  of  the  patients  taking  exercise  beyond  the 
hosnital  courts  is  very  limited,  about  12  men  and  25  women.  Many 
are"  doubtless  unfit  to  be  taken  out  for  a  walk  in  the  crowded 
thoroughfares  of  this  neighbourhood,  but  such  could  enjoy  a  drive, 
and  we  again  press  for  the  purchase  or  hire  of  a  vehicle  capable  of 
taking  out  together,  say,  8  to  10  patients  daily. 

The  dietary  furnishes  dinners  of  beef  on  five  days,  mutton  on 
two  days  of  the  week  ;  occasionally  pork  and  veal  are  put  .on 
table.  We  were  present  at  that  meal  in  one  ward,  and  made  in¬ 
quiries  about  it  in  other  wards,  t  he  conclusion  we  arrived  at  was 
that  very  often  the  beef  is  tough  and  coarse,  and  we  find  that  the 
best  joints  are  not  generally  purchased.  There  is,  we  are  of  opinion, 
room  for  improvement  in  this  direction.  We  ourselves  observed 
on  patients’  plates  meat  not  such  as  should  be  given  to  persons  in 
a  hospital.  We  visited  the  stores,  and  we  would  remark  that 
the  bread  which  we  tasted  was  slightly  sour.  The  butter  m  store 
and  other  provisions  appeared  to  be  of  good  quality.  We  recom¬ 
mend,  however,  a  second  vegetable  at  dinner. 

As  to  amusements,  we  were  told  that  the  fortnightly  dances 
during  the  winter  have  just  commenced.  The  means  of  recreation 
in-doors  are  perhaps  sufficient ;  the  billiard  table  has  been  re-covered, 
the  pianos  were  tuned  very  recently,  and  there  seems  to  be  a  fair 
supply  of  books  and  papers. 

Improvements.  lie-papering  has  been  carried  out  in  some  wards,  and  linoleum 
has  been  laid  down ;  a  new  carpet  also  in  A.  ward  in  the  male 
division  makes  that  apartment  more  comfortable.  We  trust  that 
A.  wing  and  C.  wing,  on  the  men’s  side,  may  soon  be  assimilated 
to  the  corresponding  wards  for  the  women  by  improvements  of  the 
windows,  and  by  admission,  through  removal  of  the  fire-place,  of 
more  light  from  the  south. 

The  "bedding  was  generally  in  a  satisfactory  condition ;  there  is  a 
fortnightly  change  of  sheets  and  pillow-cases,  but  some  of  the  flock 
was  lumpy,  and  we  suggest  that  the  practice  of  picking  the  hair  in 
the  vrard  (admitted  on  the  female  side)  should  be  abandoned,  and 
that  an  upholstery  room  should  be  provided  for  that  purpose. 

In  one  female  bath  we  also  noticed  the  presence  of  foul  linen, 
which  should  have  some  receptacle  elsewhere. 

The  billiard-room  and  chapel  have  recently  been  warmed.  The 
attics  felt  cold,  and  as  we  were  told  that  fires  were  never  lighted  in 
them,  it  may  be  right  to  ascertain  by  a  registered  thermometer 
whether  fires  should  not  be  there  provided  in  severe  weather  for 
some  hours  before  bed-time. 

The  chapel  attendance  last  Sunday  included  20  men  and  44 
women.  About  28  patients  join  in  daily  prayers. 

The  medical  records  speak  of  the  seclusion  of  5  males  on  33 
occasions,  and  for  a  total  period  of  397  hours,  and  of  13  females  on 
43  occasions,  and  for  an  aggregate  of  289  hours.  No  use  of  restraint 
is  recorded.  Under  medical  treatment  10  men  and  11  women  are

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Bethel  Hospital,  Norwich. 


13  February  1877. 


We  have  to-day  inspected  this  hospital,  and  have  seen  all  the  Bethel 
patients  of  both  sexes,  the  majority  of  whom  are  chronic,  demented,  Hospital, 
hopeless  cases  who  have  been  here  for  many  years.  They  were 
quite  quiet  and  orderly  in  their  behaviour,  and  none  made  any  com¬ 
plaint  of  their  treatment,  whilst  several  expressed  their  sense  of  the 
kindness  with  which  they  are  cared  for. 

The  numbers  now  here  are  27  males  and  50  females.  Of  these,  Numbers. 

18  of  both  sexes  are  maintained  gratuitously,  and  the  payments  for 
the  others  vary  from  2  s.  to  25  s.  a  week. 

The  dress  and  personal  condition  of  the  patients  was  good,  and  Clothing, 
the  rooms  and  bedding  (of  which  there  is  a  liberal  supply)  were  in 
proper  order. 

bunce  the  visit  m  July  last,  5  males  and  4  females  have  been  Statistics  of 
admitted ;  3  males  and  2  females  have  been  discharged,  and  2  of  the  changes, 
latter  sex  have  died.  The  deaths  were  from  ordinary  causes,  and 
no  event  such  as  suicide  or  serious  accident  has  occurred.  One 
male  and  4  females  were  in  bed,  the  former  being  very  seriously  ill ; 
but  the  health  generally  is,  and  has  been,  good. 

The  staff  of  attendants  consists  of  3  men  and  4  women,  and  we  Attendants, 
were  glad  to  hear  that  there  had  been  no  changes  amongst  them  for 
some  time. 

We  inquired  as  to  the  arrangements  for  Divine  Service  in  the  Divine  Service 
house  on  Sunday,  and  for  the  outdoor  exercise  of  the  patients.  The  and  exercise- 
service  is  regularly  read  by  Mr.  Dodd,  and  a  certain  number  walk, 
and  some  occasionally  drive  out. 

There  were  hardly  any  means  for  indoor  amusement  about  the  Want  of 
wards ;  and  though  there  are  many,  no  doubt,  so  demented  as  to  be  ™eans  for 
unable  to  appreciate  them,  yet  possibly  some  might  enjoy  them  if  amusement, 
they  were  placed  before  them. 

There  is  no  entry  of  the  employment  of  seclusion,  but  4  males  Seclusion  and 
and  3  females  have  been  restrained  for  violence  or  for  surgical restraint* 
reasons  on  various  occasions ;  the  mode  of  recording  the  periods 
is  not  as  precise  as  it  should  be.  During  the  present  year  only 
one  lady  appears  to  have  been  fastened  in  bed  for  three  nights. 

We  have  again  the  pleasure  of  expressing  our  opinion  of  the 
kindness  with  which  these  patients  are  treated/  of  the  zeal  which  is 
shown  for  their  welfare,  and  generally  of  the  large  amount  of  charitable 
relief  which  is  given  by  this  institution. 


Northampton  Lunatic  Hospital. 


24  February  1877. 


There  are  now  on  the  books  of  this  asylum  the  names  of  137  Northampton 
males  and  144  females,  making  the  total  of  281  persons.  One  0f  Hospital* 
the  former  and  3  of  the  latter  are  now  absent  on  trial,  but  with  Statistics»

The  discharges  include  all  the  pauper  patients,  who  were  removed 
at  the  end  of  June  and  the  beginning  of  July  to  the  new  county 
asylum  at  Berry  Wood. 

Fifty-one  recoveries  are  reported. 

The  death-rate  has  been  low,  having  been  little  over  seven  per 
cent,  on  the  daily  average  number  resident,  and  under  five  per  cent, 
upon  the  total  number  under  treatment.  There  has  not  been  any 
suicide,  nor  accidental  or  sudden  death,  and  consequently  no  in¬ 
quest  has  been  held.  The  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  following 
causes  : — Diseases  of  the  lungs,  3  ;  typhus  fever,  3  ;  epilepsy,  1 ; 
general  paralysis  and  other  brain  diseases,  9  ;  exhaustion  from 
mania,  age,  and  refusal  of  food,  6  ;  gangrene  of  leg,  1 . 

The  prevalence  here  of  typhoid  fever  was  commented  on  in  the 
last  Report,  and  it  was  then  stated  that  the  Committee  had  deter¬ 
mined  that  a  new  set  of  external  drains  should  be  constructed.  It 
is  much  to  be  deplored  that  this  determination  could  not  be  imme¬ 
diately  carried  out,  as  very  serious  consequences  might  have  been 
prevented.  In  July  and  August  last  this  disease  again  broke  out 
and  assumed  the  form  of  an  epidemic.  At  first  it  was  almost  confined 
to  the  ladies’  division,  but  gradually  extended  to  the  gentlemen’s. 
The  majority  of  the  cases  were  not  of  a  very  severe  character,  but 
in  all  there  were  from  25  to  30,  two  of  which  were  fatal.  Though  in 
a  much  less  aggravated  form,  the  disease  has  continued  to  show  itself 
up  to  the  present  time  ;  but  the  outbreak  of  last  year  led  to  the 
adoption  of  active  measures  for  the  improvement  of  the  drainage, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  works  were  commenced. 

The  system  will  be  entirely  re-modelled.  The  new  external 
drains  are  now  almost  completed,  and  it  only  remains  to  connect  the 
drains  from  the  inside  with  them,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  a 
month’s  time  all  the  old  drains  will  be  separated  from  the  house ; 
the  work,  however,  of  taking  them  up  must  occupy  some  little  time, 
but  it  is  expected  that  all  may  be  finished  by  the  end  of  July. 

The  rates  of  weekly  payment  are  as  follows : — Under  10  s.  a  week, 
18;  at  10s.,  9  ;  from  10s.  to  15s.,  19;  from  15s.  to  21s.,  109  ;  from 
21s.  to  31s.  6c/.,  42;  from  42s.  to  63s.,  17  ;  from  63s.  to  84s.,  7  ; 
and  above  84  s.,  5.  Three  patients  supported  gratuitously. 

Mechanical 
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Mechanical  restraint  has  been  employed  for  surgical  reasons  with  Appentllx  (H.) 
2  male  patients  (1  for  19  days  and  the  other  for  three  days  and  seven  ~ 
hours),  and  with  3  females  (1  for  23,  1  for  four,  and  the  other  for  Hospital^011 
three  days).  Sixteen  males  have  been  secluded  on  36  occasions  for  Restraint  and 
periods  varying  from  three  hours  to  10  days  ;  and  with  26  females,  seclusion, 
on  126  occasions,  for  from  36  minutes  to  16  days. 

The  average  numbers  employed  are  41  of  the  men  and  50  of  the  Occupations, 
women.  Seventy-two  of  the  former  work  on  the  land,  and  15  at 
different  trades.  The  women  are  chiefly  occupied  in  needlework, 
but  3  assist  in  the  laundry  and  2  in  the  kitchen. 

With  regard  to  the  attendance  at  chapel,  the  returns  show  that  Divine  Service, 
about  50  of  each  sex  go  there  on  Sundays. 

The  recreations  continue  to  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  Recreation, 
heretofore,  and  certain  numbers  are  allowed  to  go  about  unattended ; 
some  only  in  the  grounds,  but  some  beyond  them. 

The  numbers  under  medical  treatment  are  10  gentlemen  and  12  General  health, 
ladies.  We  have  mentioned  some  cases  in  the  patients’  book,  but 
the  greater  number  are  of  a  very  unfavourable,  and,  it  is  feared, 
hopeless  character,  more  especially  in  the  male  division.  The  con¬ 
dition  of  those  patients  of  an  inferior  class,  as  well  as  that  of  their 
wards,  does  not  contrast  favourably  with  the  very  excellent  accom¬ 
modation,  and  generally  much  more  satisfactory  condition  of  the 
other  division. 

One  of  each  sex  was  yesterday  in  seclusion,  the  gentlemen  having, 
under  the  influence  of  maniacal  excitement,  slightly  injured  himself 
with  some  broken  glass. 

Furnishing  and  internal  renovation  has  been  done,  and  is  still  Structural 
going  on  in  the  portions  of  the  building  formerly  occupied  by  alteratl0ns’  &c- 
paupers.  No.  5,  on  the  male  side,  is  being  altered  for  the  accom¬ 
modation  of  a  limited  number  of  private  patients. 

The  following  new  works  are  also  completed A  new  coach¬ 
house  and  stables ;  a  mortuary  for  each  sex  ;  an  engine-house  and  a 
new  range  of  workshops.  A  covered  way  to  the  detached  male  ward 
No.  5  is  in  progress,  and  plans  have  been  sanctioned  for  the  fitting 
up  of  the  wash-house  and  laundry  with  steam  machinery. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  a  large  expenditure  is  being  made  for  the 
better  sanitary  condition  as  well  as  general  comfort  of  the  patients 
in  this  institution,  which  continues  to  be  managed  with  the  same 
ability  and  zeal  for  the  welfare  of  the  inmates  which  we  have  been 
able  to  report  on  former  occasions. 


Nottingham  Lunatic  Hospital. 

12  November  1877. 

We  have  to-day  passed  some  hours  in  inspection  of  this  hospital,  Nottingham 
seeing  every  patient,  conversing  with  many  of  the  inmates,  and  Hospital, 
giving  a  private  interview  to  two  male  patients  in  succession.  Dr. 
late  was  at  home,  and  gave  us  all  the  information  we  desired. 

He  has  now  under  his  care  34  gentlemen  and  32  ladies  ;  one  of  Numbers, 
the  former  is  absent  on  leave.  He  left  this  morning,  mentally  im- 
(•89.  proved. 
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proved.  In  neither  division  was  there  any  show  of  turbulence,  and 
no  person  was  confined  to  bed,  in  seclusion,  or  under  restraint.  Both 
sexes  were  indoors  when  we  arrived  ;  but  after  their  dinner,  which 
we  saw,  many  gentlemen  and  ladies  took  exercise  in  their  respective 
gardens.  Much  comfort  prevails  in  the  arrangements  of  the  hos¬ 
pital,  the  rooms  are  well  furnished,  and  great  order  is  maintained 
throughout ;  the  result  is  general  content  on  the  patients’  part, 
while°everything  conducive  to  mental  recovery  is  studied.  Several 
patients  expressed  to  us  their  grateful  appreciation  of  what  was 
done  for  their  welfare,  and  on  the  subject  of  treatment  no  one 
patient  of  either  sex  complained.  Since  our  Colleagues’  visit  in 
July  1876,  12  gentlemen  and  9  ladies  have  been  admitted,  6  patients 
of  each  sex  have  been  discharged,  of  whom  7  persons  were  reco¬ 
vered.  Four  patients  in  each  division  have  died  :  the  recorded 
causes  of  death  were  2  cases,  brain  disease  other  than  general  para¬ 
lysis,  2  senile  decay;  cancer,  general  paralysis,  exhaustion  after 
mania,  and  diseased  kidneys,  accounted  for  the  other  deaths.  Eleven 
gentlemen  and  9  ladies  are  last  registered  as  taking  medicine. 

There  has  been  no  single  instance  of  seclusion  or  restraint. 
Several  patients  attend  Divine  Services  outside  regularly,  and  the 
chaplain’s  ministrations  are  continued  for  those  unable  to  go  to 
church. 

The  medical  superintendent  speaks  well  of  his  staff  of  attendants, 
and  thev  appear  to  be  of  a  respectable  class.  Every  effort  should 
be  made  to  attract  and  retain  persons  of  suitable  qualifications  for 
the  highly  responsible  and  difficult  duties  of  attendance  upon  the 
patients  here  received,  as  the  latter  are,  from  their  social  position, 
unaccustomed  to  receive  anything  but  respectful  treatment  from 
persons  acting  as  domestic  servants. 

We  are  glad  to  hear  that  the  rates  of  reception  are  still  so  low 
(varying  from  7  s.  to  40  s .)  as  to  accommodate  liberally  that 
middle  class  for  whom  there  is  so  little  asylum  provision  in  this 
country. 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  we  report  that  the  Committee  still  en¬ 
tertain  the  idea  of  extending  the  benefits  of  this  institution  by  an 
addition  to  the  building,  so  as  to  admit  30  more  patients,  pro¬ 
vided  that  they  can  also  obtain  a  sufficient  quantity  of  land  for 
recreation  ground,  neither  exposed  to  public  view  nor  affected  by 
the  nuisance  of  smoke.  Understanding  that  the  contiguous  land  is 
held  by  a  public  body,  we  trust  that  the  Committee,  acting  for  a 
charity,  will  not  find  this  a  difficult  task. 


Warneford  Hospital,  near  Oxford. 

6  December  1877. 

Warneford  We  have  inspected  this  hospital  and  seen  and  spoken  to  all  the 
Hospital.  patients,  except  1  of  the  ladies,  who  was  absent  for  the  afternoon, 

having  gone  to  a  dentist’s  in  Oxford. 

Numbers.  The  patients  are  now  58  in  number — viz.,  28  of  the  male  and  30 

of 
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of  the  female  sex.  Except  the  lady  noticed  above,  we  have  seen  Appendix  (H.) 

and  spoken  to  each  of' them,  and  made  the  usual  statutory  inquiries  - 

as  to  the  arrangements  made  for  their  care  and  treatment.  Hospital^ 

There  was  no  maniacal  excitement  as  we  passed  through  the  Restrajnt 
wards,  and  no  one  was  restrained  or  secluded,  and  no  instance  of  seclusion,’  and 
either  is  recorded  in  the  medical  journal.  Under  the  head  of  medical  General  health, 
treatment,  the  names  of  3  males  and  6  female  patients  are  entered ; 
but  there  is  no  serious  sickness,  and  no  one  was  in  bed. 

The  deaths  since  the  last  visit  have  been  2  in  each  division,  all  Admissions, 
being  attributed  to  ordinary  causes,  and  3  of  the  patients  being  discharges, 
upwards  of  70  years  of  age.*  and  deaths* 

The. other  changes  since  we  were  here  in  May  1876  comprise  the 
admission  of  3  males  and  10  females,  and  the  discharge  of  2  males 
and  /  females.  One  of  the  former  and  4  of  the  latter  were  reported 
to  be  recovered.” 

The  majority  of  the  patients  of  both  sexes  are  of  a  chronic  class, 
offering  little  or  no  hope  of  recovery ;  but  there  are  2  or  3  in  whom 
improvement  is  observable,  though  not  as  yet  quite  fit  for  dis¬ 
charge. 


The  clothing  and  personal  condition  of  the  patients  were  on  the  Clothing, 
whole  satisfactory,  considering  that  in  some  instances  it  is  not  easy  to 
obtain  a  suitable  supply  of  clothes  from  the  friends.  One  gentleman 
wore  a  strong  dress  of  peculiar  fashion,  to  prevent  destruction,  but 
we  hope  that  he  will  not  be  condemned  to  the  constant  use  of  this 
dress,  and  that  efforts  will  be  made  from  time  to  time  to  correct  the 


patient’s  habits,  and  so  render  it  unnecessary. 

The  wards  and  galleries  were  well  warmed  and  comfortable,  and  Means  of 
supplied  with  books,  papers,  and  other  means  of  amusement.  amusement. 

Although  there  are  in  .  both  divisions  patients  whose  habils  are 
faulty,  and  who  wet  or  soil  their  beds,  the  bedding,  with  one  slight 
exception  on  the  male  side,  was  clean  and  well  attended  to. 

On  inquiring  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  laundry  to  supply  clean  Laundry* 
bedding  whenever  wanted,  we  learned  that  the  arrangements  in  this 
department  are  quite  insufficient,  and  that  it  is  only  with  great 
pains  on  the  part  of  the  attendants  and  nurses  that  it  can  be  main¬ 
tained  in  proper  order. 

As  ere  long  there  is  every  probability  of  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  population  of  the  hospital  by  the  opening  of  the  new  wards, 
it  is,  we  think,  very  important  that  this  matter  should  receive  early 
attention. 

TV  e  examined,  as  far  as  was  practicable,  the  new  wards,  New  wards, 
which  are  now  in  a  forward  state,  and  will  probably  be  completed  in 
the  spring.  They  seem. to  be  very  well  built  and  conveniently  ar¬ 
ranged,  and  the  elevation  is  handsome.  They  will  form  a  most 
valuable  addition  to  the  hospital. 

We  have  examined  the  recent  certificates  and  the  books,  and  made 
an  entry  in  the  patients’  book. 
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Coton  Hill  Institution,  Stafford. 

21  March  1877. 

Only  a  short  interval,  a  little  more  than  three  months,  having 
elapsed  since  our  last  visit,  the  changes  amongst  the  patients  have 
been  few.  They  are  as  follows  : —

Three  of  those  discharged  had  recovered.  Both  deaths  resulted 
from  general  paralysis. 

One  post-mortem  examination  has  been  made. 

The  numbers  here  now  are  60  gentlemen  and  79  ladies,  making 
the  total  of  139  patients  whom  we  have  seen,  with  the  exception  of 
2  gentlemen  and  4  ladies,  who  are  absent  on  trial. 

The  average  weekly  cost  here  last  year  was  1  I.  10  s.  3  d.f  and  101 
of  the  patients  are  maintained  at  less  than  this  amount. 

We  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  very  satisfactorily  of  the  state 
of  the  different  galleries  and  dormitories,  as  well  as  of  the  condition 
of  the  bedding,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  attended  to.  The 
smoking  room  on  the  gentlemen’s  side  has  been  re-papered  and 
painted,  but  there  are  still  no  prints  or  other  ornaments  put  upon 
the  walls,  and  we  hope  that  the  room  may  be  still  further  improved 
in  this  way.  Nothing  has  been  done  to  the  room  which  corresponds 
with  this  in  the  other  division.  The  bed-rooms  in  the  villa  need 
re-papering.  We  had  a  separate  interview  with  one  gentleman,  and 
conversations  with  several  in  the  galleries,  and  remarks  respecting 
some  of  these  cases  are  made  in  the  patients’  book.  None  were 
excited,  nor  did  we  have  any  complaints  that  were,  in  our  opinion, 
well  founded,  after  making  inquiry  respecting  them. 

The  dinner  we  saw  served  in  one  of  the  gentlemen’s  galleries,  of 
fish  and  roast  mutton,  was  good.  No  alteration  has  been  made  with 
regard  to  collecting  the  knives  in  boxes  with  spring  locks,  after  the 
dinner  is  over,  as  suggested  by  our  Colleagues  last  year ;  and  we 
desire  to  repeat  the  recommendation,  especially  as  in  the  female 
division  there  are  several  with  suicidal  propensities. 

One  lady  has  been  restrained  by  being  packed  in  dry  sheets  for 
four  hours.  One  gentleman  has  been  secluded  for  five  hours,  and 
5  ladies  have  been  so  treated,  one  of  them,  the  same  lady  who  was 
restrained,  for  five  days  consecutively,  on  account  of  acute  mania. 

Tell-tale  clocks  have  not  been  supplied,  as  suggested  by  our 
Colleagues,  and  the  system  of  night  watching  is  as  last  reported. 

The  wages  of  the  male  attendants  are  unaltered,  but  in  future  the 
females  will  begin  at  15  /.  a  year,  instead  of,  as  formerly,  at  13  1. 

Walking 
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Walking  exercise  seems  to  be  taken  regularly  by  both  sexes,  and  Appendix (H.) 
we  met  a  party  of  about  20  gentlemen  starting  for  a  walk,  as  we  Coton^Jj~ 
came  to  the  hospital  this  morning.  Such  patients  as  are  fit,  and  institution, 
wish  to  attend  church,  are  allowed  to  do  so,  and  about  half  of  each  Exercige 
sex  go  to  the  chapel  service  on  Sunday.  The  weekly  entertainments  Divine  Service, 
are  to  be  resumed  immediately.  &c- 


Bethlehem  Hospital. 

15  December  1877. 

We  have  this  day  inspected  this  hospital,  and  find  on  the  books  Bethlehem 
the  names  of  251  patients,  namely,  106  men  and  145  women.  Of  Hospital, 
the  men,  4,  of  the  women,  10,  were  absent  on  leave;  all  the  rest  we  statistics, 
have  seen.  Eight  men  were  in  bed,  but  no  one  on  the  female  side  ; 
and  the  health,  generally,  of  the  patients  appears  to  be  very  good, 
though  there  are  in  the  male  division  many  cases  of  general 
paralysis. 

Since  the  last  visit  of  the  Commissioners  on  the  13th  October

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We  are  glad  to  report  that  post-mortem  examinations  were  made 
in  all  but  four  instances,  the  previous  consent  of  relations  having 
been  in.  all  cases  obtained. 

The  death  from  rupture  of  the  bladder  occurred  three  days  after 
admission.  The  case  formed  the  subject  of  a  coroner's  inquest, 
and  the  evidence  clearly  showed  that  the  injury  was  sustained 
previous  to  the  patient’s  reception  here.  The  particulars  of  the  case 
were  reported  at  the  time  to  our  Board. 

Inquests  were  also  held  in  two  other  instances ;  namely,  in  the 
case  of  suicide  and  in  that  of  an  aged  woman  admitted  originally 
by  order  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  who  died  from*- senile 
decay. 

As  we  passed  through  the  wards  we  observed,  generally,  great 
order  and  tranquillity,  and  no  one  was  under  restraint,  or  in  seclusion. 
According  to  the  medical  journal,  there  has  been  no  restraint 
since  the  last  visit,  and  seclusion  has  been  employed  only  in  the 
cases  of  2  males,  for  a  total  duration  of  22  hours,  and  in  those  of  8 
females,  for  an  aggregate  of  64  hours.  This  is  a  most  creditable 
circumstance,  and  could  only  have  been  arrived  at  by  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  the  very  adequate  and  skilful  staff  of  attendants  we  are 
triad  to  find  here. 

We  are  informed  that  since  the  last  visit,  27  males  and  61  female 
patients  have  had  the  advantage  of  residence,  for  longer  or  shorter 
periods,  at  the  branch  establishment  at  Witley.  In  addition  to  fre¬ 
quent  visits  from  friends  in  the  hospital,  many  patients  have  been 
allowed  to  go  out  for  the  day,  as  well  as  for  longer  periods  on  leave, 
privileges  which  are  evidently  appreciated.  Ao  reasonable  com¬ 
plaints  of  any  kind  were  made  to  us,  but  we  hear  many  expressions 
of  gratitude  for  the  kindness  and  attention  experienced  here. 

We  thought  in  several  instances  that  the  dress  of  patients  in  the 
male  division  required  renewal ;  otherwise  the  condition  of  dress  in 
both  sexes  was  satisfactory. 

As  regards  Divine  Service  and  the  ministrations  of  the  chaplain, 
there  is  nothing  fresh  to  report.  The  meetings  for  dancing  and 
other  amusements  are  continued  as  usual.  On  the  male  side  some 
of  the  patients  expressed  a  wish  to  be  allowed  to  stay  up  later  in  the 
evening,  a  wish  which  Dr.  Williams  hopes  to  be  able  to  gratify  in 
the  case  of  quiet  and  convalescent  patients. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  wards  universally  were  scrupu¬ 
lously  clean,  and  the  ventilation  of  them  excellent.  There  are  now 
few  exceptions  to  an  aspect  of  cheerfulness  and  comfort,  many  im¬ 
provements  having  been  effected  since  the  last  visit,  including  the 
papering  and  painting  of  Ao.  1  Ward  on  the  male  side,  and  of 
several  sitting  rooms  in  both  divisions. 

The  walls  of  the  bath-rooms  have  also  been  plastered  and  painted. 
We  trust  that  these  improvements  will  be  steadily  continued  until 
the  whole  of  the  interior  is  brought  into  the  excellent  condition  of 
the  best  wards.  The  beds,  bed  linen  and  furniture,  generally,  are 
clean  and  good. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  record  our  opinion  that  this  institution 
maintains  its  high  character  for  efficiency  and  usefulness,  and 
continues  to  reflect  great  credit  on  the  management  of  Dr. 
Williams.  b 
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Earlswood  Idiot  Asylum. 

23  May  1877. 

We  have  visited  this  asylum  to-day  and  have  seen  all  the  patients,  Earlswood 
with  the  exception  of  2  of  the  males  who  are  absent  on  leave.  We  Asylum* 
are  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  bodily  health  is  very  good,  and 
has  been  so  since  our  visit  in  October  last.  There  has  been  no  case 
of  any  infectious  disease.

Post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made  in  seven  cases.  The  Post-mortem 
death-rate  is  very  low,  and  the  deaths  have  resulted  from  ordinary  examinations, 
causes  which  require  no  special  comment.  There  is  the  total  of 
607  names  now  on  the  books,  of  these  396  are  males  and  211  females. 

The  vacant  beds  are,  in  the  male  division,  13,  and  the  female,  3,  but 
there  are  46  male  children  who  are  placed  in  the  latter. 

We  saw  355  of  both  sexes  dining  together  in  the  hall,  and  their  Dining 
behaviour  was  in  all  respects  perfectly  quiet  and  orderly.  The  arrangements, 
dinner  was  of  good  beef,  roast  and  boiled,  and  of  mutton,  followed 
by  rhubarb  tart,  the  latter  especially  being  much  appreciated. 

[Returns  have  been  furnished  us  with  respect  to  the  numbers  who  Occupations, 
receive  instruction,  the  numbers  employed,  with  the  nature  of  their  &c- 
occupations,  and  the  average  attendance  at  the  service  which  is 
read  by  the  schoolmaster  on  Sundays  in  the  dining  hall.  From  them 
we  learn  that  about  390  of  both  sexes  are  under  industrial  training 
or  scholastic  instruction. 

The  number  of  males  employed,  who  of  course  include  many  of 
those  who  are  either  under  one  or  other  of  the  above  systems,  is 
large,  and  include  26  who  work  as  carpenters,  36  as  tailors,  25  as 
shoemakers,  12  as  painters  and  plumbers,  and  114  as  mat  weavers 
and  coir  pickers.  Twenty-five  are  employed  in  the  garden  and  on 
the  farm,  9  in  the  laundry,  and  8  in  the  kitchen,  there  being  alto¬ 
gether  280  who  are  usefully  engaged  in  work  of  one  kind  or  another. 

One  hundred  and  four  of  the  females  are  occupied  in  different  ways. 

Forty  help  in  the  housework  as  bedmakers  and  in  giving  assistance 
to  the  nurses,  43  are  in  the  industrial  room,  and  7  assist  in  the 
schoolrooms.  We  should  here  mention  that  a  room  formerly  used 
only  as  a  passage  room,  has  been  fitted  up  as  a  schoolroom  for  boys, 
who  receive  their  instruction  from  women. 

About  30  of  both  sexes  are  able  to  go  out  to  church  on  Sunday,  Divine  Service, 
and  the  service  in  the  house  is  attended  by  417. 

The  indoor  amusements  are  well  cared  for  and  the  associated  Amusements.

entertainments*  at  which  as  many  as  500  are  present*  are  given 
once  a  week. 

The  benefits  which  are  gratuitously  conferred  on  large  numbers* 
are  shown  by  the  following  figures.  Three  hundred  and  eighty- 
eiffht*  of  whom  100  are  life  cases*  are  maintained  free,  and  37  others 
pay  sums  that  do  not  cover  the  actual  cost  of  their  maintenance. 

Besides  three  schoolmasters  and  three  schoolmistresses*  the  staff 
for  the  immediate  charge  and  for  assisting  in  the  training  and  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  patients*  consists  of  50  attendants  for  the  male  division 
(three  being  women,  the  wives  of  attendants),  and  40  nurses  for  the 
female  side,  in  which,  as  already  stated,  46  infant  male  children  are 
cared  for.  Of  the  above  numbers,  two  men  and  four  women  act  as 
night  attendants.  The  attendants  of  both  sexes  appeared  intelligent 
and  to  take  an  interest  in  the  patients,  and  the  cleanliness  and  neat¬ 
ness  of  person  and  clothing,  which  was  generally  observable,  were 
most  creditable.  We  are  glad  to  find  that  the  practice  of  engaging 
married  attendants  for  the  male  division  is  approved  of  here,  and  is 
to  be  extended. 

No  seclusion  has  been  used*  and  the  only  instance  of  restraint  is 
in  the  case  of  a  boy,  who  has,  for  the  last  few  days*  been  wearing 
gloves  on  account  of  destructive  habits. 

Nothing  has  as  yet  been  done  with  reference  to  placing  hydrants 
externally  round  the  building.  This  is  a  matter  of  so  much  im¬ 
portance  that  we  cannot  fail  to  again  call  attention  to  it. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  building  of  the  detached 
hospital  will  be  forthwith  proceeded  with*  the  contract  for  the  work 
having  been  taken. 

In  conclusion,  we  have  much  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  good 
organization  is  everywhere  maintained,  and  that  the  condition  and 
management  of  the  institution  is  most  creditable  to  the  authorities.

We  have  this  day  visited  the  York  Lunatic  Hospital*  the  new 
regulations  of  which  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  printers,  having  been 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  private  patients  consist 
of  71  gentlemen  and  55  ladies.  The  patients  of  the  pauper  class 
are  25  males  and  26  females. 

The  charges  for  those  who  are  the  objects  of  charity  vary  from 
51.  5  s.  weekly  to  1  /.  1  s.  per  week,  but  Lupton’s  fund  relieves  23  of 
these  by  payments  in  reduction  of  the  charges  from  Is.  6 d.  weekly 
to  17  s.  each.  The  maintenance  rate  for  the  paupers,  who  are  all 
chargeable  to  the  city  of  York,  is  the  same  as  that  fixed,  we  are  told, 
about  16  years  ago,  viz.,  12  s.  3  d.  per  head.  On  inquiry  of  the 
secretary  and  stewrard  we  were  informed  that  the  hospital  accounts 
would  not  show  what  was  the  actual  cost  of  weekly  maintenance  of 
each  pauper,  and  that  the  sum  of  12  s.  3  d.  is  sufficient  may  well  be 
doubted  in  view  of  the  current  prices  for  provisions  at  the  present 
time.  It  is  perhaps  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  entire  accommodation 
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of  this  hospital  is  not  reserved  for  that  middle  class  of  lunatics  for  Appendix  (H.) 
whom  asylum  provision  is  so  much  needed  in  this  country. 

Looking  at  the  records  we  find  that  the  admissions  in  the  interval  ^ork  HosPital* 
which  has  occurred  since  the  Commissioners  visited  in  February,  Admissions, 
have  been  20  of  private  patients,  7  of  paupers,  and  in  the  proportion  and  deaths, 
of  14  men  to  13  women.  The  discharges  comprise  six  cases  on  the 
men’s,  10  on  the  women’s  side;  8  were  of  the  private,  and  as  many 
of  the  pauper  class.  Altogether  the  recoveries  were  10,  and  9 
persons  have  died;  the  causes  of  death  were  all  natural. 

In  the  medical  journal  we  notice  that  black  eyes,  and  many  of  Attendants, 
them  not  accounted  for,  have  been  rather  too  numerous  for  the 
credit  of  the  staff,  and  wTe  are  glad  to  hear  from  Mr.  Gill  that  he  has 
now  attendants  in  whom  he  has  more  confidence.  The  chief  male 
attendant  has  been  replaced  by  another;  there  are  13  subordinate 
male  attendants  by  day,  and  11  nurses,  exclusive  of  those  employed 
at  night.  We  observed  that  some  of  them  were  rather  young,  and 
we  would  caution  the  superintendent  against  the  risk  of  imposing 
the  onerous  duties  of  attendants  upon  persons  inexperienced  and  too 
youthful,  but  his  choice  of  older  men  should  be  facilitated  by  giving 
him  discretionary  powers  to  promise  them  higher  wages  on  entry 
into  the  service.  We  conversed  with  not  a  few  of  the  patients,  and 
found  them  generally  contented.  Such  complaints  as  were  made 
savoured  strongly  of  insanity,  but  we  gave  a  hearing  to  all  who 
wished  us  to  listen  to  complaints.  To  one  gentleman,  not  very  long 
admitted,  and  previously  an  inmate  of  other  asylums  for  the  insane, 
we  ga\e  a  private  audience,  but  long  before  its  conclusion  we  were 
satisfied  that  at  present  he  was  unfit  to  be  at  large. 

The  clothing  of  the  patients  of  each  sex  is  of  all  sorts,  as  might  be  Clothing, 
expected,  and  of  various  degrees  of  cleanliness  and  order.  In  re¬ 
gard  to  personal  cleanliness,  we  had  no  ground  for  finding  fault  with 
an  yv 

TV  e  did  not  see  dinner  served  in  the  hall,  but  tasted  some  soup  Dimno- 
there,  which  was  good  enough  ;  the  beer  was  not  improved  since  arrangements, 
last  visit.  In  some  of  the  smaller  wards  the  inmates  had  dinners 
which  we  saw,  and  which  were  satisfactory. 

Looks  and  other  means  of  amusement  are  provided  in  the  sitting  Amusements, 
apartments,  and  the  wralls  are  fairly  decorated  with  pictures,  cases 
of  stuffed  birds,  &c. ;  a  few  aviaries,  bird-cages,  or  aquaria  might  still 
mote  enliven  them.  Several  pianos  are  distributed,  but  a  musical 
box  might  be  more  useful  where  the  demented  cases  pass  their 
time. 

In  the  limited  recreation  grounds  patients  of  each  sex  seem  to  walk  Exercise, 
regularly,  and  large  parties  walk  and  drive  beyond  the  hospital  pre¬ 
cincts.  A  waggonette,  which  holds  six  patients,  is  used  twice  daily, 
weather  permitting.  The  field  in  front  of  the  hospital  is  utilised  for 
cricket  only,  and  we  regret  that  fact,  since,  if  laid  out  in  walks, 
amidst  flower-beds  and  shrubberies,  the  means  of  exercise  for  the 
patients  would  be  greatly  extended. 

1  i  ogress  is^  making  with  the  new  buildings,  and  their  occupation  New  buildings 
at  no  distant  date  is  contemplated.  "W  e  found  the  interior  of  the  anc^  renova-

but  carpets  and  furniture  will  require  outlay  so  soon  as  the  finances 
of  the  hospital,  which,  we  understand,  are  prosperous,  can  permit 
expenditure  in  that  direction.  The  general  health  of  the  patients  is 
good.  A  woman  is  the  only  patient  in  bed,  and  she  is  merely 
suffering  from  sick  headache. 

No  person  is  under  restraint  or  seclusion.  There  has  been  no 
restraint,  but  1  man  has  been  secluded,  and  7  women  have  been 
so  dealt  with,  the  man  on  various  occasions  for  a  total  period  of  198 
hours,  the  women  collectively  for  337  hours. 


The  Retreat,  York. 

23  January  1877. 

We  have  to-day  visited  this  establishment.  It  has  now  on  its 
books,  51  male  and  74  female  patients,  all  of  whom  we  have  seen, 
except  3  gentlemen  and  2  ladies,  away  on  leave.  The  admissions 
have  been,  8  of  the  male,  13  of  the  female  sex;  2  of  the  latter  were 
previously  cases  at  the  Retreat.  According  to  the  register,  5  gentle¬ 
men  and  14  ladies  have  been  discharged.  In  both  sexes,  7  re¬ 
coveries  are  reported.  Six  gentlemen  and  5  ladies  have  died,  3  of 
the  latter  were  aged  persons;  the  causes  of  all  the  deaths  were 
natural  and  require  no  special  mention.  One  of  the  male  and  3  of 
the  female  patients  were  to-day  in  bed ;  the  rest  appeared  to  be 
fairly  well  in  health;  about  18  of  those  under  care  are  registered  as 
taking  medicine. 

No  one  was  under  restraint  or  in  seclusion.  The  only  instance  of 
seclusion  since  last  visit  of  the  Commissioners  has  been  that  of  a 
man  for  two  hours  in  consequence  of  violent  excitement  on  his  part ; 
there  has  been  no  resort  to  restraint  for  either  sex.  No  complaint 
was  made  by  any  of  an  intelligent  character  which  we  feel  it  our 
duty  here  to  record,  and  the  comfort  of  the  patients  is  clearly  much 
studied  by  the  authorities. 

The  clothing  of  even  the  patients  addicted  to  dirty  habits  was 
satisfactory. 

There  is  now  no  vacant  bed,  but  the  new  buildings  are  far  ad¬ 
vanced,  and  about  the  middle  of  February  Dr.  Baker  expects  to 
utilise  a  portion  for  accommodation  ;  these  additions  are  excellent  in 
arrangement  and  most  cheerful.  Till  they  are  made  available,  there 
is  some  crowding  of  the  patients  on  the  male  side,  and  one  gentle¬ 
man  has  been  sent  out  on  leave  to  make  room. 

Adverting  to  his  and  another  case,  we  would  remind  the  Com¬ 
mittee  that  it  is  not  proper  to  renew  leaves  of  absence  indefinitely, 
as  such  practice  militates  against  seeing  the  patients  at  intervals. 
We  learn  that  the  patients  under  treatment  here  may  be  classi¬ 
fied  thus:  70  friends;  21  connected  with  the  society,  34  dis¬ 
connected. 

The  amusement  of  all  is  carefully  studied,  and  out-door  exer¬ 
cise  is  liberally  given.  Two  carriages  are  kept  for  the  patients’ 
use. 
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State  Criminal  Asylum,  Broadmoor. 

As  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  we  inspected  Broadmoor  Criminal  ®tate  Crimmal 
Lunatic  Asylum  on  the  5th  and  6th  days  of  November  last.  The  "  3 
visit  made  by  our  Colleagues  in  the  year  1876,  was  on  the  5th  and 
6th  days  of  October.  The  patients  were  then  498  ;  they  were  at  Statistics, 
the  date  of  our  inspection,  487  ;  383  males  and  104  females.  The 
daily  average  number  resident  in  the  interval  has  been  492.  The 
estimated  accommodation  is  563  beds,  so  that  76  are  now  vacant, 

30  for  males  and  46  for  females.

Twenty-nine  of  the  45  cases  admitted,  came  under  orders  of 
detention  during  Her  Majesty’s  pleasure ;  13  had  committed 

murder. 

The  two  men  re-admitted  had  after  their  discharge  repeated  the 
offences  of  which  they  had  been  previously  convicted.  Of  those 
discharged  to  their  friends,  1  man  and  3  women  had  committed 
murder  ;  the  man  in  1869  killed  his  son;  the  women  in  1873,  1874, 
and  1875  respectively,  their  children.  The  man  and  2  of  the 
women  had  been  acquitted  on  the  ground  of  insanity,  the  other 
women  had  been  certified  to  be  insane  whilst  awaiting  trial. 

Nothing  has  yet  been  done  to  legalise  the  transfer  to  other  asylums  Patients 
of  patients  who  happen  to  have  been  convicted  out  of  England,  and  ^f^n^nd^ 
who  would  have  been  transferable  if  convicted  in  England.  This  is  ^nd  their  ’ 
felt  to  be  a  grievance  (and  justly,  we  think)  by  many  of  those  patients  transfer  to 
who  have  only  been  guilty  of  such  minor  offences  as  insubordination  otlier  asylums* 
and  larceny.  The  Commissioners  drew  attention  to  this  matter  in 
1874. 
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Appendix  (i.)  There  are  also  from  30  to  40  patients,  whom  Dr.  Orange  considers 
fit  for  transfer  to  county  asylums,  provided  the  authorities  were  willing 
State  Criminal  receive  them  there.  One  boy,  10  years  of  age,  a  congenital  imbecile, 
S}  um‘  who  had  set  fire  to  a  stack,  we  specially  noticed,  and  urged  Dr. 

Orange  to  endeavour  to  get  him  removed  elsewhere,  or  even  to 
obtain  his  conditional  discharge  to  his  friends. 

At  our  request,  Dr.  Orange  prepared  for  us  the  following  tabular 
statement  of  the  crimes  and  sentences  of  the  patients  now  in  the 
asylum  : —

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Prom  this  table  it  appears  that  the  lesser  offences  for  which 
patients  are  here  include  larceny  and  petty  thefts  in  26  instances, 
receiving  stolen  g*oods  in  two,  sending*  threatening  letters  in  three, 
misdemeanour  in  three,  and  insubordination  in  19  cases;  2  patients 
were  sent  here  for  suicidal  attempts. 

Many  of  these  patients  have  become  criminal  lunatics  from 
accidental  circumstances,  and  differ  little  from  many  of  the  insane 
inmates  of  county  asylums,  and  we  think  that  it  becomes  an  im¬ 
portant  question  whether  in  future  the  Broadmoor  Asylum  should 
not  be  reserved  for  the  reception  of  patients  who  have  committed 
offences  of  a  heinous  or  aggravated  character,  and  whether  the  other 
criminal  lunatics  should  not  be  sent  to  their  county  asylums.  We 
believe  that  in  Ireland  a  discretion  is  exercised  by  the  authorities 
as  to  the  cases  admissible  into  Dundrum  Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum. 

The  patients  now  on  the  books  consist  of  72  male  and  15  female 
convicts,  and  400  persons  detained  during  Her  Majesty’s  pleasure. 
A.mong  them  are  6  men  and  8  women  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
medical  superintendent,  are  now  sane ;  all  but  one  of  these 
patients  lastly  referred  to,  committed  murder. 

The  rate  of  mortality  on  the  average  number  of  patients  resident, 
has  been  3*18  per  cent  per  annum.  There  has  been  no  suicide,  and 
no  fatal  accident,  and  no  serious  bodily  injury  to  any  patient.  The 
deaths  have  been  chiefly  due  to  consumption  and  brain  disease. 

An  inquest  and  post-mortem  examination  were  held  in  every  case. 
There  has  been  no  epidemic,  and  the  general  health  has  been  alto¬ 
gether  satisfactory  ;  however,  16  men  and  17  women  were  in  bed 
under  medical  treatment  during  our  visit  to  the  wards.  There  are 
15  men  and  2  women  afflicted  with  paralysis,  and  22  men  and  2 
women  the  subjects  of  epilepsy,  some  of  whom  are  also  paralysed, 
but  not  comprised  in  the  number  of  paralytics  above  stated. 

The  continuous  night  supervision  of  the  epileptics  is  confined  to 
the  2  women  who  are  placed  in  the  sick  dormitory,  and  to  10  men 
who  have  a  separate  dormitory  provided  for  them.  Twelve  men  are 
considered  too  dangerous  to  sleep  elsewhere  than  in  single  rooms; 
these  rooms,  however,  have  narrow  windows  opening  into  corridors, 
and  8  are  in  a  corridor  of  the  epileptic  male  ward.  Each  epileptic 
is  seen  every  half-hour  through  the  night,  and  the  attendants  who 
then  visit  them  are  required  to  record  in  their  books,  on  each 
occasion,  that  the  nose  and  mouth  of  the  patient  have  been  distinctly 
seen. 

Again  we  are  glad  to  report  that  there  has  been  no  single  in¬ 
stance  of  resort  to  any  form  of  mechanical  restraint.  There  has 
also  been  a  very  considerable  decrease  in  the  amount  of  seclusion, 
which,  in  view  of  oft-repeated  objections  to  its  frequency  here,  is 
very  satisfactory,  and  we  trust  that  persistent  efforts  will  be  made 
still  further  to  reduce  it.  This  treatment  is  carefully  recorded  and 
classified,  as  at  the  date  of  the  Commissioners’  last  visit,  under  the 
three  heads  of,  (1)  Seclusion  for  the  safe  custody  or  for  the  safety  of 
others;  (2)  Seclusion  for  medical  treatment  in  bed  ;  (3)  Seclusion 
at  the  patient’s  desire,  to  prevent  the  access  to  him  of  any  other 
patients.

The  daily  numbers  of  patients  resident  during  both  periods  were 
practically  the  same. 

We  are  unable  to  report  that  the  objectionable  practice  of  dark¬ 
ening  the  single  rooms,  wherein  patients  are  secluded,  is  altogether 
abandoned. 

No  patient  was  under  restraint  during  our  visit  to  the  wards,  but 
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8  of  the  male  and  6  of  the  female  sex  were  in  seclusion,  4  of  the 
former  in  rooms  with  closed  shutters. 

The  system  of  remunerating  the  patients  for  labour  by  payment 
of  a  defined  proportion  of  its  estimated  value,  instead  of  giving 
them  beer,  continues  to  operate  very  well,  and  has  been  followed 
by  a  considerable  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  done.  The  esti¬ 
mated  value  of  the  patients’  industrial  occupations  in  1876  was 
1,939  /.  10  s.  3  d.}  and,  besides  this,  considerable  work  was  done  by 
them  in  papering,  painting,  and  whitewashing  the  wards,  which 
the  Office  of  Works,  after  some  delay,  sanctioned,  at  the  request  of 
Dr.  Orange.  Many  patients  are  employed  in  more  than  one 
description  of  work,  but  the  actual  number  usefully  employed  in 
1876  was  167  men  and  76  women. 

A  large  number  occupy  themselves  in  other  rational  pursuits. 

Divine  Services  are  provided  for  ihe  Roman  Catholics  and  the 
Wesleyans,  besides  those  limited  to  the  asylum  chapel.  The  average 
congregations  are,  however,  very  small  indeed ;  104  in  the  chapel, 
and  15  were  at  each  of  the  other  services. 

Associated  entertainments  are  given  periodically,  and  perhaps 
sufficiently  often,  and  there  is  still  an  asylum  band,  which  is  com¬ 
posed  partly  of  patients. 

The  behaviour  of  the  patients  was  very  orderly  throughout  our 
inspection,  and,  as  usual,  we  spoke  to  many  of  them.  Doubtless  the 
presence  of  a  large  and  efficient  staff  of  attendants  overawes  the 
more  turbulent.  However,  kindness  seems  not  to  be  thrown  away 
on  a  considerable  proportion  of  those  detained  here,  and  the  stay  of 
any  further  influx  of  male  convicts  has  certainly  contributed  to  the 
tranquillity  and  order.  The  quiet  which  we  noticed  did  not  convey 
to  us  the  impression  of  a  crowd  of  patients  silent  through  fear,  but 
rather,  with  a  few  exceptions,  of  a  population  tolerably  content  with 
their  surroundings,  though  not,  of  course,  without  a  longing  for 
liberty.  Among  the  attendants,  male  and  female,  we  are  glad  to 
say  that  very  few  changes  have  taken  place  since  the  last  visit;  the 
attendants  are  the  same  in  number  as  then  stated. 

The  whole  interior  of  the  building  is  in  excellent  order,  clean  and 
well  ventilated,  and  the  beds  are  well  attended  to.  The  existence 
of  the  earth- closets  in  the  wards  is,  however,  still  most  objection¬ 
able,  more  especially  in  the  female  division,  and  a  constant  source 
of  complaint  on  the  part  of  the  patients  and  attendants.  Several 
earth-closets  were  in  an  offensive  state.  There  are  no  means  for 
emptying  them  from  the  outside  of  the  building,  and  the  pans  have 
consequently  to  be  carried  through  the  wards.  We  strongly 
recommend  the  substitution  of  water-closets  for  them  throughout 
the  asylum. 

We  regret  that  the  warming,  ventilating  and  lighting  of  some  of 
the  single  rooms  have  not  yet  been  accomplished  ;  nor  is  the  appa¬ 
ratus  for  supply  of  water  to  the  asylum  by  any  means  perfect. 
Among  other  evils  incident  to  this  state  of  things  is  the  serious 
want  of  adequate  means  of  extinguishing  an  outbreak  of  fire  in  some 
parts  of  the  building.  All  these  matters,  we  think,  imperatively 
require  early  attention  on  the  part  of  the  authorities,  and  would 
doubtless,  ere  this,  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  council,  had  not 
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action  on  their  part  been  arrested  by  the  proceedings  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  appointed  to  inquire  and  report  generally  upon  this 
asylum. 

There  has  been  no  ’change  in  the  medical  officers,  whose  duties 
must  be  arduous  and  often  dangerous,  moving  as  they  do  constantly 
among  persons,  many  of  whom  well  know  that  they  would  be  held 
irresponsible  for  any  crime  they  committed  while  in  the  asylum. 
Great  credit  is,  we  think,  due  to  Dr.  Orange  for  what  he  has 
already  done  towards  improving  the  general  condition  of  the  asylum 
and  the  patients,  and  we  feel  confident  that  he  will  not  be  content 
with  his  past  success. 

The  average  cost  of  every  patient’s  maintenance  has  been  reduced 
from  57  l.  17  s.  3d.  in  the  year  which  ended  on  the  31st  March 
1876,  to  the  sum  of  54  L  19  s.  1  cl.  in  the  year  which  ended  on  the 
31st  March  1877. 
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Hospital  for  Lunatic  Soldiers,  Netley. 

5  June  1877. 

We,  the  undersigned  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  this  day  in-  Netley 
spected  the  Military  Lunatic  Hospital  at  Netley,  Hospital. 

The  patients,  34  in  number,  were  all  seen  by  us,  and  we  spoke  statistics, 
to  most,  if  not  all  of  them.  No  commissioned  officer  is  at  present 
under  care  and  treatment  there.  We  are  informed  by  Dr.  Dobson, 
now  acting  as  medical  officer  during  the  absence,  from  ill  health,  of 
Dr.  Bleckley,  that  144  men  have  been  admitted  since  our  Col¬ 
leagues  were  last  here,  75  of  whom  came  from  the  East  Indies,  and 
that  the  total  number  under  treatment  during  that  interval  has 
been  159.  Seventy  have  been  discharged  to  their  friends,  48  have 
been  transferred  to  Grove  Hall,  and  6  have  been  handed  over  to 
unions.  These  make  up,  in  all,  124  removals;  one  death  only  is 
reported,  the  result  of  paralysis.  There  were,  at  the  time  of  our 
visit,  7  patients  considered  to  be  suicidal,  but  no  one  had,  it  was 
thought,  a  disposition  to  commit  suicide.  Eight  homicidal  patients, 
however,  have  passed  through  the  hospital,  and  27  dangerous  to 
themselves.  Three  men  attempted  self-destruction  by  strangling 
themselves,  but  their  attempts  were  frustrated,  and  another  ran 
away  down  the  bank  of  the  river,  but  was  overtaken  and  brought 
back. 

No  individual  was  in  seclusion  when  we  visited  the  wards,  or  Seclusion  and 
under  mechanical  restraint.  The  former  mode  of  treatment  has  not  restraint, 
been  resorted  to  here  for  some  years  past. 

Of  the  dietary  we  can  report  favourably.  Our  Colleagues’ Dietary, 
recommendation  of  mugs  in  lieu  of  basins  for  the  male  liquor  given  at 
dinner  has  been  met  by  a  proper  supply  of  pint  muos. 

^  The  patients’  clothing  appeared  to  us  to  be  unsatisfactory  con-  Clothing, 
dition,  and  Dr.  Dobson  assured  us  that  the  difficulty  referred  to  in 
the  Commissioners’  last  entry  in  regard  to  slippers  had  since  been 
obviated. 

We  are  sorry  that  a  proper  day-room  for  violent  cases  has  not  A  day-room 
yet  been  provided,  though  it  has  frequently  been  noticed  in  OUr  for  violent 
Deports  as  a  great  want  in  this  hospital.  The  bedsteads,  the  pattern  cases  needed- 
for  which  was  '‘sealed”  in  January  1874,  have  not  yet  reached  the 
hospital ;  a  fact  to  be  much  regretted.  We  found  the  day-rooms 
and  dormitories  in  very  good  order,  and  well  ventilated,  and  the 
bedding  sufficient  and  in  proper  condition.  Much,  however,  re¬ 
quires  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  painting  and  colouring,  and  the 
removal  of  floor  covering.  In  the  central  bath-room,  commented  on 
by  our  Colleagues,  the  stone  floor  has  been  boarded  over,  and  a 
radiating  Gurney  stove  has  been  provided  ;  the  supply  of  water  for

the  baths  is  about  to  be  increased  by  the  erection  of  two  additional 
tanks. 

Towards  the  general  improvement  of  the  hospital  we  ascertained 
that  certain  other  works  had  been  lately  executed,  viz.,  the  asphalte 
terraces  have  been  re-laid,  not,  however,  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner;  the  office  chimneys  have  been  raised  to  prevent  their 
smoking,  and  the  drains  to  all  the  water-closets  have  been  ventilated. 
Authority  has  also  been  obtained  to  box  off  the  mechanism  of  the 
urinals  so  as  to  prevent  interference  by  the  patients,  and  a  sewer 
is  in  course  of  construction  from  the  medical  officer’s  house  to  the 
main  drain  of  the  hospital,  by  which  an  objectionable  cesspit  may 
be  done  away  with. 

The  hospital  is  not  at  present  crowded,  but  the  inmates  vary 
much  in  number,  according  to  the  dates  of  arrival  of  troop-ships 
from  abroad.  The  maximum  number  at  any  one  time  in  the  hospital 
since  the  Commissioners’  visit  in  October  1876  has  been  55. 

This  building  might,  we  think,  be  extended  so  as  to  provide 
sufficient  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  all  recent  curable, 
and  also  the  more  dangerous  classes  of  patients,  and  we  do  not 
abandon  the  hope  that,  by  erecting  here  or  elsewhere  an  asylum 
for  the  care  of  the  more  harmless  and  chronic  lunatics,  State  pro¬ 
vision  will  ultimately  be  provided  for  the  soldiers,  as  is  now  done 
for  the  sailors  in  so  satisfactory  a  wray  at  Yarmouth. 
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Royal  Naval  Lunatic  Hospital,  Yarmouth. 

12  February  1877. 

We  tbis  day  inspected  the  Royal  Naval  Hospital,  and  saw  all  the  Yarmouth 
patients  now  there.  The  total  number  is  206,  of  whom  39  are  Hospital, 
officers,  and  167  seamen  and  marines.  Statistics.

All  those  who  were  discharged  are  stated  to  have  recovered. 

The  deaths  resulted  from  the  following  causes :  - —  General 
paralysis,  6;  epilepsy,  3;  phthisis,  1  ;  apoplexy,  1. 

The  large  number  of  general  paralytics  usually  found  at  this 
hospital  has  been  the  subject  of  remark  in  former  reports.  There 
are  at  the  present  time  48  persons  suffering  from  this  disease.  We 
found  27  patients  in  bed,  and  of  these  very  many  were  general 
paralytics,  some  of  whom  had  kept  their  beds  for  a  long  time.  The 
assiduous  care  and  attention,  however,  which  is  bestowed  on  these 
patients,  both  by  the  medical  officers  and  the  attendants  immediately 
in  charge  of  them,  has  prevented  the  appearance  of  bed  sores  in  any 
single  instance. 

This,  too,  is  not  the  only  class  of  patient  here  requiring  very  Epileptic  and 
unremitting  supervision,  for  there  are  also  12  epileptic,  and  21  with  suicidal  cases, 
suicidal  propensities. 

One  night  attendant  has  been  added  to  the  staff,  and  he  remains 
continuously  on  duty  in  the  room  occupied  by  the  warrant  officers. 

The  other  arrangements  for  night  watching  remain  unaltered,  and 
were  fully  detailed  in  the  Report  last  year,  and  it  is  therefore  un¬ 
necessary  to  repeat  them  now.  The  number  of  day  attendants  is  Attendants. 

25  men  and  2  women. 

No  serious  accident,  nor  any  event  calling  for  special  comment, 
has  happened  since  the  last  visit,  and  to-day  all  the  patients  were 
quiet  in  their  behaviour,  and  free  from  all  complaints  respecting 
their  treatment. 

The  wards  and  the  dormitories  were  clean  and  well  ventilated,  and  General  con- 
the  supply  of  books  and  papers  distributed  in  the  former  is  liberal ;  dition  0f  wards 
the  bedding  was  in  a  proper  state,  and  we  can  also  report  satisfactorily  forks’  &c 
of  the  dress,  and  the  general  personal  condition  of  the  patients.

No  seclusion  has  been  employed,  and  restraint  only  on  account  of 
surgical  reasons. 

Returns  were  furnished  us  respecting  the  numbers  employed,  the 
system  of  outdoor  exercise,  and  the  entertainments,  and  other  means 
of  recreation  provided  for  the  amusement  of  the  patients.  From 
them  it  appears  that  89  men  are  daily  employed,  of  whom  23  are 
with  the  gardener,  6  with  the  tailor,  20  in  the  laundry,  1  as  a 
painter,  i  as  a  matmaker,  and  the  remainder  about  the  wards  and 
domestic  offices. 

Four  theatrical  entertainments  have  been  given,  and  a  certain 
number  of  both  officers  and  men  have  attended  concerts,  readings, 
and  other  public  entertainments  in  the  town.  In  fine  weather  in 
the  summer  there  are  boating  and  fishing  parties.  Fifty  are  taken 
for  walks  beyond  the  hospital  grounds,  and  the  old  officers  go  out 
for  drives  when  the  weather  permits. 

Eighty  attend  chapel  on  Sunday. 

No  structural  alterations  have  been  made,  but  a  tramway  has 
been  laid  to  facilitate  the  levelling  of  the  new  airing-court  ground; 
and  this  work  has  been  and  is  still  steadily  continued,  and  will  no 
doubt  be  eventually  a  most  beneficial  improvement. 

We  have  the  pleasure  of  repeating  the  opinion  expressed  on  many 
former  occasions,  that  this  hospital  is  managed  with  ability,  and  the 
good  treatment  and  comfort  of  its  inmates  are  well  provided  for. 
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Royal  India  Asylum,  Ealing.

We,  the  undersigned  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  having  inspected  Royal  India 
the  Royal  India  Asylum,  report  as  follows  :—-  Asylum. 

The  patients  on  the  books  this  day  are  107  in  number,  viz.,  92  Statistics, 
males  and  15  females;  of  the  former,  26  are  officers;  of  the  latter, 
only  one,  who  is  the  daughter  of  an  officer,  is  placed  in  the  first 
class.  The  changes  have  not  been  numerous  since  our  visit  last 
year;  only  one  new  patient,  an  officer,  has  been  received,  and  no 
one  has  been  discharged.  There  have  been  four  deaths,  all  in  the 
male  division,  the  causes  of  death  being  diabetes,  phthisis,  chronic 
abscess,  and  mitral  disease  respectively. 

The  sanitary  state  of  the  hospital  has  continued  to  be  very  satis-  Health  of  the 
factory,  and  the  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  excellent,  l)atients- 
There  were  hut  3  men  in  the  infirmary,  and  only  1  of  them  was  in 
bed.  Altogether  5  patients  are  under  medical  treatment,  and  22  are 
getting  extra  diet. 

It  appears  from  the  records,  which  are  carefully  kept,  that  me-  Restraint  and 
chanical  restraint  was  considered  necessary  in  the  case  of  one  of  the  seclusion, 
officers,  whose  suicidal  impulses  were  of  a  very  dangerous  description. 

Another  officer,  who  was  violent,  was  secluded  on  three  occasions 
for  short  periods ;  with  this  patient,  who  made  complaints  of  rough 
usage,  we  had  a  good  deal  of  conversation,  and,  after  due  inquiry, 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  in  all  the  instances  he  named  he  had 
been  the  aggressor,  and  that  no  more  force  had  been  used  than  was 

necessarv.

Except  one  of  the  officers,  who  was  absent  on  trial,  all  the  patients 
were  seen,  and  every  inquiry  made  regarding  their  care  and  treat¬ 
ment. 

As  on  former  occasions  we  have  a  very  favourable  report  to  make.  General  con- 
The  wards  and  the  various  offices  are  kept  in  the  best  order,  and  the  dition  of  the 
bedding  is  clean  and  comfortable.  The  dietary  is  unaltered,  and  j^'rm  and 
the  dinners  we  saw  served  to  the  men  were  good  and  abundant. 

Useful  employment  is  promoted  in  every  way,  and  all  but  6  of  the  Occupatic  as. 
men  are  habitually  occupied  on  the  land,  in  the  laundry,  and  kitchen, 
and  in  the  tailors’  and  shoemakers’  shops,  where  all  the  clothes  and 
shoes  are  made. 

The  usual  services  are  held  by  the  chaplain  on  Sunday,  and  Divine  Service, 
several  of  the  officers  go  to  church  outside.  entertainments, 

Musical  and  dramatic  entertainments  are  frequent,  and  means  for  meets!11*6" 
ordinary  indoor  amusements  are  abundant.

Attendants. 


The  staff  of  attendants  consists  of  5  men  and  a  female  nurse  for 
the  26  officers,  and  3  indoor  and  3  outdoor  attendants  for  the  men. 
In  the  female  department  there  is  only  one  regular  attendant,  but 
the  laundry  maids  and  housemaids  all  give  assistance  if  needed,  and 
the  13  women  now  here  are  quiet  and  well-behaved,  and  nearly  all 
in  constant  employment. 

The  condition  of  this  asylum  continues  to  reflect  great  credit  upon 
the  management  of  Dr.  Christie.  The  very  excellent  treatment  and 
accommodation  here  provided  for  insane  officers,  and  the  very 
moderate  payments  required  in  most  cases,  must  be  a  great  boon  to 
many,  whose  limited  incomes  are  also  charged  with  the  maintenance 
of  their  wives  and  children.

During  our  inspection  of  this  asylum,  which  occupied  two  days,  Leavesden 
we  personally  examined  the  patients  and  visited  all  the  wards  and  District 
offices.  The  condition  of  the  whole  establishment  is  very  satis-  sy 
factory,  and  creditable  to  those  engaged  in  its  management.  The 
utmost  cleanliness  prevailed  throughout,  and  the  conduct  of  the  in¬ 
mates  was  quiet  and  orderly. 

Although  the  asylum  is  still  too  crowded,  and  the  beds  too  near  Statistics, 
together  on  the  female  side,  the  numbers  have  been  diminished  by 
6  in  the  male,  and  73  in  the  female  division,  and  the  total  number  of 
inmates  is  now  2,048  :  viz.,  879  male,  and  1,169  of  the  female  sex. 

The  average  number  daily  resident  since  the  visit  of  our  Colleagues 
on  the  14th  of  November  last  year,  has  been  2,091,  and  the  death 
rate  upon  that  number  during  the  same  period  has  been  at  the  low 
per-centage  of  6*83. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  asylum  has  been  free  from 
all  disorders  of  an  infectious  or  contagious  kind,  that  no  fatal  acci¬ 
dents  or  sudden  deaths  have  occurred,  and  that  no  coroner’s 
inquests  have  been  held.  Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in 
29  cases.

364  Appendix  (O.)  to  Thirty -second  Report 

The  infirmary  blocks  in  either  division  each  contain  3  wards, 
which  are  fitted  with  all  needful  appliances  for  the  treatment  of  dis¬ 
ease,  and  are  most  cheerful  and  comfortable  in  every  respect.  They 
contained,  on  the  day  of  our  visit,  147  males  and  180  females,  of 
whom  18  of  the  former,  and  9  of  the  latter  were  in  bed. 

It  is  the  practice  at  once  to  remove  to  the  infirmaries  patients 
requiring  special  treatment,  so  that  in  the  ordinary  wards,  except  a 
few  cases  suffering  from  epilepsy,  no  one  was  confined  to  bed. 
Last  week  55  men  and  295  women  were  entered  as  under  medical 
treatment.  There  are  now  in  the  asylum  43  patients  suffering  from 
general  paralysis,  and  159  male,  and  240  female  epileptics.  For 
these  last  the  special  arrangements  for  night-watching  are  still 
carried  out  with  complete  success,  and  no  accident  of  any  kind  has 
as  yet  occurred  to  them  during  the  night.  We  still  think  it  desir¬ 
able,  however,  that  tell-tale  clocks  should  be  provided  as  the  only 
means  of  securing  the  constant  vigilance  of  the  night-attendants. 

Reckoning  again  from  the  date  of  our  last  visit,  we  find  that  88 
males,  but  only  4  females  have  been  admitted,  and  17  males  and  11 
females  discharged.  Of  these,  9  were  stated  to  be  “  cured 1 
escaped,  and  1  was  found  to  be  not  insane. 

The  patients  had  every  opportunity  of  appealing  to  us  and  offer¬ 
ing  complaints,  but  we  had  none  except  on  the  score  of  alleged 
undue  detention.  Among  those  who  addressed  us  on  this  subject 
was  a  man  named  W.  b[.,  who,  in  our  opinion,  cannot  properly  be 
kept  here. 

All  the  routine  arrangements  of  the  establishment  remain  as 
reported  on  former  occasions,  and  the  returns  relative  to  useful 
occupations  give  totals  of  313  for  the  male,  and  243  for  the  female 
division.  These  numbers  are  not,  in  our  opinion,  so  large  as  they 
ought  to  be.  With  a  more  complete  organization  they  might,  we 
think,  be  materially  increased,  and  with  good  results  as  regards  the 
condition  of  the  patients.  With  care  and  a  proper  staff  of  skilled 
attendants,  a  larger  number  of  tailors  and  shoemakers  might  no 
doubt  be  trained,  and  all  the  clothes  and  shoes  be  made  on  the  pre¬ 
mises.  It  is  thought  that  in  purchasing  these  articles  by  contract 
some  saving  is  effected,  but  this  is  not  the  result  experienced  in 
other  asylums. 

We  are  well  aware  how  large  a  proportion  of  the  patients  are 
feeble,  imbecile  and  epileptic,  but  we  are  of  opinion  that  if  a  list  of 
those  who  do  not  work  were  kept,  with  the  reason  why  not,  oppo¬ 
site  each  name,  it  would  be  found  that  a  considerable  number  might 
still  be  added  to  the  workers. 

The  numbers  attending  Divine  Service  on  Sunday  do  not  exceed 
230  of  each  sex;  and  on  the  week-days  130  men  and  100  women 
are  usually  present.  There  are  weekly  services  for  epileptics  only, 
a  custom  not  usual  in  county  asylums,  and  the  advantage  of  which 
is,  as  we  think,  open  to  some  doubt. 

On  both  days  we  saw  the  dinners  served  in  several  of  the  wards, 
and  found  the  provisions  good  and  well-cooked.  The  dietary 
remains  as  before,  except  that  the  fish  dinners,  which  for  a  time 
were  discontinued,  are  now  again  given.  A  considerable  number 

of 
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of  patients  are  on  extra  diet,  amounting  at  the  present  time  to  Appendix  (o.) 
196  men  and  287  women.  - 

The  associated  amusements  of  the  patients  seem  to  be  well  at-  District^11 
tended  to.  There  have  been  32  dances,  at  which  the  asylum  band  Asylum, 
performed,  and  the  patients  attending  averaged  100  of  the  male  and  Amusements. 
150  of  the  female  sex.  Two  burlesques  have  been  acted,  at  which, 
during  the  three  evenings  each  was  performed,  200  of  each  sex  were 
present.  Several  farces  have  also  been  played,  and  there  have  been 
musical  entertainments.  The  patients  are  frequently  taken  for  walks 
beyond  the  premises,  in  parties  of  30  or  40  at  a  time.  It  appears 
that  the  average  number  of  patients  visited  weekly  by  their  rela¬ 
tives  is  65  for  both  divisions. 

Wc  have  a  favourable  report  to  make  as  to  the  personal  condition 
of  the  patients.  All  are  bathed  weekly,  but  owing  to  the  limited 
size  of  the  general  bath-rooms  for  so  large  a  number,  it  is  found 
necessary,  in  order  to  accomplish  this,  to  carry  on  the  bathing  every 
day  in  the  week. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  are  very  good,  and  throughout  the  beds 
were  quite  clean,  though  we  were  informed  that  as  many  as  96  in 
the  male,  and  295  in  the  female  division  are  dirtied  or  wetted  every 
night.  The  great  excess  of  soiled  beds  on  the  women’s  side  would 
seem  to  indicate  a  want  of  proper  attention  on  the  part  of  the 
night-nurses.  Whether  this  is  the  case,  or  whether  an  addition  to 
their  number  is  required,  is  a  matter  deserving  consideration,  for 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that,  by  constant  care  and  attention,  the 
faulty  habits  of  the  patients  might  to  a  great  extent  be  corrected, 
and  a  corresponding  saving  be  effected  in  the  wear  and  tear  of 
bedding,  and  in  labour  at  the  laundry.  We  have  again  to  recom¬ 
mend  that  blankets  or  some  woollen  material  should  be  interposed 
between  the  waterproof  and  the  linen  sheets. 

As  regards  the  use  of  restraint,  only  one  case  is  reported.  The  Restraint 
patient,  a  female,  had  her  hands  loosely,  tied  down  by  flannel 
bandages  whilst  in  bed  from  the  20th  to  the  26th  of  NoVember, 

1876,  to  prevent  her  from  picking  her  face  during  an  attack  of  and 
erysipelas,  of  which  she  recovered. 

Seclusion  has  been  resorted  to  in  the  cases  of  28  men  and  26  Seclusion, 
women ;  the  former  were  secluded  on  62  occasions  for  a  total  dura¬ 
tion  of  712  hours;  and  the  latter,  on  42  occasions,  for  227  hours. 

No  one  was  secluded  during  our  visit;  but  a  woman  in  the  infir¬ 
mary  who  is  strong  and  troublesome  was  kept  in  her  chair  by  means 
of  a  strap  passed  loosely  round  her  waist. 

The  building  appears  to  be  in  good  repair,  and  there  have  been 
improvements  as  regards  the  painting  and  colouring  of  the  wards. 

It  is  intended  that  the  whole  of  them  shall  be  decorated  in  the  same 
way  as  those  favourably  noticed  in  our  last  Report.  Hot  water 
coils  have  now  been  fixed  in  every  ward,  and  are  found  to  answer 
well.  We  have,  however,  to  suggest  that  some  better  mode  should 
be  adopted  for  protecting  the  hot-water  pipes  in  the  single-rooms. 

An  excellent  Tuikish  bath  has  been  completed  ;  and  a  conserva- 
toi  y  has  been  built  which  will  be  found  most  useful  in  supplying 
the  wards  with  flowers. 

Nothing  has  yet  been  done  to  increase  the  pressure  on  the  ex¬ 
ternal  hydrant,  which  is  insufficient  to  throw  the  water  on  the  roof 
of  the  building.

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The  staff  of  attendants  and  nurses  remains  as  before  ;  but  the 
changes  in  the  management  anticipated  by  oui  Oolleagues  hai  e  taken 
place”  and  the  asylum  has  lost  the  valuable  services  of  Sir  W.  Wyatt 
as  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  of  Dr.  Shaw  as  medical  super¬ 
intendent. 

Mr.  Sedgwick  is  now  the  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Case,  formerly 
assistant  medical  officer,  has  been  appointed  superintendent  in  the 
place  of  Dr.  Shaw.  The  good  condition  in  which  we  find  the  whole 
establishment  is  sufficient  proof  of  his  ability  to  perform  the  onerous 
duties  of  his  post. 


2.  Metropolitan  District  Asylum,,  Caterham. 


21  December  1877. 

In  this  District  Asylum  there  are  now  2,026  patients,  of  whom 
860  are  males;  1,166  are  females.  This  is  an  increase  of  1/7  on 
the  number  resident  on  the  12th  October  1876,  the  date  of  our 


Colleagues’  last  visit.

Exclusive  of  the  detached  hospital,  the  accommodation  is  2,024 
beds,  in  dormitories  and  single-rooms. 

The  patients  at  the  present  time  are  thus  distributed: — In  the 
male  division  of  the  main  building,  860  men  ;  in  the  female  divi¬ 
sion,  1,080  women ;  in  a  dormitory  over  the  recreation  hall,  which 
is  on  the  male  side  of  the  asylum,  34  women  sleep.  In  the  detached 
hospital  are  placed  52  women,  18  of  these  are  suffering  from  a  skin 
affection.  There  are  34  vacant  beds  for  men  in  the  main  building. 
It  has  no  vacant  bed  for  a  woman,  on  the  contrary,  in  the  infir¬ 
maries  are  more  beds  than  are  their  proper  complement.  There  is, 
however,  room  for  16  beds  in  the  dormitory  over  the  recreation 
hall.  The  patients  now  using  this  dormitory  are  employed  and 
take  their  meals  in  the  laundry  department.  The  occupation  of 
this  dormitory  by  women  can  only  be  justified  by  emergency  and 
as  a  temporary  arrangement. 

The  admission  returns  inform  us  that  69  of  the  cases  admitted 
were  between  60  and  70  years  of  age ;  38  between  70  and  80  years, 
and  5  were  80  years  old  and  upwards. 

These  returns  and  our  own  observation  of  the  large  numbers  of 
aged  and  infirm  in  this  asylum,  force  us  to  the  conclusion  that  some 
new  regulations  by  the  Local  Government  Board  are  much  required 
to  stay  the  transfer  hither  of  persons  who  can  scarcely  be  classed 
as  insane,  who  exhibit  little  else  than  the  mental  and  bodily  infir¬ 
mities  incident  to  advanced  years ;  who  could  be  treated  quite  as 
well  in  many  of  the  metropolitan  workhouse  infirmaries  as  they 
can  be  treated  here ;  whom  to  retain  in  these  infirmaries  would 

probably 
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probably  be  as  economical  and  certainly  more  humane,  and  whom  Appendix  (O.) 

to  classify  with  persons  of  unsound  mind  is,  in  our  opinion,  wrong ;  ^ - 

even  if  the  accuracy  of  lunacy  statistics  were  alone  to  be  regarded.  Strict™ 

To  this  matter  the  Commissioners  who  visited  here  in  1875  called  Asylum, 
attention  in  their  Report,  and  the  mischief  seems  not  to  have 
diminished. 

The  number  of  patients  reported  to  be  suffering  from  various 
forms  of  paralysis  is  stated  to  be  98  men  and  90  women.  Those 
sick  and  under  special  medical  supervision,  as  recorded  in  the 
medical  journal,  are  63  men  and  104  women. 

Of  the  patients  discharged,  9  had  recovered,  3  were  given  over 
to  their  friends,  18  were  removed  at  the  request  of  the  guardians 
of  their  unions ;  20  were  transferred  in  view  to  removal  to  county 
asylums  ;  4  had  escaped,  and  6  were  included  in  the  9  whose 
removal  was  recommended  by  our  Colleagues  at  their  last  visit. 

Of  those  nine,  three  are  still  here;  they  are  T.  W.,  'W.  T.,  and  J  O. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  first-named  had  not  the  chance  of 
curative  treatment  in  a  county  asylum,  but  the  likelihood  of  his 
recovery  is  now  so  much  diminished  by  the  delay,  that  we  hesitate 
to  press  for  his  removal.  The  other  two  cases,  W.  T.  and  J.  O.  are 
chronic  cases,  and  Dr.  Adam  reports  them  to  be  manageable  here. 

The  rate  of  mortality  has  been  somewhat  higher  than  in  previous 
years  amounting  to  a  fraction  above  1 1  per  cent,  per  annum,  cal¬ 
culated  upon  the  average  daily  number  resident. 

The  following  table,  the  materials  for  which  were  furnished  to  Causes  of 
us  by  Dr.  Adam,  contains  a  classified  summary  of  the  assigned  death' 
causes  of  death,  but  post-mortem  examinations  were,  we  regret  to 
learn,  made  in  six  instances  only: — ■

As  this  institution  is,  technically,  a  workhouse,  it  does  not  come 
within  the  provision  of  the  Lunacy  Acts  which  renders  it  necessary 
that  notice  of  death  shall  in  every  instance  be  sent  to  the  coroner. 
Such  notices  are  accordingly  only  given  when  the  death  is  considered 
to  be  due  to  other  than  natural  causes,  and  inquests  since  our  Col¬ 
leagues*  visit  last  year  were  held  only  in  the  cases  of  the  man  who 
died  from  choking,  and  of  the  woman  where  the  death  from  effusion 
on  the  brain  was  considered  to  have  been  accelerated  by  removal 
from  a  London  workhouse  when  in  an  unfit  state  to  bear  the 
journey.  An  inquest  will  also  be  held  this  afternoon  upon  one 
other  woman,  aged  75,  whose  death  from  heart  and  lung  disease 
was  also,  in  Dr.  Adams5  judgment,  accelerated  by  removal  hither 
from  a  workhouse  in  London  when  in  an  unfit  state.  The  two 
deaths  last  referred  to  give  point  to  the  observations  already  made 
as  to  the  practice  of  removing  aged  and  feeble  patients  from  London 
to  this  asylum,  instead  of  retaining  them  in  their  workhouse  infir¬ 
maries. 

W  ith  reference  to  the  bodily  health  of  the  patients,  we  have  to 
report  that  as  many  as  34  men  and  70  women  were  in  bed  at  the 
time  of  our  inspection,  18  of  the  latter  were  those  isolated  by  means 
oi  skin  affection  ;  the  majority  of  both  sexes  were  aged  and  infirm  or 
epileptic.  The  blocks  originally  arranged  for  infirmaries  have  been 
proved  to  be  quite  insufficient  to  accommodate  the  crowd  of  sick 
and  infirm  brought  hither ;  therefore  Block  C.  on  the  men’s  side, 
giving  160  beds,  and  Blocks  D.  and  F.  on  the  women’s  side,  giving 
320  beds,  have  been  converted  into  supplemental  infirmaries,  each  of 
the  three  floors  being  appropriated  as  a  combined  day-room  and 
dormitory.  The  supplemental  infirmaries,  however,  are  not  yet 
provided  with  fixed  baths,  and  these  should  be  placed  in  space 
which  could  be  here  properly  taken  from  the  lavatories.  These 
infirmaries,  too,  are  at  present  inadequately  supplied  with  hot 
water. 

The  epileptic  patients  are  172  men  and  244  women.  Of  each  sex 
100,  or  thereabouts,  are  placed  in  Blocks  B.  on  each  side,  with  60 
other  patients.  rIhe  day  staff  is  only  in  the  ordinary  proportion 
here  of  one  attendant  to  40  patients,  and  there  is  in  the  female  block, 
one  night  attendant  who  has  the  oversight  of  the  two  bed-room 
floors  containing  80  beds  each.  Her  supervision  is  necessarily 
intermittent.  In  the  male  block  there  is  no  special  night  attendant ; 
these  male  epileptics  only  share  with  the  patients  in  the  adjacent 
infirmary  block  the  periodical  visits  of  one  attendant,  who  has  thus 
under  his  care  at  night  265  patients;  viz.,  94  sick,  and  156  chiefly 
epileptics.  We  think  that  the  night  supervision  of  the  male  sick, 
and.  the  male  and  female  epileptics  is  very  insufficient.  The  male 
A*  lnfh’mary  should  have  its  own  night  attendant,  and  the  B.  blocks 
should  be  moi’e  exclusively  occupied  by  epileptics.  Each  of  the  80 
bedded  dormitories  for  epileptics  should  have  its  own  attendant, 
laving  no  other  duty  than  the  continuous  night  supervision  of  the 

patients  placed  there,  and  each  attendant  should  be  supplied  with  a 
tell-tale  clock. 

The  general  demeanour  of  the  patients  in  our  presence  was 
oiueily  m  both  divisions.  No  person  was,  during  our  inspection, 
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nor  has  any  person  been  since  the  Commissioners’  last  visits  Appendix  (0  ^ 
secluded  or  restrained.  'X  lie  behaviour  and  language  of  one  man,  1  ■ — — 
named.  J.  T.  (formerly  a  patient  in  a  county  asylum),  were  ^aterjiam 
menacing ;  he  has  not  yet,  however,  we  understand,  committed  Asylum, 
any  violent  act,  and  a  woman  named  M.  A.  B.  showed  herself  to  Epileptics 
be  maniacally  disposed..  The  further  detention  of  these  individuals 
t?16  a  ma^er  which  we  recommend  to  the  consideration  of 
Dr.  Adam.  We  also  noticed  a  man  named  M.,  who,  we 
were  told,  is  about  to  be  discharged,  having  exhibited  no  insanity 
and  no  peculiarity  beyond  epilepsy.  The  woman  B.,  above 
lelened  to,  charged  a  nurse  with  ill-using,  her,  and  showed  us  a 
biuise  on  her  arm  as  the  result  of  that  ill-usage,  but  we  could  not 
convince  ourselves,  after  inquiry,  that  the  nurse  was  culpable. 

Anothei  complaint  of  mal-treatment  by  a  nurse  was  made  to  us  by 
a  female  patient  named  J.  E.  Into  that  matter  we  also  in- 
quned,  and  found  that  it  referred  to  circumstances  which  occurred 
more  than  a  year  ago.  .Owing  to  the  lapse  of  time  and  the  untrust- 
w  or  thy  natuie  of  the  evidence,  it  was  impossible  for  us  to  ascertain 
precisely  what  were  the  xacts.  The  other  complaints  made  to  us, 
esides  those  already  referred  to,  were  in  regard  to  detention  and 
diet.  W  e  saw  no  individual,  however,  whose  condition  called  for  his 
oi  hei  absolute  discharge.  As  to  the  food,  we  shall  make  some  re- 
marks  later  on  in  this  Beport. 

The  men  s  dress  we  thought  fairly  good,  but  the  attendants  should  ^ress° 
see  more  to  the  way  in  which  it  is  worn.  Many  neck-ties  were 
missing,  and  we  recommend  the  substitution  of  cloth  for  corduroy  in 
the  clothing  of  the  male  patients  not  employed  in  dirty  work.  We 
weie  infoimed  that  all  have  at  least  two  shirts  weekly.  Such  of  the 
men  as  have  Sunday  suits  (we  could  not  learn  how  many  they 
VvCie),  have  them  always  in  their  own  custody  ;  a  far  better  arrange¬ 
ment  would  be  that  these  suits  should  be  in  the  keeping  of  the 
charge  attendants  in  the  ward,  and  so  producible  by  them  forinspee- 
tion..  The  clothing  of  the  women  was  generally  clean  and  in  o-ood 
iepai.1,  but  we  should  have  been  glad  to  see  a  larger  proportion 
wearing  dresses  of  winsey,  or  some  such  warm  material. 

W  e  looked  at  the  dinners  on  table,  tasted  the  food,  visited  the  Diet, 
stores  and  kitchen,,  and.  there  also  examined  some  of  the  articles 
pro\ided  for  the  patients  consumption.  The  meat,  bread,  and  malt 
iiquoi  were.  good,  but  the  rice  was  most  indifferently  prepared.  The 
tea  is  infeiioi,  and  that  which  we  tasted  wanted  more  milk.  The 
buttei,  said  to .  be  Canadian,  was  very  objectionable,  and  we 
think  at  the  price .  given,  74  s.  per  cwt.,  it  is  scarcely  possible  to 
obtain  butter  of  satisfactory  quality.  We  were  glad  to  see  in  the 
stores  liberal  provision  for  the  approaching  Christmas  festivities. 

The  attendants  appear  to  be  of  a  respectable  class.  We  learn  Attendants, 
that  the  males  aie  33,  of  whom  22  have  been  here  more  than  12 
months ;  and  that  the  females  are  43,  of  whom  34  have  served  longer 
than  that  period..  We  are  glad  to  learn  that  a  room  has  lately  been 
set  apart  and  suitably  furnished  for  the  use  of  the  male  attendants 
m  t  ic  evening,  and  that  here  a  library  has  been  provided. 

le  visitation  of  the  patients  by  their  friends  was  suspended  for 
some  months  during  the  prevalence,  this  year,  in  London,  of  the

small-pox  ;  but,  by  way  of  compensation  to  the  patients,  the  asso¬ 
ciated  entertainments  in  the  asylum  were  increased  in  number,  and 
the  recreation  hall  was  more  frequently  used.  A  ventriloquist  per¬ 
formed  on  the  evening  prior  to  our  visit. 

From  a  summary  furnished  to  us  at  the  asylum,  we  ascertained 
that  the  patients  usefully  employed  on  the  first  day  of  our  in¬ 
spection  were  323  men,  and  420  women.  These  figures  include  112 
male,  and  191  female  patients  assisting  to  clean  the  wards  ;  72  men 
working  on  the  grounds;  70  women  in  the  laundry  ;  31  females  in 
the  work-room,  97  engaged  in  needlework.  The  balance  is  made 
up  of  patients  employed  in  trades  or  in  the  offices;  13  men  help  in 
the  tailors,  and  as  many  in  the  shoemakers’  shop.  In  these  shops 
nearly  all  the  men’s  clothes  are  made  and  repaired,  and  the  shoes  of 
both  sexes  are  mended. 

We  found  the  wards  throughout  in  a  very  clean  and  orderly  state, 
and  the  beds  and  bedding,  for  the  most  part,  well  attended  to  ;  but 
where  waterproof  sheets  were  in  use  the  arrangement  of.  the 
blankets  was  not  always  as  it  should  be.  Many  structural  defects 
noticed  at  the  last  visit  have  been  remedied,  among  the  principal 
being  the  substitution,  throughout  the  female  division,  of  water- 
closets  for  the  previously  existing  earth-closets;  the  repair  of  five 
decaying  slop-room  floors  and  of  all  leaky  roofs.  Various  other  im¬ 
provements  have  been  carried  out,  including  a  new  swimming  bath 
for  the  men,  additional  means  of  ventilation  in  the  single-rooms  of 
the  female  infirmary,  the  erection  of  a  covered  skittle-alley  on  the 
male  side,  and  the  introduction  into  the  wards  of  both  divisions  of 
good  sized  aviaries.  In  the  laundry  department  a  second  storage 
reservoir  for  rain  water  has  been  made,  and  15  additional  drying 
horses  have  been  fixed,  which  are  located  by  the  same  apparatus 
as  the  Turkish  bath,  which  has  been  finished  and  brought  into 
use  since  the  Commissioners’  last  visit.  The  number  of  baths  and 
means  of  bathing  in  connection  with  the  associated  bath-rooms  in 
each  division  appear  now  to  be  sufficient,  but  the  dressing-rooms 
are  still  too  small.  They  should  be  enlarged,  and  adequate  means 
of  heating  by  steam-pipes  or  otherwise  should  be  introduced  into 
both  dressing-rooms. 

We  are  glad  to  observe  that  the  interior  of  the  wards  is  being 
gradually  improved,  and  that  many  now  present  a  very  cheerful 
aspect,  which  was  enhanced  at  the  time  of  our  visit  by  the  decora¬ 
tions  for  the  coming  Christmas. 

There  is  a  deficiency  of  backed  seats  in  several  wards,  especially 
in  Blocks  B  and  D  in  the  male  division,  and  we  should  be  glad  to 
see  the  dulled  glass  removed  from  all  the  asylum  day-rooms.  A 
second  bagatelle-board  for  each  ordinary  male  block  would  usefully 
increase  the  means  of  ward  amusement,  now  somewhat  deficient. 
We  also  recommend  the  inclosure,  by  a  wooden  fence,  of  the 
laundry  drying  ground  ;  the  introduction  of  seats  ;  and  a  good  shed 
or  sunshade  into  the  airing-ground  of  the  detached  ward  now 
occupied  by  women ;  and  the  improvement  of  the  other  airing- 
courts  not  yet  altered,  by  the  reduction  of  the  asphalte  between  the 
blocks,  and  the  formation  of  more  flower  beds  and  rockeries  with 
shrubs. 
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Among  matters  referred  to  by  our  Colleagues  at  their  last  visit  Appendix  fO ) 
which  have  not  yet  received  attention  is  the  desirability  of  an  - - 

addition  to  the  mortuary,  which  will,  doubtless  not  be  overlooked  bv  Satfh!m 
the  Committee.

3.  Metropolitan  District  Asylum,  Clapton. 

„  #  19  December  1877. 

TV  E  have  to-day  paid  a  long  and  interesting  visit  to  this  asylum,  Clapton 
at  which  idiot  pauper  children  chargeable  to  the  metropolitan  unions  District 
are  temporarily  accommodated.  We  are  informed  that  the  new  Asylum, 
building  at  Darenth  intended  for  the  reception  of  this  class  of 
patients,  is  approaching  completion,  and  that  it  is  hoped  to  transfer 
the  entire  establishment  thither  before  the  close  of  the  ensuing  year. 

It  will  be  unnecessary,  therefore,  to  refer  to  the  structural  defi¬ 
ciencies  of  the  present  building,  or  to  suggest  improvements  therein ; 
but  we  were  glad  to  observe  that  several  matters  pointed  out  by  our 
Colleagues  on  former  visits  have  been  attended  to ;  such,  for 
example,  as  tne  whitewashing  and  colouring  of  the  walls,  the 
renewal  of  bedding  and  waterproof  sheets,  and  some  improvement  in 
the  laundry  arrangements;  and  we  are  able  to  report  favourably  of 
tlm  general  cleanness  and  good  ventilation  of  the  wards  and  dormi¬ 
tories,  and  or  the  provision  made  for  the  comfort  of  the  inmates. 

At  the  date  of  the  Commissioners’  last  visit  there  were  in  the 
asylum  195  male  and  137  female  patients,  making  a  total  of  332. 

Since  then  the  changes  have  been  as  follows  :  23  have  been  dis- 
charged  for  various  reasons,  16  have  died,  and  57  have  been 
admitted,  leaving  on  the  books  this  day,  350  patients,  206  males,  and 
144  females.  The  causes  of  death  were  of  the  description  usual  in 
such  asylums,  and  in  no  case  was  an  inquest  necessary.  In  nearly 
all  the  cases  post-mortem  examinations  were  made. 

The  death  rate,  which  for  the  interval  since  the  last  visit,  has  Death-rate, 
been  about  4T  per  cent.,  contrasts  favourably  with  that  noticed  in 
the  last  Report,  and  must  be  considered  low.  The  improvement  in 
this  respect  is  attributed  m  part  to  the  fact  that  the  building  is  now 
warmed  throughout  by  steam  pipes,  so  that  a  healthy  temperature 
can  be  maintained.  Only  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  has  occurred,  the 
patient  being  at  once  removed  to  the  Homerton  Fever  Hospital ; 
and  with  the  exception  of  this,  and  of  seven  cases  of  measles  (all 
confined  to  the  detached  building  used  as  a  receiving  ward,  or 
quarantine),  no  epidemic  or  infectious  disorder  has  appeared  in  the 
asylum  since  the  last  visit. 

No  fiesh  case  of  ophthalmia  has  occurred,  and  the  only  cases  of 
eye  disease  have  been  of  a  non-contagious  character.  The  immunity 
fiom  infectious  diseases  has,  no  doubt,  in  great  measure  resulted  from 
the  closing  of  the.  asylum  to  visitors  during  eight  months,  when 
small-pox  was  life  in  London;  but  the  absence  of  ophthalmia  is,  we 
think,  due  to  the  excellent  system  of  allotting  to  each  child  separate 
washing  appliances,  a  system  which  cannot  be  too  highly  recom- 
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mended  for  adoption  in  institutions  in  which  a  large  number  of 
children  are  brought  together. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  appears  to  be  good.  With  the 
exception  of  the  measles  cases,  only  three  children  were  in  bed ; 
one5  a  girl,  recovering  from  a  severe  epileptic  attack ;  another,  a 
boy,  suffering  from  epilepsy,  and  the  third,  also  a  boy,  from 
diarrhoea. 

Among  the  patients  are  10  adult  idiot  women  remaining  of  those 
originally  sent  here  to  assist  in  the  laundry  and  other  household 
work.  Six  idiot  women  have  been  returned  to  Leavesden  and  other 
asylums,  and  their  places  supplied  by  girls  over  the  age  of  16j 
trained  in  this  asylum ;  and  it  is  intended  ultimately  to  dispense 
wholly  with  the  services  of  women  of  the  class  referred  to,  as 
their  association  with  the  younger  people  is  found  to  be  unde¬ 
sirable. 

Our  visit  being  made  on  a  half-holiday,  we  did  not  see  the  school 
in  full  operation,  but  three  classes  of  children  were  brought  together 
for  our  inspection.  The  children  whom  we  saw,  displayed  a  fair 
amount  of  intelligence,  and  the  system  upon  which  they  were  taught 
appeared  to  us  judicious.  Many  of  the  children  spelled  the  names 
of  objects,  pictures  of  which  were  shown  to  them,  and  one  class  did 
simple  sums  in  arithmetic.  Drawing  of  an  elementary  character  is 
also  taught.  We  observed  with  great  satisfaction  that  the  deaf 
mutes  are  not  overlooked,  teaching  by  the  finger  alphabet  having 
been  introduced,  with  some  success.  One  boy,  whose  knowledge 
we  tested,  could  spell  the  names  of  objects  very  fairly,  and  we  were 
glad  to  see  that  the  teacher  was  evidently  much  interested  in  the 
experiment.  We  learnt  that  an  attempt  to  teach  the  blind  children 
by  means  of  raised  letters,  is  about  to  be  made. 

We  witnessed  the  very  admirable  drill  and  exercises  which  the 
children  are  practised  in,  and  which  appeared  well  adapted  to 
develop  the  frame.  We  are  informed  that  the  number  of  children 
on  the  school  register  is  287,  of  whom  about  200  are  usually  present 
in  school  at  one  time. 

About  160  children  take  their  meals  together  in  the  dining  hall; 
the  rest,  not  being  sufficiently  educated  to  feed  themselves  properly, 
have  their  meals  in  the  day-rooms,  and  the  very  young  and  helpless 
were  fed  by  the  nurses,  assisted  by  some  of  the  older  and  more 
advanced  girls. 

The  dietary  continues  to  be  liberal,  and  the  food  which  we  saw 
was  wholesome  and  well-cooked. 

The  industrial  training  of  the  children  is  attended  to.  About 
70  boys  work  as  tailors,  shoemakers,  carpenters,  or  gardeners, 
and  35  girls  assist  in  the  household  work.  Sewing  is  taught 
in  the  school.  The  work  done  in  the  various  shops,  which 
we  visited,  is  creditable,  and  nearly  all  the  requisite  tailoring, 
and  more  than  the  requisite  shoemaking,  is  done  on  the  pre¬ 
mises.  Of  three  patients  lately  discharged  as  recovered,  one  has 
obtained  work  as  a  shoemaker,  and  is  earning  14  s .  a  week  ;  another 
has  gone  to  sea,  and  the  third,  a  girl,  is  in  domestic  service.  In 
connection  with  the  subject  of  industrial  training,  we  are  glad  to 
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learn  that  it  is  proposed  to  make  provision  at  Darenth  for  retaining  Appendix  (0.) 

250  of  the  more  encouraging  and  improvable  cases,  after  the  age  of  - 

16,  for  further  training,  instead  of,  as  at  present,  returning  them  at  StS 
that  age  to  the  adult  asylums  or  workhouses.  We  trust  that  this  Asylum, 
proposal  will  be  carried  out,  as  we  think  it  of  great  importance  to 
the  success  of  the  experiment  now  being  tried  at  this  asylum. 

The  arrangements  for  Divine  Service,  and  the  provision  for  the  Divine  Service, 
children’s  amusement, remain  the  same  as  heretofore.  The  children’s 
clothing  is  good  and  sufficient.  Sundry  suits  are  provided,  and 
attention  to  personal  neatness  is  encouraged.  We  were  pleased  to 
see  the  fearless  and  affectionate  terms  on  which  the  children  were 
with  the  superintendent,  matron,  and  others  of  the.  staff,  and  from 
this  we  may  infer  that  they  are  well  and  kindly  treated. 

Dr.  Beach  states  that  the  total  weekly  cost  per  head  of  the  patients 
is  13  s.  8J  d.,  an  amount  which  he  hopes  to  reduce  materially  in  the 
new  and  larger  establishment.

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  in  1871,  issued  a  circular  letter 
(18th  March  1871),  on  the  subject,  of  the  signature  of  orders  for  the 
admission  into  asylums  of  pauper  lunatics  by  borough  justices. 

This  letter  intimated  the  opinion,  then  held  by  the  Commissioners, 
that,  in  reference  to  orders  of  admission,  and  generally  as  respects 
the  provisions  of  the  Lunacy  Acts,  the  word  ‘borough’  is  to  be 
construed  strictly,  and  as  defined  by  the  Interpretation  Clauses, 
8  &  9  Viet.  c.  100,  s.  114,  and  16  &  17  Viet.  c.  97,  s.  132,  viz. :  a 
<  borough,’  6  town,’  or  ‘  city  corporate,’  tf  having  a  quarter  sessions, 
recorder,  and  clerk  of  the  peace;’  ”  and  that  it  is  essential  to  the 
validity  of  such  orders  by  justices  of  a  borough  that  the  “  borough” 
should  possess  these  three  characteristics. 

So  far  as  the  Commissioners  are  aware  no  decision  of  the  superior 
courts  on  the  construction  of  the  Lunacy  Acts  has  been  given  since 
1871,  which  would  induce  them  to  alter  or  modify  the  opinion  above 
laid  down. 

Their  attention  has,  however,  recently  been  called  to  a  point  not 
adverted  to  in  the  letter  of  March  1871,  as  to  which  some  misappre¬ 
hension  has  arisen,  which  it  may  be  proper  to  remove. 

The  Commissioners  refer  to  the  case  of  a  person  deemed  to  be  a 
lunatic  and  found  wandering  at  large,  who  may  be  apprehended 
under  Section  68  of  the  Act  16  &  17  Viet.  c.  97. 

In  this  case,  and  in  this  case  only,  proceedings  may,  it  would 
seem,  be  taken,  and  a  valid  order  of  admission  to  an  asylum  may  be 
made  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  acting  within  the  limits  of  the 
county,  liberty,  or  borough  for  which  he  is  appointed.
